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CITAPTER I. 


OUTLINES. 


PUL Longkineso, 0 Grao Cut, tho ancostors of tho 
Annamese, begin thar annals in the yoar 2879 n a 
‘They wore called Gra0-Cut by the Chineso, bocauso their 
lng toes wore stiikingly separated from the others. Thoy 
wore goyerncil for contmios by thei own M'ngs. ‘ho 
annals of theso soverigns aro oxceodingly diy whoo 
they aro not wildly imaginative, About two hundred 
years before om orn tho Chineso myadod and soltlod in 
tho vountiy, ‘hon for a thousand yous Jtongking and 
the groater part of Annam wero governcd by Chincse 
iulers, moro o2 leds independent of the Imperial powor, 
or simplo functionarics. It was in this poriod that the 
Annamese ince, as wo now fin” 14, was 1eally formod. 
Somoeyhere about the yon 1418 a princo of the namo 
of Lr-Loz, whose fabulous stiength and ralour aro sung 
to the present day, 1.1sod tho poople, an. oventually not 
only shook off tho Chinose yoko, but almost frovd Tong- 
king of tho presenoo of Chinamen. Ie founded the 
gent Li. dynasty and made ITanoi his capital. 
Littlo over a hundiod years afterwards wo find tho Li

dynasty overshadowed by the power of the Mac family, 
who, descended Lom a commander-in-chiof of the amy, 
gadually becamo hereditary mares du palais, iegents or 
Cnva of the Tlanoi kgdom Lator the Macs wore sup- 
planted by the Trams, and at last, in 1674, the empire 
founded by Lr. Lor bioko up into tavo: Tongking, which 
velained Tanoi as the capital, and Annam, with Tun as 
the royal eily. The Lite shill reigned on in Hanoi. The 
Navynns, sprung from a Neni w family, established 
themselves in the southern kingdom. 

Tho Lis still kep, tho Trim family ag hereditary 
regonts. Thoy did a weaker thing still. To stave off 
Chinese attacks thoy agreed to accopt tle suzerainty of 
China, and accoidingly fiom that time forward 1oceived 
investiture fiom tho Ifwane Tr. In those days Tongking 
was stronger than Annam, and it was therefore natmal 
for the new kingdori to follow the example of the power 
from which it had so iccontly beon sepmatod. If 
suzeiamby was of any value the Chinese tad abundant 
proofs against the Tionch that they had exated it long 
enough ove: Annam. . 

Tt was about this time that Wmopeans fist visited 
Anfiam. Jl does not appear that Ptolemy knew anything 
about the country. [is information did not extend 
beyond tho Gulf of Siam. ce: Mateo Polo, the king 
of travollers, apparently was tho fist Emopean to visit 
the country. Ie touched the const of the kingdom of 
Crawea, the modoin provineo of Bina Tnvay, which has 
beon buftotod backwards and forwards between Tiance 
and Annam, but has finally romaimed protested and not 
annexcd. ‘Three hundzod yenrs Inter Canonna, rotuuning 
from exile in Macao, was shipwrecked at the mouth of 
tho Doxnat river, and celebrates the fact in the Lusiad, 
which he saved fiom the waves on the occasion.

Fifly years aftor this, in 1610, a Josuit mission was 
sottled in Annam, and mm 1650 tho reverond Lathor 
Alexandre do Rhodes pubhshed a map of the country. 
Nineteen yeas lator Pallu, the Bishop of JTcliopolia, 
Vicar Apostolic of Tongking, proposed to Colbert to 
establish a Fronch Celony it his soo. This is the first 
suggestion of Gallic influence in the country, bnt in 
1688 the Dutch, in the person of Noiel Iortsinch, had 
aleady established a factory at Fo-Yon, the modan 
Tlone You, which then was on tho ser-board. In tho 

yprovious year the Tronch lad obtained short-lived 
footing in Indo China, by tho oceupation of Bangkok and 
Mergui (now a part of Biitish Biama). A rogiment and 
five ships hold the two places for a few months, and thon 
were forced to leave. It must not be forgotton that at 
this time Ayurmrs, and not Bangkok, was tho capital of 
Siam. . 

During all this timo Ammam, oigmally merely two 
provinces Wiestod from tho old kingdom of Crura, was 
linding moro and moro to soparato itself fom Jongking. 
At first tho Navypns callod themsolyos Cuva, regonts, 
‘Thon they olaborated this with Vuowa, foudatory lungs. 
Tho Trinns of Congking wae far from aSyuiesang in 
this ambition. Thoy maiched sovoial armies south, but 
could no} reduce tho Navyrys, Lor tho whole of the 
séventoonth contimy, thoofore, and the gientor part of 
the eighteenth, Tougking and Annam, including latterly 
Cochin China (annexed in 1658), woro to all intonts and 
purposes separate statos and thorouglily hostile to ono 
another, nobwithstanding their common origin, 

Somewhere about tho year 1778 a merchant named 
Nao, of Quzr nitox, a port on the Annameso const south, 
of Ilvz, raised a rebellion and overthrew all the threo 
iuhng families. Tho ‘Crinus seem to hayo boon oxtor.

minated altogethe:. The last of the Lis remained king 
for 2 couple of yeas hy permission of che lender of this 
so called Tay son rebellion. Then he fled to China, and 
dicd in Peking m 1798, occupying the post of Chinese 
mandazin of the fom th elass. Je lefl no eluldven, but a 
brothe: of his, Hoana Ba, found friends among the hill 
tubes and waged a guerilla waifaic for years against the 
‘Tay son usurpers. Ile is tho presumed ancestor of the 
various Lr. claimants that havo raised numerous Levolts 
in Tongking duiing the present century, 

The Nauvons wore driven out, and the head of the 
house, Navyen Ayn, or Navycn Linn, fled to Siam. 
There he met the Bishop of Advan, Monsigno. Pigneaux 
de Behaine. The Iishop was a patiot and a politician, 
He sent home to Fiance Navynn Anns son, and in 1787 
this prince concluded a treaty with Lows XVI, according 
to the terms of whicheFiance was to restore the Nevyoys 
to Annam, and to roceiyo in 1eturn tho Bay of Tomane 
and tho island of Pouno Coxnorn, off tho nfouth of tho 
Saigon riva, ‘he French Revolution proventod tho 
oxocttion of this treaty, but the enorgatic bishop managed 
lo hing 10und hom Pondicherry two moiehant ships 
with munititus of war and oleven Ironch officers of 
yations ranks Under the guidance of thos offices, 
Navyny Ann imacd an amy and a flodt, dofeated and 
beheadod tho Tx-son leadeis, and conquored Tongkiig. 
The Annamose domimions were now gieater than over 
they lad beon, and the now sovereign assumed tho 
digmty of Emperor, and, in accordance with national 
custom, assumed a “reigning name,” Gra Lone. Hur. 
becamo cayvtal of lis domimons, and Ilanor was simply 
chief town of a province 

Gia Lona was tolerant of the Fiench though ho did 
not like them, but his successors all more or loss per

sceuted the mussionarics, French and Spanish, who 
flocked in gieat numbors to ths eountiy. There wore 
thereforo a numbei of punitive expeditions of Trench 
ships of wa. to revongo thoso mmty:doms a‘ ‘1 rehevoe 
the fathers, 

It was not, howevon, fill 1858 that Tianeo mndo any 
sorious atiempt to claim the ‘“ 1ishts” conceded by the 
tieaty of 1787. In August cf that you. Admiial 
Tugault de Genoully destroyed the Annamese foits and 
occupied Tomanc. The followmg year he captured 
Saigon. ‘Then the Ttalan wai and the Allied war in 
China put an end for the moment to conquests in 
Cochin China.” In 1860 the unhealthiness of tho placo 
and tho necd of reimtorcoments in Snigon led to the 
‘evacuation of ‘lomane and the massing of tho tioops in 
Saigon, whoro tho Annamese, entrenched m tho lines of 
Kr-Tloa, hold the feeblo garrison 11,0 stato of siego. 

Tho ond of the China campmgn hecd four thousund 
men, and with these and the assistance of a handful of 
Spanish tioops the los of Ki Ifo, wore enticed, in 
Tobiuary, 861, with ‘2 loss of 225 mon killed and 
wounded, ‘lhis was lollowed by tho taking m succession 
of Myjno, Bimy-Ifoa, and Vnm-Loxa. Bais brought 
about tho treaty of 1862, whoieby the thice provinces of 
Satagon, Myjmo; and Brmw-THoa were ceded to Lianve 
along with Pouno Coxnorn. <A series of msurrections, 
fomonted by tho Ifut court, kept the aimy of occupation 
in constant trouble until 1867, whon Admiial do la 
Grandidre occupied and declared annexed tho thioo 
adjacent provinces of Vinu-Lone, Cuaupoc, and Ilaimn. 
The Profectornte of Camboja followed mmodintely. 
Since then tho imsunieectionary troubles have beon 
comparatively insignificant. 

Alroady in 1868 Fiance had designs on ‘Longhing.

Tho islands of Gow Tow and the Thousand Islos of 
Fitzelong Bay had always boon tho haunt of puates, 
Chinese and Annamoso = Admial do In Granditre pio- 
posed to Tang Te Duo to sond &% Wrench oxpodition 
thither to expel the pnates, and at tho samo time sotblo 
Tongking, wheo vow Li. rebellions wore constantly 
swooping ove: the country. Jeforc anything could como 
of this, the wa. of 1870 pub an crd to all thought of 
such ontorprisos for tho momonl. 

Noverlholess the Saraon anthorilics were tonacions of 
ther dosigns on Tongking. Very little was known vbout 
the counkay thon, but at was known to bo tho “ manmay 
of Annam,’ and thorofore necossmy to ‘tho ostablish- 
mont of that Indo-Chincse Dmpizo, imagined for Fiance 
by the Bishop of Apray, and nover lost sight of by tho 
Cochin China olficials, yh wove: may haye beon tho ease 
in tho home chamha, whoro many ddpulics did not 
Imow in which hemisy hero to look fo. tho “country. 
Aloady m 1872 Admiral do la Gianditro’s ptojcets were 
faken in hand again. lho publication of Jianeis 
Garnior 6 gioat work on tho oxploration of tho My tona 
had lont a now intorost to Tongkitg., Shat gitlod and 
advonimouseyoung officer had doolarod that, if waalihy 
and land-lockod Yunnan was oye 10 bo oponed to Dianeo 
w must be by tho Soxa-cor, the Rod River, the great 
artory of 'Tongking. Accordingly in 1872 wo find tho 
Bowayne wb lanai, the fist Wench warship which had 
poncliated into thoso waters, Undor Commandant 
Senez if had"been sont to mun into tho domgs of tho 
piatey on tho Tongking consis. Bul tho capitune de 
Aicgate did rot concoin bimeclf with tho pirates, Ab 
Hanoi he found M. Duywis, and immedintely procoeded 
to lend him all tho aid ho could. 

M. Dupuis had alrondy greatly intorosted himsolf in

Tongking. It 1s a point biltorly disputed botweon hi 
friends and theso of Garnier, which of thom first hac 
tho iden of oponing up Yunnan by way of tho Song-coi 
Tho decision of tho quostion dooy not concoin us 
Suffice it to say that M. Dupuis was cortainly the tha 
who oxplored tho rivor, and discovofed what capacilio: 
it has as a water way. 

Alroady m 1871, when his occupation as an amy 
contractor for the Chinese had led him mto Yunnan 
thon in tho throes of tho Mussulman icbellion, he 
had explored the river as far down as Laox,1, the 
so callod Annameso fiontie:, though thee nove, have 
‘been any Anneimeso there. IT claimod to havo proved 
the navigability of tho river from Mayurso, in Yunnan, 
to Laokar, This navigability is only a vo1y 20lative 
term, but it had moused the onoigotic Iionchman’s 
enthusiasm. 1 contracted to supply tho Chinese com- 
meander ‘with material of war fiom Lmope, and to 
Jning it up the Sona-cor, Tho Chinoso accrodited him 
to tho Govainment Gf Annam as thoi official agont, 
and furnished lim with? tho necossary paxsporta. 

In tho end of 1872, thoefore, ho appeniod at Tat 
vuona@, with thice small stoam launches, tavo of them 
fitted out a8 gunboats, and a laigo cargo junk. Tho 
meeting with Captain Senez was pohaps unfortunate. 
That gallant saidor had pushod up to Tanoi in spite of 
the opposition of the mandmins, had faced thom to 
apologise for not viowing his aival with delighi, and 
had mada thom aginta tha Mraneh flag. Captain Sonoz 
recetved M. Dupuis most cordially, and so led tho 
mandmins to believe that thore was a connection bo- 
tweon the fivo, notwithstanding tho Chinogo passports. 
M. Dupuis, therefore, mot with violent opposition all tho 
way. Still ho got up to UWanoi, tianshipped his ame

there into 1iver boats, added a largo quantity of salt, left 
half his party under M. Maillot, a Shanghw moichant 
who had associated himself with him, at Tlanoi, and 
with ten Dimopeans and thity Asiatics of various 
nationalities wont on up the uve, passed Laoxsz, and 
eventually, nearly*thi30 monthg after his dopmtme 
210m Tlano!, delivered Ina eonmgnment of arma in 
Yuwnan-Sun. 

Tho rebellion was sulducd and tho weapons were not 
wanted, but Maishal Ma recoived M. Dupuis well, and 
offered lum an mmy of 1,000 men to bring tho 
Annameso mandarms to reason. ‘his tho mochant 
explora refused, but ho took 160 Chincso soldias as 
a guad, loaded up lus Lonts with coppor and tin, entered 
into a contiact to supply 75 000 piculs, say 4,250 tons 
of salt for an equal weight of copper. 

But when he reached Ianoi he found this quite um- 
possible. ‘Tho mandarims wore up in aim agamst tho 
export of salt, thon principal paquisite. Ms Maillot had 
been living in something voy liké a siato of war with 
the mandains. Complaints afainsh M. Dupuis had 
boen sont by the ILur, comt to SAigon, Nauynn-Lri- 
Pnvona, the best genoial of Annam, who had fought 
gallantly at tho lines of Kr-1Ioa, came to Manor and 
emolled soldiers m great numbois. e 

M. Dupuis in Ing tun sent M. Millot to Saigon to 
complam against the mandming, Admiral Durr was 
thon Governor of Cochin China. Ic had tho colomal 
ambitious designs against Annam though 'Tongking, 
He eallod Tiancis Garnia: down fiom Shanghai, gavo 
him about ninety rank and filo and two ships, and 
despatohed” him to Ilanoi to mbitate in tho matter, 

‘with carte blunche instructions, ’ 

Dupuis demanded, as a continctor with China, whom

tho Annamose recognized as over-lord, lbcaity to fulfil his 
engagements and freo permission to use the stzoam wich 
flows from China into Tonghing. China had fo. years 
been allowed liberty of trade in the interio of ‘Longking 
as well as on the river, and M. Dupuis only demand d 
the same hhorty and op the same corlitions. {lo ashod 
no moze, and ho refered significantly to tho force he 
might have obtancd fiom the Yumnancse Maishal to 
enforce his demands. 
Garnicy arived in IIano1 on November 5, 1878. Tor 
week he endeavoured to persuade the mandarins of tho 
Justice of those clums, but he only mel with stubborn 
iesistance, and moro than siudied insults, Ie was a 
patiiot and politician, and on tho 16th of the month 
ho iwsued a proclamation declaimg the Sonag-cor opon 
to general commerce. IIe was a heutenant of tho navy, 
and on tho 20th ho took tho crtadel of Ilanoi by assault. 
Then, in an extraordinary plicit spaco ol time, he and 
Ins lioutenants captured the slicng places of lLuxa-Yru, 
Pou-Ly, ILar-DzvonceS Nay-Binn, and Nav Dinu. All 
Lovor Longhing seemed at his fect. Bué tho impetuous 
young soldio. liad fot enough mon, and ho was not 
sufficiently suppoted  Admiial Dupré was searod at 
tho doings of his envoy. l'ho Annamese callod in tho 
assistance of the Blick Tags. ‘Lhoso hady wars 
came and attached Hanoi, and in a so1tio against them, 
on tho 21st December, Gainioi, iushing far in advance 
of his men, a3 if the enemy wae meo cowardly 
Annamese, met lus death. On the same day Lioutenant 
Balny VAvucourt, his second m command, also fell. 
Tom days late: rcinlorcomcnis airived, at anol. 
But hard on thei: heels came a civil commission. MM. 
Philasiie had been at [uri teating wilh Tu Dues 
comt. Voyaging northwards, he heard of Garnioi s

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death, and forthwith took charge ol affains Ilo immo. 
diately ordained tho ovacuation of ull Tonghing, and las 
cained the olernal oxeciation of Lienehinen in conso- 
quence Ilismaligning of Ganioi, who wad his personal 

‘Iviond, cannot be too soverely condomned. But 1b 1s 
coitain that, with the forcosthoy hon hadim tho country, 
tho F.ench could not possibly have held Tongking. The 
Black [lags had even thon beon ongagod against thom, 
and though tho Black [lags of 1874 wero not armod 
anything hko then bicthron of 188 1, yet with thoi spoas 
and swoids and anciont matchlochs, they woro not 
people hko tho Annamese, who could ho oye:wholmad by 
tho smgle iush of half a dozon whito mon. Tho Do. 
Biogho Government was lukewarm, il not actually 
hostile, to tho Yongking undertaking, M. Philastro 4 
settlement of affairs was therefore probably tho best fo1 
tho time, though 1t Wag somewhat dinmatic inits sudden- 
ness. Lho Longking question was only postponed, 

But if, politically, M. Philastio’s doings woo on tho 
wholo tho best unde the cucumstancos, the dotaila ot 
his settlomont, and his conduct gonorally, wore opon to 
yery considerable condomnuion. Ono of lus fist acts 
on 1oaching Tongking served 10 kindle a hatrod ng vinst 
tho Tiench among the ‘Longking Chinamen which has 
gone on mmereasing ever since. On his aruval noni 
Maiphong in the Ivonch gunboat ho saw thuty yanks a 
little below the town. ITo asked tho Ilué ambassadors, 
who wo1e also on board, what vessols theso were, ‘Tho 
Annazhese thandarins promptly declared they wore 
puates. Thoroupon M Philastio persuaded the Trench 
capiain to fire upon thom. Upwaids of thirty of tho 
hoad mon wore brought on board of the d’Hstrées. ‘ho 
rest, to the number of two hundied, wore put into ono 
junk, and weie to hayo beon kept piisonors alongside 
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tho gunboat. As tho junk diifted down, howeye: sho 
fuled, demgnodly o1 otherwise, to catch the line tlhown 
her from tho d 7éstZes, and swopt on down slioam. At 
M Philastios suggestion, several guns wore {ned in 
the dak at the boat as 2b vanished in tho mght. 
Slnichs were head, but what bocamo“of tho vossol, with 
ils two hundred lives, was never haud. Puo ] ewd meat 
on boaid the man o’-war were hung from tho jard-arm, 
with tho exception of one, who was able to show a 
port clearance from Saigon. ‘These Chinamen wore 
peaceable merchants, who had come with goods to 
Yongking on tho stiongth of Garnio’s proclamation 
tht the Red Rive. was opon to taado 

This was bad, but 16 might have been a moro cor 
of judgment. What folloned M. Philastio's hunicd 
cyacuation was & blundorsylich the meanest intolhgenco 
might have seen would havo terriblo consequences. 
Garnioi and his lioutenants, even in the shout timo thoy 
hold possession of tho countiy, emollod many thousand 
Tongkinoso auxiliario’, tho majorily Christians. M. 
Philastio, in his convohtion with Nouvnn-Van-Tuona, 
tho IIuf plonipotonudry, was content with tho assuranco 
of that dignitary that these pooplo would bo amnostiod. 
The .esull was obvious. The misorgble Tionch parti 
sans Wore massacred all over tho counliy, and the founda- 
tion was laid of a dotostation of tho Monch which lasts 
to, and 18 pahaps intensified ai, the prosent day. 

This was say the L'ronch, worthy of the man who 
could writo of a dead fiend m a proclamation, posted in 
Tlanoi on tho 10th January, 187-1, threo, wooks aftor th 
gallant naval lioutonant’s death :-— A man named 
Garnioy was sent hoio to aango fade mations, lle 
hnew nothing about such things and simply introduced 
diso.der into the country by the capture of four ciladels, 
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capitals of proymees. It was lor dns reason vhat tho 
ambassado. Nevyrw and M. Philastio have como to 
ie establish tho poaco which had boon compiomisad.’ 
MM. Philastie was decorated with tho cioss of tlle Logion 
of Honom Tuancis Garnier was for yenrs spokon of as 
a hot headed advehimo. M. Dnpuis had his steamers 
sequestiated, Lho Kiench Goveimment made ice use 
of them, refused to hea his demands for 1ed1099, refused 
to seo him, 1efused to 1eccive his letics, cndeayom od to 
prevent him fiom ictunmg to Tiance, and, when he 
got there, shelved his petition for yours When at last 
his stubboin enoigy forced on 2 commuttes to considor 
his claims, it was Franco that profited, and not M. 
Dupuis. France has seed Tongking, and M. Dupuis 
as yet has nothing but empty pirise from geogiaplical 
socictics and sound abuse fom Cochin Chima civilians. 
Ife is sprung fiom a gimplo Fronch peasant fumily, bu il 
France had moio such peasantry sho would be ® moio 
comfortable neighbour and a giontor nations 

The iosult of this fust vtempt*on Tongking was tho 
signing of a tioaty betweon Piagcve and. Annam m Mareh, 
1874. Commoreial conventions wore added to this and 
signed in August and November of the samo yoar. 
Qut-wnion on tho Annam coast, [Limione, and TLlanor 
wore thrown opon fo commerce, and & Fionch consul 
was to voside in cach, with a guard of one hundied mon. 
Franco ongaged to assist in tho suppression of piracy 
and insuirections on condition that Annam made its 
outside polity square with that ot Tiance In fact, as a 
Diench wit romgrhed, C'vanee became tho poleeman of 
Annam. The consuls had an unpleasant time. Tho 
first established at Ilanot was 50 systematically insulted 
that he resigned his post, and thenccforward for a time 
Pianeo was represented only at Taphong 
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Matters wontfiom bad to woise till 1882, whon a now 
expedition was resolved upon With the insmuntion 
thaé this expodition was really o.ganized because Tio 
Myre de Villers, thé Governor of Saigon, wished to 
obtain concessions of mines in Tongkmg fiom the 
Annameso Government, wo have nothing 40 do. If ib 
concerns anybody, shat conccins Finnco, and she has 
* chosen to take no open notice of the matter. Suftiee i 
to say that the projet de loi authorizing tho expedition 
merely says that ‘since 1880 the Republic has come to 
see the imperative necessity of putting an end fo a state 
of things which, if prolonged, would seriously com- 
promige our position in the far Hast! Circumstances 
have prevented the furthorance of ow plans oarlier 
than the begining of last year. ‘Thon tho Goyornor 
of Cochin China made arrangements with the Ministers 
of Foeign Affaiis and of tho Navy to givo effect to our 
Protectorate over Annam, Tt was proposed to send to 
tho Red River naval forcos sufficient to oxpel tho Blas) 
Flags, and go 40 secure’ free commorco, ‘ho Annamoss 
mandaring, instead of recognizing in our troops auxil- 
aries coming to carry out a task thoy wore incapable of, 
showed designs anything bub ficndly, and ongaged in 
intmguc with our focs. Tho nocessity of seourmg tho 
safety of otr sdidios forecd Commandant Riyiise to 
seize upozr the citadel of Manoi on tho April 26, 1889," 

Since then the cout'se of ovonts has gioatly oxtondol 
the original project. As it is proposed to givo :n sue- 
ceeding chapters a naivative of what has sined happened, 
it will be woll here to closo thus biiof sketgh of Aunameso 
history. a 

Detailed accounts of various parts of Tongking follow. 
Tt will therefore be unnecessary to give here more than 
a gencial outline. Tho IIur, court calls tho countiy 
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Dane Tar, the outside kingdom; also Bio-Tanm, on 
Bio Ky, the kmgdom of the noth. The Cantonose call 
it Yuan, The namo Tcngking comes from tho Anna 
mese pionuiiciation of tho Chinese Done Kinn, “tho 
capital of the Tast,’ anothe: name to. Wano. Tho 
country lies botwoen the Topic of Cancor and tho 
cighteonth degree of north Iatitude, and between the 
101st and LOGth dogieos of longitude. The outline 1s 
somewhat inegular. China is the bounday on the 
noth tochnichlly, though Annamose rule has ieally 
never been felt on the China border. On tho wost tho 
Laos States push in farther and fathor till in the south 
tho provinee of Tani IIoa 1s only about a degiee broad 
fiom the sea to the Muone hills. Annam is the bound. 
ary on tho south, and on the cast tho Gulf of Tongking, 
with a croscent bend from I[a-Tinn to Cape Pax Luna 
in the nuth, ee 

The whole country may be diyided into thioo distinct 
portions, ‘Tho first of these is tho 1ogion “of low lands, 
the delia, conntry, forming an isofcoles tuiangle, of which 
tho base is on tho son, and the two sidos mo the Dat 
river and tho Nas-Ba-Luona canal. Son1ay forms iho 
apex. Without the ombankmonts, which form a not- 
woik ovoi all this aioa, this pal of Longking would bo 
undor wator every year, This is the part of Tongling 
which 1s best known, the only part that is really known, 
in fact, North of these flat lands* comes tho 1cgion of 
platoaux rising steadily up fiom tho Sona-cor and Sone- 
axv uivors. ‘he Inghest clovation 18 atiaincd in the 
countiy noth of Dona-Trmu ond east of Kwine-Yuny, 
and father north between Tlvynn Bac and Lana-gon, 
The farther noith one goos tho less tropical is the 
scenery, until finally the pmo-clad mountains are 
reached, ‘Tho highest olevations in this plateau coun-

iy visible from Kwana Yrw aro 8,500 and 4,500 foot 
high. 

Wont of the 108rd parallel we find tho region of forosts. 
Lxtremely little is known of this part of tho country, 
except fiom tho storios of natives, which 1¢posont 1h as 
inhabited only by savages and wild beasts 

Tongking 18 divided into sixteen piovineos Thoso in 
the delta are Bacninu, Sonray, Danor, UWast-Datona, 
Tuna Yun, Naw Dinn, and Nmu-Bmi. 

The upland provinces are Cxo-Bann, Lina-gon, Trar 
Nevyrn, Tuynn Kwan, and Kwana-Yon, 

Tune Hoa is the forost province, 

In tho south there are threo othe: moyinces, which, 
fiom physical chaiacteristics, would mou legilimatoly 
belong to Annam. ‘These are Titann-Iloa, Nand Ay, and 
Ta-Tinvn. Uxcept to the nusgionarios, who havo been 
particuimily successful in Toant Ios, this part ot tho 
countiy is comparatively unknown, 

The Red River, the Sona-cot, o1 ‘Tao of the Anna« 
mose, tho Ioana Kran of tho Dhineso, is pro-ominontly 
tho 1ivor of Tongking. fh visos nena Lara Lu, in Yunnan, 
fiom a chain of hills which foums tho watorshod botwoon 
it and the Mixone basin, and for somo timo Slows ab 
no giont distance fiom that river. 

Tho Sona coris a fino mver, but as a wetor-way to 
open up Yunnan if is a delusion. Tvom Iavor down- 

“wards if averages over a thousand yards wide, At 
Tluna-IToa 1 measures about five hundied, with largo 
sand-banks in mid-stream. At Tuan-Kuan (tho Kouty- 
ct of M, Dupuis, the Trin-Ynw of tho Gomte do 
Keigaradec) the width 1s two hundiod yards, and at 
Laoxar, on the frontier, ono hundied. But above 
Tuan Kuan navigation is rendored moio and more 
difficult by’ what the Trench call rapids, which avo, 
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however, really only places where the channel is na- 
rowed by spits of sand, or by out-crops of 10¢ck, and the 
emenf runs swifte: m consequence. As a matter of 
fact this prit of the 1iver 1s veally only practicable 
between Apul and November. Dwing tho dry season 
it is really useless for purposes of trade, and even dur- 
ing the 1ains, when there is abundance of water, M. 
Dupuis found if advisable to choose a placo where goods 
fiom the coast or fiom Hanoi might bo tianshpped 
into flat-botiomed craft enpable of getting up to Laoxar, 
This is tho so-called ITavre-Dupws, a picturesque bend 
whero tho river flows between hoavily woodod hills. It 
1s situated botwoon Tvan-Kuan and the first rapid. 

The Sona cor has a suient averaging about three 
knots, During tho diy season tho tiade routo to Hanoi 
fiom Iaiphong is by the Sona-Taw Bao, a narrow but 
deep cunul, sendue) tedious wud difficult fo. uavigation 
by tho extraoidinmily winding couiso it follows. T'rom 
this yessels pass into the Lao-Tray, ono of tho mouths 
by which the Tiar-Biyt and Softa-cor rivors flow into 
tho sea. Another canal, that called tho Taar-Br 
leads from this into the maim iiyor, It is hore that 
navigation is most dificult, and vossels diawing more 
than six feet cannot pass between Novomber and March. 
Tiom about tho end of May, when tho five, has aheady 
yison consido.ably, until September, tho usual and 
shoitor route from Iaiphong to IIanoi is by the Canal 
des Rapides, othorwiso called the Bacninh Canal. This 
leaves the maim river a little above Ilanoi, passos south 
of Bacwinm, and joins tho Tir Biya some distance 
above Iar-Dzvénc. Thence the route taken is by the 
Kina-Tar aim, which passes Dona ‘I'nmu and reduces 
the distance to Ilaiphong by about five and twenty milos. 

The IIt-Ho, or Black River, is the principal affluont 
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of the Sona-cor on the right bank. Ib joing tho Red 
River-a few miles below [luna Ifoa, and at its mouth 1s 
considerably bioader than the so-called main slicam, 
But the Tongkineso, like the Chinamon, judge of tho 
importance of a river nol by its size, but by tho amount 
of traffie which goes on upon it. indo on the Black 
River is utterly spoilt by a huge cataract some thirty- 
five miles from its mouth. Annamese maps ropresent 
the Ilt-Ho as coming from Yunyan; but very httle 13 
yet really known about its uppe. waters, which flow 
between huge forost-clad lulls that era it tho sombio 
look reproduced in tho name. 

The Tstn-Ho, tho Clpar River, is tho cluef tributary 
on the left. It enters a fow mules bolow tho Ito, 
On its banka stands Tuyen Kwan, and the rivor is navig- 
able fo. small craft some distance higher. he Tstn-ITo 
flows past Kar IIoa, in Yunnan, and acems to 1180 from 
a small Inke to the north west of thay town. Unhko tho 
other 1ivers of,Tongking, its waters axo cloar and limypid 

Whenco the name. Rlmeral salts, however, render 14 
nearly wnifit to dumk. Villagos becomo searce at a short 
distance fiom the embouchue, but the upper river, like 
the IIz.-TIo, is said to pass through a very uch mineral 
countiy. 

Tn Contial Tongking there is another uver basin, that 
of the threo streams, the Sons-cav, passing about thico 
miles north of Bacninh, and flowmg undor tho walls ot 
Tust-Nouyty, the Tuvune-Cuana, wad tho Lou-Nan. 
They join at almost the same point, and serve to join 
the Tra1-Bryn. Dxcopt the Sona cau, and that river 
only fo. a limited distance, thoy can baoly bg called 
navigable. 

A third rive: basin is thet of the Lana-Moow. ‘Uns 
voceives the diainage of the Line-son and Cao-Banit 
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provinces, but flows principally through Chineso teni 
tory. Tho Lana Moon forms, betwoon Paxnor and 
Tu Har Nin, a delin which 1s little known. The prin- 
cipal mouth, tho Lana-Mooy, which, for want of a 
better, gives its namo t) the whole stieam, selves as 
the noith oastein boundary of ‘Tongking. It is navig- 
able for thiily miles from Cape Pax Lune inland. Tho 
iivor seoms t0 riso in Yunnan, and passes by Sn Nina-Fu 
in Kwane-st. In anothei yea. we shall doubtless now 
more about it, but at prosont all the nativo maps ropre 
sent tho Lane son and Cao Bann stroams as flowing to 
China, u.osistibly suggesting tho idea that the natural 
boundary-line between China and Tongking should 1un 
much farthor south than it doos along the Lane-Moon 
watoshed. M. Romanet du Caillaud represents one 
branch of tho river, which he calls the Sona-Tam, as 
flowmg towards tho archipelago of Kwana-Yun. Another 
am of tho delta ccrtairly onters tho soa so close to 
Parnor that it is only four homs’ marl, distant. Tho 
Aunameso assert that ono can” go fiom Kwana-Yun to 
tho provinco of Lana-son without leaving tho 11:v01s 
and canals, and without going out io sea. Captain 
Tommov’s invostigntions scom to point 10 aomothing of 
tho same kind. ‘Tho inhaltants of this part of lho 
country aio, however, go wild and tmbulent that oxplo- 
vation for somo yoars will bo a matior of no little 
dangor. 

There ao two small rivers down in tho southan 
plovinces, the Sona-ma in ‘Lnant-moa, and tho bone-Ks 
in Nent-an. It is so short a distance fom the sea to 
tho hills horo that thoy havo a very swift emront, and 
aro of no great size. Canals jom tho two rivers, and boats 
can pass from one to tho othe parallel ‘to tho sea, a 
circumstance which reminds ono of Annam, as indeed 
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the flat reaches of sand and tho rolling sand dives, 
coopod in by the wall lke 1ange of Inlls coveied with 
impenetrable forest, contmunlly suggost the ido that it 
is only accident which has allotted theso provinces to 
Tongking. Nend-. especially has tho reputation of 
being a wealthy provines, but the pots, hko tho place 
itself, are hardly known except by name. ‘Lhe Aunemese 
talk of mines in this pait of the county, and the timber 
is certainly moie valuable han in any other part of 
Tongking. 

There are few lakes in '™ fees Tho largo shoct of 
water north of Ilanoi 18 By shallow, and tho same is 
probably tiuo of tho onl osha, known as the Ba-Bs, 
the “thico seas,”:> ~* Cao-Banm. During the irins 1 
would appear tha. eno throe unite into ono, with an 
island in the centro, which seived in 1879 as a last 
place of refuge for tho 1emaing of LreYuva-Cuor's rebel 
mmy. In the diy scason channols unio tho thico 
sheots, and a largo portion of what a fow months before 
was water 18 tiansformed into 11co-folds, ‘ho am- 
rounding country, fiom tho report of L'nthor Juontis, a 
Spanish missionay, tho only Dmopoan who is known 
to havo penctiated thitha, would appear to be excood~ 
ingly fertile. Cao-Banm is a very mtoresting provinco, 
and if tho true ancostry of tho Annamoso 1nco is over to 
be detoimmed, it probably will be so from ancient 
monuments and mseriptions m this provyinco, 

The aims and canals of Lower Tongling aro almost 
all navigablo, but only for small steam launclios. No 
nation surpasses tho Tongkineso in ditching and delving, 
and very many of tho communications aro undoubtedly 
their wok. Tho Nea-Ba-Luone Canal and that of tho 
Rapids are tho most important, aud a10 compaialively 
iecent, the latier dating back no farthe: than thity 
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years. Other so called canals, such as that of “the 
Bamboos,” or the Trar-Bixn, ae equally incontestibly 
the work otf oxceptional floods, bursting through an 
embankment to mako now outlets for the mass of water. 
Tho immouse 1iso, of tho 1ver, beginning in May and 
ending in October, is as much duo to the melting of 
snow in the noithein Ins as to the torrent rains. 

Tides are felt ail over tho delta, and even in the 
Sona-cau, where there is occasionally a rise of three feot 
in spring tides. Tho wator is brackish five miles above 
Hanoi, but beyond ths pomt it is more of a simple 
swelling than a regular tide. Tho tides are diurnal 
that is to say, there 18 but ono high and one low tado 
dmg the day. 

\ Tho oxtiaordinay fertilty of tho delta lands is un- 
doubtedly due to the river, and to the river alone. The 
soil is nemly pure clay, with hadly any tiaces of 
nabmal mould; and, were ib not lor the copious alluvial 
deposits, we should not hea of tho two annual harvests 
of vice for which the country ‘has become so famous. 
Tho immense volumo of ieddish soil which the Sona oor 
brings down all the year round is 1npidly extending the 
della, ‘Two contuios ago tho Dutch and Portugues 
factories at Ilunc-Ynon wore close to tho sea. Now the 
town 18 quite thixty miles fiom the const. Massionailes 
still hving speak of villages which aro now populous 
and agriculimal on sites wheic, a couple of decades 
since, thera was open sea. ‘Tho isolated lulls south of 
Done-'ninu, Mephant Mountain, Do-Son, and numerous 
others, have all the appearance on thoir sides and bases 
of having been washed by stoims at no very 1emotc 
time, ; 

The estimated aren of the country is about 60,000 

square miles, and the population probably 12,000,000. 
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Fiom tts proximity to the tomporato zone the climate is 
on the whole excellont. Turing the dry season the 
thermometer varios between 70° and 42° Tf. This fom 
October till tho boginnmg of April. During the hot 
and rainy weather it is oxcoptional, to have a higho. 
temparattre than 95°, and 70° is iho 1amimum. On 
the whole, the country is hoalthy, notwithstanding tho 
abundance of standing wate, no doubt beeauso this 
water lies in paddy fields 1ather than in marshes, 
There is a cortam amount of fevo., but it is seldom of a 
dangeious type; and tho dysontery fiom which seyo.al 
of the Tongking gaiisons havo suffered has been 
brought on by the impiudeneo of the goldios, and 
rendered deadly by tho comparatively little oxperience 
the French doctors seem to have of tho treatment of the 
malady. The colony ought to be ono of the finest in 
the Hast, if only the Trench will sot about tho right 
way to make it so. ;

AN is not only tho chief town in Tonghing, 
but it is the finest in Annam, and, disregarding 
Saigon as admittedly Buropean, in all French Indo- 
China, with the singlo oxcoption of Cionnn, the Chinese 
-toygvof Saigon. FFormorly tho population was 150,000, 
ps alums and actual sacking 10duced it for a timo 
tH an almost absolute desert, but it has now regained 
a giont doal of rts former population, and is without 
doubt destined to outstrip all ofho: cities in the county. 
Tt stands on tho right bank of tho rivor, about oighty 
miles from the soa Ly tho shortest 1otto, and practically 
consists of two distinct parts, tho commoicial town and 
tho citadel, a» huge square of about a mile to the sido, 
enclosing the Tone-Doc, the Government palace, tho 
treasuly, the comt of justico, the Royal Pagoda, tho 
prisong, the barracks and the public offices, and official 
Losiderces, 

Tt was the anciout eaprtal, not moroly of Tongking, 
but of all Cochin Chima, and, since 1ts foundation in 
707 a.v. by a Chineso govoinor undor the name of Dar- 
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Ta, has always maintained its superiority over all rivals. 
First fortified in 808, if had a chequered careor for 
several centwios, hemg captmed by Yuman aboriginals, 
re-captined by the Chinoso, and finally once moro taken 
possession of by the Annamose. Lxtension of the country 
Jed to the foundation, in tho fiftoonth century, of a rival 
capital, “av-Dzar, tho ‘capital of the West,’ whoso 
imposing ruins yot exist in tho southorn provinco of 
Trrann-Hoa. Ib was then that the nama Déun Kinny, 
or Tongking, which has since become the namo of the 
countiy, was assumed. Cwiiously onough To-Kio, the 
capital of Japan, has the samo signification, “tho 
capital of the Hast,’ and is written with tho samo 
Chinese characters. Tiiumpbing over its aval in the 
south Hanoi, still under the namo of Donh Kinh, it 
onee more became solo capital of the country in the 
middle of the sevonteonth contmy. hon, like all otha 
towns of Aunam and China, if got a double namo 
Tongking :emainod av official style, and tho common 
peoplo called it Kn- cto that is to say, the Markat, 
By this namo, until MM. Dupws and Guinier ponetiated 
thithe: in 1872, it was alono known to Duropeans, and 
Kn-cno still appears on very many maps with or with- 
out Ianor added. 

When Gra Lore annoxed Tongling as a provmec of 
Cochin China, the town diopped fiom its pride of place 
and became no more than a sin ple provincial chief town, 
At this period tho old citadel was 1econstiucted on 
Dmopoan plans, and, on tho Imes of tho VYauban 
system, assumed ite » sont huge dimonsions. Tt wis 
at this time also that tho nam3 of anor seoms to have 
been applied to the town. 

Till 1872 Hanoi r.emained practically unknown to 
Europeans, oxcept to tho fow missionaries, who for 
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many yeas had beon labounmg in Tongking. In that 
year, however, M. Dupuis brought ib mto very 1emaik- 
able prominence. Duwimg tho wholo of 1878 ho pe- 
sonally, or his men fo1 him, were in practical possossion 
of the town, as distinguished fiom the citadol. ‘Tho 
former covers the whole mio and a half of ground 
which lies between t1¢ river and tho fortified city. M. 
Dupws had brought down with him from Ilongkong a 
foice of about 125 Malays, Mamllamen, and Chinosc. 
These were roinfo.ced by one hundred of the Mushal of 
Yunnan s body guard, and late: the energetic Pienchman 
took on oven a hundied of the Chinosd troops disbandod 
from Bacninh. Most of these wore billoted in a stroot 
in the noith east of the town, called tho Rue des Chinois, 
and sepaated fiom the neighbowimeg quarters m the 
usual Clunese fashion by heavy buck and moitor gate- 
ways. One of those to tho present day is called Port: 
Dupuis. 

Here and in his boats Tiancis Gaurior found M. 
Dupuis established when ho anived in Novombon, 1878 
A vory shoit timo sufficed to show that tho patriotic 
old Annameso Maishal, Navynn-Tri Pavone, was as little 
inclined to be e1yil to the loutenant and his soldiers as 
ho was to the merchant and his tram band mon. Io 
issued pioclamations foibidding the joople to sell any- 
thing to tho ‘“‘biigands iiom Saigon,’ and announcing 
that he was shortly going to chop thom up into littlo bits. 
Tle flogged and imprisoned the captain of the citadel 
gate, who allowed Garnicr to enter and force an into.- 
viey on him, IIe did eveiything to show that a 
peaceable end to the naval lieutonant’s mission was 
impossible. ; 

Accordingly Gainier, with his usual determination, 
resolyed to seize the citadel Ilo had only 180 mon 
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available to altack « fortress fom miloy ound tho walls, 
and with a garison ostimated at 6,000 o. 7,000 mon, 
with numerous cannon mounted on tho ramparts 
The affaix commenced with o bombardmont of the 
noith and west gates by tho two gunboats, tho Secor pron 
and PEspingole, at six on tho moining of Novombo 
20th, Sub Lieutenant Bain do la Coquoioc, with 
thiity men, made a femt against tho soubh-wost gato, 
Gaimer himself, with about sixty mon and thieo ono- 
and-a-half inch guns, attacked the south-cust gate. A 
heavy musketry fue prevented tho Annamcso hom 
sorving thei: guns, which were mounted, en bar bette-— 
that is to say, on the ridgo of the walls—withou} cover, 
The 1edan covering tho gato was cared with tho fist 
yush. A few cannon shot, fired at fom or five yards’ 
distance, served to broach tho city gate. Nuuyrn-Trt- 
Puvuone showed groat nayery till a clot in the thigh 
disablod him. Then all was over. ho taicolom floated 
on the tovor of tho citadol at fivo minutes to sevon 
All tho mandarin worosoizod and sont off to Saigon, 
Tho Annamese goldiory laid down their aims, anid the 
citadel, with its huge store of rico, money, and other 
valuables, was m Gaime’s hands. Only ono lifo had 
beon lost, that of ono of Dupms’s Chinamon. Unwilling 
not to have a shaie in the fight, though tho mililmy 
mon with true professional spirit had rolused huis offois 
of assistance, ho despatched ninoty of his Chinego to 
attach tho cast gate. Led by Mr. Gooiges Vlavianos, 
one of Chinese Gordon’s offices in the Dyer Victorious 
amv, thoy caiiied the gato gallantly, and had just got 
insido whon a sholl fiom tho gunboats buist among 
thoth, * Ned one and wounded anothn, ‘That was all 
the loss on the Fronch sido Tho Annameso, with theit 
wietched aims, naturally sufferod very scveroly. 
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Tiaving once begun, Ganion could not stop. Rumoms 
of barricades bemg soustiueted m the river to prevent 
him from leaving tlo countiy, forced him to sond his 
lieutenants to the south, and eventually to go nmsell to 
the capital of Naw Dina. Ils small forco was thus 
torbly 1educed by the gaiuisons left in the diff ent 
strong places capiwed. Meanwlulo tho Annameso had 
called in tho assistance of tho Blach Flags, Chinese 
outlaws and icbels, who had established themselves on 
tho upper waters of the Sona vor They advanced to 
Puu Tfoar, a small mud foit on tho Sontay road, which 
had been left by the Fiench in tho hanls of the native 
ausilinrics, and casily occupied it, An attompt by tho 
Tvench under Midshipman Poirin to diive thom ont 
failed. This was the fist check. Another band took 
possession of Gra Tuam, a small village on the bank 
opposite Ifanor, -Tho Fionch seic glad now to accept 
M. Dupuie’s ard.’ Still 1 required much shelling from 
his gunboat, the JIorg Kiang, and on oitio day s hard 
fighting to dislodge tho cnomy, who 1otwned to their 
positions again almost nnmediately aflorwards. 

Nows of ths bought back Gainior post-hasto fom 
tho south. ‘Tiwo days after his rotmn, on tho lat 
Decomber, 1878, while ho was engaged in discussing 
tho terms of a tioaty with tho Annatneso ambassadors, 
who had como fiom Tur, it was abruptly announced to 
him that the Black Tlags wero attacking the citadel, 
halt a mule from tho Cathohe mission, whe1o he was ab 
tho moment, Ie hunied to the ramparts, and found 
that the Chinamen had alrondy passed tho old city wall, 
an eamhon rampart that runs to tho south wide of the 
citadel, and wero kooping up a brisk but harmloss fire. 
Shortly they got soms small jimgals into position, and 
wounded 2 man on tho rampaits. A few shells, how- 
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ever, dislodged them, and thoy commenced slowly to 
xetieat on the Annamcse main body, wader Prince 
Tloane Kn Viex, which thioughout kopt judiciously in 
the background. Iho enemy ictired by two roads, one 
the rogular Sonvay 10ad, leading straight to Puv-ILoar, 
tho otha really the old city excernte just spokon of, 
which at the village of Tuu-Ly. stikes an ombankmont 
also leading obliquely to Puu Toar. Tho Binck Mags 
showed an apparent mtention of establishing themselves 
in Tavu-Li:. Garnier could not allow thom to remain 
so close to the citadel. Accordingly he despatched his 
second in command, Licutonant Balny d Ayricoml, with 
twelve men, along the direct 2o0ad, while he himself, with 
aightcen and a pidee de quatre, sallied on Tau Ly, Both 
had a certain number of native lovios with thom, or 
a certain distanca Garniay followed the rampart path. 
Then, fearful that the cnemy would cscapo lim, ho 
divided lis paity into two, sent nino men lorward to 
clear Tnv-Lat,sand himself, with tho otha nino and tho 
cannon, struck diagonally across tho r1c0-fields to the 
othor embankment. Tho cannon got bogacd almoat 
immodiately ; but, with his usual fory ampotwopity, ho 
left 16 behind in charge of two men and hod on, 
Ehs mon wore doployed in skirmishing order, and ho 
was considerably in advance of them. Whon ho rcachod 
tha ombankment tho1o wore only thiee mon noar him 
on his left. They rushed up tho slope, and wore mot 
with a volley. Paymaster Sergeant De orne was shot 
dead through tho host, Corporal wudim had luis 
temple gazed by a bullet. Tho other man tmunod and 
yan, Garnier disappeared over tho udgo. Ihs mon 
homd the six chambeis of his rovolvor discharged in 
quick succession, and a shout of “ Rally, mon. rally, 
well beat them.” ‘They waited for the mon who had 
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beon detached to skirmish thiough Tnu Ly, Then thoy 
went ove: tho embankment, only to find the two dead 
bodies beheaded and mutilated. 80 diod the most 
gallant and talented explorer of tho contury 

Tyo miles farther up the samo embankment, Balny, 
with his party. was boldly mot and defeated. Two of 
lis soldieis wore killed, and ho himsolf, 1ocklessly in 
font, was seized and emyriod off struggling. It was 
only with difficulty that Di. Ghedan was able to rally 
the romainder of tho party and retreat on TLavor, If if 
had not beon for M, Dupms and his Chinamen, Ianoi 
would havo beon takon that night. 

The treaty of 1874 gave l1anco a concession in Ilanoi, 
a small simp of river face, shout quaitor of a milo long, 
to the south of the town. It was not for over a you that 
anything ‘was donc, but tho giound was then stockaded. 
a number of neat public buildings wae erecicd, and 
a consul, with a guaid of a hundicd soldiors, estab- 
lished in the place, So matiors romaimed till 1882, 
Notwithstandmg that Finance “had an oxtromely able 
consul at Ilanoi, M. lo Comto Lojumoan de Keigarndec, 
tho Sone-cor romained as closed as over 40 commorco, 
All that M. do Ketgaradec was able to do was to make 
studios of the countiy, and this ho did with ao zonal and 
ability which Trench patty politics have prevonted from 
bomg sufliciontly racognized. 

At length, howevo,, in 1881, M, le Myre de Villers, 
tho best administrator Saigon has had, brought up tho 
slate of affaus in Hanoi beforo the IIome Government. 
Changes of Cabinets, however, prevented anything 
definite, berg done till 1882, 

On the 82d of Apiil of that year Commandant 
Hemi Riviiie, with the Dae, a coast despatch-boat, 
and the Parseval, a gunboat, cast anchor opposite the 
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French concession in IIanoi Ilo had about fivo hun- 
dred men with nm, all told. At Tfanoi ho found Chef 
de Bataillon Bortho de Villers with tho two companics of 
the consular guard, which had been there sinco 1881. 
The mandarms wero not to be overawod by this sudden 
increase of the garrison, ‘They doclared at was a viola- 
tion of the treaty of 1874, shut themselves up m tho 
citadel, and called in troops to tho number of sevon o1 
eight thousand from the county round about. ‘They 
would not recognize the preseice of the now comman- 
dant, and developed daily 2 moro insulting attitude, 
Riviéie therefore was forced to adopt tho same hno of 
action for which Garnier had been s0 condemned. Ilo 
sent in an ultamatum, and 1osolvod to seize tho citadel. 
The attack came off on tho 28th Amil. Tho thice 
iver gunboats, the Fanfare, the Carabinc, and tho Mus- 
sue, commenced the bombardment. An hour lato tho 
field artillery was got into position, and opened {uo on 
the east and noith gates. ‘Tho Annamoso stood to thei 
guns manfully for a time, but they could do littl 
against the Tiench troops. With incondiny 1ockota, 
however, they managed to set fue to a great portion of 
tho commercial town in the mmediato naghbomhood of 
the citadel walls, and destroyed houscs oxtonding over 
am avea of neatly three thousand yards, thus greatly 
hampering the Fiench attack, Tho skiimishers, how- 
ever, succeeded in driving the defendois from tho ram- 
parts and the glacis, and whon at eleven o'clock tho 
assauli was made in two columns thero was practically 
no resistance to their entrance by tho beach and tho 
shattered gates, Tho gienter part of the garnson had 
already fled by the otha gates, lonving foity dead and 
a great many wounded, The two chiof manduins 
hanged themselvos fiom the bianchos of the aged bru. 
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yan, which stands by the Ly. Pagods. The Drench had 
four men wounded, 

When Iuviiio tound limself in possession of the 
citadel ho was at a loss what to do with it, lle seanned 
his instauctions, and found that by thom be was ordored 
to reinforce the garrison at Ianoi, to ostablish a mili- 
tary post at tho mouth of tho Tsry-ILo, but, above all, 
to keep on good terms with tho mandarins. Whon he 
looked round him he saw all these mandarins prisoners, 
but novertheloss warlike prepaations wo1o going on 
overywhero, ‘Iheie were ramouis of balios in tho 
irver, and raising of Black Tags in the,noith, IIo com 
promised matters. JLo loft what mandaims thoxo we1o 
in tho citadel in office, and withdrew all his troops to 
tho Trouch concession, with tho excoption of ono com: 
pany which proccodod to fortify itgolf in tho Royal Pagoda, 
Ilo did not displaco a single subordinate offiaal, but ho 
dismantled the walls. Ilo allowed tho yollow flag ot 
Annam to be again hoisted fiom the towor, but ho kopt 
ono gate of the ciladol oxclusively for himsolf and his 
soliiors. ‘Zhen ho awaited ovonts. Tho goyornoy was 
semod, Ile thought ho had another Gainer in his 
hands. As in 1873 Saigon sont apologios to !Tué, and 
King Lu Duo soit mossages of friendship to Saigon. 
Both sidos warted {01 tho next move. - 

The Fiench Government was afinid to go to oxtremi- 
tios, Tho Annamose contented thomselyes with calling 
in tho Black Tags and appealmg to China. ‘Then tere 
was a lull fo. months, Tho Black T'lags occupied all the 
c1coks and villages 1ound about Tho Chineso Mlacked 
in in g.mysterious way. ‘They never seemed to come in 
bodios, but therc was a perpetual flow of them, and soon 
all Tlanoi was full of whht woro called Imporial troops. 
The Tiench toops weic practically prisoners in tho 
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nairow limits of the concossion, and messages to tho 
company in the citadel woo sont under » heavy guard. 
Rividre was + lte:ary man of voy high stung magina- 
tion, and this silont pouring m of Clunamon was b 
regula. nightmaic to lim. Ifo wrote homo wd to 
Saigon about the huge Colestial camp, with its gongs ol 
bronzo and its trumpets ofhiass but horcecived nothing 
but stringent orders to do nothmg whatcvor. Suddenly, 
howeyei, he was 1elicyed of this incubus Without any 
appaiont cause which could bo ascortained then, o: has 
been heard of since, tho flight of Chinamon disap- 
peared as silently and as expaditiously as they had 
come. Still the situation 1emaincd as much a doad- 
lock as betore. The Black Flags still held tho suburbs, 
and Riviére 1emained as helploss as ove1. 

At length, after eloven months of this agony to an 
excitable man, tho transport Cortze arrived with soyon 
humdied and fifiy men fom France, “Before thoy sob 
foot to eath at all thoro wero signs of tho nclivity 
Rividre longed for. Aunemeso mandarings at Tsiphong 
iofused to provide housmg 100m fo. thom. ‘Tho captain 
of the tianspo1f came to tako the two mud forts hy 
forco, but, bofore ho could land, tho Annamoso took to 
flight. 

This lint at hogtilitios was immotuatel;ffollowed up. 
Tho island of Tone-aaz, with its coal minos in Isnona 
Bay, was immediately occupixd. Rividro himasolf, 
within a fortnight, wont and tool. Nam-Dinu by assaull, 
a bainer which was contemplate. ia tho 11v01 bomg tho 
ostensible provocation. But just as Gmnior had to 
huiry back fo the capital after his captuio of Nam-Divn, 
so it happoned with Riviiie, Tho Black Ciags had not 
been camping round Ilanoi for nothing. Thoix Jargost 
post was at Gra-cuog, a small village on tho sprt of Jand 
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formed by the Sona-cor, and tho Cunal dis Rapulea. 
Ile.o they had made entrenchments of tho river embank- 
ments, and hence they issuod on the night of the 26th 
Mavch to attack the I'vonch company ostablished m the 
Royal Pagoda. The fight wont ou till morning, and the 
Fiench were only saved by their cannon, Two hundred 
men with moro artillery from the Tiench Concession 
dove the Thugmon off, wud thoy wore forced to cross uho 
river under a heavy fie. 

Beithe de Villers fcllowed them up the following day 
by an attack, with all his available forces, on Gra ovoc. 
The heavy guns and the Hotchliss of the Léopard lent 
him weighty assistanco. ‘The Chinamen woro driven 
out, thoiz cannon wero takon, and tho village bunt. 

Novortheless, when fom days afterwards Rividio 
retuned, tho Gra-cuod ontronchments we1e alroady 
xe occupied. Lhe Chinamen and Black Dlags now 
adopted differont tact cs. hey crossed tho river and 
came in fiom Prv-Ioar in small bands, pillaged and 
burnt in tho town, and made atlacks on whatover small 
bands of Fionchmen they camo acrosy. ‘hon for about 
a month again thore was a lull. The Chinamen wore 
engaged im inising esthworks on tho Sdnray yond, 
But tho Annameso knew what was coming, and flod from 
the town in such numbors that ina fow weeks [anoi 
was an absolutc desort. 

In the second week of May the storm burst, Ono 
moining the French found tho gates and tho stockade 
posts of the Gonecssicn covered with copica of the fol- 
lowing dofiant challonge fiom Liv June-F'v, the Black 
Plag ehiof — 

“You French biigands live by violence in Hmope 
and glue out on all the world hke tigers, seoking for a 
place to exerciso yom ciaft and ciuoliy. Whero there is 
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land you lick your chops for Iust of it; whoro there aro 
tiches you would fain lay hands cn thom. You send out 
teachers of religion to undermine and iin tho people, 
You gay you wish for international commerce, but you 
merely wish to swallow up the country. There mc no 
bounds to your eruolty, and thers is no mamo for your 
wickedness. You tiust in you strength, and you 
debauch our women and our youth. Surely this excites 
the indignation of gods and men, and is past the endur 
auce of heaven or eaith, Now you seck to conquor 
Annam, and behind the dummy of inteinational com- 
merce cast the treaty aside and befool the would, that 
you may satisfy your lust for bloof, capture cities, storm 
towns, slaughter Mandarins, and 10b oyeiybody. You 
kill the innocent, and you bribe in seciet. Your outages 
and ciuelties extend everywhere, Your erimes ae 
unspeakable. Not all the water of the West River would 
wash out your shame. Ile who issues this proclamation 
has recoived behest to avenge tlese wiongs. Io has 
taken oath to extorminalo you with an army which 
bears Nr (‘Justico’) on its bannors. TIlis first desire 
was at once, with tho speed of a thunderbolt, 40 descend 
on you inbbit holes aud extorminale you without pity 
like the vermin you are. Sueh would iaiso rejoicing in 
the heart of man, afd would bo a symbol of Ifeaven’s 
vengeance, But Ianoi is an aucio) ‘and honouable 
town. It is filled with honest and lo citizens. hero 
fore could he not endure that the city should Le redi oud 
to iuins, and young and old bo pui to the sword. 

“ Therefore now do I, Liv Juxe Tv, issuo proclama- 
tion. Know, ye Trench robbe1s, that I como to moot 
you. Rely on your strongth and 1apine, and lead foth 
your herd of sheep and curs to meet my my of heocs 
and see who will be master, Wat-Tix-T'v, an open 
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space, I have fixed on as tho ficld who.e I shall ostablish 
my famo. Ifyou own that you aro no match for us; if 
you acknowledge that you caion Jews ao only fil to 
gioase tho edge of our blades; if you would still remain 
alive, then bohead your leaders, bing their heads to my 
official abode, leave oui city, and retuin to your own foul 
larg ‘Then 1, out of regaid for the Loud of Llonvon, tor 
humanity, and for my commission from Goyornment to 
maintaim peace, will not slaughter you for mera personal 
giatification. But il you hesitate and linger on, hanker- 
ing for what you cannot tako, one monning my soldios 
will arrive, and with thom dire misfo.tune for you. Take 
heed and yield while yet you may. Benot as mules and 
uyolvo yourselyes in ruin, Lot each man pondor this 
woll, whilo yet he may save himself from death,” 

Nom day the French tound that though the Black 
Plag chief wroté m ‘Evcles vein, he was none the less a 
fighting man. On the night of the Lith May a 1ogular 
bombardmont was begun fiom Gra Lam, a village oppo- 
sile the noithern part of Tanoi, and concealed bohind 
tho swelling of the rivor bank. ‘Tho Chinamon had 
nothing but 1ound shot and old cannon of small enlibie, 
which could not do much damage; but thoy kopt up tho 
fio for throe nights and occasionally luring the day-time, 
At last, on the 14th, Rividio received tho remforcoments 
ho had been waiting for, threo hundred men of the naval 
brigade, and the same afternoon sont over a party which 
spiked the gans and destroyed the battorios. 

On the L6th Chef de Batallon Bertho: do Villers, 
with some cannon, a Iotchkiss gun, and about five 

“hundied men, proceeded against the works which had 
been thrown up on the Bacninh road, west of the Rapids 
Canal. The gunboats cleared tho countiy before him 
with their shell, and so ho marched over the whole fivo 
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miles which sepaintes the Sone cor from tho canal, 
burning the villages 1ight and left, and storming the 
entrenched embankmont about halt a milo on the ITano1 
side of the Sone xr. 

With the exception of their mtillay of which four 
honeycombed specimens weie takon —tho oncmy’ had 
Deen found well armed. cmingtons and royolyo.s ware 
found in the works, and altogother 16 was ovidont that 
the fighting now was to be of a differont characia fom 
that in 1878. In sending his repoxt of this afiai: home 
the last report he evo: wiote—Riviire demanded roin 
forcements, and gavo fust voice to the foolish 1umot, 
which was repeated all though the campaign, that the 
Chinamen, or at-any rato the Black Tlag Chinamon, 
had Dnglsh and Gorman loaders among them It 1s 
scarcely necessary to say that the assertion had ng basis 
whatever in fact > 
. The loft bank of the river was now tompamily 

cleared Thero remained the Black Mlags at Puu-Iloa1 
to settle wilh hese weio gonuine War-xr, Tho mon 
at Gra-Lam and in the Sona-xr caithworks woo almost 
certainly Chinamen fom Bacnimh, and not tino fol- 
lowers of Lav June-I'vu ‘Tho Puu-Ifoar men on tho 
inght of the 18th May had mado a descent on the town, 
passed the citadel, dad for somo hours kopt up a violent 
fusillade on the Chiistian Mission, which was shongly 
protected with a ditch and a tlich bamboo fence. Tho 
guard and somo of the aimed prosclytos managod to 
beat them off, but 1t was evident that action on this side 
was a8 necessary ag on the othe: bank of tho river 
Riviérve had notions of attacking Sonray At the 
beginning of the month he had sent two gunbonis, the 
Léopard and the Carabme, up the river to xosonnortie 
Both of them, howoyor, ran agiound, and had some 
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smart exchange of shots with the Plagmen on tho river 
banks before they got off and 1ctuincd to Tanoi. 

Ilo now 1csolyed to try the 10nd, and this led to the 
reconnaisance, for ib was nothing moio, of the unlucky 
19th of May. Tom hundied men set out ab four im the 
mouing wida the command of Betho de Villois, 
Rividxve accompunyi ig the purty in a chu, for the gay 
Parisian had not recovered from tho stato of noryous 
prostration which long inactivity and Ins chafing over 
the Chinese incubus had bought on. By midday the 
fust troops camo bask. Tho rout was complete, Thoy 
diibbled in in haldozens at a ‘time, leaving the 
commandant doad at the Ju Toar bridge, and biinging 
back Beitho do Villers only to die that night. 14 was 
a terrible night. Lhere had boen a council of war im 
the Concession at theo in the afternoon, presided ovo. 
by the houtenaht commanding the Carabuw, so many 
of the supenor offices having fallon or beon wounded. 
Té was rosolved to sleaxr away what honsos romainetl 
nom tho oitadol walls, and to destroy the Dmoponn 
stores which had slewly grown up on tho noth sido of 
tho Concession, outsule the log-stocknde, ‘The day was 
aiuolly hot, and tho men, parched with their march out 
and semry back, powod tho wine thoy found in the 
eafés down then throats hko wata. By nightfall 
many of then wero hopelessly diunk., There woo 
officers who stood on guard that mght. A naval party, 
landed from ihe gunboats, woiked ¢osporstely at tha 
barricades, lighted by the glow of tho still burning shops 
If the Chimamen could havo attacked as well as thoy 
deforded thoir carthwoiks, they must surcly havo takon 
Tlanoi that might But the greater number of thom 
wo1e holding high fostayal ovor the thuty heads thoy 
had taken. <A few came and attacked the company 
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established in the Royal Pagoda inside tho citadel, but 
the Totchkiss gun hept them off. Novertholoss a good 
many of the bwldings within tho citadol walls wore 
destroyed, some by the Trench themselves, some by tho 
attacking Black I'lags. 

The same day the Rurimaru, a chartored launoli, was 
luaxed down to Tuiphong to biuiug up what 1omforce- 
ments could be scraped together, a fow mon here and a 
few men there. The post of Icna-aar, occupied only a 
couple of months before, was abandoned, Qur Nuon, & 
port on the Amamese coast, which had boen held since 
1874, had all its gauison of 125 mon transfoired to 
Tongking. The situation was as despoate ag 1b well 
could be, and not only in Hanoi, but it Taiphong and 
Nam Dinu also, 

Neveitheless the Concession was not attacked, It is 
difficult to say whether Liv Juna-I'u was ught or wrong. 
On the one hand, ho was never hkoly to have such an 
oppoitunity again. On the othe, he had to consider 
that he outnumbeed the Tonch gurison of fom 
hundred men only by about thice to ono, that ho had 
no cannon, and that they had many, not only behind 
their abattis, but on the gunboats, whose 1oyolving 
Hotchlass guns had ahendy done tourblo excention, 
But if the Concessidn was not attacked, ib was virtually 
im a state of siege. The Black Tlags held the town 
which now, but fo. them, was absolutely deserted. ‘ho 
company im the ciladel was 1educed to live on biscuits 
and tinned provisions, and could only be re victualled by 
a regula expedition over tho twc miles of ground which 
separated it from the Concossion . 

Five hundred troops, three hundied of thom Anne- 
mese Z'varllews, were huriied up fiom Saigon. Closo 
after them came Bouct, the general commanding tho 
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troops in Cochin China, Ife could not assumo the 
ofiensive, bub he secupiod himself, ponding the arrival 
of reinforcements from Fiance, in porfecting tho dofencos 
and im cloaiimg and widening tho stirect, the Rue des 
Incrustews, which led from the Concession to tho 
citadel. At the samo timo also was 1aiscd tho auxiliary 
corps of Yellow Flags, outlaw Chinamen hke the Black 
Flags, but their deadly cnomics. This aim, placed 
unda the command of Caplmn Georges Vravranos, the 
old Chineso Gordcn soldia, cad good service not only 
in fatigue work, but in furmshing information about tho 
enomy’s doings . 

Shortly aitorwaids Dy. Tfamand was appointed 
Commissmy General of the Repubhe m 'onghing. 
This was 2 teriblo mistake. ho doctor had soon 
some fighting unda Gainier in Tongking; ho thorofore 
thought himself a soldier, and he also thought ho know 
all ahant the eauntiy. Tia had heen eananl at Rangkok, 
and had bullied the Siamese into obedionce to his 
shightest nod; lo the.cfore considerod.himsclt a poh- 
tician, IIo came up with a flight of civil sorvants, 
Tronch and Annamoso, and wanted to commonco tho 
admimatiation of the countiy, a yeni—il nob more— 
bofove it was ready for it lis conceit and presumption 
ovontually brought about the restgnation of Genoial 
Boubt, the best commander, with porhaps the exception 
of Admiral Combet, whom the Trench have had m 
Tongking. 

Admial Coubet mrivcd in Tongking, with the uowly 
formed Tongking naval division, in tho ealy part of 
Julye A fow days beforo him had boen Ianded the 
remforcemonts fiom Franco, numbeiing between four 
thousand and five thousand men. ITanoi was now safo 
enough, and the Fronch and other storokcopers .etumned 
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and bult themselves new places of business. But the 
dubious fightmg of August and Seplembe: did not 
yeasstie the natives, though the onomy was chiven 
father and father back, and it was not till aflor the 
capture of Sonray, in December, that tho Tongkinese 
really began to come back to their old capital. 

The explosion of the1esorve ammunition, brought back 
from that place to Hanor and sto1ed on tho uver bank 
north of the Concession, dostioyed almost all the newly 
built foreign stores. It is a question, howeva, whetho 
this disaster for the unfortunito tradesmen, thus burnt 
out twice in half a yea, was not a benofit to the town m 
goneral, for the shops then necessarily huddled fox pro- 
tection under the log walls of tho Concession, and mo 
now scattered over a giert pait of the town, and greatly 
unp.ove its appearance, besides tending to keep the 
place quicter, hom the presence of Luopeans among 
the natives. It 1s dificult 10 say what the population 
of the capital now is, but after the capture of Bacninh 
it had probably iisen to 100,000, and since then it has 
been increasing almost daily. 





CHAPTER III. 


WALKS IN [LANOT 


| ANOT 1s built on an absolutoly flat stictch of ground, 

and ono would not oxpect to find many clomonts 
of beauty in it.. Nevertheless 16 is undoubtedly a fino 
town. Ié oxtonds along the river face for a distance of 
qmtc a milo and a half, and covors all tho spnco inter- 
vening botween there and the vitadol. In tho contro of 
the town there is as nall lako, botwoon quaite: and half 
a milo long. Most of tho Annamoso houses zound the 
boiders havo boon cloarod away, and whon tho banks 
have beon altorcd, and a roadway 1.un all 1ound, this 
must cyentually beccme a yory charming place, adored 
asthe two islands aheady aro by pictmosque templos. 
Thore aro sovoral other little lakolols, at prosont hardly 
to be got at, and soiying fo. wallowing places for 
Yuffuloes, and spofs where tho Tonglineso, malo and 
fomale, wash thei: clothes and themselves with a lack 
of modesty fortunately unusual among Oriontals. ‘Thoso, 
with French tasto to look afte. them, offer fine material 
for adornment, hore can bo no dispute that Ianoi 
will eventually fa. stipass Saigon, fine town os it is, 
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just as it is eventually destined to supplant Saigon as 
the chief town of the Tionch possessions 1n the fai East. 
At picsent, however, little but canteons and cafés ao 
being 1un up. The Rue des Inciustews, the main strook 
to the citadel, and the only stroot which as yet has tho 
Luropewm Ouiental appearance, is manly Imed with 
these establishments, oxcept whoie there are otheis of a 
atill less satisfactory character, interspersed with a few of 
theoldnative houses, wheretheinlaid waiemanufactuiers, 
who gave their name to the thoroughfare, still keep on 
thew shops. In July, 1888, this street was only a mere 
mud-tiack, where the incautious pedostiian fequently 
sat down without premeditation and with discomfort. 
On cach side ian a noisome open drain, over which ono 
scrambled by precarious bamboo bridges to the houses 
on either side. Now all this is altored. ho mud has 
become a spacious metalled roadway.» Tho dining are 
fillad np, and from the Parte de Taanee, 11 anciont brick 
gatoway with two dilapidated lions on the pillars, closo 
to tho Concéssion, ono fight drive two four-m-hands 
abreast almost all the way to the cibadol. 

This sticet is tho most convonient from which to start 
to view the city. South of it thao 18 almost nothing. 
On the itvor face 19 the Tiench Concession, sturownded 
by ats log-stockades which to day encloses nothing but 
the pubhe buildings and official residences. Taither 
west 1s the Sarrquenim, the old mint, whore tho national 
“cash’ wore made under the superintondenco of an 
official called the Car Guoc-Duc ‘lmn. Thore is reason- 
able ground fo. belief that no more imitating com has 
been inflicted on sufformg humamty than the Annamose 
sapeque They ae round, a httlo smaller than a 
shilling, with a square hole punched through the middle. 
Tho best of them aro made of copper, mixed with from 
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thuty to forty por cont. of zine, but the majouty aro 
made of zine pme and simple. They aro cast, and not 
struck like Duropean coms, Sixty of fhom mako a 
Tiny. Ton rex make a Quay, and when one has the 
whole si. hunhed they me only worth ninepence. 
These are tied togelher m a suing with a bit of bamboo, 
which has an unbappy knack of moaking, and then it 
takes half an hom to gather a fane off the floor. Ten 
Quin ave tied up in a bundle like a biiek to form 2 Crue, 
and when one has tlus 16 18 necessmy to luro a coolio to 
cnity seyon and sixpence ‘The coolie gets a bamboo 
pole, fastons the Ciuc to ono ond and a buick to the 
other, and caries it over his shoulder. ln addition to 
this tho dismal saptque is, absmd as it may appoem, 
Jiablo fo the most oxtiaodinmy fluctuations in valuo as 
compared with silver. Sometimes it falls to its own in- 
tiinsic value, which is a descent beyond tho power of 
humanlanguage, cvenof Annameselanguage, Atone time 
the cent, which wags worth thuty nino cash in Iniphong, 
fotchod forty-five in TTanoi. TH wo had had a small floot 
of ships it would have actually beon possible to mako 
a small sum of monoy through tho oxchange. Latterly 
coppor has been very seldom introduced into tho 
sapeque’s composition, It is too much wanted for 
domestic ulensils, and, pace M. Dupuis, voy little esppor 
comes down to Tonugkmg fiom Yunnan. ‘Tho conpre- 
quence is that fo its other diawbacks tho Annamoso 
cash adds the objection of bemg very brittle, One can- 
not pile any number of quan, or hyatures, as the Fronch 
call thom, upon one anothe: without the certainty ot 
broaking some of the detestable little coins. Then tho 
bamboo strings have all to be undone and fresh sapeques 
strung on. It is small consolation to be told alter all 
this that they me made on a perfect mathematical 
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system, and that twenty-soven of thom placed edge to 
edge make up the Annamese unt of moasure. Units of 
measure of this kind are altogetha: out of place in tho 
nineteenth century. It may be hoped thet tho ‘one 
will not make in Tongking the mistake they made in 
Saigon. There they actually stiuck off a numbor of eash 
with Cochin-Chine Francase stamped on thom, and kept 
the arsenal months at work punclimg holos through 
these anachionisms. Itis one of the few things reco. ded 
to the national credit that the Cochin Chinese stubbornly 
refused to have anything to do with the sapéeques, and, 
as far as is known, thoy still oceupy several sheds in 
what vomains of Saigon Citalel. It 1s also a xedooming 
point m the Tongkmese ch uacter that thoy nfimtcly 
pref. Trench sous or [ong Kong conts to thew own 
coinage. This is, however, tho less surprising, scecing 
how much moze valuable these coms aye. Nevertholoss 
aucient cash aie very much prized as amulets. Women 
hang those of Wana-Mana, dating fiom the year 9 ue, 
round their necks to enstie tho binth of a son, and thero 
aie always some old coms let mto tho back of tho 
images set up in the places df woship Tho fact that 
the Sapequere is now ubihzed as bariacks for tho native 
troops mduees the hope that the Aunamoso cash may bo 
allowed to die out - 

A hittle father along the Euc des Incrustewrs, boyond 
the point where the Royal Road to Ifvr strikes to tho 
south, is the Came pes Lorrrrs, the place whoo tho 
biennial official examinations used to bahald. In Wong 
ling, a8 m China, official posts were only to bo got by 
public examination, and it was hoe that the candidatos 
for the higher giades were tested. Ono can still 1ecog- 
nize the long iows of littlo cells whao tho aspirants 
were shut up, though tho place, liko tho mint, is naw 
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iuined into bartacks On the othor side of tho road is 
tho large mission compound, whoe there aro a fow 
houses, school buildings, and the like, swrounded by 
prettily laid out giounds. Tho chureh, which was burnt 
down by the Black Flags on the 18th May, 1888, has 
not yet boon icbult, and an appeal to the soldiery for 
funds has not met with very satisfactory tosults. 

It is, howover, all to tho north of this stool, fo the 
north of tho central lako in fact, that tho real com- 
mcicial town hes. Ianoi does not differ very materially 
from other Oriental towns. The whole place has an 
essentially Chinese charactor about it, but it 15 in a way 
much superio: to the majority of Chineso cities. Tho 
stiects aio ferly wide, fo. tho most part pavod with 
bioad sun-dried tiles, and greatly superion to the na- 
row lanos of Canton, whoie there is baicly room for a 
chau to pass without incommoding the traffic. The 
houses, too, though seldom high, ave substantially and, 
neatly built of biicks covored over with white chunam. 

Tho Chinamon keep themsel¥os apart and form strcols 
of thon own, closed in tho usual way with tho gato 
under tho Patrana portal ab cach ond, They aro tho 
gieat tiaflickors the banko.s, usuors, and agents Lor 
Tony Kong and Canton houses ‘Tho principal trade 15 
in silk and rico, and they usually minglo in their lordly 
way with the Vongkineso only to do business, Round 
rbout tho big merchants, however, gioup tho poorer 
Chmamen who have coma to make their fortunes, and 
who stait as clorks, or overseers, and sometimes as 
ailisans, occasionally evon as simple coolies. The 
mandmins always found thom the most laborious and 
the most ablo workmon, and the fow that have ventured 
to stay unde. Trench rulo are mainly employed as con- 
taactors and purveyors. Thoir communitios are poi- 
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fectly Chinese the sticets linel with narrow, deop 
shops, the pendant wooden signboards with charactors 
in ved and blue and gold; the big swinging black and 
yellow and red lanterns, and the busy ald animated 
crowd. Ilandi will not be really prosperous again till 
more of them come to settle thers. 

Theie is much less activity in the Annamese quatos. 
According to the common Lastern practice, and indeed 
as was formerly the case in Burope, each particular 
species of tiader has his own special quater. ‘Thus one 
finds a whole street full of silk worke:s, where tho 
women clo claboiato embioidery and biocade work with 
bright-coloured and gold thread, fantastic patterns; 
where one has to be told which 1s the sun aud which a 
simple cloud, whieh is the dragon and which the angel, 
and which a simple o1dinary mortal, whether a thing 16 
a mountain or a house, and so on, -~vild enough m 
design, but neveitholess with cleverly blended aolows 
and a considerable amount of artistic senso, Theso 
silk-workers developed quite a now industry dung tho 
Tongking campaign. ‘They worked fire seicens and 
small table covers representing incidents in tho war. 
The favourite design was a Tionch soldior caying a 
tricolouwr ovo his shoulder, Above wore inseuptions 
yaying according to the customers to bo atliacted. It 
might be Let bat. Legion Mirangtie, or Fus-hers Mars, 
or B2me ’Infantaie de Maine. On the sides appeared 
“ Sénray,’ “Hur,’ ‘ Naw-Dinn,’ “ Baonryn,” and so 
on; while others, to attiact the blue jackets, added 
“ Poovinr,” “\Itonar,” Tromsn,’ “ Fanrarn,’ and the 
names of others of the river flotilla. Below finally was the 
device “ Un contre dia.” They were faarly well executed, 
but occasionally there was great trouble over tho letters. 
One might appear lying on its face, or capsized on its 
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back, 01 tuined wrong way first. On the whole, how- 
ever, the work showcd more skill and desite to mako 
money than patriotic fooling. Little omlnoideed silk 
tobacco-pouches with ferocious Tuicos and much bear dod 
Tienchmen on them y'e1o also in great demand, 

Alongside the emlnciderais one often finds paintors on 
a humble scale, mon who eruoute the scrolls wid mytho 
logical devices which ‘tha Annameso oie so fond of 
hanging up im ther houses, To the ordinary skotchos 
of Fantail, the god of war, the thiec Buddhas, and 
yaious illustrations of populaa legends, the artists of 
1888 addod scenos of the capiuio of Sonray and Baonryn, 
wheiem the Chinamen wore ropresented as flying helter- 
shelior. ‘Tho ciladels wore cunously liko the medieval 
ploductions one sees m old tapestry, and all the I'rench 
were m heroic attitudes. Theso onteiprising gentlomon 
had even a groate: success than ther neighboms the 
ombroideers, Tho same people ofton make up the 
paper-oflerings of boots and clothing and what not, to 
bo offered up in tho tomplos and on tho ancostial shrine, 
Tithe along one finds a stioot full of tunois, with o 
fauly satislactory Intho with which thoy tun wooden 
diinking bowls and plattors, but chiofly articles for 
pagoda woislup In anothor quarter ono finds carpon- 
tois who manufactme nothing but boxes, of diffora t 
81208, round and squme and go on, but still nothing bul 
boxes. Othor caiponters dovote their eneigies to the 
production of coffins only, and im the cross-siiocts, 
running lowaids tho Customs Mouse, thero is » whole 
quarte, full of theso dismal handicraftsmon. Black- 
smiths, tailors, dealers in pottery waro—all have thoir 
special localities. Thore is a convenienco in tho arange- 
mént m this way, that if one cannot get the precise 
thing ono wants in one shop, it is only necessary to step 
next door to sce a fresh selcction. 
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But except the embioidery and the inlaid mother-of- 
pearl work, of which something will be said in tho 
chapter on Nam-Drntr, tho.o is nothing specially worthy 
of notice in Hanoi mdushies. Itiy much nrore mierest- 
ing to stroll about watching the people. Thoy are not a 
aace for which one can focl any enthusiastic 1ogmd; and 
it 18 as well to limit one’s observations to inspection 
fiom a distance. Thoy me fiughtfully duty, and thei 
neighbourhood is theiefore unpleasant. They le with 
the equanimity of Ananias turned auctioneor, they steal 
with a tranquillity which suggests the beginning or the 
end of all things, they have not moiality woth a cent, 
and then company 1s therefore undesitable It is to be 
feared that in Inno ab any rate thoy aio not improving, 
The habits of soldiers of any nation are hardly elevating, 
and the French soldier 1s, if anything, a littlo worse than 
his biethien of other nationalities. Consequently one 
finds the women eithe: too familiar on too frightened. 
Half the men scowl and get insule their houses, and ihe 
other half hold one hand dyer the cnr, as if thoy had tho 
earrache—a motion intended to reprosont a military 
solute—and say, Bon jouw, Cupitane. Tho litile boys aro 
too apt to mistake one for a Tuco, or a soldie of the 
Tnfantry of Marme in Mufti, and ono would be glad to 
think that the lowest depth of g.acclossness and depravity 
was reached by Annamess boys, 

At the street comes, and in fiont of many of the 
houses, one notices the It tla shines to tha api ta, good 
and bad, who are so universally woishipped throughout 
Tndo-China. Most of them, little dog-kennel-like things, 
have a few joss-stichs, some faded flowers, anda few 
graius of rice deposited in them, but somo are yory 
ticketiy, and there is nothing lke the 1egard shown for 
them that one sees m Bangkok, fo. example. Tho 
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Annamese is not zcalous, even in Suauanisw tho only 
faith he ically has. Nevatheless, sido by sido with 
these signs of a degiading cult 18 to be seen tho typo of 
a mystical religion. On the gates of tho joss-honses, 
pamtcd on cloths hung fiom the gables of the houses, 
on tho front pat of the roofs of bonts, thero is 1epresented 
a circle, whogo mass 18 divided by a cmyed Lino ito two 
convoluted and closely united parts. Tis 1s to be seen 
inseiibed evorywheic in China as im Avnam. It is the 
emblem of Tao, of the supreme reason, explained by 
the plulosophor Lao-.su. It 18 the spistual principle 
sopaiated from the matoriel principle of matt, [4 18 
the personification of tho supiomo 
unknown Bomg who impiognated 
chaos tnd primordial matter, Tao 
isu says of 1 —*It wheels about 
in boundless spaco wilhout unior 
going change, It may be considered 
the mothe: of tho universo, I know 
no nemo for it, but I enll it*'fro, suprome, universal 
reason. I am forced to name it, and therefore define 
it by its attribuios. I call it grand, sublime. ‘hus 
boing granted, I say father, 1b 1s that whieh eatends 
though space. ‘Tins attribute being granted, I call it 
the Remote, tho Infinite and the Remote ; the Infimte is 
that wlach is opposed o me, 

All this transcendontalism is lost on the Annameso. 
Iie regards tho mystic symbol as littl moioe than a 
pictme which in some way biings good Iuck and protects 
hin against evil spnils. IIo not unsoldom adds says to 
the simple emblem and imagines it gives gicato. virtue. 

Anotha, device which is found on old coins, and is 
sometimes to bo seen on the interior walls of Ysruns, 
and in tho fiesco painting of templos, is still moro 
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curious and interesting. This is the emblem of 1oyalty, 
united to the sacred sign of ancient religion, to symbolize 
no doubt the temporal and ‘spiritual powers joined to- 
gether in the person of the sovercign. This roligious 
sign, this cross with the limbs hooked at the exticmutios, 
is a heritage of pichistoric times. It is the Svaszrra, 
the Arant of the Aryas, the lule-giving stalk = 
fiom which issued, the puro Aenz at tho | 
player of the Vivro priest, under the in- 
fluence of the vod Pramarsa. It was the —e 
religious device of our most remote ancestois. It in- 
spired, m the days of Sie1a Sinpnv, the smgers of the 
Rig Véda hymus, and, strange to say, it is found, in an 
almost unchanged form, stampod on the baked carth 
bricks which a1e found mixed with stono axes at Som- 
Rone-Snn in Camboja, which again seem to resemble 
wonderfully the specimens which Dy. Schliemann has 
dug up fiom unde the ruins of Trey. 

Such cyrious 1clics of antiquity a10, however, altogcthor 
lost upon the modern Aunimose IIe iy much moro 
interosted in a marriage procession which comes down 
the street with much noiso and tumult. In front walks 
the head of the bidegioom’s famly, who is to do tho 
talking for the young man. Beforo him me two large 
lanterns suspended on sticks, and with the name of the 
family inscribed on thoi paper sides. Behind him 
comes the bridegioom, followed by a huge tray of betel 
and two baehelors, who may bo 2allod his best mon. 
Then follows the Mar-Dona, tho go between, who tales 
such a large part in most alliances m Indo-China The 
father of the happy youth occupies a compaiatively 
humble position behmd the Mar-Done, and 1s supported 
by fow retainers carying Iantens, who separate nm 
from his own wife, likewise folloved by lanterns borno 
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by blushing maidens. Thon comes the go betweon’s 
wife, and afte: hor such of the family relations as aio 
supposed to be a credit to the name. Then como tho 
taging and bobtail, among whom, howevei, must be no 
one wearing tho mourning colom, whito. That would 
bring misfo.tuno on tho young couple, so that all in 
moutning and all prognant women aie expected to got 
out of the way of sush a cortege. 

We see the paity whool into the young lady’s house. 
There the mariage is fixed; for, though every other 
peison in the procession has a huge umbrella hold over 
him, this is not tho 1¢al maiiage day. Ibis the final 
binding over of the two to ono shother This is the 
socond rite. Thoy have alioady been formally bets othod, 
pethaps some yeas boforo. Though, barrmg rico and 
fish, women me about tho cheapest thing in Annamose 
markets, maisiage is a vory formidable matter. For 
mandaring, tho lerati and distinguished people goner- 
ally, there are six differnt eoremonies to be gone through, 
voly much the samo as thdso in China. People loss 
oxalted havo less rouble, but oven with thom it 19 a 
fomsomo business. 

Maiuiagos aie all arranged for young people of any 
piotontions to family by thow parents, usually thiough 
the go-botwoon, but sometimes directly Nogotintions 
aie entered into, There aro mutual sacificas at tho 
ancestial altars. Tho young man gonds jewels and 
finory, and tho maiden sends betel-nut and cigarottes. 
When 16 18 rgicod that the two aro likely to suit one 
another, which 18 gottled by tho old people the young 
man being considered yoy naughty if ho endcavows to* 
satisfy himself by rude, vulgar, personal inspection ‘ the 
hetiothal day 18 fixed upon. This is done by a consi- 
deration of tho respe:tive hours and days on which the 
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two were born, A lucky time must bo choson Thon 
the young man goes in procession to the young lady’s 
house. He plostrates himself before the family altar, 
lays on it nied paper stating lus aspuations, and sug- 
gesting a day for the next ceremony. Then red candlos 
ave lighted, and everybody drinks rico spuit dyed red 
Between this betrothal and the second formality, the 
passage of which we have just seen m tho street, there 
are moe presents exchanged, among which figures 
prominently # black pig. 

This is eaten at the second ce.emony ; there is more 
binning of candles and prostiations before the altais of 
the fair maiden’s ancestiy, aud every one drinks all the 
vice-wine he can cary. 

Now comes the hard time for the youth. IIe has to 
go to the house of his future parents m-law and work 
there for his wife. It is the 1egular biblical patiiaichal 
business over again except that, though he may havo 
to work for years, he cannot have any other than tho 
yoritablo damsel contracted for delivered to him. Ilo 
may not like her, but if he draws back now he has to 
pay smait-monoy. The samo custom ia said stall to 
prevail among the Taeinocs of Mamlla. Young Anna 
mese are wont to complain that they have a veal bad 
time of it, and have such a to1101 of tho mother-in-law, 

| that they shin her fiom the momont sho becomes so by 
| law, as much as Wostemns do a couple of yeas after 
marriage. 

At length, however, the mariage day comes. There 
are moié presents, among which mugt be a white goose 
and gander—rather bitter this. The Mar-Done has also 
to deliver over to tho girls father the ‘‘ masringe 
money,” usually « hundied ligatwes, £4. Parents who 
value their daughters highe: aie supposed to diaw 
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down bad Inck upon the couple. Then tho mairiago 
contiact is diawn up on xed papor. It is signed by tho 
clnet patios, by tho parents, and is also, m casos of 
rospoctablo: buigesses, fuinished with tho village seal. 
Thoio ig therofore something moio than tho more 
publicity of tho thing in the Annamoso marriage rile. 
They aro thorefore porhaps a little in advance of the 
Buimoso and the Indo-Chinoso 120s, but divorce is just 
as common for all ths written act of marrage 

Tho final procession on the mariage day is much 
tho same as that ahoady described. Only instond of 
putting on bué ono suil of clothes over lus oidinmy 
duty apparel, the bridogioom decks himself out in 
several, Tho outermost coat has wide slooves, much too 
Jong mm tho arm, in the Celestial fashion. A young man 
who thinks himself very supoiio. will often substitute 
fo. tho usualtblack, silk-crape tuban a turioted hend- 
goar somewhat lho a mitie. 

Tho actual coromony is, not vory improssive. It 
takes placo in tho brido’s home. Candles aro placed on 
tho family altar along with tho usual plato of botol. 
The girl's father dolivors a spooch, in which ho announces 
to his forofathors that ho is mauying his daughtor 
Ifuven-Tran (tho Poarl of Jot), agod so many yonts, to 
Nauu, tho son of Doan-nou-rat, IIo invokes ancostral 
approbation and long life fo. the happy pair, and thon, 
with the young man’s fathor, prostrates himsolf fou 
times before tho altar, The two mothers go though the 
same piosttations. Thon it is the tun of tho bride and 
bniidegroom ; but after thoy havo shown duo 1ogaid for 
tho ancients of the family, they have to ‘knock thoir 
hoads ' before both the fathers, both tho mothors, and 
a goodly numbor of their more clderly relations, Thou 
the corcmony is ova. 
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All then go in procession to the biidegroom’s houso, 
the newly maiied couple at the head, unda festive 
umbiellas, the bridegroom with his two best mon, the 
bride with her two maids and tho box with ha trous- 
seau. The road is bated by children with a red thread, 
reminding one of the “ gold and silver cord ' of Burma. 
As in Burma, 1ts safe removal must be paid for. 

The entrance to the town is eprinkled with 1ed dust. 
Inside, the ancestial altars a1e 1everenced as in the 
bride’s home, and the unfortun vie pair have to ‘knock 
their heads” again. After this thoy are conveyed into 
the nuptial chamber, which has been caefully prepared 
and gainished beforehand with red candles, incengo 
sticks, tea, wine, sweet stuff, and finally thirty six quids 
of betel Their conductor is an old gentleman who hag 
been selected because of the luck he 3s supposed to 
bring. Fe lights tha candlog and the joss sticks, pons 
out a hbation, and invites the favour of To Ba Nevym, 
the spirit of the red threads (gymbohzmg tho marital 
bonds), and of the “lady” of tho moon. hen they 
dyink wme together. The bride offors a eup to hor 
husband and says, ‘‘Dimk that our union may last a 
hunded years. In everything I must obey you, and I 
will never venture to contindich you. Tho husband 
dvinks and .etuns the complimcnt, saying, ‘‘ Dimk this 
wine. May we live a hundred years togetha. You 
must obey my father and mother, and live on good terms 
with my relations, be faithful to me in everything, and 
neyer deceive mo.” Then they sot to work to get 
through the betel, and tho jam, wd the tea, after which 
formidable task they go out to the maiinge paity, who 
have been 1.egaling themselves outside. That fimshes 
the matter, but for the next three days neither husband 
no. wife may leave the house, nor separate for any 
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length of timo, Then the wilo gocs to work, and tho 
husband takes 1b oasys 

Ttis always easy to know whon a child has boon bon 
in an Annameso house, ospocially in the country villages. 
A shoot of bamboo 1s thrust into tho ground in hont of tho 
oor, and to tis is fastoned a bit of wood charred at orto 
ond. A gianco at this dotoimines tho sox of tho now 
aitival. If it is a boy the bunt ond is tuned towards 
the houso; il 1b 18 a daughter the wood is 10versed. 
This is to symbolizo that tho boy may ono day sueccod 
lus fathor in tho management of the house, while tho 
gitl is dostined tc go forth among sirangos. Ag in 
China, cach child is considerod a you old whon it is 
bon, and another is added on tho first day of tho now 
your, the Tm. Thus a child bon on tho Inst day of 
tho yonr is tyo ycars old noxt day. ‘lho rosult is to 
make Now Year's Day a gonoral foast, for every one is a 
your ldo Ub day Tt is cmious thut suveges ws well 
as civilized pooplo should rojoico bocauso thoy aro a 
year oldon, , 

A month alter buth a lucky old man o1 woman is 
callod in to namo tho child. ‘Tho Li-Kn, 01 somo book 
of oqual estimation, is passed, with a mumbled benedic- 
tion, boforo tho infant's lips, and then the dow hom a 
froshly cut flowor is sprinkled on its face, Tho child is 
then named, and 1ts relations proceed to drink Samsmo0, 
and onal pig and dog. Alter a yea the child 1s formally 
introduced fo 1fs ancostors, and those worthios sro 
informed of 168 namo and sex. Thoy ao ofton, whother 
boys or girls, set to work nt five or six years old, and 
have then assurance and impudence onough for—what- 
eyor ago may bo supposed to justify impertinence. 

Wo havo duifted somowhat away fiom Ilanoi atreats. 
The sight of a mandarin passing through tho sapital 1s 
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somewhat raie now, but one does occasionally come 
across the Toxg-poc making a visit to some Trench 
officer. He hag still his giand palanguin, or cord 
hammock 1athe1, with ita big carved and gilded bamboo 
pole and its gorgeous 13d alk omtains and hangings, 
hig two umbrellas m front of it, his military guaid, his 
servants with thei: store of bundles and mystorious 
bamboo boxes and mats, his secretarios with then 
paraded brushes and platters for China ink. But he 
does not care to show them. TIlis bearers hayo to got 
out of the way of any casual stiollmg Fiench linesinan; 
Ins motley tiain 1s sure to be laughed at, and ovon tho 
townspeople are afraid to show any respect, lost thoy 
should be considered anti-French. 

To be sure of seemg lim one is fo1ced to pay him a 
visit. He is humbly lodgod compared with his forme 
grand establishment inside the citadel? but still ho 
manages to keep up some dignity. Ilo gots up to 
ieceiye his visitor, leads him to a seat, and then sents 
himself in cross-legged fashion on tho other side of the 
little fable, such as one finds in Chinoso Yamums. On 
the outsproad mats on the floor aro scatiored papors, 
betel-boxes, water pipos, toa-seivicos, tho big national 
conical hats, peacock fans, bee1, brandy, and absinthe. 
He probably offers some of the lattor immediately along 
with a cigarette, possibly rolled by his own dirty, long- 
nailed fingers. He is a skinny, insigmificant-looking 
c.cature, with his chigncn and tho uppor pait of his 
forehead swathed m a turban of black, national silk. 
crape. Ilis laige thick soled red sandals lic on ihe 
floor. Over his ordinary dress he has a fino om- 
broidered blue silk tunic, lamentably soiled at the neck 
and the sleeves. If you are a Fionchman ho doos 
his utmost to be agreeable. He plays the bon gargon. 
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When he is not laughing boisterously he has a fovced 
and yepulsivo smilo. ILe has gusts of amiability, when 
ho can hardly keep from clasping his guost to his bosom, 
and he ialks in a beaming way of the happincss and 
prospeity which are already beginning to shino in tho 
countonances of the population. Mo xaitles away, in fact, 
tu goucewl whit le duinhs, 

But with a forcigner, other than a Tionchman, his 
manner changes. Ile does his best to maintain a stolid 
silence, and, when ho is not forced to answer a quostion, 
simply giins fatuously. Ife becomes toiribly donse, and 
passes the timo of the inte.viow by having to got overy 
thing laboously explained to him, while ho audibly 
seratchos lis legs and shoulda-blades with his two-inch 
long finger-nails IIe tics noryously to look xound 
impossible cones to see if there aro spies about, 
and would fafn keep you diinking to prevent you fiom 
talking. Tho IIvx: mandarins have always boon a bad 
lot, but those that havo rotaiped office undor tho L'vench, 
and profess hicndliness to tho Protectorate, are probably 
tho very worst of thom, ‘Tho only timo whon ho is 
sinco1o 18 probably whou ho speeds you on your way, 
and wishes you tho Throo Abundancos and the Thico 
Longovities. Tho Thico Abundances mo of days, goods, 
and children—that 13 to say, long posterity. Tho Threo 
Longevilios arc for youself, your children, and your 
ropulation. Tho Annamoso considor that thoro aro 
three kinds of old ave supreme, middle, and inferior. 
To tho highest degico is saciod tho Car-Maz, a kind of 
Rheudia, & vary rao tro, whose dried ilowers aro used 
to impart # flavour to ton, and which lives to a hundied 
yenis, To tho middle dogice is consecrated the pine, 
which is supposed 10 attain tho ago of eighty, while the 
bamboo represents the lowest stage with sevonty yeas, 
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Such pious aspirations natwally lead ono to tho 
Great Lake, north of the sty, where tomples and 
religious houses abound. This is a huge shallow sheet 
of water two and a half ml2s long by two bioad or 
thereabouts. The way thitha takes one thiough the 
pooier parts of the town. One soon leavos the solid 
biick-and tile houses behind, md gets mto a Legion of 
wretched wattled bothies with 100fs of palm leaf or 1ice- 
shaw thatch. This was the favomite hunting ground of 
French linesmen who were up to mischiof, and 14 was 
sad to see how many indulged in that pwsmt. No 
wonder so many of them got skin diseasos. If ono 
takes the road which skirts the walls of the citadel, tho 
fust view of the lake is from the tomple of the Grand 
Buddha. This is a huge siti ng 1mage, said, but pro- 
bably erroneously, to be of Japanese make. It is fully 
twenty feet high, with holm aud haulork and scaly 
breast armow. Ileld perpendicularly, grasped between 
the two hands, is a swoid, the point resting on a tortoisa, 
and the blade entwined with a sapent, Tho gloom of 
the inner shiine where he riands is heightoned by 
musty, olive brown cwtains, and the eyes ate tuned 
fiercely on tho speaker. Dnough has beon said to show 
that this is no Buddha, though 16 may pleaso the de- 
based Annamese to callitso, Tho groat teache. should 
be represented with calm eyes wiapped in the pmwe con- 
templation of Nirvana, and to put a swoid in the hands 
of him who ‘‘ne’e: took the life of meanost thing upon 
its upwaid path” is a palpable absurdity, 

Theie is @ 1apacious monk in charge of the place, 
and the French have filled the anti chapel with o 
military post, so that the aims-racks stand side by side 
with the figures of the Buddha’s disciples. Wo lenve 
the place, and tuin to the right, acioss a soit of embank- 
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mont biidgo, which cuts off a cornor of the Inke. The 
viow 1s sufliciontly picturosque. There is a high wooded 
bank on tho castoin side, and tho temples and monas- 
teries on it ‘and on the numerous wooded islols servo 10 
velioye the otherwise intolerable monotony of the wide 
expanso of valor and tho flatness of tho smounding 
counhy. 

To visit these religious houses ono has to pass through 
tho city wall at a place whoro tho Trench have raised a 
lnige brick block house, with a couple of guns to defend 
the noithorn approaches to the town. It is not easy to 
find one’s way into the fine, buildings, which aro all 
situated on the islands. It is necessary to moander about 
among the houses, for thore are no roads, and this 
causes torriblo alam among the womon and boys, grent 
barking of dogs, and Laing of doors and windows. 

Nevertheless in the carly days of 1884, when fow 
Trenchmen ventured outside the city walls, and the 
monks wero not yot scared -away, tho wrilor was for- 
tunate enough to see a religious servico in ono of theso 
joss-houses. ‘Lhore was a large Inick-paved comt in 
front with a wall all round, and a highly onato gateway 
on tho faco opposite the tomple. Tho templo itself was 
quite opon towards this cowl, with simply a fow wooden 
pillars to support the oof. In the background was tho 
altar of the Buddha, who was repiosentod ns a highly 
Chinese-looking personage, very highly painted, and sup- 
ported on cithor side by disciples. Tho lower edges of 
tho altar we1o covered with wooden sacrificial vessels, 
incongse braziers, cups of oil with wicks in them, spiral 
joss-sticks, and the like. 

Tn font of this was tho altar for offerings, with more 

_ snciificial utensils, papor bools, pilos of bais of silver 
and gold in pape, flowers, rico, and fruit. On eithor 
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side were racks of processional weapons in paiis on long 
poles—a griflin’s head, » closed hand with a pencil 
giasped in 1t, anothe: with the forofinger extended, a 
tiger’s head, the hammar of the gods, swords and 
speais. To the right and left, in what mght be called 
the chancel, were two niches with Aramats in them: 
and beneath these, two rocky-like structures with fiames 
in litile cavities representing what had tho appearance 
of scenes of the Last Day. On the lefi-hand side the 
righteous were admitted mto a kind of Paradise, where 
was enthioned a majestic Buddha, with othor divinities 
by his side. On the right woie representations of tho 
punishments of the damned. Iugo dovils, with tail 
and talons, were depicted pitchforking tho wicked with 
barbed and cotksciew lances into diftorent, hells, where 
thee wee othe: victims hung, impalod, drowned, 
1oasted, stripped of their flesh, Sido by side were two 
cloverly modelled figures which showed considerablo 
artistic humour. One was a fat, complacent individual, 
claspmg with podgy hands a Falstaflian bolly; the 
other was a meie skeleton, all skim and bono, tho bones 
being very carefully studicd. Thoy wore rcgaxrding ono 
another as the 11ch man and Lazarus might have done. 

On eithor side of the contiral tablo with its lighted 
candles wore figures one 2 commonplace good spirit, 
with the scanty chin-bead and moustache common to 
the Annamese, and with » very vacant face, intended, 
no doubt, to express good-will; the othe: was unmis- 
takably an evil spirit, and the carver had ovidently 
devoted much study to the subject with very xemarkable 
success. Possibly he had a bad conscience The 
cicature stood on one foot, with the othe: drawn up as 
in a demoniac danco, IIe clasped a book to his beast, 
and in the othe: hand braudished a poneil, as though he 
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were 2 kind of recording devil. Thofico woe a ghoulish 
gin, and had a 1.emakable resemblanco to that of 
Satan in the celohated picture of tho tomptation of 
Christ on the lofty inountain. 

Round about, soated and kneeling, woo some twonty 
or thuty devoteos, somo near the bell on the left, somo 
near the gong on the right. In the chancel, if 1f may 
bo go callod, was an old monk presiding ovor a chou of 
a dozon othois. Ilo was wasted away to 2 mera sheloton, 
and was icading the lands at tho top of his voice, in- 
toning thom in rogular Buddhist fashion, so that, if one 
had closed lis eyes, 16 was possible to mmagino 2 Romish 
pricst chanting the mass, But it was umpossibloe to 
keop one’s oyes off the old man. Now and then ho was 
monsuied and solomn, but for oftoncr he scomod as if 
in an inspired ocstasy, stiotching out his hands ond 
making uncanny gestures with his fingers at a prodigious 
pace, l'ho woishippois seomed altogetho unimp. cased, 
and talked away to ono another as if nothing wero going 
on, but without affecting tho colohant. Whon he 
ceasod for a time, appmently fiom oxhaustion, tho choix 
commenced a kind cf liturgy, with tho accompaniment 
of sovoral flutes and a primitive kind of violn. Allo. a 
time tho old monk i1ang a little bell, and tho choius 
eoascd, to lot lim begin hig rocitation again. Io 
became moio and moo excited, interlaced his fingo.s 
nervously, cast lus oyes over the congiogation, throw 
himself on his face, and violently 1ung tho bell. There- 
upon all tho crowd, who all this timo had been indis- 
anmiinately talking, jokmg, laugling, praying, singing, 
and oven slooping, prostiated thomsclves on their facos 
for full a minute. ‘Then appaiently all was boginning 
ovor again, when some one noticed tho forcignon outsido, 
There was a stifled shriok ‘Lho icligious seattered in 
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all directions, the assisting monks commenced putting 
up the boards which closed the fiont entrance, and the 
old celebrant came out and, humbly chin chinning, 
begged that information might not be laid against him 
asa malcontent. A piesent of a dolla reassmed lim 
somewhat, wretched Sramana that he was, to touch 
polluting lucie, but he could not be persuaded to go on 
with the service, and when nest, two months later, the 
write. passed that way, the place was empty and half 
atripped, and bats dung defilod the wooden benches 
round tho walls where late the pious had slopt. Truly 
it was not creditable to the Tionch. 

There was nothing to be done but to retire, after 
making the best use of the waning light to examine a 
land of pillar with a flamo-,oimted summit, on the 
lowe: faces of which were black marblo plaques with 
some inscription in Annamese, and a Whito-washed 
wall on which was pamted a hind of solar system, with 
numerous examples of the emblom of Tao, the supreme 
intelligence. Over the gatoway was the reprosontation 
of a heart cut in half, supported on tho backs of threo 
well modelled frogs. It was impossible to get any An- 
namese to explain what this somowhat singular gionp 
meant. In happier times some ono may find & solution. 
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THE SONLAY ROAD 


UATEVER othor oxpeiionces tho French may havo 

in Tongking, tho Sonray road will always have a 
melancholy irte.ost, At its very beginning, scant fivo 
miles from Ilanoi Citndel, they suffored succossivo dis- 
asters, which, more than anything clso, forced on tho 
ovents that must ovontually ond in tho country hocoming 
Fronch teititory. At tho ond of it, in Sonsay itsolf, 
thoy had a stubboin fight which practically soaled the 
fato of Tongking. All along tho routo, and to tho sight 
towards tho 1ivor, aie tho scones of tho toughest 
struggles of the campaign of 1883. 

Tho road itself, a8 v1.00, is paticulaly unintovosting 
throughout its entiio length. Tho only alternation to 
the widesmending paddy-fiolds, of = tender greon m 
yollowmg for the sickle, according to the season when 
one passes, and tho high foncos of tho villages, with 
their tufis of areca palm and fiwt troos, is the smalloy 
clump which marks a pagotla, casily rocognizablo, 
though the building itself may bo concenled, by tho 
hazd-wood trees and the white flamboyant columns and 
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oinate gateway, which stand out effcctively againal 
the green background. Otherwise everything is flat, 
absolutely flat right away to the horizon, oxeept for tho 
occasional depression which holds water, and is dignifiod 
with the name of a lake. T1om the comparativo olova- 
tion of the 10ad, which is simply a two or thico foot 
high clay embankment, driven as slimght across tho 
county as the occasional necessity of passing a bigger 
village than ordinary will allow, one can seo for miles 
across paddy fields, nothing but paddy-ficlds, 0 lumpy 
1ed soil being ploughed by the lazy oxen and buffaloes 
to be turned into paddy fields. Itis » reliof to pass an 
occasional stiing of women canying sugar-cane and 
shiimps m the baskets slung over their shoulders, or to 
nee the white neck of a paddy bind caning out of tho 
gieen rice. It is better to see 16 60, porhaps, than when 
one maiches with the Trench tioops. Then thao is 
life and animation enough, but thore aro* nono of the 
lines of coolie women to be soon loping along ata kind 
of suppressed run, with blue walos on thom shoulders, 
from constant sciyice as beasts of budon, and tho 
paddy-binds fly away affighted. 

Half an hour's canta takes ono oul, 10und tho 
southern walls of tho citadel—fo1 tho wostoin gato 
fiom which the route starts has been closed since 
Rividre’s capture of the place through tho Royal Gato 
of the ramparts of old Hanoi commune, with its hugo 
black mabfe flags, polished liko glass with the thou- 
sands of baie feet, undor the gieen walls of a scoro of 
villages, post a sheet of water which is much too big for 
a horse pond, and far too shallow and indofinito for a 
lake, over the four and three-quaite: miles to tho Pont 
de Papier. This is an infei1or kind of budgo, spanning, 
with a single low arch, 2 sullen stream or crock, 
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Just shot of this bridgo a high embankment 1uns 
into tho road fiom the south, and indeed fo1 a couplo of 
hindied yards forms the 10ad. A mile or moro down 
tlus embankment Gainior onded his adventurous lifo. 
To the might, on tho Ianoi side, is the Pagode Balny, 
named after the unfort mato officor who foll thore, The 
pagoda itself is insignificant onough, but thoro is a fincly 
oinamonted gateway opening on tho avonuo of magnificont 
tices which loads up to it. Immediately undor this avonuo 
is a sheot of wator, and on tho othe: side of this 1 dense 
mass of tices. Just on tho far side of tho bridge, nm front 
of tho little spnit sluine, which stands boyond the row 
of bamboo shantios that serve as tho four day maikot 
placo for the neighbourhood, is tho placo who1o Rivibre 
fell No better placo could be imagined for an ambus- 
cade. Bamboo fencod villagos run down to tho watot 
6n the fmthor side of tho stream; tho ombankmont with 
its lime kilns on tho southorn slope could concoal a thou 
sand mon; the thicket across from tho pagoily might bo 
full of spenimen, and noyor # glint of tho stoel. 

Jt was fiom behind the ombankment that tho volley 
camo which tmned Banyy v'Ayricounrs sally into a 
rout. Ton yous later, when Rivitro maiched out on his 
iceonnaisance with four hundied men, tho propantions 
wero moe olaborate, Tho advance guard was allowod 
to pass the bridge, and tho guns we1o on at whon fire 
was opened fiom behind the villago dyko and fence, 
Then a murderous fluk fire was poured in from 
the junglo patch to the north of Pagode Balny. The 
sulpriso was complete, and the Trench troops were at 
once thrown into utter disorda. Tom the very first 
nothing but retreat wis thought of, but tho question 
was how to savo tho guns. Thoy could not bo turned 
on tho biidge, and to coss it was to advance right in 
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the teeth of the Black Ilags. This, however, eventually 
was done, and two of the guns were turned and retreated 
precipitately, the coohes with the ammunition having 
1un off at the first dischaige. But the other got on- 
‘tangled in the mud, the gunners were shot down, and 
the piece was on the point of fallmg into the hands of 
the Hauat when Rivitre with a few of Ing sailois rushed 
forward. The gun was saved and cariied off by the 
men, but Riyiére and several other officcis 1emained on 
the ground, some lulled on the spot, some perhaps cap- 
tured and killed afterwards. The panic was such that 
no one was able to give a cohaent account of what 
really happened. Ont of four hundred men the French 
lost eighty-seven killed and wounded 1 very heavy pro- 
potion. The enemy’s loss was comparatively slight. 
Riviére’s body was buned at Paur oar, between those of 
two Black Flag chiefs who ad been Illed in the fight. 
The place was pointed out by the Annamese several 
months afterwaids, Ihs head and those of the thuty-ono 
men left on the scenc of action wore buned together at 
the village of Kmy-Mar, which hes off to tho left of 
the road, some four or five miles faitho: on, uvidre's 
head had been embalmed by somo process o1 other, and 
was peifectly recognizable whou it was disinfeied in 
the end of August. 

The village of Pau Hoar, which 1s usually spoken of as 
the place whee both Garnier and Rividre were Iniled, in 
ieality lies to the right of the 10nd, half a mile 01 moxe 
beyond the Pont de Pamer. ‘lhe fort is about tho same 
distance beyond, but the names might be intechanged. 
The village is a fort, and the fntis 9 village. A pagoda 
enclosure, which stands at a bend of the road in front, 
might dispute the name with either, and the bullot 
marks on its mason-work show that the Chinamen were

alivo to the strength of tho postlion Botwoon tho two 
places ae a number of half-bathood down pagodas and 
tho remains of some mud bioastyoiks, pa tly dostioyod 
by tho floods which foiled tho L'vench on the 15th of 
August, and partly by tho Thonch themselves. 

Puu-Hoar is of thoroughly native construction, with 
oattliwouk bastions in imitation of tho large: wo1ks built 
on Vauban’s system. It was built by Neviin Trt 
Pnuoxe, the great meaishal, shotly bolora Garnion’s 
auivel. On the ocevion of the fist capture of Ianoi, 
a cannon shot and the discharge of ton Chassopdt rifles 
wag sufficient to scare oft the gauison, Now the redoubt 
is oceupied by a forco of native auviltarios, and thore is 
a mandmin in the placo who fo. months did a grout 
trado in tho heads of “pirates.” IIo gives a fai .e- 
wyard for onch hoad, and had brisk disbursements. The 
witter on ond occasion passod & man coming in with 
some spoil of the kind. Ta had appmontly uot been so 
fortunate as ho expoctod. At any rato, to balanco tha 
hoad, which was slur g ab ono*ond of tho bamboo on which 
the Tongkinoso esiry ovorything, a buck was suspended 
bohind. At Puv-Hoar also tho J'rench koop tho 
@ophants which thoy capliucd wv anol, Sontay, 
and Bacnnh. ‘hoy wero moyed thithor alto. tho 
biggest of Lhom wont aesé in Llano Citadel and killed 
tivo mahouts, Tre was opened on him with a Llotchkiss 
gun, but tho sholls exploded on his lide without dong 
sorious haiim, and it was only thiough the good shooting o 
a Lureo officer that tho huge brute was ovontually kilea. 

Aftor Pnu-ILoar, the road becomes very unmiorosting 
for « long way. ‘Lhe villages aro fowor and rolued a 
considorablo distances from tho rom, Thoro is nothing 
but a yide sea of paddy ficlds, In tho middlo of this 
one comes to a longish Inidge ove: a thitty fool creck, 
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It is altogether built of stone, piles, cross girdois, huge 
rectangular flagged roadway, and everything. Jt has no 
patapet, nothing but the caived girffin heads of the piles 
to mark the hunk ona daik mght. On the chsten side 
of this were established the Black Flag lunes of tho 15th 
August, 1883. 

The French plan on that occasion was sufficiently am~- 
bitious. Three columns of five hundred man anch marched 
out fiom Hanoi. The right wing, under the command of 
Colonel (now General) Bich¢t, proceeded duoctly north- 
waids between the Gieat Lake and the 11yer, whore 16 
was supported by the uver flotilla. The village of Vx, 
on the river bank north of the lake, was oceupicd with 
out opposition. Beyond this, howover, were lines of carth 
works, Three of these were taken in succession after 
tolerably severe fighting, but at tho fourth the Tiench 
failed in the assault. This lino coyored the “Tour 
Column Pagoda,’ on the river face. Ilaving boen 
baffled at the fust attempt, sud us Lis men were worn 
owt with thei: exertions in fighting and tramping through 
slush and water, in some places as high as tho waist, 
Bichét stopped the advanco and commenced bombaiding 
the lines from land and 11yer, awaiting tho noxt day and 
news fiom the left, 

Colonel Coronat, the chief of the staff, took command 
of the centre column. They maiched out by the Sov1ay 
road, and were surprised to find Pxu-Hoat (almost 
directly south of the “Tour Column Pagoda’) unocen- 
pied. There he was relieved by the left column, under 
Colonel Ruvinnon of the aililleay, which had como up 
the embankment on which Garnier was killed. Coronat 
then went on directly noi thwaids by by paths and paddy- 
field ridges. At the village of Yrn, shoxt of the c.eek abovo 
referred to, le touched the enemy. There was a good. 
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deal of cannonadmg and firing at long riflo range. The 
Black Clags c1ossod tho crook and took up position 
delund their fortified embankment. ‘Tho colonol retired 
lus troops ihsido a pagoda clump, Kt -nor, and, satisfied 
with its natural staongth ns a fortiogs, contonted limself 
with o.enclating the walls. hore tho two bodies 10- 
manod facing ono ahcther all night long. 

The loft column, a‘ter replacing Colonel Coronal ab 
Puv-Iloar, proceeded along the Sonisy road. ‘The 
coips of Yellow T'lags, undo Captain Georges Vlavinnos, 
did good servico on this occasion, Thoy slurmished 
through tho villago of Vora and dislodged tho onemy’s 
outposts fiom there and othor outlying hamlets. 
But a thousand yards shoit ‘of the stono bidgo 
1efeirod io above the column was brought to a halé. 
For a length, of ovo: two thousand yards tho China- 
mon had batferies on tho futhor side of tho creck. 
Thore was nob a shadow of covor for tho Tionchmon, 
and their guns failed to silence outhor the bathoaios o1 
tho broastworks bohind which tho Black Mag rllomen 
kop! up a somewhat uscloss f110. Colonol Rovillon con- 
sidaod this the key of tho position, and called upon 
Colonal Coronal 10 como to Ins assistance and mako a 
combinod attack. L'10m somo unoxplained canso Coronat 
did not moyo. Perhaps ho thought he would expose lus 
flank and oar to tho enemy thon facing lim. Porhaps 
the mforvoning country was impracticable. Io was somo- 
what recklogsly attackad for it by imosponsible critics, 
but without doubt unjustly, for he afterwards proved 
lumself one of tho very ablost leaders in tho campaign. 
Tlowoyer it may bo, a rotroat was ordered by the General. 
Tho momont the French tuned, the Black Vlags isaned 
from thoy ontronchments and kept up a harassing fire 
all tho thiee miles to Pu-ILoar ft had been pouring 
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toirents of rain from ten m the morning, and the French 
returned to IIanoi in the evening so oxhausted that they 
could hardly drag one limb after cies Colonel 
Coronat retuned neat morning. 

All night long 16 poured, and daylight found the whole 
county flooded. A logo part of Hanoi itself was under 
water The floods which had hampeied the Tiench in 
one way proved an advantage m another. At dayhght 
Colonel Bichot found the “Tour Column Pagoda ’ 
evacuated and promptly occupied it. He also in tuin 
was almost driven out. At one time thore was quite 
thiee feet of water mside the templo Toutunately, 
howeve1, just as he was putting his men on board the 
gunboats, the embankment gave way. The wateis spread 
1uin over the flat lands, but the Tiench were able to 
occupy the pagoda and put it in a state of defence 
agamst attacks from the north west. Simce then the 
“Tour Column Pagoda ” has rcmamed im Fronch hands. 
When they tooh 16, if was one of tho most magnificent 
in the country. Military occupation and tho wator havo, 
however, converted it into n dismal batack. 

This affair of the 15th of August was ab tho timo 
generally put down as a i1opulic to the French. This, 
however, was haidly fair, Neither is at just to say that 
it was a French victory, though this river post remained 
as a gage in thew hands. ‘Lhe Black lags wee to the 
full as much disconcerted and incommoded by the in- 
undation. The final result was that, patly because tho 
Piench held this post on thei flank, tho lines on the 
creek were abandoned, and they 1etired six miles farther 
back on the Du, tho westernmost mouth of tho Sone cor 
iiver delta. The I'rench loss on the occasion was eighty- 
one Luropean troops killed and wounded, besides heavy 
losses in the auxiliay toops. 
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Tiom this slono biidge on to Puona tho 10ad does not 
vary in its monotony ‘Thoe ac, howover, somo vory 
largo yillagos al no gront distance Lom tho road, and at 
ono of theso, on tho oceision of a somewhat lonoly 11d 
to tho Dat, the waite. mado halt for half an lonr or so. 
Tt was market day, and tho litle shods—snnplo stuuclu os 
of fom sticks {xed into tho giounJ, with » loosely “oven 
splil bamboo 100f weto filled to their utmost, 'Thoro 
wero little baskots of 1ico, husked and wunhuskod, poa- 
nuts, sosamum soods, yams, peanut oil (lagely con- 
sumed in Lmopo now as “ olive’ oil), cotton, gmmod 
and 1a, pork, fresh and cooked, salicd and sun-dried, 
a species of oil-eako made indifferently hom peanuts 
and sosamum, castor oil soods (of which thoro ao many 
tices along tho 1ordside), ombroidere 1 tobacco-pouchos 
to bo fastened ab tho girdlo, pastry of a Inious looking 
natue, areca’ nuts broken up ready for tho chower, disod 
and hesh fish, vogetables and wuts of a varioty of 
kinds, pigments, Nuog-maat, & poculialy ovil-smolling 
kind of fish oil, like tho Burmese Nea-rnn, ahd wholo 
hoops of stuf which looked hke .ubbish, but which 
duuned out fo be Chinese diugs and mordieinal plants. 
Besides thoso there woro a Low stalls whera domestic 
utonsils and pottory of a rough kind woro being sold. 
Inaulo somo of tho houses women could be sen workmg 
away with silk and beating out cotion ‘he wholo scono 
was very livoly, bul tho prosonco of tho forcignon rearod 
®& good muy peasanis away, and east a geneal gloom 
over tho nowy market. 

Yo propiliate him, and ab the samo time to allow tho 
four-day market tc go on, the heatlman asked the wn- 
woleome visitor into his house. Una-sur,, tho country 
peasants’ ton, was bought forwad. ho wholo Ical is 
boiled and left at tho botlom of the ep, the liquor, like 
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the leaves, being very light in colour. Thoioisno gical 
flayour about it, and as a beverage it is not to bo com- 
pmed to China tea, from which, dood, it greatly diflos, 
but it is very good for quenching tlurst. A bowl of if 
can be bought at the wayside stalls for ton cash, say a 
farthing, so that one did not feel that the old man was 
being robbed, even though he added some greasy-looking 
rice cakes and a few bananas. 

Toitunately, also, there was a baby present to whom 
one could give a bit of silver without hurtmg the Tong- 
hinese gentleman’s dignity. A curious incident happencd 
showing the universality of certam customs. The baby 
sneezed, whereupon tho wholo body of his 1elations 
called out Com Ca, “ rico and fish.’ Tho samo thing is 
done if a child should faint. The idoa is to call back 
its spirit and its wits, which might only bo scared futher 
away uf the body were touched. To snéezo onco with 
the Annamese is a prosage of wealth; twico means 
trouble. The Annamese havo a cunous notion of gomg 
as little near a newly born child as possible. Tho objce- 
tion to this that 16 will notleain to know its own relations 
is dodged in a pecuhar way. Che uncles and aunts and 
all the nemo relations dip a corner of then coat mto 
water and squeeze the moisture out of it into the baby’s 

‘mouth. Considering the filthy naiuro of Annameso 
clothes this is very hard on tho baby. 

The visit was bioken off m iathor an abrupt and 
sngular way. One of the goodman’s cocks crowed 
iather lustily from the fence which encircled tho house. 
Immediately two 01 thiee young men who were lolling 
about the door began laughing and pointing sigmificantly 
at two gils sitting m the intsnior of the house. The 
maidens giggled in a 1nther faint and abashed fashion. 
A demand for an explanation from the interpreter called 
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forth tho reply that, whon cocks c1owod at midday (which 
it thon was), a was a sign that tho girls of tho house 
would turn oné badly. This, ubtorod as 1f was with many 
nods and winks, was such @ scandalous revelation of tho 
ordinary native idea of tho white man’s doings, that an 
immodiate retical was made. Onos opinion of noither 
Trouchtucn nox onghinoso was hoightencd by tho 
incidont. 

On the way back to tho tod it was nocessaty to pass 
some buftalocs, which aro no moto fuendly to white men 
hee than thoy ard in othe pats of the Last, Tho 
pink brutes woro as usual tho fiocost. It is said that 
thoy offen bent off tigors. Somo small mitos of boys, 
sprawling stak uaked on tho boasts’ haunchos, pro- 
yontod open hostilitios on this occasion. ‘hough buf. 
foloos are far fiom 1nio, it 1s very seldom that an 
Annameso hhs ono of his own. ‘Tho buffaloos of a 
district belong to the wholo village in common, and aro 
guaidod and looked after at,tho common cost, each man 
having his stipulated timo during which ho may uso 
thom. ‘hoy wok by day o2 go owt to food herded by a 
little child, and at night they aro tothored in a paddock. 

Prove is about thitoon milos fiom Hanoi, On thia 
side it is a vay slong position, and wilh woll-sorvod 
guns would havo beon voiy haid to tako. In front thoro 
is a loko, ot shoot of shallow wator. Bohind thore is a 
gigantic ayko protecting it fom tho overflowmg of a 
lagoon connecied with the river Dar Towards the 
south-onst, rising out of the swamp, ao the usual 
number of outlymg villages and pagodas, and thoro ia 
& square, mud-walled, bamboo-girt placo called a forb, 
but which might just as woll bo callod a yillago. ‘ho 
town itsolf couches in a long lino undo: the shelter of 
the dyke, and a bamboo fence and palisading protect it 
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all the way along. Except that there are fow or no 
gaidens within its limits, Puone is just like an ordinary 
Annamese village. 

The French got it Yather cheaply. General Bount 
attacked Panay on the first of Septemba. This place 
is twelve miles up the Sone cor fiom Iranoi and a fow 
mules north ot Puonc. ihe Black Flags had ontrenched 
themselves on the 1ive. embankment, and, notwith- 
standing that they were shelled both by the gunboats 
and the light field atillery without any possibility of 
retuining an effective fine, they held then giound. The 
woiks had to be taken by assault, and men who had 
secn oidimary Chinese tioops and the oidinary Chinese 
manner of fighting we1e amazed at tho Haxxr biavery. 
They met the French bayonet chaige, and for some 
minutes both sides were fiumg so close that then clothes 
caught fire with the discharge. But discipline prevailed, 
and the Chinamen were driven back and over the 11ver 
Dat, where the fire of tho gunboats mado tho passage 
particulaly disastrous. But the French lost heavily m 
pioportion to the force engaged. About sixty of tho 
homo troops fell, and fle loss among tho native auxi- 
limes and the Yellow Tags, who on this occasion 
greatly distinguished themselves, was vory heavy 

On the same evenmg a party marched down the em- 
bankment to Puona, but they wee there received with 
so hot a fhe from the embankment and fiom Joop holed 
temples that they ictired again, having had enough 
fighting for one day. Soven days Inter, on‘ tho 8th of 
September, a fresh oxpedition marching thither found 
the town evacuated, and contented themselves with 10- 
ceiving the submission of the headman. 

The town lies about a mile from the Da A great 
part of this space 1s under water during the 1nins, but 
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m the diy weathea: ib produces heavy cops of sug - 
cano, maizo, peanuts, and tubers of various lands, 
What in tho rains 1s 2 raging flood dwindles down to 
an insignificant slicam in the hugo diy channel, with 
fords © yad deep almost oycrywho.a one chooses to 
mako tho experiment, Boyond tho Dar tho 10ad passoy 
ove: a litle higher level, and is consequently somewhat 
duier, bué the seene is practically still the samo—cternel 
stretches of paddy fields, castor onl plants, maize, and 
peanuts. Away {o tho south-west ono secs the jagged 
hno of Inlls whieh forms tho walls of Tonglang in that 
duoction, and to the north wost, stiught ahead, the 
dotached mass of hills beyond Soxiay, with tho central 
hugo peak towering oye. tho Ty, Lo, but otho1 wise there 
18 nothing to reliove the cteinal flainose of the landscape. 
Tho villages ae pohaps a litle lager and moe pios- 
porous-looking, aid the isolated spit templos in tho 
middle of the fields mio more substantial than lower 
down. Tho c1ocks a1¢, hawovor, w lit{le moro definord, 
and there aro some solidly bili, r00led bridges, with 
iows of sents or stalls along both sides. Ile1o, also, 
asm all tho lughe delta Inds, there ao numerous 
specimons of the banyan, somo ol thom almost as fino 
as tho magnificuit treo in ITanoi Citadel, the sacred 
Boot, whoso bianchos scnd down porpotual now arms to 
form now tiunks round tho central stem, those agam 
pulling forth downward shoots to tako 1004 and sticbch 
out continual fresh arcades over acres of ground, Tho 
ITanoi tice stands beside the once charming little temple 
ol the Lys, still guarded by tho last scion of tho la 
dynasty, a shrivell:d old woman of nenily cighty yes 
ofage. Tiom a particular arch of this sacicd holt, tho 
Annamieso manduims used to hang themsolyes m the 
old days, when thay fell into disgiaco at coms. 
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Out on the maich these temples with their banyans 
offer the best place fo. a halt. The inys of the sum 
scarcely penctiate through the dense mass of foliage, 
and 1ound about the1e hang cutams of crecpers, hanas, 
and iattans, some capiciously embracing the branches, 
or themselves mterlacod and hanging m ginceful festoons, 
others falling on tho temple walls, or creeping over tho 
ground with roots Irke the hgnificd writhings of a serpent. 
The tree atself, as often as not, 1s a shiine, with little 
ancestial altars built m convement nooks and coiners in 
the lower branches, dimunutive sanctuaries, protected by 
a small tectum, with tapers and incenso sticks, candles, 
gold and silve. bais and other littlo caidbomd trifles. 
Sometimes one sees the mandmin himself (in paper), 
with his elephant, lis horses, and umbicllas. Hidden 
away in the outer precincts of this big hmst with ono’ 
central stem one finds the humble eftoits°of the poor, 
pitiful, little things in rough hewn wood, or small tables 
with toy offerings, and hee and there even amulets 
hung up for the benefit of the hving. Within the leafy 
shade ae always numbois of Touxits, geckos with then 
emious, staitling c1y. Like the othe. Indo Chinese 
races, the Annameso have a great regard for thom 
They count thoir c1ics of Freh too If they aro odd 
in number it 1s a lucky sign, if they aio even it is bad. 

In this upper delta countiy there aro also other fino 
trees, the huge, white stommed jlamboyant, a tee like 
the “forest flame’ of Indian jangles, which covers 
itself with a cloud of large blood red blossoms belore 
ever it puts foth a leaf. Mango trees and lychces there 
were also in abundance, the former with many old sears 
on then tiunks. Dvery year on the fifth day of tho 
Afth month, the Annamese gives his mangoes a fow 
hacks in the stem with an axe to make them bear bette. 
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Tf this 18 not offectual tho owner formally gives the 10- 
onlertrant fruit bewer notice, sometimes in writing and 
attached to a branch, somotimes only verbal, that it will 
be cut down altogothe: if it docs nob mend its ways, 

Beyond such sights as those, howover, there is really 
not mueb that is now in this pat of tho country. Thoro 
ig the same mavellous pitch of cultivation, the same 
over crowding of villages, the samo olabo.ato system of 
dykes to proloct the land fom tho floods of tho rainy 
season, An occasional betel gardon londs a litilo vauoty 
paheps Jiom a distance one might almost mistake 
thom for a stocl ulo, so strongly aro thoy protectcd 
agamst rading bultalocs with fosso, dyko, and palisado, 
Tho betel loves the shado, and go a shellor 15 1nised over 
the wholo enclosure, a looscly interlaced 100f of plaited 
bamboo, which only admits tho biokon rays of the sun. 
Each betel shas itt own training stick ond tho tondiils 
make thei: way up to twine thomselvos in tho meshwork 
of tho r001 and mako moro shad. 

Tiom a cwsory viow Soxray pooms a placo which has 
no natural advantages of a dofonsive Iand, ‘Tako any 
flat country with « slopo upwards to a contial point, so 
gentle that it is almost impossible to dotect it, and you 
havo the gonoral appoaranco of Sonray. T'or the town, 
take a 1andom collection of the odinmy hoavy Chineso 
biich houses, interspersed with tho wielchod wattled- 
bamboo, mud-plastered, thatch-roofed shanties of the 
Annamose. The ¢:tidel ig a quarter-mile sytare c1oction, 
with half-moon batlerios ovor the gates in the contre of 
each side ‘Thero 18 a fifty foot moat with fixed stone 
bridges. Tho wholeis bil of big slabs of conglomerate, 
for defensive purposes not nearly so good evon as decent 
bricks. T'or sunoundings there aro the Sone cor, 2 milo 
off by a porfectly straight 1ond to the north; too far off 
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to be of any use except as a means of biingmg up 
enemies pa little 1iver runing at a distance of five 
hundred yaids o: so 10und the western and noithen 
faces; some low spurs from the maim body of hills to 
the west, but too distant t> afford anything like a secue 
place of yvetreat. Beyond this nothing but the usual 
vive. embankments and flat cultivated country with a 
few pagodas and scattered gpitit shrines. But the Black 
Flags made the most of tho year they had after Riviére’s 
occupation of Hanoi. The embankment, some twenty 
feet igh and more than thatin thickness, was converted 
over a length of three o1 fom miles into a foimidable 
entienchment, with wooden troughs 1un though the 
parapet at the top, so thit the dofendas could fie m 
safety. Quaiter of a mule faither, back was the outer 
enceinte, a regulaily constructed eathwouk, which ran 
in a rough oval all round the citadel, some eight hundred 
yards fiom it, towards the rvor side, whonco the attack 
was made. a 

The French marched part of then troops up by land, 
The remainder camo up the river im the gunboats 
and in junks. The transpo.é service was on this 
occasion extremely good. Tho men were embarked and 
landed without a hitch of any land, and tho aiange 
ment of the commissariat was quite perfect a stato of 
things which was in maked contrast to the arange- 
ments foy the march on Bacninh, Admizal Courbet’s 
force amounted to about six thousand men, all told. 
The artillery was comparat vely woak, but the gunboats 
amply made up for any deficiency in this respect, 

The attack was begun at about nine in the moining 
of December 14; 1888. The ships shelled the town 
and citadel, and directed thoir ILotehkiss fire on tho 
fortified embankment. Atdistances of about halfa mile 
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or mote apart on this wero tneo redoubta, the ceutial 
ono of which was callod Pruc-sa, from an adjacont 
yillago, and lins lont its name to the wholo wo.ks. On 
tho rivor bank, about a thongand fect from tho central 
redoubt, was a largo pioee of ordnance, with ' y) Co. 
stamped on the tLunmons, which was tho only cannon 
tho Chinamon were able to ducet on the flotilla, Some 
fou. ox five round shot wero fired trom this, two of which 
we1e very nealy proving eflective, when a well directed 
shell fiom the eles, which throughout mado yory good 
plactico, dismounted the gun, and tho floot afterwards 
had at all ats own way, ‘Thore was nothing to do but to 
lovol the guns and watch the xzesull fom tho mast-head. 
ILow the hig gun gob to whore it was, and whoro il was 
made, 1s 8 mystory which has nove: boon solved. Th lay 
fo. months on its sido with six foot of chaigo in ib, no 
one daring to fixe it off. Then it was caricd off as a 
trophy, still loaded. 

But if tho sailois, two uulcs as thoy wore down the 
river, were safo, tho land forces found thoy had no onsy 
task before thom Rice-fields and marshy land pro- 
tooled good doal of tho front; and, moroovor, hoforo” 
thoy could dovclop thoi troops for an organizod assaull, 
tho Viench had to pass up along tho rive. bank, which 
1uns roughly parallel to tho omthworka, exposed to the 
Black Flag five, which was woll sustained throughout, 
notwithstanding the sholls from the flect, Thon whon, 
in tho carly aftornoon, all was ready, tho Pienehmen 
wero suddenly called upon to delond themselyos. A 
strong body of what wero said to bo Yunuaneso troops 
marched out from tho onstorn gate, hiding thoir bannors 
and skilfully availing themselves of what covor thero 
was, to advance wiperccived, Tho turning movement 
was builliantly conscived. The Chimamon got betwoen 
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the Frenchmen and the ficet which would thus have 
been afiaid to fue. They took the Tuench on the left 
flank, with the Pruc-ss works on the front, and the 
uiver close behind them. If they had broken the loft 
wing, Combet s troops must have been driven pell moll 
up on one another in a naitow funnel, exposed all the 
time to a withering fire fiom the emthwoks, For a 
tune there was actual panic on the Fiench side. There 
wweie some ofticers who did not sciuple to say afterwards 
that they thought all was lost. The Annamese coohes . 
and the native servants certainly thought so, and 1an off 
ina body. Some of them appearing in Ianoi next day 
1eported a defeat, and the sentinels in various parts of 
the city were actually stoned. But though 16 was a bad 
fifteen minutes, Admual Courbet was equal to the 
occasion. He hurzied all tho guns ho could down to his 
left. Ile 1isked tho chance of being cut in half by x 
sally fiom the earthworks. Tho Chinamen came on to 
within three hundied yards, and then, scared by tho 
busting shell and the shiiekntg of the volloys of bullots 
poured into them, they faltered and broke. When once 
they got clear of the French line tho fie fiom the 
French fleet completed the disorde, and they dispersed 
and fled in all directions oye: the country. 

But the nerve of the atiackcis was shaken for tho 
moment, and it was four o’clock in the afternoon before 
the oider for assault was given. Thon it was unequally 
executed A company of Turcos, heedless alike of the 
threats and prayeis and orders, of their officers, rushed 
madly on the works, jrandishmg thei rifles over their 
heads. The Black Plags, fiom behind the donse coveut 
of bamboos that masked the whole face of the embank- 
ment, pomed in a deadly fire which laid moze than half 
of them low, and sent the rest back in wild disorde. 
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Dlsewhero the Maino Infuitiy, the Colonial troops, and 
the native auxliniios advanced in more enutious fashion, 
avmling thomsolvos of whatever cove: thoy could find, 
and fing volloys before ovory rush forward; and tho 
Toveign Legion showed oqual gallanhy. But notwith- 
standing the mundorous fire of cannon wid small-aimns, 
against which tho Black [lags had nothing but rifle-L.0 
to opposa, thoy stuck to then works, An ofiicer, who was 
wounded boforo Motz in 1870, declied that noithe: ab 
Giayolotios no. at Buzcnyal had ho over been oxposed 
toa hottie: fue, Whon finally tha Iionch reached the 
slopo there was a dosper wo hand-to-hand sbrugglo whielt 
Instod twonty minutes. Incutonant Jehenno, an oli 
Chellonham boy, rocaved five shots ono through lng 
body—almost simultancously, and was loft for dead, but 
mitaculously recovered 10 worthily receive tho Cross of 
the Logion of Tonom at the ago of twonty. Ju Juna- 
Fus socond 1 command was shot thiough the throal 
and c1ushod his enemy's skull with the butt of his gun 
as ho loll. But discipline provailcd, and tho Fionch took 
tho works at a little after five. hoy had cost denly, 
In a short hour two hundred men and twenty-two oflicors 
had fallon, Lho Black lags reheated sullonly up tho 
sticet, nol ono helf tho number of tho 1 vonchmen, and 
fixing back as they went. 

Nino hours’ fighting, and then somo defonsivo works 
to construct, was hard work, but Liv duna-]'v liad not 
dono with tho Pionchmon yet. Al ona ocloek m iho 
moining, Whon thore wore still some wariors xecounting 
thei: doughty deeds by tho hght of a candle stuck on a 
elaicé case, tho stom Inoko out agam. ‘ho Larne 
chioftain had offered two hundred thousand dollars to 
the man who would 1otako tho linos, and a Kiwana-st 
colonol had swoin to do it, With semecly a warning a 
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showor of fire-rockots fell on tho ombanlmonts, sobting 
alight many of the thatched huts which had saved as 
bairacks to tho Chinamon, and in which at tho momont 
the French troops wore sleeping. 1'o1 fom hows’ long 
the combat raged as desperately as in tho moining, 
‘The rattle of the volleys liom both sides was incossat, 
for tho Chinamon had plronty leant the Mrangh tual of 
firing only by word of command. Both sidos fied at 
the flash of the cnemy’s guns, Some scoros of Chinamon 
came up to the very foot of tho works with nothing but 
cleayers in their hands to cut down the bamboos, “Tho 
Tureos wero seized with a panic, and took to thoi hools; 
and if their placo had not rapidly boen takon by n 
company of colonial troops, that part of the wouks, and 
therelore probably the whole, would havo boon captured. 
As it was, twonty Tuicos and five mon of tho Marino 
Infantry wore carried off prisonas and, of course, do- 
capitated. Tho two somor offices o1 a Siold-batioy 
were shot dead, and the young sub-loutonant boggod 1 
lioutonant of tho native odps to toll him what lo do- 
“Serve the gung till you ao shol yomsoll,’ was tho 
grim ioply. Tneidonts such as thoso show how noarly 
victorious tho Chinamon woie, But justi whon tho 
Tronchmon wore boginning to despair, worn oub wibh tho 
fatigue which Tvench tioops caunot stand, tho Black 
Flags’ taumpeto: sounded tho “conso fire ’—idontionl 
with the Trench call—and the Chinamon drow olf 
thiough tho rico-fields to tho second lino, unmolested hy 
tho Pronch, who woro only too thankful to sco thom 
go, Seven months allorwards, whon ‘Tuvnn-Kw iw was 
occupied by the [rench, a Black Laz colonel exmo in 
and gave his submission with two lundiod mon. Ho 
claimed to have beon tho loade: of this forlorn hope on 
tho Pnuc-sa works, and persistently maintained that ho 
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had no moie than tlies hundad siflos with lum thon, 
If this bo tine, tho heroism of these mon was nobtlung 
less than mavollous. 

Tho noxt day, tho 15th of Docomboi, was compan. 
tively a day of ical. Both sidos wore engaged in buymy 
thei doad. But after midday the Tio ich commoncod a 
fluuking movyoment up the embankment, so as fo com-~ 
mand the wost gato and havo two points of attack, 
besides tuning tho village and pagoda of Piru-ny, which 
wouo stiongly hold. ‘Tho Chinamen should havo opposed. 
thig mancouyio at all ecsts, fo. with 148 complotion tho 
caiying of the second lino of works was  corlainty, 
But they romained passive, partly, 2b 18 paid, because 
Princo Toana-xu.-Vinw (or Tumaei-Virm) and tho An- 
nameso contingent were for immedinte ovacuation, and 
wore backed up by tho Chinoso provincial t2oops, whilo 
Lau Juna-I'v was for fighting to tho bittor ond. 

Towovor that may ho, tho attack on tho outer cae cinte 
bogan on the 16th with daylight, This outer cneeurte 
wag an oxceedingly strong’ow.thwork, dofonded in hont 
by o moat ffloon to dwonty fel wido. On tho love} 
ground betweon tho slopo of tho ombankment and tho 
fosso was a treblo or quaduplo fonco of woll-grown, 
bamboo, covoring a spaco of six or cight foot, At tho 
gatos tho moat was studded with spiked bamboos. A 
stockado of thick, Ligh logs masked tho font, and on the 
approach to the slonda plank biidgo was a formidable 
chevaur de frse of shap-pointod stakes and bamboo 
calthiops. ‘The lnos thomsolyes we1o very solidly con- 
stiucted, and the sholls which bmst in thom did yoy 
Little damage so far ag riaking a bicach was concerned, 
The numba. of empty emitrudges lying thout along tho 
north-west font showed tho severity of the fio to which 
the French were exposad. The Chinese cannon wore, 
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howevor, of tho most worthless kind Not only woro thoy 
pieces of old world manulactme and deoply honoy- 
combed with ago and negloci, but thoy wore fey and 
badly placed. 

Tho controetorts and tiaverses along tho lino of works 
woo pointed out by tho Tionch officers as conelusivo 
proof that there had boen Luroyean guidance in Sdxray. 
But the way in which the guns woro mounted was fal 
moie conclusive proof tho otha. way. ‘Tho doxzon or 
twenty pieces that were on tho font atiackod by the 
Trench were placed in such ciamped positions insido 
trumpory turrets that thoy scarcely covered moro than 
the countiy directly in front of them Not a fow of them 
burst, and not oven tho best uso that could havo beon 
made of the bad material at their disposal was obtained. 
The Black Flags scom to have handed over tho aitillory 
to tho Yunnan, or Kwang si militia, tnt those mon 
neither had tho comage nor the skill necossuy to sorve 
the guns. It seoms undoniable that, if tho eamnon had 
been handlod with anything hike tho cnorgy that kept up 
the small-arm firo, tho stauggle would hayo boon noaly 
as sovore as that ab Prruva-5a 

After tho village and templo of Puu-ny had boon ear- 
ried by aasault, not withoul a prolly sharp tussle, the 
attack on tho oulworks was commoneed. ‘Tho main 
offort was dirceted against what is called tho west gate, 
but is toally the noith-wost ‘Tho artillory was gob mto 
position on a little mound a quaiter ol m milo off, und a 
toirific fire was opened to covor tho adyanco of tho esca- 
Jading party. Tho whole of the top of tho gutoway, 
built of largo slabs of conglomerite, was literally blown 
away. Thore was hardly a squnio foot of tho feo that 
had not its bullct mark. ITalf a dozon sholls oxploded 
m and around 16 and crashed through tho log-stockade, 
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Té scomed impossible that any creature could bo thore 
and livo; yot, whon i camo {fo tho final assanli, tho 
Black Flag told off to stant botwoon tho bambaos and 
the wall was thove, tuthful to his post, with his oastadyo 
Delt round his waist, and bis Winchosto. 2 porting riflo 
chmgod to tho full. Tho enine suongth of the Moroig 1 
Log.on was outside, tho dvums boating and the trumpots 
sounding tho chargo, but ho stood lus ground and fod 
as stoadily a3 if he woo at prackco. Ilo shot Mrmn, 
tho Icader of tho storming paily of the Hbanginos, 
dlnough tho hoart With cach bullot he bought down 
his man, and when t1¢ Togion broke through ho was 
bayonoltod with his fo go. on the tiiggor Tn recognition 
of lis gullantey tho Pronch buriod him under the gata 
(now known ag tlo Porto Mi nr), whon two days lator 1 
was blocked up—tho only Black Vag who received 1 
giavo to Mmeolf, ono of tho vory few Black lags that 
iceoived a giave ab all from Lvench hands, 

A little far thoy wost, round the anglo of tho works, tho 
stiugelo was noaily as sovoie. ‘horo was a small wickot 
hore, fo which, howeye., tho Murino Infuntiy woro nob, 
ablo to ponotiate. They thorefore seramblod over tho 
pleop sides of the works tiomselyes, ono of the fiab Lo 
entor hore boing Admiral Gombot, 

Close 10 this gato is a long, foirly sli vight sliool run- 
ning right up to the wost gate of tho citadel, ‘Chis was 
tho main Chmoso quartor, and two-thirds of tho way up 
was Liv Tuna-L''s house. Up ono sida of th’s stioot 
wont the Loroign Leg ot, and up the othe the Lifan- 
tore de Marine, All through the afternoon the fighting 
eonticd hore. ‘Tho Black J'lag loada was gamo to tho 
last, Io iwied tuunmg moyomonts on both sides. Ile 
charged straight down on the main body though Totch- 
loss guns enfiladed the stroot. Tho Clinamon defended

almost cyory houso. ‘hoy very carly found that tho 
system followed by the Trench fiom tho boginning of the 
campaign was to bo continued hero. No quarto. was 
askod for, and none was givon. At Jonglh, late in tho 
afte.noon, Lru Juna-Fu’s house was inkon. With tho 
captmo of this tho fighting ceased. The Black J lags 
drew off towards the citadel, only a fow hundrod yards 
off, and the French devoted thomsolves to the rangack- 
ing of the detested chiefs house, and then set ib on 
fire. 

That was a taxiblo mght in Sonray. he Turcos 
had entered, with comparatively little opposition, by tho 
eastern gate, and thoy admittedly Jallod mon, womcn, 
and children—overy living thing thoy camo across. ho 
Fiench tioops were not so bad, bub the butchay of 
Chinamen and ciop headed Annameso Adie Sain 6 mon) 
was sickening. 

The Black Flags diew off under cloud of night to 
the westein hills They word scon marching out, bub 
whether because tho olfieas could not gob thoi mon 
togothor (tho town had beon given up to pillage), or 
becauso thoy feared an ambuscade, thore was no abilompt 
aé pursuit. 

Tho Tionch ontorcd the citadel carly noxt morning. 
The entry was in tuo modan Gallic fashion, uttorly 
unauthorized and inosponsiblo, A handful of Turcos 
and Foreign Legion men approached the noth gate, 
pushed sf open and cutored, aud found no one maido, 
except a few score wreichcd Annamese women and chil- 
dion and a handful of still morc Iucklogs youths. A flog 
was impiovised of a longth of tho 1cd waisl-cloth of a 
Turco, the handkerchief of an officer, and w alarp off tho 
blue cummerbund of a Torogn Logion man, and tho 
hoisting of this characteristic taicolour on the tower was

tho firsl nolico Admiral Gourbet had of tho oceupation of 
tho citadel. 

Rico sufticiont to maintain tho gaitison for a couple of 
ycaig, oyot.n hundrod pomes, an elephant, and a small 
quantity of bar silver, were found maide, as woll ts a 
number of antiquated guns. But tho aisoual was noarly 
ompty. Tho Black Mags had enried all tho rifles thoy 
eould away with thom. L'lus for w loss officially osti- 
mated at 411 1ank and filo, At tho timo tho Ghineso 
loss was stated in tho ofticial ropoits to ho 8000, but 
offices who wo1e prosonl on the occasion did not fix tho 
number at more than tho third of this. 

The Tionch havo mado Sooner a very sliong positio t 
now. Where once stood tho mud forl and bamboo lonco 
of tho Piruc-s\ rodoubt tho1o now rises a formidable 
buick block houso, with subterranean chambers contain- 
ing ammunition ind povisions fo+ six months, Moteh- 
kiss guns mounted on tho roof, and space inside for five 
hundred mon, At ovary ono of tho gatos of tho outer 
enceinte—that is to say, tho limits of tho down propor -- 
there rises a tall hoop, buili Ike a two-deckor, for a 
doublo row of guns. ‘Cho town tts lf is nol Lo bo recog. 
nizod by ono who was thoro ovon last January, Where 
thon thoro wore nothing but duly, narrow lancs hobwoon 
half-burnt houses thore aro now spacious stroats zunniug 
ott m rays from tho citadel gatos, and young toes nro 
plantod to make boulevards of thom. Uyon so late us 
May, 1881, it is true most ol tho houwsos remained gublod 
and omply, bit no doubt tho plaeo will Ml up again. 
Liv Juna-l'v cauiod off all the mhabitants, so say tho 
Drench, but tho Chinoso say tho l'vonch killod thom all. 
Women ato vory scarce in Sontay plill, and that can be 
said of no othe: post whoro tho Monch aro in Tongking. 
The sacking of the placo was a toriiblo allliction, which 
the Tongkineso will not forgot readily. 
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DX to Ifanoi, Nam-Dovn is without doubt tho 
most important city in Tongking. It is situatod 
about » thousand yards up a crook which runs ont of 
the Bazar mouth of the Sona cor, and joins this with tho 
Dat at Nivu-Binn. Ib is tho capital of tho southorn 
doa, og Tlanoi is of tho noxth. ‘ho population usod 
to bo xockonod at 50,000, and il is probably nof much 
less at tho prosont timo. Notwithstanding, howovor, 
that af is only half tho sizo of Tanoi, it doos yory noarly 
as much tiado, tho céntio, as it id, of a magnifwont 
tice growing country, and close to tho chiof silk district 
of Ninn Bam. There aro soveral vory fino black marblo- 
paved strcots in 1, ono at loast aunning the longth of 
tho town, and superior to any in IZmoi. It was formorly 
a arent rosorb of tho Chmeso merchants, and tho sub- 
stantial and spacious houses now 1omaining show that 
thoy must havo beon mon of woalth. Many of thom 
fled, others had their houses and goods confisentod, and 
thore unfoitunalely romain but fow of tho mon who 
formoily made the prospority of Lhe town. 
Garmor know the impaitanco of tho pliee, and altor

ho had ananged tho govemment of Manoi, while his 
lieutonants woro ongaged in tho subduing of tho other 
strong places of the delin, proceeded Iu nselt to tho 
capture of Nav Dinn. Ho had tho gunboat Scorpion 
wilh him, and came up from tho Ninn-Bistr side on tu 
10th Decombor, 1873. ‘Tho canals levding up to the eiby 
wore guarded by tho ovtario. mud-.orts, at tho taking 
of these proved a tolorably tough wndcibaking. ‘Lho 
batteries wore mashed and hardly tused wove the sur. 
faco of the giound, Tuo had only just boon opened on 
them whon a woll-sustamoed pmall-aun !no0 was begun 
from the rivor bank, which wounded sovornl of hia men 
and did somo damage to the sy as and Godage, 1b was 
quito an hour bofore thoso sharp shootory were siloncod 
and dirvon of. ‘Thon, howover, a small sioxmmeg party 
mado short work of tho battorios and spiked tho zuns. 

Noxt day tho citadel was attacked Jt wes a huge 
square of 700 yards to the side, with tho Iweo-houd 
bastions at tho coincs, bastions in ciel Jaco, and 
gatos covered by 1edans to tho sido o ¢ veh ono of Lest. 
Tr addition tho usual mont and fived iidges, 

As im the ewe of tho athuck on [inoi, Ceninior ad- 
yancodl in threo columns. J‘uftven men landed to mike 
a fomt on tho south gato, and, finding tho country abso- 
lutely without cover there, wae mmablo to do moro than 
wop a porlion of the gmmson occumed. Another party 
marched thiough the town to abtick the onaton bashon, 
and finally Garmor Iimsolf led the maim column up a 
broad sticot which dobouchos immediately ou the south- 
cast gato, hko all tho others protectod by arcdan. ‘ho 
citadol had opened firo with jis guna, and had hit the 
Scorpion s mizen-maat, bub a nwnba of mon posted in 
tho top-masts had soon silenced this, wile the Sra prun’s 
shells crontod gicat disorder in tho gaiison. Novorthe- 
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less the slingglo was for a timo as dubious as on tho 
preceding day, and the enptmo ol Naw-Disr was cot- 
tainly tho most soiious militmry ovent ol this Ingl 
campaign of the L'ionch in Tongking. 

Tho second and thud columns joint opposite tho 
rodan and goon caiticd it. But they wore checked hcfore 
tho chadel gato, It was blocked up with wi omthen 
ramput. A six pounder gun was lovellod on ib undo a 
raking fio fiom the walls, bul before it had fired thico 
rounds it was dismounted. Tor a timo it lookod as af 
the assault had failed ‘Then somo ono suggested tho 
employment of the spiked lidles which blocked the 
bridge as scaling Indders. ‘Ihey wore piled up endways 
against tho wall. Gainier and a sailor wero tho first on 
the battlemonts. At tho yay sight of them the ontnoe 
gaivison ian. ‘Tho citadel of Naw Dinu, with its vast 
storos of 11co and salt, and silk and cottou, its pilos of 
elophant tusks, its extensive masonal, and its huge moun- 
taing of saptques and silver bars, had fallen in the nd 
almost as helplessly as Hanon, ‘Pho mandains woo 
4o bo robnmed in thoir positions if they rondored thor 
submission to tho biillant young viclor Most of thom, 
however, mado their oscapo, 

Tho Fionch were on the whole well received by tho 
townspeople, among whom thao was a strong body of 
Chustions, whose church had be bombe ded along wilh 
the Scorpion from tho citadel walls, and had como olf 
rather badly. Theso Chriahanes immediately ofcacul 
thomsclycsand woreaccopted as wixiharios. Accordingly, 
when Garni. was called off on Uno Loth of Docemher to 
Tlanoi, thao to meet his death, Dr. Lumand, who was 
Jeft behind as Goveinor of Nat-Dinn with tyonty-fivo 
Emopeoans, had quite a small amy of voluntesis ab Ins 
disposal. 
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But De. Tamand was far fiom comfortable ab fuss. 
‘Tho provinee numbers two million inhabilants. Tt ian 
regular meshwork of crooks and canals, Many of tho 
mandaiings -had oscapodt, and had aaisod inogt lar 
bands all ound, which wero rondored formidable by a 
leavening of pizatos fiom tho const, Abldust he clamourod 
piluously for ewtridgor, and oven for permission to with- 
diaw. When, howover, Ins native auxiliarios had, alone 
and unasked, attacked and dostaoyed tho village of Taar- 
Dana, tho noted pirate chiof, ho plucked up courage and 
wont out on another oxpedition wath thom, whon thoy 
occupied and bwint eight other villages. he counly 
people gavo up many of tho national londors, and thoso 
were now, ona system fish instibutod by Di. Tlarm und, 
and eyo. since followed by the Tench in Tonghing, 
ymomptly oxeeuted. Tho countiy wad jusb cowod into 
quiotnoss when M Philastio’s o1dors, consoquont on tho 
doath of Gainion, came round. Dr Laumend marched 
out of Nam-Dawt on the 10th of January, 874, and a low 
weoks Inter tho miserablo Chiiumbun auxiliarios wore 
boing moneilossly slaughtored by tho rcimelatod man- 
dams, 

Nam-Dinh 1omainod quiet lor nearly ten yours, and 
then in Much, 1888, Commandant Riviixo, having 10- 
ceived 2rcmlorcomonts from Hance, camo south wilh a 
flotilla consisting of tho gunboats lnfare, Suprise, 
Plucier, Hache, Yatagan, and Carabme, and five com- 
panios on tho nve Inunches Krina-nam, ‘lonin, Wiraw- 
rot, and atitong. IIo demanded the ieas0n of the 
barmers being constructod in the rivor, tho ineronso of 
the garrison, and the hostile attitude of tho governor, 
and called for tho suironder of tho citadel. This was 
rofused, 

On the 27th of Nareh tho bombardment hogan. 'Threo 
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gunboats stationed thomsclves to the south, thice te the 
cast. Notwithstanding the he winoss of tho Ine, the 
Amnameso stood to thou guns for a timc, wid lit both 
tho Swprise and the Fanfare, Tho altuit was, howoyol, 
principally confined 10 stroot Jightmg. Colonol Gari av, 
in command of tho attaching parly, rocoved a gronnio 
in tho leg, which necessitatod its amputation, and oyon- 
tually caused his doath; but that was tho only loss 
suffered on the Tronch sido, Tho gato which had givon 
80 much trouble in 1878 was blown up with a chago of 
dynamite. ‘Lho whole thing, from the fuimg of the first 
shot to the billoting of tho troops, oceupiod fivo hours. 
‘Quito classical,’ said Rividio. 

Colonel Baptns was left in 2ommand of tho place with 
a garrison of about ono hundicd mon. Tle soon roducod 
tho smounding country to appaont tianqmllily, bub tho 
defont of the Treneh and the dop h of Rivxi'ya onlside 
Uanoi altogother changed the aspect of affairs Tho 
acattorod Annamose soldiay ronssombled again, hoy 
constiuctod baticrios all round tho citadel, and fom tho 
middlo of Juno mamlamod a rogular piugo Lo some 
weeks. Thoy had nothing but old smooth-boro canon, 
however, and tho nightly bombaidmont did no moro 
harm than was imphod in dopiving Lhe Tionch gaunison 
of an peaconblo night's vost Bui in tho ond thoy got so 
confident that, on tho 11th of July, afto. having on 
previous occasions penotrated mle the Lown and sot fire 
do various parts of it, they aviually attompiod an ayseult 
on the citadel with thon pitiful spoars and fhnt-locks, 
Vernblo carnage was tho natwal result, with no harm 
done on the Trench side. A tow days lator romfoco- 
ments arrivod from Luance, and a company was hurried 
up to Nam-Dinh. A sally was made on tho LOth against 
the Annamese works along the Gau-Gra crook to the 
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west of Nam Dinh, An ablack in front diverted tho ab- 
tention of tho Annameso, whilo anothor paity oxocuted 
a flank march and took the works in tho rem. ho 
slaughto. wes eltogothor sickenmg, ‘Lhousands ol 
the wretched 1mal leyies wore shot down, huddled bo- 
gothe: taror strickn hho a flock of sheap, and live 
hundred of the lill Muonas, como down wilh nothing but 
cross-bows and thon curious stockloss fnolochs, wero 
massacred almostto a man. ‘ho Fiench lost thico mon, 

Nam Dinh has .cmaincd quich onongh over sinco, 
Unfortunately, however, from the swampy nature ol tho 
county for mualos all round, itis very unhonlthy Many 
of the gurigon died in tho summer of 188%, and in tho 
hot months of 1881 sickness carried off moro mon thin 
in all tho fighting after Sdxiay, The intouo of tho 
hugo ciladel has boon clemod till httle romains bul the 
barracks andthe necossary magazinos and storeshods, 
For fuithor secmily in the scomingly improbable con- 
tingoncy of an attack a rcdonbt has bocn consliuetod 
in ono coiner into which tho troops can rebveat, mn 
inside which thoy are indeod quartorod. Notwithstand. 
ing tho long aioge, tho town has 1¢ ally sufforod loss than 
any of tho other positions the Tronch have taken, and 
undo. tho able administiation of a mulitary commissary, 
Colonol Biionval, one of tho few officers who was in tho 
country in 1874, now in Tongking, 11 peoms moro likely 
to spring into commercial activity than any otha place 
in the dolta. But tho cmbargo on Ghia wall fist 
have to be removed. 

Inlaid mothor-of-pearl work is ono of tho speciuilies 
of Nam-Dinh. Sho industiy is not of yory ancient 
appearance in Tongking. TL was apparontly inoducod 
by a man from one of tho Tue subuibs about sixty yons 
ago. ‘ns individual sotlled m a tmall village, Kn- 
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Cuuon, south of Hanoi. Woikmen from this placo havo 
ainco ostablished thomselvos mm tho Jive drs dnc tslcus 
in Ilanoi and in Nam-Dinh, but work of tho kind 16 
produeod in no othor placo in Tongking. It ns beon or- 
dinatily supposed that the industiy was bought in by tho 
Japaneso, who came to the country in tho sovontoonth 
century, but the missionaries and tho Comto de Korgaxa- 
dec, who has carefully studied the matter, do not support 
this theory. . 

Tlowever that may be, 16 is certain that the Nam-Dinh 
workmen have mado very omar cable progioss, both mm 
clicacy of workmanship snd in tho artistic beauty of 
the pattorns. Tho mode of mocedue is not vary 
elaborate, Tho workman bicaks up his mothot-of-pearl 
shells, keeping only tho little in descent flakes 'Lhoso 
he puts away in soparato heaps nesording to thew various 
shades and tints and sizes, and ¢ ftor wards polishos and 
smoothes down to tho roquited thickness. Thon ho 
shotchos his dosigns on papor and makos two copios of 
16 one for roforonco, the ofhor to bo oul into picces and 
gummed on to tho little Males of sholl tb is ovidont 
thet a natural oye for colour musi hore 1o of groat 
yaluo, Pmplo and bluo are the favomito links wilh the 
Annamege. Whon this is foshod cach hagmont of 
mother-of pearl is filed down to tho exact odgo of the 
patiorn, and all are then gummed to the pieces of wood 
sclectod. With a fine needlo pomb tho outlmos of tho 
patlera are mayhed out on tho wood, and tho faymunts 
of mother-of perl are washod of again Now comos 
the most dolicato operation. Tho pattern tanced out 
on tho plank musi bo incised mto tho wood, a smooth 
edge bomg caxofully guaded and tho ieyuisilo depth 
preserved, Tho utmost soensilivonoss of touch is im- 
perative, fo1 a sight trembling would mako the hid too 
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wide ov too doop. ‘Mio gap would thon have to be filled 
up with Incquer, which would not only spoil tho look of 
tho wok, but would rinke if much moto liablo to como 
to picces with heat or damp. ‘Tho sticecssivo piocos a10 
then lot inte the wool and comonicd in with a kind of 
rosmous wood oil, which is somotimes allowed days anc 
oven wooks to Taide = ho pmsaco is Unn filed down 
with pumice-stono of vaious dogecs ol finonoss of 
toxture, and fnally a polishing modinm composed oj 
paddy-husk mixed with wator is omployed, "Cho pablouns 
aro next completed. Plain pioces of mother of-poarl aro 
seirtchod with « nocilo so as to 1opresont flowors, 
bnttorflics, lantastic animals, figuios of demons, kings, 
and wairiows. ‘ho wiolo thing is then vaumshod wi h 
vicd oil oxtiactod fiom a particular hind of socd callod 
Car-80, 

Tho ontire- work is dono in tho wiolched native huts, 
opon to the stroct, and with tho anost primitive of tools ; 
but novoitholess the beauty of somo of tho designe has 
alrondy atliacted somo alfontion in Tinrope, von out 
of France. he wood nos commonly omployed is Lrve, 
& species of rosewood obony, and two local variolios 
oollod Go-on-xt and Go-s A ‘Trio as always mosh 
osteomod for smaller work, but Inigo planks aio not bo 
bo had without fanlls i1 the giain, and for cabinets and 
such-hke articles ono or othe of tho Go is almost in- 
vautbly used. Tho emious thing is that nono of there 
wools mo ound new othe: anol or Nam Dinh. Thoy 
have all to be nought m junks, and it is the sume wilh 
tho shells, the bost of which come all the way Lom the 
Gulf of Siam, 01 from Smgapore. 

‘The workmon havo lo x gin taming vory young to 
gain tho .cquisite finoness of touch, and theo aro not 
porhaps more than two or thieohundied of thom in all 
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the country, bué porhaps only a quartor of thom mo 
moic than apprentices. Tho suddon pouring of Tnra- 
peans into the country in 188 haa dono a vory grant 
deal of harm. Tho demand fa oxecoded tho supply, 
and tho aatificeas woikod lor monoy, nof for ait. 
Scamped work, meisions too wide Jor the stsips of sholl, 
insufficient diymg, which wukes tho puto scale off, 
ungeasoned wood, which bonds and cracks, woo tho 
result. All these detects require a skilled cyo to detoct 
them, and the ordinary purchaser would do well to havo 
a Tongkineso to assish him in his solection, ho os- 
tablishment of 1ogular woikshops full of theso mon, 
furnished with proper stecl tools instead of their own 
wretched soft iion things, and the maintonance of a 
regalar standard of excellence which would koop up 
the reputation of the work, is a spoculation extromely 
obvious and almost suro to bo lucrative. 

Immediately alongside of tho inlaid quarter in Nam- 
Dinh is that of tho coflin-makors. ‘us 18 nob so 
interesting to strangers, buf tho Annamese think very 
difforontly. So lighly mo well-mado coffins ostecmod 
that thera are villages that have gained some roputa- 
tion in the trade, and consequently dovolo themsolvos 
to nothing elso They avo not dopendont on tho moro 
deaths of the neighbourhood for thon salo. Asin China, 
it is very common for people -vho ean afford it 10 koop 
their own coffins ready m tho 1 ous, nnd thoy can there- 
fore wander al) over the country in search ol ona that 
strikes thei fancy. 

The bost coffins arc mado of Trat o1 Jao, woods with 
a very closo grain, and lasting a very long timo cyon in 
damp ground, though, a8 a tule, whore peoplo aro buriod 
m marshy soil, tho coffin 1s mado of a special timber 
called Bor-Lor, Tho genmal appearance is very mugh 
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hike that of the Chincse coffin, tho planks boing from 
ono and a half to four inchos in thicknoss, anl the 
rounded ld shppmg mio a groove and boing sosured 
by stout pins. A well-made coffin of ono of thoso 
timbos, finely joined Llogether, and without flws or 
knots of any kind, will cost from L10 to £60, and will 
not bo yonily dem ab thu. When a rit wood coflin 
is eaived, as thoy vory ollon aie, on the onds and sidcs, 
it is usually o sign that tho undortaker wants to hido 
somo dofocts in his planks 

All the chinks and seams of the coflin a10 carefully 
enulked with Cru, a hind of pitch usod in paying tho 
plinks of junks bottoms. Che rich covor the inside 
with a layor of pine ti02 108m, tho poor mo contentod 
with paddy husk wh, offen mixcd with sawdust. Lho 
fom sidos mo painted 1ed on tho maide, tho outside is 
novor painted till the body is in tho coffin. When tho 
vorpso is that of tho fatuer or mothe of the houschold, 
il is placod in tho middle of the coniral room; if of obhor 
mombers of tho family, then ab ono or othor of the sidos. 

With a 160 dovoled to ancostial worship, as tho 
Annamoso are, frmoralk aro necssmily a yory solemn 
matlor, conduekd with a minuto regmd Loy ladibional 
iilos, impor uve for tho Cute wolfuo of bho doccascd. 
Tho first thing to be dono is to asste ono’s wolf that tho 
person a 2roally dead. A film of eollon is suspended 
before the nosluils by a silkon thread, so that the faintost 
Iaoath would mako 1f move. Death boing vorified, the 
face is covered with ted sheots of paper, and over these 
is placed a rod cloth, of silk or coblon, secording to the 
family 8 wealth. One of tho commonest forms of abuse 
in the country is lo may that your onemy may have no 
ono at his death to porfoim this servico lo. him. ‘Tho 
object is of comse to proyent oyil apily from entoring

and cairying off the dead mais spimt. Vor tho same 
zenson a constant guard is kopt by tho body, to provont 
acat fiom passing ovo: it Cats aro particulaly hateful 
1o disombodied spnits, 

Thee grains of rico ao thon put into the corpso’s 
month, and xf any teeth have boon lost thoy aro replaced. 
The old are particularly carefil to preseivo whatover 
teeth may cop out, for this purpose, and lock thom up 
with thei most valued treasures. Thoio Js a spocial 
yeason for this caro. Teolh aro often omployod for 
making medicines, and tho soicoreis who wandor about 
the country always have a number in their wallots, and are 
not at all serupulons about how thoy inc1onso tho store. 
Instoad of the three grains of 1ico, wonlthy familios somo- 
times put one 02 more piccious stones in tho mouth. 
The resemblance to the Greek obolos to pay the Stygian 
forry need not be urged. S 

Tho body is then lad out, washod with wate. in whieh 
flowers o1 fragrant leaves have boon boiled, tho hair 
combed and dono up in a clliznon, and a black twban 
wound round tho head Tho doceasod’s finost clothos, vary 
often spocially prepared yous boforo for this pw poso, 
are pub on, and ho 1s decorated with the tokons of what- 
over 1anh he may have held. Tho finger nails nr0 cut 
and placed in a little packet by tho sido of the hoad. If 
they grow into tho flesh it would bring disaster to tho 
family. The corpse is thon tightly bound up m cotlon 
eorecloths, tho avery-dny elothas being pul botween tho 
limbs.

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Th the meantime t 6 women Lave boen making up the 
motuning gamenis. hoy must bo white and of linn 
o. cotton. Tho nemo. the ioluion, tho couse: tho 
malorinl must be, and in no easo mo they hammcd, 
The Annameso Coie deyotcs thnty pages (Gn Philastro’s 
Trench edition) to a dosenplion of the diflovont classes 
of momnng gaments 6 is ovidont, thoroloro, that 
quite onough has hoon sid hore vbont tho mation. Ax 
soon as tho mmouning smts mo .cady the Lunily as- 
sembles and solemnly puts thom on. Thon sacrifices aro 
mado to the ancostois unl to the deceased, and ereh of the 
colebrants prostiales lumsolf fom timos before the collin, 

According 4o comnion Oriontal custom it is usual to 
kcop tho coffin in tha house for dys and evon works 
pofore bial. By its aide 1s orectod a small altar, on 
which aro placed thies cups of ton, di laent condimants, 
an incense byazion and two candlos. Iho dolay is of cous 
to pormnit tho assombl ygo of all the friends of the house, 
and tho tzitngenont of ono of those gorgeous ficial 
coromonics which so offer tum familios in tho Tiast, 
Thor is much mwummory on such occasions in Tygland, 
but tho garish prado at a “firbl-elngs domeael’ in 
Annam in exceeds any loolary wo indulgo in, Most of 
tho properties aio sup plicd by professional underlukcis 
and for dctails aliout thom the curious may rolex to the 
Annamoso Codo, Sulico 1b to say that thoro axo huge 
Jantoins of differont sh ypos, pondant gongs to drive away 
ovil spirits, inconso tablog, the 10d and gold pamtod and 
highly-carved bier, oloing tablos and nu varioby of 
banners m sill and cloth, some of thom peenler to the 
family, otha.s common to oidinay, vulgar humunity, 
such as tho fillot boinc on two pols, which iy inscribed 
fnune-ru (faithful) for a man, and "Tam rivan (pure 
and obediént) for a wo nan. 
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Tho time for the interment is of couse fixcd by tho 
wise mon, who soloct a lucky day and hour; ub tho 
hoad maich mon with wands to scare off prowling dqvilu. 
Then in the midst of some of the objects mentioned above 
comes the “ dond man’s honso, ‘ a sort af bamboo cage. 
The childien and the nearest relations follow the biev. Jn 
passing the thieshold of tho door tho coffin has beon 
caiiiod over thei: prostiate bodies. In the middle march o 
hody of monks chanting a noisy but shythmical requiem. 
Sham gold and silvor leaf is scattoed all along tho road 
to soothe the Co-non, the abandoned spirits. Theso 
avo tho souls of people who have dicd violont deaths, 

‘and have had no rites of sepuliure, Their relations 
have not known of their fato, and have boon wnablo or 
unwilling to perform the cc1emonics which custom pro- 
scribos for the dolivery of thoir souls. J'horcfore tho 
Co-rox 1emaim wanderers on the jaca of the carth, iri- 
tated with tho living, and tormenting av.l opprossr.g 
them in every way. They trouble tho sacriliees, upset 
the prognostics, and anmlulato tho offoits of domestic 
pioty. Tho suporslatious, thorofore, aro diivon to all 
sorts of dovices to appoaso and decorvo these ovil- 
minded demons. The Co-non mo athacted by tho 
glitter of the talso gold and silvor loaf, halt to loy 
hands on it, and, bofore thoy disgovor tho deception, 
have fost the opportunity of spoiling tho Iunoral co.o- 
mony. Thee aro others, however, who aro moro con: 
siderato, o2 more foniful of the wiath of thoso homoless 
sphits. ‘They bun regular Nauti navi none -ponu— 
“numoous proces of money.’ Theso mo strips of 
paper with coins printed on thom, 1ogulia postal odors 
on the lower would for tho support of indigent devils. 
Naturally the funcrals so protected ne the safer for tho 
deceased. 
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Theis avo no public comotories in Ann uu. "ho giavo 
ig usually dug anywhouo oul in tho middle of tho holds 
belonging to tho family. Tho 1ich usuuly havo a 
special place tor their own 1olations, aud somolimos 
assign a patch for thei: pooror noighboms. Othorwiso 
thoso must bo buticd by tho ro udsido or in somo part 
ol tho village common lands. At tho giavo tho coflin 
is loweied in, a bannerol of silk or papm giving in 
white and yollow chatactors doconsed s namo, ago, dig- 
nitios, position in family, and virtues, is thrown upon 
il, and thon a small pilo of tho abovo montioned monoy 
paper, Tach friond thiova in a handful of earth. 
‘Tho soxtons fill it wp and mako a oncula, mound vboyo. 
Oflomgs and prostiations aro made bofore tho com- 
ploted graye, and then thore is a gonorvl consumption 
ol nico, wine, and botol-nut. 

ho potiod of mourning is voty protiacled., Nominally 
it lasts for thiea yonrs for tnthor or mothor, buf imma. 
motial custom dooocs that this meany twenty-foum 
months, Tor a grandpafont o1 bother o1 sistor 1b 
lnsis ono yon, and go on in dovionsing intio, Mon of 
iank cumol undertake public dutics during this ronson, 
and ought not to bo prosont ab mariagos om foasts of 
any kind, Tho son should oat no moat and diumk no 
wino. Tho pooplo aro vary proud of thoso regulations, 
but thoy do nob keop thom. Ab tho end of tho fist 
your tho1o are groat sneiificos bofoio tho grave, at tho 
ond of the socond tho “ dond man’s house,” tho bamboo 
cago, is bunt, and with it thomouning gaimeonts, Doso- 
oration of tho grayo is punishod with ostzome sovorily. 

The richer pooplo e1oet stono monumonts over their 
ancosias. ‘Lhe plain betweon Saizon and Cuonon, tho 
Plume des Vombeaua, is full of theso, of all sizos and in 
all states of decay, somotuncs slandig quite alone, 
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sometimes with shrubs and thon tices planted by them, 
Thero sic inscriptions on most of thom, usually cut 
into the slone and paimted vaiious colows. I hry boar 
the family and individual namo and thoso of tho do- 
ceased’s titles and placo of bulh, tho date of death, and 
the namo of the person who pel up the slono. ome of 
them wo wlmosh muniutue templus. ‘Those aro usually 
raised to the wholo mass of tho ancostry. ‘Chey no 
kept up by the head of the house, and there aro 10gu- 
Jaily fixed days fo. worship botore thom. 

This is m fact the only worship tho Annameso havo, 
but some of them cary it on with tolerable xc gulaity. 
The first and the fifteenth of evory month mo the 
regular days set apait for worship at tho ancostial 
shine. At tho samo timo thee is always moio or 
loss sacifiemg to tho Co-non alieady spokon of, 
Nothing is deemed too gicnt to soften thei: raneow. 
Besides the silva and gold paper and tho “ewh 
notes’ above alluded to theo is a much more 
valuable paper cmreney. ‘Thoso mo sheets ol papor 
covered all over with designs and wulton charactors; 
at the top there 1s a boll with @ tonguo to 1b to atlach 
the Go-uon. On oithor sido avo invocations to tho 
Buddhas, the good gonu, anl the priests, preceded 
occasionally by the woll known formula Niwemo A-pr-ps 
Pnat, 

Below aro repiosentations of fino clothos, diflorent 
domestic utensils, ombroidorod 1obes with Pn oa ing 
sciibed on them, mandarms boots, strings of dilferent 
kinds of money with Tirat-Binit (elornal penes) on thom, 
and 2 variety of othe: combinations—ovorything, 1m Incl, 
that an indigent devil could xaquinc. ‘The invoo tous 
at the top vary. In some of thom thoy iu, “ Oh, all 
yo Puar (Buddhas) who live lo. ayo im the ten places. 
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List, yo spnils, all-poworlul ’ Ov again, © Menken, all 
yo avints, all-blossed, all powarful, 5 who mo liko unto 
fio pro and undoftlod, grant, in your moray, to the for. 
nakon gputts who hase sufiod fiom tho thie ¢vils, 
entianco into the deve abado. ’ 

On tho fust and fifloonth of the month sueh papers 
of aupplios, poouniay and personel, aco bunt nob ouly 
ab tho ancostiel allms and on tho thoshold of tho 
houses, but upon special atyjus,orcolod in lonely places 
to tho Co 10x, Whalo tho papers are burning, tho head 
of tho family prostiatos himsolf, and aflorwinds sontters 
proadenst on the roof of his cottage somowliab more 
substantial, bub still xeanty offunings ol rico and 
benonas ‘Ihoso aro of comse to provent tho (o-I10N 
fiom coming, insido, an oeamaienco which be most los. 
pitablo goodman would vow with honor. 

On tho fiféeenth day of tho hist, seventh, and tonth 
months, moro paticulaly of thc seventh, the. tro 
almost universal offorings to these ionblosome Go-ron, 
Thoy mo called In Prrat-Lldya, distubutions of lood. 

lé is omious to watch the people como out of their 
houses just aflor dark, ‘Lhe father of the house calls 
oul, “ Spuut who hast a namo, bub no tillo; spirits who 
havo fitlos bub no humu namo; spiula ol wniyersal 
natuio, crowd hither and oat my ofloring.” 

Then ho turns to the four pomts of the compass, ong 
alter the other, commencing with tho west, throws to- 
waids each of thom a handful of salb and rico mixed, 
and buins a little of the spuit-monoy, saying, “1 call 
the laggaid spirils, ho who comes fnstest will oat moat. 
May ton bocomo a hundred; may a hundred becomo a 
thousand; a thousand, ion thousand; bon thousand, a 
hundied thousand; a lnmdved thousand, a million; a 
million, a countloss multitude” ‘This is, 1 neod hardly 
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bo osplained, a dosize to oblain tho multapheation of his 
oftoring. ‘Tho notion is of comso borrowed fiom tho 
Chineso with then rogulai snerificos of Dinx. A doeyolop- 
mont of this, found in all parts of tho world among un- 
ervihzod nations, 1s tho oxorcism of ovil spirits which are 
supposod 10 enter into pooplo and causo illnossos. The 
mothod of driving thoso out in Annam diflors liltlo from 
the process deseribod by dozens of writes on nations in 
othe: parts of the car thsz@fftio sorcerer is called Trru- 
Prar, and he must on no account oat the flesh of buffaloes 
o1 dogs. 

An analogous superstition is tho ectomony of miking 
offormgs onee every yoar to tho former holdors of tho 
soil. No country farmer would think of letting the fist 
throc months of tho yonr pass without making oflaings 
of a general land to tho old abouginal cultivators. Some- 
dimes, however, this 18 not onough. IIo loses his dogs 
uud pigs aud chickous, Lis 2ive gots drowned wath tou 
much wator or dios of diought, ho falls sick himeolf 
and sees visions of eapermg, bloodthisly savages. 

Thon ho knows whet 18 tho ination, and goos slasight 
off to & papor-goods manulactiion and ordois a lacsimilo 
of his houso to be built in paper ‘Lhis is a most alabo- 
iate affair, reproducing not only a goncial model of the 
house, but of ovorything in it- funiture, people, dogs, 
cats, and pigs, and oyon tho lzaids in the thatch. All 
the human bemgs, howeve1, nie repiesonted kvico over, 
so that the ghost to whom this modol is to bo given up 
may not haye an oxact modal of the ownot, or of his wifo 
o1 childron, ‘Those houses aro vory dear, costing somo- 
timos as much as £6, which 1s a ago sum for a poasant 
farmer. Itabis the commune that is makimy tho olfor- 
ing, & model is mado of tho village shimo, tho Jinn. 

On the detoaminod day, oloungs of tho usual kind aro 
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mado, and the wizard, the Tuar-Piar, lalla into a tianeo, 
and 18 possossod by tho deceased owncr of bho lind, 
Ilo blackons his faco on the bottom of a pob, oats ducks 
and chickons inw, and diinka wino by tho buokottul. 
‘Lhis is proof positive that tho old savago ownel is insito 
of im and 1s hime a veal good timo. Thon ho aw 
requested to make a formal cossion of tho land in quos- 
tion. Tf the faimor is a xich man tho spirit docs not 
yiold for sovoral diys if he i poor il is sottlod as soon 
as possible. A stm 18 lixed upon, a lew hundved laya- 
tues say, and tlis is promptly patd, in funoral money of 
course, whieh can bo bought Jor a shilling ov two. ‘Tho 
possossed ‘Pirar-Vrray rigns for tho doparted savago, plant- 
ing a thumb dipped in ink ab tho bottom of the wi'tton 
conveyanes. Lhon tho modium is rosto.ed from his mos- 
metiscd state, the papor house is buint, and with it tho 
stun of money formally vgiced upon. [tis usually also 
stipulated that » pig shall bo saciificed ovory threo 
yours ox oftoner for the bette. comforl of the ald lund. 
owno, Aflor thig il is Maid if tho farmor doca not 
enjoy peace o mphts. 

Tho housohold aneesty, as wo have said, avo wor- 
shippod moro or less all tho yom round, bub tho 
ospecinl goat acagon lor overy ono, uch und poo, is 
tho now yor, tho Tn, the Annamono now yonr, ol Course 
which coosponds with tho Ohineso, and falls nboub 
the beginmng of Volnuniy. ‘hon overy ono, down to 
tho poorest, who at othor tumos may not heve the means 
o1 the Icismo vo pay propor attontion vo thoi, for ofathors, 
botakos himsolf to tho list resting-placo of his progoni- 
tors, and thore is mueh buning of conse and {unoral 
monoy, much soattori 1g of rico and hoyping up of fit 
and flowos, dwing four days, ‘Tho grass and othor 
vogotable giowths 1ormd about tho tombs aro carefully 
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weoted away, and at the hoad of cach x lonf of gold or 
silven is placed, and on this a atone lo mevont 1b fom 
bemg caaricd off by tho wind. Tho bohof is thi, abe 
season such as the Tp, tho evil ppnils aro paiticulaily 
active and spiteful on ascount of tho general rgjoieing 
and feasting which they 820 goingon upon cull ‘Thoy 
me therefore oxcoptionally likely to do haim to ouinary, 
easy-going souls, such as thoso of tho iudo Jorofabhois 
of the hamlet. Bub then eypulity thwarts them, ‘They 
clutch at tho glitte:mg loaf placod at the gravo hoad, 
and, while thoy aro doing so, the 1espectablo spiut down 
below has tame to scuriy off to a placo of svfoty. ‘Tho 
Plaine des Tombeaua at Saigon prosonis an entraordmuary 
Appearanco at this season of tho yom. Ordinanily itis 
as dosolate, if not as hig, as the similar pleco at Cairo ; 
but dming tho four days of tho Tir both sides of tho 
Tay-Nini 1oad are crowded with pious descendants from 
all parts of the countiy come to secuto tho tranquillity 
of their ancestry. 

Tho hving do not forgot thon own amusement at tho 
same soason of the yoar, hore is junkotling m all tho 
houses, theatical performances aro held every whore, m 
which tho actors put on maryollous beads of immonso 
size and of ovary colour of the 1ambow, liom indigo blue 
to bright senlot hko a Moguls. ‘Tho hend-diosses aro 
immenso and the gamauts me supab, if somewhat 
motldy and fanciful. Thee they ravo away all day 
long, and expect contributions fiom passing stiangers 40 
dofiay the capeuses, Anutanese pluys, ko Chinese, last 
for days on end and execed all human endurance. 

The whole Annameso community has its thday on 
the first day of the year, and 11 is therefore noccwsary to 
be vory cautious, for the actions of that day ao hkely 
to have an mfluence on all tho onsuwng you. Tho 
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house doo. ig kept shut agamst ovorybody until midday, 
lest any one yith a name of bad nugmy for tho master 
ot tho house should ontor. After midday ib is thrown 
wide, and visits of zombosy ato gonetally mado and 
reccived Tho notion is something liko that ol tho 
“ first fool,’ bub it does not appoar thet the Annamoso 
have vonlly tha simo holief ag id amba Tod in 116 Saoteh 
superstition ‘hoy avo too coward to boliove that any ono 
ig lucky, and all thoy try is to oxeludo Lhoso whogo namos, 
according to Lhe goodiman § horoscopa, are of bad omon, 
It is also nocossary to bogin tho yoar by a lucky tans- 
action. Shopkcepas usually soll thoi: goods a litle 
choapa i order to soll a lurge quantity, ‘this is m con- 
yeniont airangomont which makes evorybody happy. 
Tho customer is comfortable in tho assuanco that ho 
hag made a bargain, and is holy to continuo doing so 
all tho yea’ round. Tho doaler consoles himsgolf with 
tho rofiection that ho has tuned over a lot ol monoy, 
and is likoly to keop up a kiisk business till If4 arrives 
again. 
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KE SO AND UI NLIGHBOURHOOD, 


TIRISTIANITY has been proached to tho Asnamoso 
for nearly threo contmios. I'athor Aloxandio do 
Rhodes was almost the fist missionary who ponotiated 
into the country, and he cortamly was bho dust Limope wu 
to give a doseription (in 1627) of Annam and Tongking. 
Mpiscopal scos wore ostablished towards tho ond of 
tho sovontoonth contmy; and, notwithstandmg inter- 
muttent persecutions which have lasted down to the you 
1884, Chiistiamty has mado steady progtoss, ‘Lhoro 
aro now about 500,000 Christians in ‘Longking, say n 
twontioth of the population, ‘Tho missions aro Spanish 
and Fiench, and divide the county equally hotwoon 
thom, tho Spanish to tho left of tho fona-cor, tho 
Tieneh to the right. Ki-mot, a little dbove ITar Dzt ona, 
is tho hoad quarters of the Spanimds, 

Tho I'vench missionaries havo thotr chicf estublsh- 
ment at Kn-go (the Annamoso “s has always an “sh? 
sound, and the name is pronounced Kn-suo), on tho lelt 
bank of tho lower Du. Bosides tho fertile lands round 
about bolonging to tho villagers, there aio a taming 
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collega nnd seminary, a fino oa liedial, wd a well- 
oiganized printing pros. = Like all Annamoso towns 
following the Chinese custom, it haa an ovory-day namo 
and an official name. Jn soma maps, therelore, 1b 1x Lo 
bo found styled Ninu-Puv, tho tillo which tho mandaring 
grvo ib 

Ki-sv is charmingly situa od on the shuts of a flat 
lowland countiy, and mmnedialely opposite, on tho othor 
sido of the Dar river, 180s the alnupt wall of fantastic 
limestone perks which foums the woston boundary of 
Tonghing, and furmshes tho good fubhas with abun- 
danco of fino building stono, which thoy havo only to 
how out of the bare {aco of tho cliffs and fary over tho 
iver, here naiow and vay dcop. They havo iaken 
advaniago of this to biild a mgantic cathodial on tho 
model of the snared edifico ab Saigon, and like il, with 
Sny-away suggostions of Notro Dame. [t 18 as yob un- 
finished, and in sv fia iesomblos the luge minsta in 
Canton, which tho Clinamen detest so much on account 
of its l'una-Suur. y 

But tho 'Congkmoso fano is moro fortunate, lov it is 
likely to bo mished m six months, whereas Canton 
enthedial is more likely lo bo imwhed hy dynamic. — Tb 
must bo admuilted that both of thom look not a hltle out 
of placo, tho K%-so Inuldmg rising out of tho paddy- 
ficlds and palm-ticos and visible long buforo thero is a 
glimpse ovcn of the thalehed houses of tho villagas and 
tho plam, low, stone buildings of tho seminary, whilo 
Canton minster towers ovor tho close built siracts, with 
no rival but tho pawn shops. ho outside of the enthe- 
cialis gaily painted in bluo and white and 10d, which 
tho confiast with poacolul natuo round about forces 
one to declaio gaudy and vulgar. Inaido, tho docora~ 
tions, though unfinished, are equally flomd, and thore 
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aro alicady a couplo of slained windows. No doubt iho 
fathers know what plonses thoi, flock bost,,but it scoms 
a pity that thoy have appoalsd so much bo the oye. 
The consccration will take pluco in tho omly days of 
1885, and the occasion will bo a woll-onmod tummph 
fo. tho bishop, Monsigno. Puamurr, with his thity 
years of mission labour m Tongking, 

The mussion buildings io voly oxtonsivo, and ib 
requires a full hour to walk 1ound tho promises, to say 
nothing of the village which lio3 outside, Tho sominay 
and the college for tho instruction of the childicn and 
the ronring of nativo pastors nic noat, quiot buildings, 
aud are excellently conducted. Thoy give full employ- 
mont to a staff of ton French fathors, twonty-five nativo 
ew és, and a hundrod catechists. Tho native proachos 
and deacons aie not only instructed in Latin, bul are 
perlected in the study of thew own languago, so that 
many of the rural cleigy aro infinitely botto scholara 
than tho regular literati; whilo thoso pupils who 1omam 
laymon aro tho most useful elcrks and mtoprotors tho 
Tronch havo. It is impossble not to acmizo the zeal of 
tho fathers, many of them simple Vionch ponsants who 
have boon attracted into the pitosthood, ab Nrst with no 
lugher dosite than tho dignity of pére and tho credit ib 
would biing to their family, and thon sont out to 
hoathon lands to livo on tho scantiost of salarios, with 
but the faintest possiblo hopo of ever retmning to tho 
pleasant land of Tianco, woming tho dross of tho 
cotnty, ovon to the oxtent of somotimes walking ‘nre- 
footed, and oxposed too often 4o porsocution and mai- 
tyidom. ‘Iho yoy fist oxpoionce is a touibly sovoro 
tual to the pationco. Whon the wrilor visilod Ks yo, a 
new ariival, who had beon only fow months m tho 
counliy, had been oceupied dwing all that time, for 
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cight homs a day, in studying nothing moro than tho 
mero tones. Annamese is a very had language, and 
such a terrible dill at tho commoneomont is only too 
hkely to holp on honte-sicknoss. Jt requiros a fall your 
to bo ablo to keep up even tho most trivial conversation, 
and tho unhappy stato of the young priost who isa sent 
at that stage all alone out into 1 romoto villago may ho 
imagined. Vouly thoy shall havo thew roward, 

But at K%s0, at any rate, thoy are not without thoit 
comfoits, the futhors hwa thoro creued a magnificent 
guden which would do credit to an Acchmatization 
Somoty ; thoy have suceceded in scaring over a hundicd 
trees, shrubs, and plants, forcign to Iongking, and tho 
rosults of these ofloxts must bo most vyuluable to tho 
countiy whon the miitay havo managed to reduce ib to 
taanquillity. l'ho fathors havo lair grapos for thoi table, 
coffeo of them own growing, cigais of tho Ki-so brand, 
and oven o hght kind of wine pressed by thomselves. 
Their Jabows have gone fai to domonstiito the magnili- 
cont posmbiktics thore aé in 'ongking, and tho supe- 
uioiity of tho scvioulttzo of tho Nuni-Drir district is 
laigely duo to tho noighk ouhood of tho priosts, 

Many of tho inhabitants of K-ho0 are of a curious, 
fo1oign-looking typo. ‘Liis is said to bo duo to tho fact 
that two hundied and lilty yous ago thero was & con- 
sidorablo settlomont of Japanoso hae. Whother this be 
so or not, 1l is certain that tho villygo lias a pootlinr 
physiognomy of ils own, It is protected lko all other 
Tongking villages against Lho attacks, whotho: of men o2 
wild beasts, by an impouctiablo gudlo of bumboos, and 
a ditch filled with water. ‘Lhis is 1enderod tho moo 
tioublesome by tho ,emoval of tho bridges al might, and 
many of tho convents aro much moro formidubly armed 
than anybody who 1s likely to attack them. Tho fathors 
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wore thorofore not at all sony to sco tho withdvawal of 
the Ivench soldias who wo.e stationed here for a low 
months in 1881. Their habits and examplo weio un- 
domg tho labour of years. Tho peaceful litle yillago 
has an air of great prospority, ‘ho flat lands, os fri as 
the low, giassy swolling grounds to tho onal, grow all the 
villagers want in the shape of rico, maimo, sugar-canc, 
and sueculont tubers. The hillocks, ono of them crowned 
by a gigantic cioss, marking the last resting-placo of a 
former priest, affoid admnable pasturago ground for 
theix buffaloes, of which they havo an extraoxdinay 
number, and the neighboung Inlls on the wostain sido 
supply them with abundance of good timber, 

There aie not a fow of these Christian villages seat- 
tered ovor tho Tongking dolta, but more particulaly in 
the westain pat. Thoy aro usually woalthy and jros- 
perous for the most part, no doubt because Lho puests 
check to the utmost of their power tho cxtoitons of he 
mandarins. Ono of the largost and most prosperous of 
thogo is tho villago of Tiraz Bzoir, about half-way botweon 
Ky-so and TIanoi, in a straight Ine to tho noath, It 
has a largo woodon church and a mission y compound. 
Tho pastor ia a native, and this may possibly account 
for the singulaly national charactor of the elunght 
fittings. Tho sacred cdilico covers @ good deal of 
ground, and, oxcopt that it has nob the quasi-Chinoso 
extoiior of Annamose holy buildings, 11 might very 
easily be takon foy a civilized Tongkinose joss-housa, 
in the aisle there aio the samo stands of pocossional 
yenpons, sabres and fantastic spans and clubs, and 
clenched hands on tho end of red paintod staves, and so 
on. In the chancel the saints und apostles wore vori- 
table Annamese maityis, with the thin moustaghe wid 
the slender giowth of ensual Liistles on the chin. Tho 
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candles wore tho ordinary aticlos sold in ovory bazau, 
and tho figuo on tho eruertx itsolf might havo como 
fiom tho joss workshop of somo noighbouung town, 

This assimilation of .ho oulward ch wactcoustics of bho 
tivo faths 1s a somowhal delicate quostion. On tho ono 
hand, 16 may bo sed that ié mates it loss of a wronch bo 
tho man doubting whotho. ho shall give up tho roligion 
of his forefathers; ov tho otha, it may bo urgod that 
tho convoit who 1s finally decided by such moro supor- 
fiaal, skin-doop 1esomblancos 18 woulh vouy littl, Asa 
matter of fact most of the converts aro worth vory little 
fom a purely spiritual point of viow, Bub ab one time 
tho Jesuits went vory much faither than this. ‘They 
pormilted progolytos to sondo. honows to tlie memory of 
Confuents, aud by somo hocus poous convortod tho 
syslom of ancostor-wouship mbo a KuppoBed approach bo 
tho Romish dogma of the communion of samts. This 
slacknoss of doctiine was, however, vory far fiom sntisfy- 
ing Popo Clement XIV ; and in 1774, a yoar aflor the 
suppression of tho Society of Josus, w bull of thab 
pontifis docluod ancostor-woiship and tho honows 
iondoied to Coniucius t> bo contumy to and subyo.mye 
of tho tauo faith. Novortholoss ono soos apirit-Lomplos 
in tho Cliistian folds, and tho honowing of ancostral 
giaves sooms bo be vory little mtofored with. Tb fh a 
had matter to decide, and probably tho fathois aro the 
heat judgos. ‘Tho native Christians lave had much to 
sulfa fiom tho succossive ocenpation and abandoumont 
of Tongking by the 110 ch. 

Tho militaay post of Puv-ry lios at no groab distanec 
hom Kiso, across tho pom of land formed by tho Dai 
uivor and the so-called Piru-ny canal, which ontuis the 
main ver newly opposite tho V1rar-Bim canal. "Iho 
amall mud-walled extadel lios on a low flat, oloso to tho 
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river Dat, and 18 probably the most unhealiby in Tong- 
king. Insido tho two hundred and lifty yard square 
redoubt there is yery much more water than land oven 
in the dry season, and in the rains it is very little better 
than a lagoon, though possilly it is healthica: than whon 
the green shme of the swamps is coveicd up. Live 
hundred men occupicd the place in the boginning of 
May, 1884, and by the ond of the year thee had been 
sevelal deaths, many had been sent away sick, and thao 
weie sixty men im hospital, some with fever, but tho 
majority with dysentay. ‘The position is an important 
one fiom the necessity of controlling tho pirate bands of 
the Dat, but 16 would be bottor af the Tionch: wero to 
1azo the ciladol, or oven loave it as it is and camp out 
the troops on the low hills to the cast of IKi-se, a litle 
way farthei south, or in one of tho pieturosquo little hill- 
villages to the noith east. Lhe Colommal troops wero to 
have been 1eplnced by the native levicr, but thore is somo 
diffidenco in trusting the ‘Longkinose Light Infantry alter 
the wholosale dosertions the.e havo becn mm that body. 

Puu ty has not much cf a mihtary history Tn 
Decomber, 1873, Lioutonant Balny d Avneourt arrived 
opposite the town in the Mspingole, destroyod the bu 
cado that was bong commenced, and of which traces aro 
sill to be seen, and landed a paty of men. ‘Lhoy 
marched up the duty little stroot to tho citadol gato, 
summoned if to smuendor, but got no answa even to a 
second summons. Then they scrambled over tho ram- 
parts, and the Annameso iushed ow at tho othor side, 
aud were punished by soveral murderous volleys for not 
having oponed the gate. Hous afterwards somo of them 
wore pulled oul of the mashes half dead fiom the hun- 
dreds of lecchos that had fastoned on to them. In 1884 
tho gates wore found open and the placo empty. 
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On somo zocks nom the Dat hore aie tho namos of two 
of tho old oxplorors who had tho facboiy somo twonty 
mules off, at Flund-Yrx, on the main river. Tho namos 
—Banon. 1080. and Viacterr. 1678. aio carved dooply 
into tho stone. [neo hows steaming down tho Dat, 
povallol to the occontiue, jaggod linc of Julls, sometimes 
close to tho tivor, at one placo crossing to mako a ragged 
gabe, and fatho down Crawmg away vo Vio west, bub 
loaving abnormal, wx0laled 1ochs seablerod over the plain 
~-thnco homes of such seonory brings one 10 tho fortress 
of Ninw-Binu. It is a lormidvblo and pielurosque 
looking plavo. ‘Iwo 2.0ks, with fortalicos porched on 
thon summit, une up ot tho oxtremy of & spit of Ind 
formed by the dat anda ercek, and those .0¢ks ayo su 
rounded by a biick-wallcd bashonad citadel two thousand 
yards round tho aamparta. Ib looks an awkward placo 
to allack, yt in 1873 M. Ieutofoulk, a midshipman 
barely twenty yous of ago, captued ib with five sailors 
and an Amnameso fheman. After dostroying & barricade 
in tho river bomo miles below K-80, M. Uautoloutlle 
had come down to geo i thore wore any moro, and to 
reconnoilie Ninic-Bixit, which, as commanding tho Tur 
road - tho nook of Nongking, ng anor 1s tho hod,’ 
accolding to the provirb—Carnior particularly wante 1 to 
sooure. Llo ntrived bolore tho placo at four in the moun- 
ing of tho bth Docombo:, wd wailed for dayheht With 
this ho soon srw tho frmideblo charactor of the place ; 
but nothing da nted, he fred a couplo ol shella—ono at 
tho olf .ort, the ovher ab cho noniost batieary. “thon his 
boat ran aground. ‘tho gallant midshipman promplly 
landed with his fivo snilors and tho froman, passed 
zound the western laco of the works, and vé tho southern 
gato camo upon a whilo-boarded mandarin undor four 
umbrollag, Lim ho goiasd, and clapped a rovolyor to 
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his head, while the five sailors lept off the ganison, and 
the fireman tuined interproter. Tho mandarin provod 
to be the governor of the citadel. M. ITautefonillo gavo 
Inm quartei of an hom to summon the othe: mandaiins 
and give up the ciladel. 

They came, and, sixly secon 1s before time, the mid- 
siupman maichedin, Ile oxtorted a wiitten capitulation 
fiom the governor, locked him and all the othe: officials 
up, and made the tour of the walls, wheze thore wo1e soven 
hundred Annamese troops on then knoos, with their 
arms lying on the ground before thom. A vory hitle 
extra fiightening made them al] 1un away. ‘That night - 
the young conqueror slept with lis men m the highor of 

’ the two interior 10ck foits, thcugh he had already 10- 
ceived icinforcoment of fifty armod Chiistians fiom the 
village of Prar-Diea to the north. The number increased 
daly, and a strong detachmont of Mvonas from the hills 
camo and enrolled themselves in lus sotvico, Boforo 
Traneis Garnior arrived, fou days Inter, tho provines of 
Novu-Bina was in hand, and M Iautofouillo had actually 
despatched a body of Muvonas to hold tho Tan-Dinp pags 
mto tho provinco of Tiwi Iloa, and so provont tho 
ariival of remforeoments from Ifvy.. Ihe Muoxas not 
only seized tho pass, but held it against sovoral rtiacks. 

The provineo was soon quieted down. MM. Iautefourlle 
appomted profects of his own in all the chiof towns, and 
hiingelf travelled all ove: tho diferent distieta. All 10- 
mained quiet till the doath of Francis Gainior, ‘hon 
the scattered troops and the malcontont mandarins 
gathored togetha., killed ono of tho now piefects, and 
bunt several Christian villages. M. Iautofomllo was 
up on the instant. Ihs nafivo levios diovo back tho 
enemy on Nao Quane, a town up the Dao-Grine wvo1, 0 
small stream not far above Nivu-Binn, which flows down 
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fiom tho woston hills, Torti natdy the Mana-l4o, ono 
of M. Dupuis’s stoamors, happened to bo at han 1, and 
M,. Ilautefouillo promptly requisihoncd ib to low his 
junks up tho Dao-Grana. 

Wath this assistameo ho renchod, on {ho 5th of January, 
a placo called Dar Ifux, it tho foot of tho lulls, Ib wus 
 stiong position, consisting ronlly of thyeo villagos, do- 
fondod by palisading, and with the front covered hy 
marshes; but the oncmy ian at the fish relly, anid 
noxt day tho cal fight came off al An-Jloa, a biggish 
town situated among the hills, and protoctod by a forb. 
Bronabworks covorod tho foogionnd, and a» forest fll dl 
with tho onomy guardod ono flank, Tt was thew lant 
hope, and thoy fought woll for sor ie timo, Bub an ubta ik 
above and below, and tho shells from tho Mana-T vw, 
which fied tho town, diove thom buck — hoy sok tino bo 
thoh own baracks and fled to tho lilly, pursucd by the 
Muonas, wl.o Jalled so many thet cho vive. 1an 10d Wash 
blood. ‘Twonty-fom robol officals wore shob ML 
Tautofouillo had thus onco’ more restored Jas province 
to hanquillity Io rolmnod on the ovening of tho 7th 
to Ninu-Binu, found an oda tolling him. lo ovacuato 
tho placo immedi viely, and did so with a hoavy hemt 
noxt day. 

Tho placo romainod in Annamoso hands till 1889, 
whon in tho month of Soptomlor, with if possible lesa 
resistance than in 1878, it siucndeed to thinly mun. 
Til May, 1884, fificon men m tho rocky forb seaved ty 
hold st, but sinco thon Niva-Binit hes had a gemyson of 
Uneo hundied, whom, howover, lover and dysonbory is 
constantly rcducing, Wore it rot that tho villagos 
hidden away among tle goigos and im aawkyard nooks 
and coiners of tho neighbowing lulls bear an ill-namo, 
it would perhaps be woll 40 retin to tho fifteen again, 
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The winter of L88L 5 will hayo to see done ovo, agam 
tho work which M. Iautefeuille accomplishod in a fow 
wooks. Tho pirates who come up fiom tho soa, and tho 
maraudors fom tho hills, combine to make wandaing 
in the beautiful western hill country anything but safo.

LL thongl the swmmmer of 1883 and dvring tho 

omly monthe of 1881 the namo of Jacninh was in 
ovory ono’s mouth, 14 was not on aceownl of tho m- 
portauco of tho towu ilsulf, for wood it nob fer tho 
ciladol theo aro many villages in tho*jovineo which 
aro considerably Iargo. and, socially speaking, moro 
notoworthy, Tb is a char uleristio of Songking that the 
popnlons and commercial centres keop myvay trom the 
ciadols, Pooplo who want to prosper ant to Lo let 
alono kocp alool ws muel: as they eur fom tho of reals, 
and cortainly from tho soldiay. [as only the Ghinn- 
mon who dao to giow fat and guthor dogothor 7 iccos of 
suve. in the noighbomhood of the mandauns. — Lhus ib 
hayvons that the pottay village of Ciro-ts, a few miles 
noth v? Bacninh, on the bong-cat river, is vory much 
moio thriving and subst mtau than the povineial town, 
and tho hugo villagé-of Dana-xa, a hitlo farther oft to 
tho south, on tho othor sida of tho Sonat oanal, 18 
oqually boyond qiostion more populous and well-to-do. 
Tho samo thing 1s found everywhore else. ‘Tho village 
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of the bamboos is lively and brisk in ils ado. Tho 
adjacent citadel of Tung-yen is a wretched, doad-and- 
alive place. My Luoneawas afar bottor built place than 
Sonray. My pvo is a mero hamlot compared with Nava, 

In itself Bacninh wr nothing. It was tho poston 
that was overything. Without Bacninh tho Fionch 
could haye no peace in the central delia, T'rom this 
starting point hostile troops could maich east, south, 
and west, and iaise porpetual tioublo m tho country, 
and in tho most fotile part of Iongkmg too. With- 
ont possession of Bacninh tho wet weather route to 
Hanoi by the Sona x1 or Bacninh canal could never 
be safe. Moreover, the citadel was astride the dnect 
road to China, the Royal Road which led from Saigon 
1o Hué, from IIué to Mano, from Tanoi to the suzeaim 
middle kingdom. ‘Tho situation was father accentuated 
by tho virtual occupation of tho placo by tho Chinese. 
Sinco 1868 theo had practically beon a constant Chinese 
gurison in Baommh. It had yanod fiom a regular 
amy to a fow score mon, but thero had always heon an 
Tmporial officer there, and the provincial Jona-Doo was 
vay obedient to tho oideis of his “olde: brotho ’ 
Sinco Rividre's capture of Ifano1 Cilado] tho Chinogo 
gmrison had steadily mercased. Chineso troops fom 
Bacninh crossed the canal and came ove. to bombad 
the Tongkineso capital. If was ovidont that io pacify 
Tongking tho Fionch must take Bacninh. But thon 
came tho Marquess Tsfixa’s statemont, that if Lhe Cionch 
attacked Bacninh they would 1un tlt agamsat the Chimose 
troops, they would bieak a lance with the middlo kingdom 

Sonray had taxcd tho most stionuous offorts of six 
thousand of tho flowar of tha Txonch amy. TE tho 
Black Flags, more outlawed y—enamon, with a hitlo 
casual assistance in ams and money, lad beon able to 
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do so much, what would not tho “i ogular” Chinese 
mmy, with the Impcrial Troasnry ut ila back, offoot ? 

Accoudingly tho wltack on Bacninh Inmg Siro moat 
tembly, as indeed Vronch colonial ontoiprisos for tho 
Inat throo yons havo shown a most unforbunato and 
coxtly tondency to do, Baeninh lay midway, ov neuily 
so, Lofwoen the Sona-tr canal and the Sona-aw river ; 
bub tho former wes too far of, and a low rango of hills 
barod viow of tho citadel hom the river. Tho | ronch 
woo thaoforo unable to support tho attack of their 
taoop4 by tho fio of thoi gunboats, and tho gunboats 
had hithato boon tho mam olomont in seainz tho 
cnomy. 1b was known, ib is truc, hom tho roporls of 
$10 low lionehmon who had visitod Bacninh in the old 
days that tho citadel was commanded by small ommoncos 
at no goat distanco, and thal if was impossible to 
dofilade this fie, But, on tho o hor hand, ib was an- 
nounced by spics that all thoso heights wore oceupiod, 
and 4o some oxtont forbifiod, by tho Chinamon. ‘That 
tho duovt Jlanoi-Bacnmh road was shiongly hold tho 
Tronch could oasily soo for thomsolves fiom tho top of 
Vanoi tow 1. 

‘Lhon absappoarod th ut the Chinaman woro ro wly doto.- 
mined to fivht had. On tho various oocdaions whon tho 
Tionch had mado roconnaissinces towaids Bach 
they had always oxporioncad mora or lose atubbarn 
resistance wt the difforont oathworks  ‘Thoy lad ne vor 
succoalad in dining the cnomy forbhor off thin bho 
Sona-xe canal, which is not a third of tho wholo distance 
to Bacninh, and tho Fionch thomsclyos had novo von- 
ted nower even than a milo to this bairio. ‘Lhe 
Chinamon bad immodintely voboinod aftor overy such 
expedition, and had 10-oceupiod tho onrtiworks in tho 
Aucetion of Tanoi, from which thoy had beon driven. 
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While Sonzay was being attacked a stiong forco hom 
Bacninh made a stionuoas attompt to cross the s1ve1 
and take the T'rench forces m tho rear, fring into Tanoi 
at the same time It was only the shells and Tlotchkiss 
guns of the I'rench wat-boats that prevented one o1 
other of these attempts, repeated as they wero on thice 
successive nights, from bomg successful. 

Motcover, on the eastern side there had boon a plucky 
and very nearly successful attempt to retake ITa1-Dzvona. 
This town, on the Tnar Bryn, was the thiid most im- 
portant in Tongking, both in population and in wealth, 
the commorcial entrepdt as if is of the fortile cential 
delta. Moreosor, the roule to Tanoi ean never be sale 
with Ilst Davone mm an enemy’s hands. Tho town is 
vary picturesque, rising up as ildoes, with its substantial 
lnick houses and a Iago Spanish crthodial, fiom land 
which scoms only a few imches above the level of high 
wator. Across the gicen 11ce-lields ono can tince the 
lunits of the placo from milos off, and can hardly believo 
it a Tlongkineso town, sc massive and opulont does 16 
appoa. 

This town was thorofors ono of tho fust which Garnier 
tooh possession of in 1878. ‘here woro batiiers under 
constiuction in tho ‘'mai Bina, and Lacutonant Balny 
was sent round with tho Hspungole to destioy them and 
zeccive the submission of tho governor of Tlat-Davina, 
The bairiers weie only half finished, and wore easily got 
past or destroyed. But at two miles from the town tho 
gunboat ran agiound, tho tide being at its lowest. With 
the piomptitude and daring which chaiacterized tho 
Trench offices of those days the young lioutonant 
jumpod into his boat, and with an oseoit of four mon 
ptoccoded to tho citadel. Ie was asked fo wait in the 
“ Strangors’ Bungalow,” attached to all 'ongking fort- 
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rosso, but, bocommg impatient after Lon minutos, for eed 
Ins way into tho ciladol and into tho 7 Leronce of bho Tore 
Dou himself. That fielal was somow)al disconcor ted, 
Dub wis coldly polite. Ic wished dor poace, and might 
even ngres to the comercial cdieb of Garce whieh 
was 1ead over to him, bub he wfused to givo wp the 
citadel, and deehned to rotuin ulny d Avicount’s vast. 
It would require a special odict from ITuc beloro ho could 
do that, hosmd. ‘fho hontenant insisted, wd anmnouncod 
what ho would do uf tho ‘coubory cull * wero not 20+ 
tuned. Lho governor could not bliave thvb tho gun- 
boat could do wything fiom a dibbinco of two miles, 
and imagined Insel! stiong cory) to 1 pol any lind 
atlack. 

M. Balny went off on boad, an] was followed im- 
modintely hy an interior officiel wilh tari ipay presents, 
Thoso word refused, aud an ullanutum sont that, i the 
govoinor did not come within tice homes, hostilitios 
would bo commencot 

Tho ciladol was a sliong ono, fhowgh on tho bad 
hoxagonal syslom. ‘Tho angloy wa farnished with 
hastions, and tho told) cirouil of Ure rar aperte might de 
Uneo thousand ynos — Thiee of to gabos wor blocked 
with gabions, and all wore protected Ly cxtasor works. 
Tho rumpus Iristlod with cumin, many of them 
useless, Put among thom some Luarly servicerblo bienze 
guns, ‘Thao wero 1 toen hundicd men im tte placo, 
most of thon mmed with muskefe Le governo. 
thorefore seomed faitly justified in icf ising to suronder, 
al any iato he did nol como, and allot tho three hous 
ton sholls wore chopped into the eitidel, ono of them 
Intling the towo1, 

Then negotiations woe reopenud, ‘Lhe governor was 
given fall the next day to consider, bul he only sont the 
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Cnanu-Lanu Bry, the provinei ul general, and anothor 
mandatm., Meanwhile the Espugole floated and came 
close up to the town, wlich hes between the citadel and 
tho river. Lhuty two men wore landed under tho com- 
mand of M Balny and M. do Tontinian, and marched 
up the contial stiect on the castan gate. The 
Espingole engaged tho foits in the meantime, al a 
distanco of htile ove: quarter of a mile; but a biisk 
retin fire was kept up, though it did little damage. 
The storming party neyo.theless met with a pirotty 
stuidy resistance, though the Annamese fuing, happily 
for thom, was as wild as that duected on tho gunbont. 
Tho vedan with its iion-spiked walls was scaled, and 
thon a iush was made for the gato. Here they wero 
checked, There was nothing but an axo to destioy the 
gate, and it was too solid, ‘The walls wero too Ingh to 
aeala, and {hie eannon fiom ona of tho bastiona at the 
anglo to the right wo1o firing poisistently at thom, not- 
withstanding tho searching Chassepdl fine, It was a 
nasty situation, fo. a shower of stono and bricks was 
coming down upon tho Tienchmcn fiom the archway 
ovor tho gate. Suddenly 1 was noticed that the gate 
wag solid only at tho foot; the top potion was a moo 
grating. Tho woodon bais of this wo1e soon toin away, 
and Balny, Dr. TIaimand, and four men sciambled over. 
The moment they appeaicd insido the citadel the wholo 
gatiison took to flight. 

Bus the conquest was ratho. an ombairassing ono. 
The Spanish missionaries of the adjacent mission of 
Kn-mor, Bishop Cotow.n at thei head, protosted 
violently against tho occupation, and if it had nob been 
for the Chinamen, who behoved n Gainio’s proclama- 
tion ordainmg ficedom of tindo on the Sona-cor, the 
Fiench could haidly have kept the citadel. M. de 
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Trontinian was loft bohind with a gaiison of soventeon 
mon. Io spiked all tho cannon, burnt most of tho 
muskols, and constiuctod v sot cf heop inside, whero 
ho with hig handful of mon mmghb have Had somo 
yeasonablo hopo of holling out = But ib was the Ghina- 
mon who roally mado the place secure. ‘Lhoy rnised a 
volunteer force of two hundicd mon, hold somo ot tho 
ontiorts, and searod off maleontents ; while M, do Tron. 
dinian was acit uly guided in all his proenutions by the 
cluof of the Chinoso community. But tho occupation of 
THir-Dat ona lasted ovon a shoria time than that of 
tho other Dolta fortresses, On the Gth of January, in 
acoordineo with M. Philastios poremptory ordors, tho 
Tienoh taoops wero dvawn ol — Ib was possibly tho 
only ciladol whore there were not wholoseloe missno.os 
afterwards, for tho Annameso mindurings dwed nob 
touch the Chinamen. 

In 1888 Tat-Dzsona fal in tho most pitiful way. 
Two small river gunboats, the Carabiee and tho Vatagan, 
came up with somo launchos onrymg throo hundred 
mon tnder the comm ind of Colonol Brionval. Tho 
Annamose took to thei heola ab the (usb gun, wd 
abandonod te citadel oo waming ono hundred and Silty 
camon and a considerable amount of troasino in 
onsh” ‘This was on tho LOtR of August. ‘ha ovy 
capliio induced too much confidence; bosdos that, the 
Tiuonch had not onough mon et tho timo t» leavo a 
flioms puuivon tu the bogumn g oc Novomboa, when 
tho Chinamon camo ovo: hom 3neninh, there wore only 
sialy Lonchmon and & company ol Annamoso ‘Liail- 
lews, All the latter wd tho majority of the Lionch 
froops wero at tho time in a small blockhous< on tho 
Tnat-Binn, with tho town lying betwoon thom and tho 
citadel 
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Tho Chinese arrangements wore very good. They 
massed in tho noighbourhood, and made thoir attack 
fiom the noth and west about exght at mght., ‘Tho 
aitadel was occupied at once, and tho whole town ove.- 
yun in an oxtraodinaily shoit space of time. A barri- 
cade was iun up in the stroot leading thaough this to 
the castorm gato, thus cutting off all communication 
between the citadel and the blockhouse. ‘To add to the 
difficulties, tho licutenant in command of the section m 
the citadel had gono to dino with his captain at the 
blockhouse, and, the way being baiied, the scoie 02 80 
of men were left under the o1 los of a sergeant. ‘The 
sergeant was promoted to be lioutenant, but apparently 
the lieutenant never gotanything not evon a 1oprimand. 
The section had only baie time to take 16fuge in the 
eastern gateway, ove: which a massive tuirct was built, 
when 16 was surrounded on cyory sido, The Chinamen 
fiom inside tho citadel fed on them, and thoso from 
the baiior without fired also, both oqually regardless of 
the chance of lulling their follow-countiymon. ‘Lhe 
mou at tho bairicads also kept up a raking tue down 
tho streot, and prevented tho nen fiom the blockhouso, 
who themselves wore attacked, fiom making a sally to 
ioscuo thew brothien in ams. 

The httle gunboat, the Carubine, was in tho crock 
which 1uns to the south of tho town, but it was low wate, 
and she could not tun. Tho solid Chineso houses all 
along the bank were loop-holed, and an overwholming 
fue was kept up which ished he. decks and prevented 
any use being made of her guns. Anothor half-hour 
and Ifat-Davona and possibly tho Carabene would have 
been taken. 

But, luckily fo. tho Tucnchmen, the large rive. gun- 
boat the Lynz, stationed at Ki-mos, a few miles up tho 
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rivet, henid tho fing and camo down in hob haste. 
Sho got into a branch of the river to the noth, ant hor 
sholl and tho touiblo dostiuction of he Hotelikiss suis 
tuned tho balwneo th) othe way. With victory past in 
thon giasp the Ghinamon had to diaw oft TL they liad 
bub had a eouplo of ¢mmon with ther the Lyne would 
havo boon too lato. Ay 16.15, the gatoway toworomains, 
pitted all over with bullets on every sido, and the sohd 
planks of the door whith had icsisted Balny’s aves are 
porforeted inv score o! places. 

An oyont such ws his ineveasod tho respook of the 
Troneh for the Baenmh Chinamen, Admiral Goubel 
door ted to wait Lor the rointorcomants Just thon about to 
Tewvedianeo, and immedi woly sent strong reintox coments 
to ur conc. ho commandant thoro did mor.

Allogolho, whon in the middlo of Lobuuuy 1881, 
Gonaal Négiion autived in Vat atena, tho prone was 
dismal onough, and quito sufieont to suggest a hard 
stiugglo before Bacutw was tnkon. Rumours wero 
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{lying about that there were 20,000, 30,000, 10,000 
Chinamen thore; that the Blick Tlags were coming, 
that all the advance posts were armed with Kiupps; 
that there wore 15,000 Annamoso troops, and that a 
voitable descondant of the old Ly. dynasty had issued 
forth fiom the forests to lead them, mounted on tho 
aged elephant with the gold 1ings in Ins ems, who for 
nea a hundred yeais had waited for his coming at 
Bacninh gates. Bacninh was te be le tombeau de tout le 
monde. 

General Négrier did pot trouble himself much about 
all this, but at once set to work with his usual onorgy. 
To occupied a round, bare hill, The Soven Pagodas,” 
at the mouth of the Sone cau 1iver, almost without an 
effort, and, after beating off an attack on this position by 
the Chinamon, waited the completion of General Millot's 
preparations at Hanoi and the aiuival of tho full moon

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MICs mach on Brannh eommonead from both sides 
on tho 8thof Mareh, 1884 Cconoral N¢grioy stra tod 
fom his advancod pos, of the “hoven Pagodas” on tho 
Tlai-Dzuong silo, and Gonoels Millov und Biidro do 
l{slo loft tho Sona-cor on tho samo morning, Mach 
column munbored about 67000 mon, ‘Tho taoops had 
c.ossod tho rive. fiom Ianoi on the aftenoon and night 
of tho 7th, so hit a altab was mado ab d yhght. Pill 
tho last moment the route ta be followed by the 
Tlanoi column wis kopl a seal fom al but tho stellt 
and tho Lvoneh nowspitpo. coespondonta. lb hid 
boon announced thab CGonoral Butre do PIslo was to 
maich north of tho Canal des Rapidis, whilo Goncral 
Millot was lo start towards the north-oast fom Baana, 
a small post, five o1 six mules to the south of Uanoi, on 
tho loft bank. "his proved, howovor, to bo a mero blind 
to deceive tho Chinese, who had abundance of agents in 
Tanoi. 
The actual lino of marel: proved to be vory di Yoront. 
The troops proceeded sovornl milos southwards, and thon 
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stiuck noarly due east at a distance of somo ton or 
twelve miles south of and parallel to tho canal. This 
completely baffled tho Chinamen., Thoy had mmaginod 
that it was impossible fo. tho artillery to movo othor- 
wise than along the 1egular roads. The roto from 
Tanoi to Bacninh would be regarded as a very mforior 
uut road to w country furmbouse in Dngland, bub st is 
the Royal Road, the best in Tonghing, and the enomy 
was ceitainly justified in supposing that the Tionch 
would rather fight than tun it. 

They had mado every prepmation for a good sesiat- 
ance. Cuossing the 10ad to the west of tho canal, tho 
flood-dyke had been converted into a seiios of carth- 
works, with a few guns and abundance of shelter 
tienches. Beyond this, for a distance of a milo up to 
the canal banks, the countiy was perfectly opon, with 
scarcely shelter fo. a dog. The canal ran swilt and 
deep, with a current of five knote at loast, and the steep 
embankmont immediately on the faither sido had been 
transformed into an oxceedingly formiablo lino of 
woiks. Tho Chinoso had with infimto toil fashioned tho 
whole ridge into a veritable fort. The windings of tho 
canal fuinished natural bastioris, overy 20 yaidg 01 80 an 
ombiastie was dug for a gun, and tho top was parapottod 
for riflemen. It is impossible to believo that tho taking 
of this firat line of defenco would not have cost denily. 

A couple of miles farther on came tho hugo agglomo- 
ation of redoubis, breastworks, outlying pagodas and 
fortified villages which tho I'rench called the position of 
Puv-Tu-fon. This was also an obstacle that soemod 
likely to have given warm work to the whole column of 
six thousand men. Beyond, evay village aud ovay 
pagoda and there was one or othor evory fow huidied 
yards—offered a chance of making a stand.

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Genornl Milob wig cvidently of opinion that tho 
sevontoon miles of dofences whith 1ivdo up tho lLanoi- 
Baewnh .oad was too mueh for his stength, so ho gave 
up tho deeb route and mached across country. No 
one could have unagined that Muropcan troops, or ab 
any rato alillory, could lavo passod whore thoy did. 
Thore was absolutoly no 1oad. bt had to lo made by 
tho sappors as tho coh mn adyvanccd, Tho grove, part 
of tho way lvy ve198s tho piddy fiolds by tho vig-zag 
yidges dividing tho diferont patchos of rieo. ‘Chis 
would havo boon bad enough in dry werther, 1 ut fox tho 
grontor putof tho timo, ab any rato in tho mommes, 
thoro was a ponotiating small rain, o. Scotch mists of 
tho most [lebiido wi kind, making tho path difficult £4 
singlo podostiians, wid simply atrocious for manos of 
mon, Now and then passages wero made slraight nose 
the ricoland whoo ib was passably firm~ 50 flim thu 
one did not sink tp to the ankle, thoneh at every atep 
tho tonacious clay quakod Jor yards all round. DBarcly 
throo miles fiom the 1rivl, ono of the mtillory horscs 
sunk up 16 tho giths, and had to he laboriously dug owt. 

Suill, somehow or obhor, ovory ono gol neross, arbillary 
and all, though ab imghtful tho advanced posts were nob 
more than cight or 2 ine milos fiom ITunoi, and tho ron 
quiard nob moro than threo. Lt was an unpleasant mht 
tho fst. Almost ovory ono slept in tho open. hose 
who got a troo for x counterprno wore lushy. ‘Tho 
gonoral lumedlf had to pub up with o spirit-shrme, open 
w wl tho winds of horvon oxeopt on ono aside, which 
happened lo bo the wong one on thet occasion, The 
arent body of troops had to bo contented with tho paddy- 
fiold rudgos, and wore fortunato it they did not iumblo 
into tho wator during tho night, 

Duaing tho carly hows of the moining tho Ghmamon 
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ciossed over fiom tho other side of tho canal, and 
opened fire on a battalion of Turcos from a distanco of 
1,500 yards o1 thereabouts ; but the column wag so long 
that vory few except the Algaians wero distubed, and 
they contented themselves with cusmg tho Celostials 
for making such a noise. 

Next day was very much a repotition of tho first, 
except that here and there thers wore patches of castor 
oil and peanut and mulbeiy cultivation that 1endcred 
Indian file not absolutely imperative. By the afteznoon 
the Christian village of Nas Tu Dav was reached, and 
there halt was made to enable the whale column to 
come up. It would havo beon well to havo pushed on 
so far the firsb mght. This delay was simply tho rum 
of the project to cut off the Clunose ictiont, and inflict 
a serious blow wluch should end matters. But all might 
still have been well if this had been the only delay. 

The good Christians of Naa ‘Iu Dav had a very un- 
pleasant timo thai night. A groat part of tho villago 
had been requisitioned, bul in tho confusion, and with 
the intricacies of Tonglkineso villagos, it was almost im- 
possiblo to ascorlain which houses wore to bo takon and 
which left, In tho ond tho ontne body of the inhabitants 
was driven out, anything oalable was seizod, and almost 
everything wouth taking was stolen. 

The baggage coohes were perhaps the woxst offenders 
in this rospect, fo. they did not hositaie to employ vio- 
lence towards any of thei fellow countiymen that had 
the haidihood to 1omain to look atte. thei goods and 
chattels, ‘The wiitor found himself metalled for tho 
night m a house which he managed to save from tho 
iavages of theso scoundiels. It was a very good spoci- 
men of the house of « well-to-do Annamese landowna. 
About an acie of ground was smiounded by a sold wall 
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and a thick set bamboo fence. The Tongkinese have 
the very smallest amount of confidence in one another, 
Every village is for tific lagainst all others, many of them 
so shongly that 16 would require artillery to bring them 
to tems, Bven artillery would not find it an easy 
matte: to make a breach in the solid earth dyko and 
the close fence of live bamboo, growing both on the 
inner and outer slopes. But the Tongkinese are not 
satished with protecting themselves against outsiders. 
Every ono who has anything worth guarding shuts 
himself off just a8 carefully fiom his neighbouts, usually 
by means of a bamboo fence, often with a lick wall 
and an ivon-clamped doo, not wcommonly with both 
fence and wall. Of this last kind was the houso at 
Nea-Tu Dav, Inside was a good sized comt, flaggod 
with large biicks. Round this, on three sides, were tho 
dwelling house and offices, and on the fomth was a 
square wate: tank of some size and depth, with litlo 
islets of a species of watey-cress anchored mside rough 
floating frames of bamboo. On the side opposite this 
bank was tho main house, easily distinguished by the 
domestic altar at the back to the ancestors of the family. 
To the left of the main 100m was the bedioom, and to 
the 1ight a kind of lumber room, filled with agricultural 
tools, seed gram, and unhusked tice. ‘On the right- 
hand side of the court was another suite of rooms, the 
contents of » box in which seemed to indicate that the 
goodman dabbled in medicme, and was not unacquainted 
with mineralogy At any rate there were heaps of dry 
leaves, some phials of wrinkled seeds and powders, a fair 
selection of teeth (a valuable medicine), one or two 
excoedingly rich specimens of copper ore and cinnabar, 
as woll as one or two small pinches of gold dust, and a 
fair quantity of tin. 
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Facing this was a byie containing a paticulaly 
malevolent buffalo, whom the1e was no means of gotting 
vid of; for if he had boon let out thore was no ensuing 
that he would leave the court, and ho sniffed and snorted 
and tuned about in his stall with most demonstrative 
dislike for the white man. Alongside of him wero lage 
stores of giain and straw, ploughs and coolio baskets, 
and some huge jars of Nvoc Man, a most evil-smolling 
liquor stvained from decomposed fish. In o coiner was 
a most extensive pig sty, with but one disconsolate in 
mate, all ns companions haying been killed by the 
coolies. By the side of the pond was a largo reo- 
tangular water cisten, covered with a remarkably 
tenacious sort of cement, which the Annamese make 
out of pounded sholls. This was filled with x.ain- 
water, and close by 16 were a dove-cote and a stout 
got of cage, raised about a foot off tho ground and 
containing a dog. The dog had had a moat mita- 
culous escape fiom the baggage coolies. Ilo was of 
the most estcomed kind, black himself, with a black 
tongue and a palate—qmte a dcheacy. ho wouthy 
proprietor was evidently feeding him up fo. some 
special feast day. he dog was oven moro hostile 
and intiactablo than the bullalo, and all attempts to 
let him out were foiled by his vicious suaps. Noxt day, 
when the householder roturned, he was no doubt caten 

The floor of tho house wag composed of a hind of 
concrete made of tempered limo and clay, and offered a 
vory fair smivuth und unyielding suface. ‘The famine 
was scanty cnough. ‘There were ono or two long, slim- 
legged tables, the limited nature of whoso smface was 
less a matter of concein than their extreme rickctinoss. 
Two bioad, hard, uneomfoitablo seats, half bench, halt 
sofa, in plain carved ebony, faccd ono anotha, wilh a 
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table in between There were one 01 two stools and 
some boxes, and a few planks laid loose ove: a couple of 
low settles made a bed af night and a dats of recep- 
tion during the day On the walls were a few sells 
with pious insc1ptions, and some cinde pictures of 
imal scenery, and bald headed old gentlemen in awk 
wad attitudes and without any necks to speak of. 

Tt may seem somewhat curious to give a long descrip- 
tion of an Annamese village house in the middle of the 
account of a strategic march which was to result in the 
cutting off of the ietreat of an army of Chinamen. 
To cage in Celestials requires activity aud energy above 
everything, and this was just what was wanting in 
General Millot’s column. The halt was made at Naa- 
Tu Dav at two in the afternoon, just when General 
Negrier was arrivig at the positions whera a junction 
with him was to be effected. Three posts were on the 
noith of the Sone-Kr canal, and not more than fouteen 
to fifteen miles off. There was no one to oppose the 
passage of the canal, yet 1b was not tll thieo days 
afterwards that the Hanoi column reached the market- 
town of Gur, where on this very afternoon the Algerian 
geneinl had established bis advanced post, and wag 
fuming up and down 1m his ultia energetic fashion. On 
the 9th scant six miles were marched, but the next day 
not even so much was got over, and the halt was made 
at Dana xa, barely two miles from the canal, but at a 
place considerably west of Cut, where Négrier expected 
the passage. 

No doubt there were no roads Tt was frightful work, 
even for a man on foot with uothing to encumber him, 
It was astonishing that tho artillery got thiough at all, 
but they did get through, and that at two in the aftor- 
noon. It would therefore have been worth pushing on 
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to effect the desired touch with the Ia: Dauong bigado. 
Without doubt Négrier got on faster than was expoctod. 
Tiom the very {ust the Chinese resistance was not oven 
half-hearted. They had made the terrible mistake of 
scattering their forces too much, and wero outnumberod 
evelywhete, to say nothing of the fact that thoy had no 
mtillery. The Ifanoi column had a simple maich of 1b 
till ib advanced fiom Cur. Négrier on the 8th had prac- 
tically the same thing. Te started from tho ‘ Seven 
Pagodas,’ landed at Puu-Lowna, and occupied position 
afte. position by forco of simply walking mto thom. 
Next day he went on to Yux-Dine, on the Sonc-oav 
river, and shelled several foits on the hills, covering 
breastwo1ks, stockades, and fortified villages at their 
base, After the gunboats had done thon woik, the 
troops advanced, an officer of the 111th regimont and two 
Annamese 77 aillews were killed, and five men wounded. 
The wholo line fiom Yuon-Dinc, across westward to the 
Bacninh canal, was occupied, and the 14810 rogimont 
of the line went even beyond the pro-niranged plan, and 
entered tho village of Tot, three miles boyond Cut. 
On this line “the coming gonoial” remained inactive 
two days and a half, and, as an Irish officer of tho Legion 
remarked, it was a merey ho did not go mad, 
Meanwhile the commander in chicf’s column strug- 
gled sedately through the paddy-fields, and saw nevor 
a Chinaman, though scores of straggling villagos and 
pagoda clumps wee passed, any ono of which, m its 
ordinary stato, and dofonded by nothing but iosoluto 
men with rifles, might have beon expocted to cost a 
matter of a hundred lives to the attackers, and hows of 
precious time. But nothing more formidable was scon 
than buffaloes; and the few wretched inhabitants who 
hed ventured to stay nem their houses camo out and 
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offaed water to the soldieis, and grovelled in the mud 
before the officers, and geneially made a revolting 
exhibition of cowardice. 

At last, at aght o’clock on a wretched morning, the 
banks of the canal were reached. A Tongkinese mist 
puts the Scotch article altogethe: out of comt: without 
Leing 1asu it 1s equally wetting and infinitely more 
disagieenble, and the stiff clay of the delta under 13 
infinence becomes almost impassable, General Négrier 
came up post haste to meet his chief. . Possibly it might 
have been the depressing influence of the weather, 
possibly there may have been other 1easons; certain it 
is that all that was done that day was to cioss the 
canal. A pontoon hidge, composed of boats and bam 
boos lashed together, with planks ove1 them, was finished 
by nine o’clock, and between eleven and twelve the last 
baggage coolie was over. However, the column remained 
fast, and listened to Parisian valses fiom the general's 
band all the afternoon. 

Next morning advance vas made to Cur, a httle way 
down the canal. The column stopped to breakfast at 
eight, and soon found that Negiier bad benkfasted 
carher, 01 was not gomg to leakfast at all. His guns 
could easly be heard, and with glasses it was possible 
to see that he silenced a little redoubt, eight miles off to 
the noth, in five mmutgs, and a few mmutes later set 
the bariacks on fire. Then he dew off behind some 
little hills and went on up the1ight bank of tho Sone cau, 
his guns pegging away all the time, and always getting 
faither west of the fist brigade. 

The positions in font of the commander in chief g 

“column were formidable enough physically. There wag 
a big, bare Inll, fifteen hundred feet high, with a small 
emth fort on the very west. This hill was only about 
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three miles fiom Bacninh, In fiont of it and iunning 
into its sides were a serics of little elevations, connoctcd 
with one another, and each crowned by 1t8 Inoaninoik. 

The sides of all were as baie as tho back of ono’s hand, 
except for a few scattored rocks. Up to tho voy baso 
van the paddy-ficlds, and at tho foot of the slopo the 
water stood a foot decp, to take no account of tho nud 
underneath. Running out to right and left were long, 
straggling villages, protected as usual by dykes and 
bamboos, and, if occupied, completely commanding’ the 
huge wide plain of paddy that stotched away without a 
shadow of cover for miles to the east. 

The Chmamen did not delay to show that they woe 
there. In front of each 1edoubt, f redoubls they could 
be called when they had no guns, woro placed two light- 
blue flags side by side. Beyond these iwo red ones, and 
then a laige asso.tment of all colowsand patterns along 
the woiks and at intervals on the mdge, Lluco of the 
positions weie ically nothing moro than bicastworhs for 
irflemen, denticulated and built of heavy sods of turf. 
The other, on an isolated Inll to thought, was cased m 
with bamboos and covered over. About a thousand mon 
came out of the village to the loft, and, displaying a luge 
number of white flags, took up position at tho base of tho 
hill on the farther side of the swamp; but tho majorly 
shoitly afterwaids rctired. 

‘The attack was commonced at twelve. Tho mtilloay 
opened fixe at thiee thousand yards, but soon moved up 
much closer. Meanwhilo the Chinamen woo ealmly 
sented on ‘the top of thei: wo1ks, or on tho hull-side, 
looking on as if they we1e disinterested spociators ; and 
the sight must have been a fine onoas tho thico thousind 
Fiench troops deployed fo1 the attack, with the balloon 
towermg high overhead. Presently a sholl burat over 
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the troops with the white flags, and on the instant at 
least three-quarters of them took to their heels. Twenty- 
five remained with four flags and commenced rifle fire at 
an impossible distance, but shortly afterwards ietreated 
up the lull side, leavmg one man behind. He stayed for 
some time firing vigoously at a distance of fifteen 
hundred yaids with lis sights piobably at a hundred. 
Tow shells were devoted to him, the last busting on 
the hill about thirty yards behind him. Then his nerve 
failed, he seized his two flags and rushed oft with even 
gieater zeal than Ins comiades had previously dis 
played. Thus was piobably the most serious resistance 
the Tiench experienced at Truna gor, as the position 
was called 

The artillevy shelled the villages for twenty minutes, 
and then devoted thei: attention to the woiks on the 
hills, The Annamese Z'n«llews advanced on the left, 
the Marine Intantiy in the centre, and the .ucos on the 
right, firing volley after + olley into the villages and on 
the abattis along the base of the lull. But they woe 
fing merely at bamboos. Theie was nothing more 
se1ious to be done than to scramble through the slush 
and walk up the Inll. But the Chinamen had the pace, 
and were alieady half way up to the main work on the 
big hull beyond, two of them for a time dihgently firing 
jingals in a harmless way. That was all the enemy’s 
aitillay at Tnuxa sox. If it had been provided with 
only a dozen fauly served guns it would have been an 
extremely awhwaid position, and, defended merely with 
Remmngtons and courage, 1t must have cost dearly, on 
account of the admisably contiived cross-fire, 

As 16 was it cost the French nothing Seven “ forts” 
were captmed, a score of villages in which the China- 
men had eaten breakfast that monmg were oceupied. 
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There was a good deal of “sniping nt stiagglois on tho 
way, some of them Chmamen, a good many simplo 
villages, victims of tho undiscummatmg Maco Rain 
came on, and the troops were billelod for the night, and 
listened fo. homs to tho boom of Néguics 8 guns. 

All day long tho Algouan gencial fought, taking 
height after height, fort after fol, villages and pagodas 
without number, and still he pressed on, meeting with 
but very little mo1e1esistance than the othor column did, 
and that only because he pressed cn so hard thu he 
trod on the heels of the Chinamen. Tho last day of the 
advance on Bacninh cost the Monch fiye killed, ono of 
them acorporal, out in half by a 1ound shot, and twenty- 
five wounded, Tho Chinamen abandoned all thought of 
resistance, and only sought to get over: tho Sona-cau. 
By five o’clock the aitillay was shelling Bacninh from 
the noithein hills. But tho place was sloady evacuated, 
und at six the troops mmached im m column, and the 
following morning Goneral Maillot entorod wider 1 salute 
of nine guns. : 

The scheme of cutting of the Chinoso relacab was mn 
uéter failure. Not only did tho Chinaman get away, but 
most of what was valuable was got away fom Bacninh 
too. All really serious intention to hold tho placo was 
given up days before in view of tho ovoiwholming 
Fiench force. The Impetial militia that remained to 
hold the outfoits were fow m number, and tho rest wore 
the ordinary residents of the province eoolics and storo- 
keepers and their clerks 

The question of the failure to coop in the Chinamon, 
o. at any rate to inflict a severo blow upon them, was a 
sore point with the Tiench, hoe wero oven whispers 
that Négrier was gicatly blamed for bis activity, Tad 
he passed round to the noith and west along tho Sonu- 
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cau river, instead of rushing stiaight on to the citadel, 
there we1e those who said that the plan might have 
succeeded, and the Chinamen massacied. : 

Thee can, however, be no doubt that any hope of 
success in the movement was utteily rumed by the 
action of the naval force. This was under the command 
of M. Morel-Beaulieu, capuame de fiégate. For three 
clear days he lay befcre the upper baincade on the 
Sona cau, just above the village of Lane Hour, and 
never stitred a hand. He said he had no orders, the 
familia excuse of the Indian “boy.” The position was 
certamly a very strong one. The bainier itself was a 
formidable obstacle. On the left bank spurs of the 
mountain range came close down to the 1iver, and were 
swmmounted by admiably placed works Stockades at 
the bottom and on the elopes of the other bank com 
pleted the strength of the position. But there was no 
sign of movement in the works, and the gunboats 
remained tianquilly anchoed below till Jate on the 
morning of the 1¥th, the’ day on which Néguer entered 
Bacumh Had M. Morel-Beauhen buist the bariier 
even the previous day wd started with the land forces, 
he must have succeeded m cutting the bridge at Dar- 
cau over the river and greatly hampering the Chinese 
retreat, if he had not actually cut off the rear guard, As 
if was, he arrived too late to do anything at all except 
kill villagers. In any case, however, not very much 
could have been done, for the stoppage of Ouientals in a 
country lke that round Bacninh by Emopeans is impos 
sible. The cartogiaphers may say that there ae roads 
only in such and such places, but the natives will find 
means of passing everywhere. 

Bacninh lies on the uoithein edge of a wide stretch 
of green paddy-land, diversified occasionally with patches 
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of the maize, peanuts, and castor oil, which gow so 
well here. From the levol plam there is nothing out- 
wadly to distinguish it from the ordmary Tongkinosa 
village, except the not ve1y imposing hexagonal tower 
which tiges in the centre. Three-quartors of a mulo of 
to the north are the heights so fiequently spoken of as 
dommating the town. They me gentle undulations— 
one can hardly call them hillocks —perhaps a hundred 
and fifty feet high, and all of them furnished wilh 
admirably constructed redoubts, Between theso and 
the town were other earthwoiks, but till the Tronch 
destroyed them they were as little damaged as when 
they were first put up. The buildes were either 
directed by a man of oxperience, or they had oxtia- 
ordinary natal gifts for fortification. ‘ho unfortunate 
thing was that there was no garrison to put inside thom 
exoept the coohe builders. All the way to the Sona-cau 
one found these earthworks. It was the samo to tho 
east, except that there were not s0 many heights Tho 
Hanoi road trusted fo tho lines along the canal and to 
the fortified villages, 

The town itself was haidly fortified in any oxcopt 
the ordinary Tongkinese sonse. Thero was the familiar 
mud wall with the live bamboos on tho top of it, a 
mangy-looking moat, and a freshly constructod earthen 
half-moon battery in font of each gate. The houses 
inside are close together, and theio are regularly dofined 
streets, which the ordinary villago never dicams of 
having. In shayo Bucuiuk a8 w cruds circle with a 
considerable bulge to the oastwad, and it is mamly in 
this bulge that the town hes, the citadel being in tho 
south-west. In a wide circle, a huudiod yards outside 
the citadel walls, and extending all round it, aro the 
barracks of tho Chinamon, solidly constructed brick 
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buildings capable of holding fiom twenty to thirty men 
apiece. They were ciammed full of spears and gun 
barrels, and clumsy gun stocks to which these were to 
be fitted, jars of powder and bullets by the ton, wnifo1ms 
and clumsy bamboo bullet pouches, caitridges—mostly 
Remington and Snide:—were to be found everywhere, but 
never a gim to fire them out of The poor misguided 
townspeople seem to have thought that when you had 
the cartridge you had eveiything. It could be dis- 
charged out of the first gun that came handy according 
to their notion. 

The citadel itself is on the pernicious hexagonal 
system, about five hundied yaids to the side. There 
aie four gates with fixed Iidges, and covering each of i 
these was a freshly constiucted earthen redan, tho 
citadel itself being of biick. The1e was a large numbor 
of gums 10und the 1amparts, but they were for the most 
part huneycombed with we, aud, if they Lad uot burst 
ati the first dischaige could not haye sent the balls lying 
beside them more than*a couple of hundred yards. 
Inside was found a battery of two-and a-half-inch 
Kiupps, manufactmed at one of the Imperial arsenals, 
as also a Mit.ailleuse, differing fiom the Fronch woapou 
only in having thiuty six berels instead of twenty-five. 
These, however, seemed to have been fired at most once 
or twice, perhaps to. practice. The Bacninh store- 
keepers did not understand the working of them. Of 
public buildings there were none worth mentioning. 
ihere were the usual huge 11¢e gianaiies, but scantily 
filled. The treasury was all but empty The house of the 
Chinese commander was 1 mere wood and bamboo shed, 
and the Royal Pagoda itself, with a clamp of pme trees 
behind it, was a solid but unpretentious building, sur- 
passed by many a village dink. Beyond this there was 
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searcely anything of any importance. A few kniyos, and 
forka, and plates, and tumblers were found, and from 
these the inevitable Ewopean was consmed up It is 
scarcely necessary to say that thoio was no such 
cieature. 

The Fiench soon set about putting the placo im order 
afte. thew fashion. The citadel was clearod of moro 
than half the buildings. The Chinese banacks we1o 
gutted, and a great many houses burnt down, some of 
the soldiers said to drive away the mosquitocs. Catainly 
Bacninh mosquitoes are terrible. Those of Buima run 
the pests of the Norwegian fjords and the West Indios 
hard, but they are almost a luxmy compared with the 
merciless hordes to be found in Bacninh. Old stingers 
could not get a wink of sleep, and tho new line tioops 
out from France went about with thoir eyos bunged up 
and huge red bumps on thei: faces as if they wero fresh 
fiom a Kilkenny iow. 

As the hot, damp weather came on the place becamo 
more and more unhealthy. Dyphoid fever broke out, 
and it isa question whether ths Tiench would not do 
well to abandon the citadel and establish themsolyes in 
a vedoubt on the Inllg to the noth, where they would 
equally command the Chinese ioad and dominate tho 
town with then guns. Unfoitunatcly this requires 
money, which is what France cannot easily got at pio- 
sent, not even out of China, 





CHAPTER IX. 


THE LANG-SON ROAD. 


HREE days after lis entry into Bacninh General 
Négrier started oft in pmsuit of the flying Chinese 
columns along the Lane son road (1t would be more 
pauperly written Lane-sHon, just as, accoiding to the 
Annamese pronunciation, Sontay would be pronounced 
Snontaz). It was not intended to proceed all along the 
way to the frontier town. French ideas had not then 
expanded so much as they have since.‘ There were 
diplomatic difficulties in the way, and Goneral Maillot had 
either received instructions before leaving Fiance, or had 
been ordered since, to leave Lana son alone for the time. 
Attacking Lana son was practically attacking China 
The provincial capital is beyond the natural divide, and 
though it is nominally in Tongking, the amount of real 
power the Annamese, whethe: under the northean Lt 
dynasty, or unde: the present Nevynns of Annam Prope, 
have possessed in the province, has always been of the 
most shadowy chaiacte:. In any case the Trench had 
not the means at the time of carrying out the march. 
They would have had to take all then supply of diinkang

water with them, and that was impcssiblo in tho then 
state of the commissariat, which body completely hoho 
down, and was unable to furnish the troops for many 
days with then 1ations of wine and bread, the things 
which, above all, the Fiench soldieis regard as necox- 
saieg of oxistence. 

However, Negiiet crossed the Sona-cav by tho cleverly 
constructed floating bridge which the Chinamon had left 
behind them, and huuied off to havass the Chinese 
retreat. Immediately beyond Dap-cau the country be- 
gins to 1ise, and one secs no more of the embankments 
which ae such familias featmes of the landscape to the 
south, , Still there 1s abundance of 1ice. Thee ore 
many villages, all of them ve1y populous and thuving. 

Then the Tnvone-Giana iver 1s 1eached. Tho1o 
Néguer came up with the Chinese rea guaid, and there 
was a smart little action for an hom or so, but the 
Chinase fire was very willl, and thera warn only half na 
dozen or so lulled on the French side. Novertholess 
they held their ground, and all the junke and boats were 
on the other side, so that thers was no means of crossing. 
Eventually all the fire was concentrated on the bank 
nbove and on each side of these junks. Some of tho 
Tongkinese tioops pluckily swam the river undor tho 
Chinese fire, seized the boats, and bought them across. 
Then the few Chinamen who had xemained mado off, not 
so fast, however, but that many of them were shot down 
and four more Kiupp guns were taken. 

Tt was herc that the Preuch udyvauce post on the enst 
was established. Puu-Lane Tavone is a potty, tidy iiule 
eaith redoubt of about one hundred and fifty yards to the 
side, in a good position. The town is a tumpery little 
place. A seere or so of Chinese houses and some scat- 
tered Annamese huts make it up, though if usod to bo a 
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place of some importance as the emporium wheie the 
salt was stored which came up in junks fiom the sea, 
and then was tianshipped into canoes to go up fo 
Kywang-s1, or passed by caravans ove: to Lang-son. Tho 
iiver Tavona Grane itself 18 very pictmesque It passes 
between low hills and h gh, prettily wooded banks, which 
in many places remind cne of reaches on tho Tamar. So 
far the country is 1ich and wealthy, and thickly popu- 
lated. 

Immediately beyond the aspect of the landscape en 
tiely changes. Captain T'o.toul, Négiiex’s chief of the 
staff, and an exceptionally able officer, went on with a 
small guard a considerable way beyond tho main body, 
almost up to Bac-Lu, in fact, half way to Lang-son, and 
at the timo he was of opinion that the faithest point 
Trance should hold in this direction ought to be Lane- 
xpp. Since then, however, T1anco is committod to 
farther advances and greater responsibilities, and the 
dangets to which she is exposed aro certainly not worth 
what she gains. Négiie: on this occasion went no 
fnither than Lane-xer, and then returned to Baeninh 
with his Krupps and othe: trophies. 

In June, however, another expodition started along tho 
Lane gon 10ad, with consequences far more momontous 
than the occupation of Tongking, aud bringing about 
complications of which it is mpossiblo to see the end at 
the time of writing this book. The Chinese and the 
Fiench both of thom, are to a certain extent in the 
wrong, but whose erors and misapprehensions are the 
aveater or the less paidonable is by no means clear. 
Ihe Fiench rest their claim to an indommty on the 
wiitten memorandum of the 17¢h of May; in which, ac- 
cording to the French text, the northain provmees of 
Tongking were to be evacuated “ immidiatement.” The 
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Chinese, on the othe: hand, declare that this word was 
the subject of special explanations by Captain Younier, 
the Fiench signatory. Tho memoiandum was dawn 
up specially with a view to the intciprotation of certain 
articles of the Pichminaiy Convention of tho 11th of 
May. It was first of all stipulated that Lang son and 
Gao-Bann wee to be evacuated by tho 5th of Juno, and 
Laonaz by.the ist of July. This the viceroy declaied to 
be quite impossible, and Captaim Fournioi, agreemg to 
this, ciossed out the clauses with a lead pencil and 
initialled them. Then comes tho explanation of “im- 
mediately.” According to Captain T'ournior, tho woid 
meant from twenty to forty days; according to the 
Chinese Govesnment it meant hice months. If the 
absolute meaning of the weid can be wronched so much 
that 1b may oxpress from twenty to forty days, there is 
certainly no philological 19ason why 1t should not also 
covel three months, and within this timo Lr Itune Cuanu 
offered to guarantee that the trgops should bo withd.awn, 
and positively asserts that this wag accepted by Captain 
Fownier. That gentleman bas romaincd silont, and 
those Frenchmen who have spoken fo. him do not mond 
matters by the wild asse.tion that tho vieeroy of Gum 
himself made the erasures and foiged tho initials. 
However that may be, General Millot down in ‘Tong- 
hing either did not mfoim himself of the details of the 
memorandum, or magined that a forwaid march of lng 
toops might accelerate the evacuaton. At any 1ato, 
in tho early days of June a strong French column atartod 
fiom Hanoi. Thee were about seven hundied in all, 
the second battalion of the Afiican Light Infantry, tho 
convict cops of Z.phyrs or Joyeur, as they me cupho- 
mistienlly called, tyo hundied and fifty of the ‘Long- 
Kinege ausiliaries, and the half-squadion of tho Chasscurs 
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ad Afrique. They took eighty days’ provisions wilh thom, 
and therefore bad a huge baggage tain. The difficultics 
of the march did not of comse begin till alto: tho depai- 
ture fiom Puv Lana Tuvone. There the giound begins to 
voll. ‘Lhere is a perpetual succession of low saub and 
bracken covered lulls. ho path practically disappears. 
There is very Little water, und what thee is is unduink- 
able on account of macmy and lead deposits. ‘This 
unpromising line of mmch had to be passed over under 
a broiling sun. Colonel Dugenne, tho commander of 
the convicts, is a very stern soldicz, and ho did not spare 
Ins men. A vety large numbo., somo say 18 many as 
two hundzed, wero bowled over by the sun, blood-fever, 
and dysentery. They passed though Lana-xur, with rts 
little oasis of rice fields in the lowlands, and the distant 
view of the wooded mountains fiom the makot-town 
and fort perched on a hill somo two hundied feot high, 
From thence onwards the road becomcs more and more 
ofa mere track. ‘The hills iiso almost to tho dignity of 
mountnims, and continue to got wilder and wilde: all tho 
way to Lang son. Thoie are no villages to bo soon, for 
there is nothmg to support thom 1m tho savago langle of 
hills. An occasional ragged lino of flimsy market-sheds 
is tho only sign of life; othorwiso nothing but wild 
gorges and half-filled torrent beds. An occasional watch 

tower, fom which the wild mountainoo.s observe ono 
another's movements wd pass on nows of the who1e- 
abouts of raiding bands, doos not tend to increase one’s 
opmion of the desirability of the neighbourhood. 

Here the column gct into geater and greater diffi- 
cultios with its unwieldy baggage train and the pig- 
hoaded obstinacy of the mon, who would not be persuaded 
that the mountain torrcnts wore little short ol poisonous. 
When the Chinose passed along hore in March the side 
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of the tiack was strewn with lengths of sugar cano which 
they had chewed to allay thei thiist. Tlowover, tho 
first swell of hills was passed, and thoy gob inlo tho some- 
what more open country which smrounds Bag Lr, ‘ho 
country about here was formorly cultivated, bul tho 
pseudo Lt, the Chineso general Lr Yuna-Cuo1, with his 
rebel bands, and still more the troops who were sent to 
dvive him out, have left little behind but the outlines 
of old 1ice-fields and the foundations of brick houses. 
Bac-Lt is little moie now than a cluster of bamboo and 
mud huts, built on a little bit of flat land, and per- 
petually on the alert against robber bands There has 
been an Annamese official he1e for years, but, like all 
the rest of the mandains in the distiuct, he nover 
thought of doing anything without consulting the com- 
mander of the Chinese troops, and, m fact, received his 
ordas fiom that functionay, There me almost no 
Annamese in all the province, and they ceitamly would 
not be able to stay there wee if not for the Chineso 
posts. : 

Beyond Bac Li: there is a second zone of hills. lore 
it was, on June 2ist, at Pav Mor not half-way oye: tho 
fifty miles that separate Pou-Lana-Tnuone from Lane- 
son, that the so called Lana-son fight ocomred. Tho 
troops had been ten days out. They were ina kind of 
valley between low hills covered with stunted shiubs, 
bamboos, and iatians. Suddenly they camo upon the 
Chinese camp, pitched right acioss tho road. Coluuel 
Dugenne immediately called upon them to surrendei, 
or fall back on the Chinese frontie:. ‘Throe mandains 
came in to say that they were posted there by suporior 
ordeis to await the evacuation of the province, and that 
no movement could be made without instructions fom 
the Chinese general at Lane-sox. A mossonge: was 
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sent to that town, and the thico Chinese officials worc 
detamed as hostages Patios of tho 'rench troops 
were sent out to occu y the smounding hills and camo 
upon the Chinese outposts. ‘ho Zephyrs without mois 
ado or parley fied sti tight into thom, and tho fie was 
retwned. Tho convicis wore diiven back on tho main 
body down below. ‘Iwo of tho threo hostage mandaring, + 
hearing the firmg, tiicd to rejoin thon tioops, cither mn 
teior, 01 to stop the combat if does not scom to ho 
quite clem which. ‘Lhey were immediately shot down, 
The third, who had made no move whatever, was 
pistolled whether: by regula oider or not, docs not 
aAppem. 

No connected account of the fight, i fact, is to be 
- obtained. Tho Chinese were in superor numbers, and 
had the advantage of the position. I'hoy powed in a 
heavy fixe fiom the front and from both flanks, Tho 
Tongkinese troops almost immediately tuned and ran, 
and the Zephyrs commenced a retreat which s00n bocama 
aregular rout. It was only tho despcrato gallantay of 
the forty or fifty Chassews @’ Afrique that saved tho 
whole column fiom annihilation. ‘lho cavaliy had 
hithoto had no opportunity of showmg what thoy could 
do in tho campaign, but they amply justified their oxis- 
tence on this occasion. Time after timo thoy bioko the 
pusumng ranke of tho Chinamon just when they scemed 
about to overwhelm the column. ‘Iho captain, o tall, 
powerful man and a magmiicent rider, lad hoth hig 
chargers shot unde: Inm, and was ovontually camicd off 
delirious with sunstiole. Novertholoss almost all the 
baggage and the 1eserye ammunition foll into the hands 
of the Chinamen. Of the seventy days’ provisions that 
yemained only eight were saved, and the mules that 
emried them wero scarred all over, showmg how nar- 
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rowly they had escaped, and wore starved io the bone 
with the hury of the flight. Tho mach fom Puu- 
Lang Tuvone which had taken six days was covered, on 
the way back, in thirty sx hows. At tho Pionch post 
they were safe, and a strong force under Genoral Négrier 
drove back the Chinamen to their former encampment, 
. the Chinese advance guaid boing surroundod and oxter 
minated. But want of provisions and wate: prevented 
anything faithe. bemg done. Every shower of rain 
made the mountain streams that c1oss the road impass- 
able torrents, and farther operations had to be given up 
until the end of the yeat, when cool weather would mako 
the road less toilsome, and when thee might bo no 
Chinamen to dispute the path. 

The hostilities between Fiance and China mako it 
impossible to say what will be done, but x is quite cer- 
tain that the evacuation of Lang son 1s not the mere 
marching out of the tioops which the French assume it 
tobe. The great bulk of the poople of the province aro 
Chinamen. The Annameso dic in an altogether msig- 
nificant minouty, and are the mere coolios 01 bandits of 
the counhy, The Chinamen of othe: parts of Tongking 
havo found that French protection, as oxtondod to them, 
is very capricious, to say nothing moic. After the Lang- 
son road affair the immigration of all Chinamen imto 
any part of Tongking was interdicted. It was thercforo 
imperative that the Chinese militay officials should 
ailange for the departure fiom the noithern provmees 
generally of whatever of their countrymen wished to 
transfer themselves and thei goods to safor quai tens. 

Not very much 18 really known about tho rest of the 
Lane son road. It was passed cver m 1881 by M, Av- 
Morrrn, the chanceler of the Fronch consulate at Ianoi ; 
and it 1s from his account of the journey, and fiom tho 
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vague statements of the Annamose, that tho only par- 
ticulais of the countiy a1¢ to be obtained, Infoimation 
about tho north generally, and paiticulmly as to the 
frontia, is vory scanty ‘The Annameoso do not care, 
and veally do not know, much about tho mattor, Tho 
only reply one gots to ono’s queries is, Con byet, Nyu-Kué 

“ Don’t know, Im a countiy lout.’ ‘us 18 nothing 
new, and if is most assuredly not to be contradictod. 
Quantities of atar amis, a valuable essential oil used in 
perfumery, and a yaricty of othe: precious essences and 
gums, ae certainly found in the piovineo, besides tho 
cassia cinnamon and other yaluable products, But 
this only makos tho Chimaman the move icticent. Io 
is an astute trader whe gives away no formation with- 
out an equivalont, and ho therefore pofosses himsolf as 
ignoiant as tho Annamese bumpkm, 

Beyond Bio Lr, howeyoi, it appoms that tho country 
spreads hoo and there into laiily levol plains, and w 
small rivor, the Sone T'nvona is twico forded. It sooms 
to be barely navigable tven in tho rains, and it is 
fed by mountain sltroams which throw thomsolves from 
the hills in picturesque cascades So ono ronchas 
Truong Kraxn, anothe. Chineso miliary port, with a 
humble Annamose Quin Piru, nominally in chargo, 
There is a small oath rodoubt hoo, with bastions 
covered with a dense bamboo fenco through which poop 
a few culverins and jingals. Tho town stands on tho 
banks of the Sona T'nvona, and is quite Inigo for this 
part of the counhy, numbermg somo forty ox fitly 
houses. A consideabls timber tinde scoms to bo dono, 
the logs being floated down the 11vor. 

Beyond this undoubtcdly the1e seems to bo a change 
in the 1un of the sticams, Tho watoshed is passed, 
and everylhmg flows into tho Kwang-si basm. Tho 
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oidinary laborious systom of toace cultivation also 
announces that one is practically im China. Tho 1ico- 
fields climb up the hills in a kind of amplutheatio, cun- 
ningly imigated by the zig zag diversion of the mountain 
uivulets. Some of these are faily deep, and all flow 
into a river, the Sona xrcune, which passes Land-30n 
aud gues ou into Chinw though tho'profectue of Luna 
Cau. 

.., The lills run right up to the citadel of Lang-eon 
itself. This is a square of five hundred yards to tho 
side, but with neither fosse nor Lastions. ‘lhe walls are 
between nme and ten feet high, with a loop holed pana 
pet and a bamboo palisade. ‘Tice of the facos aro 
piotected by bamboo stockade oulworks ; tho fouth, that 
the east, looks upon a street mainly composed of bar 
racks, with a few shops. A little pagoda on the top of 
a hull to the south-east commands the citadel, but the 
pagoda in itself forms no mean dofence. The town 
itself, called Kz-Lua, consists of threo strects of brick 
houses, roofed with tiles, and built ono alongside tho 
othe, forming a veritable streot a Chinese sticel. Tho 
bazaar is well filled, and is equally Chinese, though thero 
is a Image quantity of coase but strong cotton-stults 
manufactured by the Tno, an aboriginal race which 
occupies the hills to the wost, and shows aflinilies to 
the Mrao-T'su and other South China abouginal inces. 
Li Kua is walled in, and has dcuble gates oxclusively 
guaided by the Chinamon, The Annamese Tuan Puv 
of Lang son oxists simply. The Chinese tolerate him 
only becruse he neve: ventures to do anything. 

Fiom Lang sén to the Chinose frontier there is a good 
road over hilly countiy, through the centre of tho star- 
amis culture, The oil, called D..v-IHor, scented oil, by 
the Annamese, is extracted from tho seeds of a small 
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evergreen, which apparently only grows in hilly dis- 
tricts, and is a very local tice, he Chinamen boil the 
seeds in a huge caldion, with water. Inside this cal 
dion there is a small intemal vessel filled with cold 
water, which is constantly 1enewed. Tho steam and 
the oil ave condensed on tho sides of this vessel, and 
aie drawn off by a small bamboo runlet into a tin 
receiver; auothe: iuuleé allows tho wate: fiom this 
pan to dram back into the boila. One boiling lasts 
over a day and a half, and produces about fifteen 
pounds weight of the pefumed ol, A prowl, 117 
pounds weight, of the oil, costs between £80 and £40. 
The great part of the oil of comse passes though 
China, the fiontio: of which 1s only about thice hous’ 
maich distant. 

All along the frontier there is a biick wall, loop- 
holed thioughout its extent, and with occasional double 
wooden gateways. The wall climbs up and down, the 
hills, but at the top of each of thoso there 1s gonetally 
a break allowing uninteitupted entry. Tho guards of 
this bartier aie exclusively Chineso. Tho Vionch havo 
an unpleasant piospeet before them heio, China 1s the 
classic soil of rebellions, and 14 is worth remarking that 
none of the 1¢bel bands havo beon oxtorminated o1 * 
even, one might say, ever conquaed. They mgso m 
some quarter or otha of the county, and, having pul- 
Jaged and ravaged th2 centre of China to the oxtont of 
their tethe., make off to the hontior and get beyond 
Chinese contiol. Of all tho China provinces, Kwane-si 
is that which has been most troubled in this way. It 
is only necessary to nention one rebellion, that of the 
Tar-Pinas, which commenced at no gicat distance fiom 
Lang-son. The iich Tongkinese provinces always of- 
‘fered a compaiatively sate place of refuge when the 
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rebels found themselves outmastered by the Imperial 
forces. Under Annameso rulo they found uo trouble in 
discovering fresh homes for themsolves. Undor I'rench 
protection, or annexation, it is a different matler. 
Fiance will want no Rovsran on tho Kwang-si frontier. 
If she wants a quaiiel with China sho will never be 
without an excuse, and 2f she has othe: matters on 
hand, and wishes to be at peace, she will bitterly 1egret 
ever having estabhshed herself at Lang son. 

It will practically be the same thing at Cao Bann, 
though that town is faithe: fiom the frontier. hero is 
a route of from five to six days journey across a lully 
country, from Lang son to Cao Bann, Tho chaacter of 
the track is much the same as that of the Lang-son 
road, wooded on rocky hills, troublesome goiges, no 
drinkable water, seattered villages, and no places of the 
yery slightest importance without their Chinese gar- 
ison. Cao Bana is the place of oxilo of disgraced Au 
namese officials; but, nevertheless, fiom tho reports of 
Father Fuentés, the only Durdpean who has ponotiated 
thither, it seems to lie in e very fertile plam, bub m 
a plain which by physical lays ought to bo Chineso ta- 
vitory. 
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TIL junio. brigadie. having set off along the Lana- 
son 10ad, General Briére de Isle received orders 
to follow up the scattered Bacninh Chinamon who had 
made off in the duection of Tuar-Nevyrn. IIe started on 
March 15th with a flying column of two thousand men 
and a battery of light, biass nuzzle-loading gums. ‘The 
ionte followed was that north-wost from Bacninh, stuk- 
ing the Sone av river at the Christian villago of C1-IIa, 
tho head quaiters of the poticay manufacture in Tong- 
king, and the depdt of most of the timbor floated down 
theiiver from above Trar-Neuynx. Tho Spanish pilesis 
of the mission he1o wore looked upon vely much askanco 
by the Trench solliet. They had romained at their 
posts all through the troubles, and the Tuxcos ware of 
opinion that any Emopoan, nof anti French, should 
have had his head eut off under tho circumstances. 
From Cno-ITa a vory good road runs nearly due west 
along the crest of the river embankment. ‘The differonco 
between the country to tho south and that noith of the 
Sona cau was here very remmkably apparent. South- 
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wards, to the very horizon, stictched a vast field of light, 
olive gieen paddy, unbioken, excopt by the little ridgos 
which serve as well fo. means of communication as for 
the division of the different secticns of the common 
land, and for the admitting o1 letting out of water as it 
is wanted for ivrigation purposes. lore and there were 
the bamboo-tufted villages, but they wore aleady fewer 
than in the teeming lower delta land. On the nothein 
bank the change was stiiking. From the very banks of 
the 1iver the countiy rose up mto gently rounded grassy 
hills—splendid places for pastmage, and alicady so 
used, There were fawly large hei is of buffaloes and 
some cattle, but‘not many, though the oxon that como 
from Bacninh have a gicat name. They are a small 
breed, not unlike Alde:neys; but the cows are not good 
milkers. There was an occasional homestead on tho 
hill slopes, or a hamlet of half a dozen houses a1 so, but 
the majority of the people seemed to prefer tho pouth 
bank 

The lulls 1an parallel to thé river for some six miles, 
and then drew back to the noth After a sweltering 
march two miles farther the Sona-cau was clossed by 
the troops in junks at a village callod Pnu-Can, the 
width here being pohaps two hundred yards. Ahcady 
here signs of the retieating Chinamen were come upon, 
though the villages declaied they had passed three 
days before. By the waters edge a dead body lay 
sewn up ina mat. It was evidently that of a man of 
rank; but why, afte: the corpse hid been carricd so 
far, it had been left there, where no pious descendant 
could burn a stivet of Dron for tho support of the 
departed soul, did not appear. Ioweve:, he might 
have been casried off after all, and a Co-mon spared to 
the diatiict Io. a couple of mileg farther inland a band 
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of Chinese soldiery, with half a score of 16ed flags, was 
entight sight of. Thore might have been fivo hundred 
of them, and they were ciawn up in squaie. They 
did not move; it was already getting late, and the 
Fiench troops were fagged with a long, hot march, so 
that nothing was done on eithe: side. The Trenchmen 
cantoned a milo cr two farther on, at tho wietched 
village ot Tone, where at least haif tho troops had to 
bivouac outside m the 1nin—a circumstance which, 
howevel, probably prevented a night attach 

Stiff and sore with tho small inin of the previous 
night, tho column started at dayboak noxt morning. 
The villagers came down to the side of the path which 
1an for several miles stiaight acioss a low rice-plain. 
They bronght offaings of mee and eggs and young 
bullocks fo. the general, water fo. tho soldicis and 
snlaams fo. overybody. One poor wietch presentod 
himself, who had, so ho said, 1elused to serve as a 
cools for the Chinamen. Tho result nppemod in the 
stump of his right fool, ub shoit over nt tho instop ; 
and he swore by the fio that ho would haunt them all 
through lus next existence, Moanwhilo, ho said he 
vould be a coolie to tho Trenclumon—a genorous offey 
which, howover, none of his able bodiod fellow-countiy- 
men seemed piepared to follow. 

Shortly afterwards we enme npon the first symptoms 
of te11aco cultivation. In tho low giounds woro fields of 
paddy, a step up, up camo yatious tubers and pea- 
nuts; then maize sugar cano, castoi-oil, and aven 
the Ghine eassia—a species of ammamon, After a time 
the 10nd began to rise, passing over a succossion of low 
sandy hills covered with a superjon kind of bent giass 
and a fropical heath. Tho neighbomhood of the tem- 
perate zone was maiked by a few pine-troas, acatterod 
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about in straggling clumps In a httle while tho sun 
broke through the clouds, the moining dhizzlo ceased, 
and the shy was filled with the carolling of voutablo 
Lnglish larks 

A few miles of this undulating country, whoo tho 
villages were few and far between, brought us to the 
odge of what Scotchmen would call a strath, wido, wet, 
and rice glowing. This was closo to tho village ot 
Uone Van, a very laige, straggling place, the first mot 
where won was worked. There was a ciude kind of 
fuinace in the centro of the villago, and a small quan- 
tity of very rich ore, the source of which was not dis 
coveicd. The Chinamen had passed through hore two 
days before. They had ransached tho placo and carzod 
off all the women ‘The villagers wore bent on yen- 
geance, now there was somobody to execute it for thom. 
Two mghts ago they had made the best of their way 
into the paddy fields. Nevertheless thoy had one trophy 
They had succeeded m entrapping one Chinaman, and 
his head, hacked off with a jungle knifo, hung by tho 
queue from the branch of a tteo cloye by tho village 
well a grim and ghastly welcome 

The majority of the Chinamen had hee struck off to 
tho noth east, towards a little citadel, no doubt with 
the intention of gaining the Lana-son ioad. Ting 
citadel was said to be held m force, and the column 
immediately left the direct Taa1-Navyon ioad to hunt 
these fugitives up, guided by an aggiicved husband fiom 
Vone Vax. Tha way lay acioss a wide tinct which 
reminded one of nothing so much as a Scotch moss that 
has been halt .eclamed. There was the same basis of 
black, peat like slush, with tussocks of tough, wuy 
grass Lisimg up ina kind of mosaic The1o wero patches 
of heath and bracken, and there were oven tho thick, 
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glutinous pink loaves, and tho tall, slondor flower-stom 
of the fly catching plant common on Scotch mosses. 
One could even imagine that the dull, brown binds, with 
the monotonous chiirup, were moss pippits. 

But the heat refused to admit of bown studics ofthe 
lund. Lyery one locked foryard with parched lips to 
the dak line of folinge which promised shade on the 
othe: side of the heath, only to be disappointed. The 
road, as every heie else nm Tonghing, skiited the village 
at 2 cautious distance. It is vay seldom that the 
village will even allow the track to pass under their 
fence. They have much too low an opinion of way- 
faicis honesty for that This was tho moie tantalizing 
because the 1oute now lay through a different land of 
country. ‘The ground was higher and fiimer, and the 
clay of the delta was replaced by a iich loam. Tho 
villages were well wooded with huge hard-wood tices, 
and the pagodas and ecatiered Tu-vans shaded by grand 
banyans. But still the path lay out im the pitiless sun, 
though fields of maize and castor oil, passing by stout 
wooden biidges ove1 an occasional stream running down 
from the hills to tho east, most of thom quite baro 
except for a 1ound cap of pines on tho summit. $0 
the columf wound on for five hours with no iefesh- 
ment but the iegulation “ton minutes evory hom.’ 
Closo on twenty miles had been dono, and a score of 
glasses in the advanced guard failod 10 distinguish the 
taintest outlme of a ciladel anywhere, 

At last, however, at five o clock, just when genoial 
wrath was beginning to kindle against the bereaved 
husband, a gentle slope was topped, and thero, on the 
far edge of the plain in front, appearcd the low mud 
walls of the citadel of Yux-T, or Tinm-Dao, as the 
natives call 1. It was good two and a half miles off, 
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but the path was fai, and the advanced guaid moved 
on at the pas gymnastique. For a timo it scemod as if 
the place were deserted, and indeed strings of mon 
could be ser , drawing off to the noith east. Whon the 
head of the column came to within 1,500 yards of the 
walls, however, there was a sudden blowing of hoins 
and a prolonged shout of defiance, and the next minwe 
the gateway towels and tho ramparts were filled with 
goon. The advanced guaid consisted exclusively of the 
native axilaries, and if had advanced go rapidly that 
the artillery and the Turcos had been left quite a milo 
behind, and in Indian file too, But the Annamose 
Tuaillew’s were under the command of Commandant 
Beigie, an office. who had greatly distinguished him- 
self at Gravelottes in 1870. He had confidence in his 
men, and was not at all disposed to sleep out in tho 
plain if the place could be captured in the half-hour 
that remained before sundown. 

Skumishers were thiown out, and a steady adyanco 
made to within a thousand yards of tho walls, whon 

ro was commenced, each section fixmg its volloy by 
word of command. The Chinamen 1eplied immodiately, 
and the first discharge showed that they lad tho rango, 
and had good weapons too. They wero not sntisficd 
with meie defence. A sallying party of about a 
hundred men came round an angle of tho works, lod 
by @ man on a white pony, and with two 10d flags 
bordered with blue. They came on at a lopo, and took 
up position m some bioken giound three hundred yards 
in advance of the outworks, where they kept up a brisk 
fusilade. Piesently the 1ampait guns, a kind of com- 
promise between a eculverin and a duck-gun, and 
strapped on to settles, opened fire, and weie followed 
by a half dozen or so of tidy little onze guns mounted

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on the gateway toweis Fotunately the giound was 
soft and heavy, and held tho balls; still more fo- 
tunately the Chmamen had no shell. But for a quarter 
of an how there was a pretty httle fight, and a good 
many of the assailants were splashed with mud, though 
no one was actually hit but a “allen, who had a 
bullet clean through his flat bamboo cap and the 
chignon undoneath it. The west gate now chimed 
in, and began firing some small rockets, which frizzled 
about after the usual cccentric fashion of theso ini- 
quitous things, and set fire to a sergcant’s trousors. 

The end, however, wat close at hand. A few minutes 
latex there was a bang and a slniok over tho skir 
misheis’ heads, and then another. Tho French artil- 
lay bad begun, and immediately afterwards the blue 
coats of the Tucos appomed away on the right. The 
sallying party forthwith took to its heels, ‘Tho brass 
guns and rockets ccasel fire. Tho Tyvench advanced 
steadily. Tho citadel was very clevaly plannod. 
Thrown out in front wero xig-zag fences of stout 
bamboo bristling with spikes, and the foreground was 
covered with pointod bamboos hke a hugo hariow. 
Theio is nothing harder to hack through than bamboo, 
but the troops managed to burst a way somchow under 
a shaggling fue. The bugles sounded tho charge, and 
the Tico diums responded on the right There was 
a splash through the moat, a sciamble up tho steep 
earthen 1ampaits, a shuggle through somo particu- 
larly obnoxious bamboos which projected fiom tho 
summit, and the citadel was taken. ‘Tho Chinamen 
were in full fight out by the northern gato. 

Yon-Tt was a strong little fort, and if the defenders 
had stuck to their guns the Fiench would havo lost 
heavily before they got through the bamboo outworks, 
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over the moat, and up the walls. The thiee foot-long 
bamboo spikes which extended outwaids and down- 
wards from the rampaits were alone sufficiontly trouble- 
some, The place had been built eight yeais before by 
the Tone-Doo of Bacninh to “protect ’ the neighbom - 
hood—that is, to render the collection of taros the 
easier. There was an insignificant village ontsida the 
walls, and the citadel itself contamed no bmlding of 
any particular note ; but there were nineteen serviceable 
little bronze guns, besides others of no use at all. The 
rice-sheds were fairly well filled, and the treasury con- 
tained a goodly pile of Annamese cash, ten of which 
go to the Chinese coin of the same name; but all that 
was most valuable had been carried off. Lhe Fronch 
were very luchy to take the place without any casualties 
beyond some ugly gashes fiom the vinous bamboo 
spikes. Tho loss of the enemy probably did not 
amount to more than twenty or tuiity. Trom the 
commencement of the fning ,till the hoisting of the 
French flag on the citadel watch-towor tho whole 
affair did not last move than three quarters of an hour. 
Next day a halt was made. General Budre do I’Islo 
had not enough men to leave a post in chaige of tho 
place, and the troops weie fagged with the long march of 
the day before ending in the assault. It was therefore 
determined to commence the dismantling of the works, 
and to leave a company to complete the desti nection, 
During the 1ansaching of the houses great quantities 
of Remington and Snider cartridges were found, but, as 
usual, no rifles There was also a small case labelled 
“Explosive Ammunition Kochler, Bnmingham," which 
was supposed to contain dynamite, and was sunk in a 
pool outside the walls. Fiom what was afterwards found 
ab Taat-Nevyny, 1t was moie probably filled with explo- 
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sive bullets. Thoro was an altogethor ovtraoidinary 
numbor of spears ard ancient fixe locks of inordinate 
weight, which might Lave boen usoful for braming poople 
af closo quaiters, but were otherwise quite valuoless. 
Duing the morning there was an alarm of on attack. 
Large numbois of men appeared on low hills to tho east, 
but close: examination showed that they were Annamese, 
and ma short time they hoisted some tricolours. But 
they would not come any nearer, so a detachment of 
Tualleus was sent out to them. Thoy pioved to be 
Christians from tho neighboming village of Puu Lan, 
and had come to makc their peace with tho gonoial, and 
present him some Chinamon’s honads. Most of them 
were aimed with spenis of ridiculous length, shout, heavy 
swords, and bucklers made of plated bamboo. <A few 
had knives with a hole in the middle, so that a blade 
projected on cach side of the hand, and others had fire- 
locks sinular to thoso found in Yuv-‘lr.. ‘Theso, they 
sud, wele made by the Nuone pooplo, in tho hills to tho 
west. After consultation they admitted that no ono had 
over suceeodod in gotti ig ono of thom to go of. ‘To pass 
the famo until the Pnu should come up—tho goodman 
had waited two milos behind to see how his honehmen 
would be 1ccoryed—tho friendly Tongkinoso indulged in 
some spoar and swo1d and buckla dancos of the usual 
fantastic Ouiontal kind, managing thei long speais in 
most dexterous fashion. The main objoct of tho length 
is, naturally, to keep off enemies from behind the bamhaa 
fences of thei, villages The Puv, when he camo in, had 
very little to say, excopt that he personally was a most 
estimable character, and that thoro were bands of China- 
men in retreat all over the couniyside. Ono of those 
Chinamen he had bro: ght in, marvellous to relate, with 
his head on. ‘This personage, who seemed from lis 
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physiognomy to be a half hed Tongkimese, declared that 
a large quantity of treasure iu gold and silver bars had 
been cailied off the previous night. A few silver bais 
had been found im the citadel, and this lent a little 
semblance of probabihty to lis story, which otherwise 
seemed somewhat sbaky and somewhat of the character 
of a “ neckwoud at Hairibes. ’ 

However, between three and four o’clock in tho after- 
noon a couple of companies set off aga, this time duect 
east, with the Chinaman as guide, his aims tied behind 
his back and a couple of men with loaded 1:fles beside 
him. The footpath led through the same highly cullti- 
yated coumtry, past several villages very strongly batri 
caded and built almost entirely of nick a matorial 
hardly ever used by the natives of the delta, execpt for 
joss houses. Finally, a very extensive and foimidably 
entrenched town, called Trons, was reachod. hero 
was a sudden blowing of cow-horns and a shout of Cuu 
nama, ‘‘cmsed pigs,” and the column came to an abinpt 
halt. It was @ vey unpleasant spot, quite an ideal 
place for an ambuscade. The troops numbered a com- 
pany of Turcos, a hundied and twonty five Annamesa 
auxiliaries, and three Chassews d'Afrique, and Trona, 
with its nine feet-high dyke and double fenco of live 
bamboos, would have been a tough subject for the whole 
brigade with ifs arkllery. Slirmishers were sont out, 
who had to push their way though some tall grass 
which ent the hands hka a iavor, and then though 
some bush, From this they suddenly emeiged into a 
piece of open ground, where there were a matter of five 
handed Annamese, with the eternal speais and buckles 
and useless flint locks, all of them grouped round three 
French flags. The moment they set cyes on ug they 
gave a unanimous yell and boltcd into the village, wheie 
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they commenced tum tuming and blowing hoins. Tus 
excited the Turcos who had boen sent out to the ught, 
and they promptly hegan fing into space, and 1b was 
necessaly to lie down on one’s stomach till mattors had 
quieted a little. A couple of scared yillagois wore then 
captured, who announced that two thousand Chmamon 
had left only a couple of hows befo1o, bub did not seem 
to have any particule: ticasmmo about thom except what 
they had looted m Trove itsolf. 

The column then advanced and 1ansacked the place. 
It was a most extiaordinay position, and might have 
been held for a day afte: tho outer woiks had been 
breached The passages from house to house wore the 
meoiest lanes with thick bamboo and enctus fonces on 
either side, and hugo timbor logs in botwoon. Dvery 
house prosented a solid blank wall all round the square, 
and the gate was that of a prison, heavy hick side- 
posts and two-inch-thick iron studded planking. Ono or 
two of the houses wore even crenelated, and any ono of 
them would have taken an hom to captmo. ‘This over 
a matter of many hundrod acres and on 2 slopo whoe 
the upper houses could havo poured down an indis- 
cuminate fie all thotime. If tho Chinamon had olected 
to stay, tho Liench with thoir thioo hundred ond fitty 
men would have had an awkward timo of at. 

There were abundant traces of the Chineso, and signs 
that they had left very suddenly. Remington cartridges 
were scattorad about, a mandaiin’s cloak o1 two, and a 
pair of very natty Cliiesc top-boots woo found. They 
could uot havo been far off, but it was deeded to let 
them alone, ‘The mud floois wore prodded m search of 
the supposed tieasuro, ash heaps wore stited up im 
hopes of hnding silver bars, bub nothing camo of it, and 
the party 1otumned, ba ied, 10 Yu ‘1% at sundown. 
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The Chinamen, however, had nat been stured up for 
nothing, The same night they descended in considerable 
force on a company of Tucos who had been sent out 
along the Trar-Navynn 10ad to protect the sappers who 
were repaning the troublesome little breaks in the road 
caused by the runlets of the rice-fields. These passages, 
often Inidged over by large but nariow slabs of black 
marble, supported on blocks of the same, gave the 
aitillery endless trouble all over Tongking. The China- 
men were led by one o1 two mounted officers, and 
attacked about midnight with considerable determina 
tion, but they were beaten off. In’ the morning one or 
two prisoners were taken, wearing Kwane-Tune militia 
unifoims. They would give no information, and were 
shot defiant. 

A piping hot march brought the column fiom You-T4 
to the ford of the Sone cau tiver at midday. The heat 
was feriific, and nearly seventy mon fell out, some with 
sunstioke, some with mere 2xhaustion. Cuiously 
enough the majouty of these wee Turcos, men who 
could have walked the 1est of the column dead ovor 
Algerian sands, but who fagged rapidly on tho grensy 
paths of Tongking. The river was about a huudyed and 
fifty feet wide, as clear as crystal, and flowed moirily 
over a pebbly bottom. There was no more than thiee 
and a half feet of water, and the troops simply marched 
through. If there had been just a litle more wator 
the thing would have been iather dange.ous with the 
svvifi cmrent; but as it was, the whole column, coolio 
train and all, got safely over in three hours. 

A path parallel to the river, :unning due noith, was 
then taken, The Chinese had passed only tho day 
before, and there were signs of their haste in castaway 
hats, baskets, bits of paper, and 1ibs of beef. A fow 
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miles on the right fiont was the smoke of o village 
which they had set on fue. Nothing, howeve., was secn 
Dut the seared faces of tho villagers, and in an hour and 
a half the little mud 1edoubt of Puu Bryn was 1.eached, 
In itself ig was strong enough, with a double moat, a 
Ingh, steep bank, the usual bamboo fence, and a tmy inner 
citadel with a few thumpery guns, but it was commanded 
all round by heights, and the Chinamen had wisely 
evacuated it, They had not buint the houses, but other- 
wise it was utterly stiipped, except for the show cannon, 
The fort lay about a couple of hundred yards fiom the 
river, here a hundred feet wide, and flowimg between 
high banks m pictuesquo wooded 1caches 

Next mong a start was mado northwards with 
daylight. It was a cheorless dirzzlo, and the road, which 
was, for Tongking, excoptionally good, wont straight up 
and down bleak Iull-sides, covered with biacken and 
heath and scattered pine tices. None ot the heights 
weie elevated, but the 10ad 10se steadily, and to tho 
right, left, and staight in front tho forest-clad mountains 
beyond could be seen though lncaks in tho mist. At 
length, afte. a mach of oight or nine miles, & halt was 
made for bioakfast, and shortly afterwards the sun came 
out. 

This was about thico miles from ‘Titar-Navymn, and, as 
the mists cleaiod away, Black [lag sentrios wero dis 
covered pacing up and down tho next wave of hills in’ 
front, An hour and a half saw the start, and thon 
the sontiies promptly disappeared. ‘Tho Tnat Navynn 
chiefs were very ill-ndyised. Thoy let the column pags 
though all the troublesome hill countiy, wha the bods 
of the lull torments, clumps of stunted tices, and the 
tall clephant grass afforded magnificent ground for 
defence, and allowed the artillery to daw up unopposed 
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on the last hill-slope, a milo and a half fiom tho 
town. 

Tuar Nevyen hes on the northern shit of » thioo- 
mile wide plain, extendmg fiom the giass-covered out- 
spurs to the lowe: 1anges of the wooded mountains. 
The town is in the lowest part of this plain, with the 
Sona-cau passing under its western front. Tho Dieuch 
column was directly to the south ; and behind the clumps 
of tiees, which was neatly all that could be seen of 
Trar-Novyrn, rose abiuptly a cuisous limestone hill, 
with trees clinging where they could to 1ts 10chy sides. 

The advanced guard halted for a» tume to let the 
artillery and the rest of the column come up. Whilo 
yet they were waiting there appemed though the 
southern gate of the town a huge daik blue flag with 
a single white Jette. on it, and then anotha. Swmely 
they weie Black Tlags. They were the very image of 
those seen at Sonray. A minute later and there was 
no doubt. The wind blew out the flags and showed 
the Chinese character, NI—‘ Justice It was Liv Juna- 
Fou’s emblem, and the bray of the tiumpets, which tho 
Fronch at Sonray knew so well, came across tho plam. 
It was baibaiic enough, but it was martial. Behind 
the two solitary Black Flags came a stream of otheis, 
red and white, ied and blue, white with 1ed Chinese 
letters, flags striped and crossed, two, emiously enough, 

* the exact model of the Imperial flag of Germany. 

Té was a fine sight, and most theatrical, 10 wateh 
the deploying of the Chmamen fiom tho hill side 
as from a box on the grand tier. There were fifty- 
four flags, three more of them “Blach Tlags’ im the 
real of all presumably to keep the main body fom 
running away. ‘This would represent at most six 
hundred meu. The Annamese Tuallews advanced m 
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the centic, the Tuicos on the tight, the Colonial 
Infantiy on the left, The Turcos, with thei ‘ facile 
pull,” were the fist to commence. Thoy fired at about 
1800 yards ange and did no ham whatever, On the 
contraiy, the Black Tlag clajons sounded defiance, and 
they came on at arux. Thoy got over the ground vary 
fast, for the artillery was not five minutes m getting into 
position, and, befo.e the fist shell was fired, the Black 
Flags were bare six hundied yards off, and there wero 
bullets whistling about the ears of the staff. The bursting 
of the fist obus which plumped down 1 the centre of the 
advancmg crowd was too much for the Chinese and 
Annamese Thoy promptly tuned about andian. But 
the twenty Black Flags with thei: two standards held 
thei: own for a time and fiod away, standing orect 
and scoring cover. But presently the volloys of the 
Tuallews began to tell, and one of the standard bearers 
staggercd and foll, Ther thoretieat began. The wounded 
man, as well as others who had fallon, was picked up. 
The flag was torn to shieds, and Liv Juna-Fv’s men 
made of almost as fast as they had come, firing only an 
occasional Parthian shot; fo. they were a cloan half-mile 
away from thei maim body. 

The affai: was practically oye:, At the gate tho 
Black Dlags attempted a rally, for we heard the raucous 
notes of tho trumpet agam, and thore was an actual 
advance fo. a fow mmutes. But a well-planted shell 
settled the matter. Theo was an advance all along the 
Fiench Ime, and tho aitillery commenced shellmg the 
town. Within an hom the Tiench flag was on the 
citadel watch-towei, a tall woodon e1cction ol the com- 
mon village type. The1o was a littlo skitmishing inside 
the citadel. A few Chinamen had remained behind too 
long in thew dosiro to cally off thon own or somebody 
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else's propeity. An Annamese shaip-shootet had a bullet 
between his aim and his side; a Tuco had his holmot 
shot off; a Chinaman, with less luck, got a ball in tho 
shoulder, fied so close that his clothes took fire, and his 
flesh after that, and he gmouldeed away for two on 
three hous at the side of tho mam 1oad of the citadol 
ti] late in the afternoon, when a staff, officor had him 
extinguished and dragged away a little farther. 

Close to the place whene thie man fell three Annamese 
notables we1e seized. One of them hada fire lock in his 
hand; another: hada bamboo plated bulleé pouch slung 
over lus shoulder; the third was in thei company, 
and proved to be a doctor. They were shot under pecu- 
harly painful circumstances. One, a little, slight built 
man, with a very villainous-looking Ince, was an emis- 
say from the court of Hut, Ie had come to o1ganizo 
the Taar-Navyen levies, and pleaded ignoranco of the 
French Protectorate in vain. Tho second, the man who 
had held the useless old musket, was tall and powovfully 
built even for an up-country Tongkineso Ile was tho 
Tuan Pau, the chief mandarin of the province. Tho 
gun he said he had held because he was afraid of tho 
score or so of Chinamen who lingered behind to loot. 
. There was little but the usual big pilo of cash in the 
treasury. Tho Tuan Pav was promisod his life if he 
would reveal where the “tiersure” was concealed Ilo 
said he did not know of any. The Huz: man was silont 
and contemptuous. The doctor, 2 round-faced, good- 
humoured loohing man, said 16 was not his businoss to 
know about treasure, but that, if there were any, the 
Black Flags had it, and had carted it oft with them. 
They were sentenced to be shot for boaring arms against 
the French Protectorate. The thee had thei ams 
tied all together with a silk sash, and were marchod out 
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of the citadel, the Tuan Puu shneking piteously and 
trymg to grovel before Ins guaid in a way that would 
have been heart-brea sing if it had not beon hopeless and 
therefore dastardly. A box of explosive pistol bullets 
had been found sowewhcre in the citadel. Dxplosive 
pistol bullets aie somewhat uncommon, and one of tho 
officers gave Ins 1evolyer to a Tench sergeant and asked 
him to ty their effect on tho prisoners. Just when the 
paity had got into the subwbs the seigeant, while the 
men were still walking, put the revolver behind the 
the docto1’s cay and fned. Three-quairters of his head 
was blown away. Tho other two, in a last, desperato 
struggle, burst the silk senf which bound them to the 
corpse and ran. The Tuan-Puu was lhiought down with 
a bullet between tha shouldas, and fell, gurgling up 
blood from tho mouth and nose. But the cout emis 
seiy, Who had been calmly scornful all this time, ducked 
to the fist shots and bolted round 9 corner down to the 
river. Theie were a dozen men after lim, fling shot 
after shot; but he was too active, and zig-zaged hke a 
smpe. Unfortunately the rivor was before im, and the 
bank was somo feet high where he stinck it, To pausod 
for a second before hé leaped, and a F2onch soldier wha 
had counted on this bought him down. Another shot in 
the water fimshed him, Thon thoy went back to where 
the Tuan Puu, still al ve, was struggling convulsiyely i 
tho road. It requiied five moze shots to lal] him, Live 
minutes late: an oidetly camo from tho goneal’s quar. 
teva saying that he wented to seo the prisoners again to 
question them. 

Tuar Navyen had evidently neve: oxpected a visit 
from the French. The stieots were full of women when 
the tioops first aiivad, but they very soon found that 
the soonei they left the bette: 16 would bo. Two hours 
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late: not one was to be seon, nor any mon or boys either. 
The guns on the citadel were still unmasked, troos and 
bamboos giowing right up to ther muazzles. But the 
majority of them we1e as usual nob wo1th unmasking. 
There was one very good piece, a brass thirty pounder, 
and one o1 tio smalle: carionades. Some attempt had 
been made to get these to bear on the south road, but 
the whole affair had been too rapid even to admit of 
this being loaded. There waa no Jack of ammunition. , 
The streets wero as usual strewn with cartridges, and 
bullets lay about by the hundied. Powder flasks were 
found in almost every house, some labelled “ John Mall 
and Sons, ’ and some ‘‘Ciamer and Buchholtz, Ronsall 
& Ruteland.”’ 

It was evidently a very wealthy town. There were 
some very substantial houses, not only in the citadel, but 
in the Chinese pait of the town to the eastwards up tho 
viver The Royal Pagoda was the handsomest out of 
Hanoi; and there were a number of richly adoined 
temples im the suburbs, with fino bionze bells and gongs. 
All the larger houses were full of costly silk clothing. 
Opium by nightfall was lying in gieat dark-brown blobs 
in every gutter. There was a large amount of rico 
stored up in the sheds. Somo of the soldiciy came upon 
quite a quantity of United States trado dollars, and 
there were not a few Dutch clocks, and a myston1ous 
electrical machine, which was supposed to be intended 
for use in the mines of the adjrcent hill countiy. The 
citadel itself wus very old and useless. Is was squaio, 
buult of earth, and with acmious attempt at a dem: lune 
on two of the faces. But the front was so covered by 
houses and vegetation that nothing whatever of an 
advancing foe could be seen. 

The bairacks of the Black Flags were found. They 
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were kept with military cleanliness and oider. There 
was a stablo for ten ponies very neatly aitanged, and 
the 1apidity of the final attack may be judged of from 
the fact that several of the tatsiemamed. It was said 
that in ordmaiy times theie was o permanent garrison 
of two hundied Black Flags heie to collect the revenue 
and squeeze the people. At the time of the Fiench 
attack there weve uut, however, wor then seventy. 
Li June-Fvu himself was said to be not far off at the 
time in a little hull fo.t to the north-west, but this was 
not known till after the French had retired. 

Tat Navypn ought to have a great future before it, 
It lies in a very 1ich plain, and close at hand ave the 
mountains with splendid timber, wluch can be floated 
down the Sone cau in rafts, besides abundance of mineral 
wealth. The river is exceedingly pictwosque, and is 
stocked with fine fish, Unfortunately there are some 
very twkwaid rapids in it, both above and below the 
town, Game abounds. While the attack was being 
made the skirmishers started several deer and lprge 
covies of a kind of grouse or paitiidge. On the soft 
river bank the wuiter saw fresh tinces of a tigor 
—sufficient proof of the existenco of Iaige game 
and indeed the natives said the hills swmmed with 
them. 

Ié was a mistake not to leavo a gairison at Tar 
Navyrw, and General Budre de lIsle wished to do so, 
but he had explicit orders fo evacuate the place. Accoid- 
ingly, after a day’s vest, all the gatos of tho crladel 
except one were blown up with dynamito, and the rice- 
sheds and tieasuy were burnt, everything else bemg 
left intact, not as at Yon-T4, which was razed to the 

* ground, the ccmpany left behind to complete tho desta us- 
tion being twice attacked by the Chinese, ‘The column 
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then made a rapid march back to Bacninh and Hanoi, 
ai1iving in four days. 

The Chinamen re-occupied Tuat-Nevynon immediately 
after the evacuation. Eight hunded men were sent to 
drive them out in the latte: pat of April, which was 
done with no tesistance. Commissariat difficulties 
caused the withdrawal of this force. When, a short tune 
later, another column advanced to driva the Chinera ont 
once more, the town was fired by the Celestials, and 
reduced to ashes. 





CHAPTER XI. 


FTUNG HO. 


HE advance from Hanoi on Huna-Hoa commenced 

on Apri] 5,18€4. General Biidre de | Isle loft on 
that day by land for Sontay with about four thousand 
bayonets. Tom Soxray he marched to Bar-Bao on the 
Hu Ilo, the Ruire Nowe, occupying the whole right bank 
down to the junction with the Sexa-cor, This he affected 
by the night of the 9th. Bar-Bao is actually on the 
It Ifo, though in ccmparatively recent maps it is repre 
sented as seyoral miles inland. That is tho case with 
most places in Tongking not yet visited by Mmopeans. 
‘he names of the places are all right, for they are taken 
fiom the native maps, which are drawn up with a view 
tothe 1eyonue. Apait, however, fiom the melo names, 
“it is not well to beliove anything. The circle, or square, 
o1 rectangle, that signifies a village, a town, a fortress, 
on a native map occupies, according to scale, a matter 
of twenty squaio miles, and the name takes up about 
thirty move. This gives some initial latitude, and, when 
the engiaye: cannot finish off his mountains well, he 
shunts the towns in deference to artistic principles 
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Almost all Noth ongking is tvken fom these nativo 
maps and heasay evidence. It is therefore woll to 
1egaid oxisting Muropean maps of this pat of the 
country as mere fiechand chawings. 

General Néguicr followed his bother bugadioy on tho 
succeeding day also overland. Ilo 1 1 man of ostin 
ordinary energy, and maiches his tioops hard. Tho 
Aunamese call him General M7.0 Len “bo quick,” ov 
“look sharp *"—a kind of Gall: Mashal Vorwarts, Io 
was true to his 1eputation on this occasion, and did in 
two days what the frst column bad got ove: im three; 
but when he reached Sonsay, at midday on tho second 
mareh, there was no room for him, and ho had to billot 
his tLoops on tho urfoitunate inhabitants of a villago a 
mile fiom the walls. ‘lhe Algerian has just o hittle 
too much engeinoss In a long campaign ho would 
maich his men off their legs ina vary short tine The 
troops that 1emained would bo very fine, but it would 
bo by the process of the survival of tho fittest. Tho 
genoial docs not sparo himself, All day long ho is 
huityimg from ono end of tho column on thig occasion 
theo and a half miles long—to tho other, oncowanging 
hoo and chiding thore. Wher the troops have beon 
billeled for the night, ho goes out with a small 
mounted guaid to oxplore tho country 1ound about, and 
altogethor displays an activity and weariloss cno.gy 
which 18 nothing less than amazing, and nocossitates 
lug haying men of equal vigow. on his staff, But lus 
engoiness perhaps lends him to expose himsolf in a way * 
which a general in command of troops ought not to do 

The countiy north-west of Sosiay is a steadily rising 
one, aud there is & goad deal of terrace cullivation ; 
while on some of tho lower hills is grown tho toa known 
as Sonray tea, and drunk over great part of Tongking.

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The Annamese piefe: 14 to Chinn tea; but one is 
inelmed to thmk that it is patriotism, o: sour grapes, 
that makes them say so. Many of the villages ave built 
of the conglomerate so common m the Sonray district. 
In fact the whole distiict has a substantial air, and is, 
if possible, even more populous than down the river. 
Occasionally one passes a succession of villages 1unning 
one into anothe1 on both sides of the road, but always 
protected by the mud wall and bamboo fenco against the 
possibly malicious passer by or the nefarious neighbour; 
while every here and thore were watch-houses perched 
up in high trees to give notice of the approach of mavau- 
deis, Up in the north here the temples are not only 
much more elaboiate, bub also more numeous than 
down below. This, however, seems i1ather to indicate 
gieater wealth than superio. picty. For all thei fine 
moulded work, and great collection of metal and maible 
and wooden Buddhas, the joss-houses were just as empty 
heie as round Iniphong. ; 
Ai Vu Guu (the Engl sh alphabet is inadequate to 
1epiesent the fist syllable of this townlet. It is neithe. 
Vu, non Bu, nor Wu, nor pla U, but a mixture of thon 
all) Négrie. s column came to a sudden standstill thiee 
miles from the Black River, and two-thirds of the 
distance betweon it and the Rive Claire, The yunks 
and launches carrying the heavy guns had got agiound, 
and there was no moving them without dischaiging. All 
thiongh a day thera wag a halt while this wag being 
effected. In the meantime General Buitre cde PIsle had 
occupied the sight bank of the II, Ilo, and was passing 
the time by pounding away at Iune-Iloa wath lus field 
artillery. If Négrier was at fault at Bacninh, his fellow- 
nigadier was no less injudicious here. .It was not to be 
expected that tho Chinamcn would stay to be tranquilly 
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sholled at a distance of 6,000 yards with no possibility of 
returning the fire No doubt they wore oxtiomely foolish 
not to have established a batioy on the Black Ruivor. 
Pohaps they had no guns At any rato thoir nearost 
1edoubts were over a milo and » half distant, and they 
did not fro. 

The proyious day thoy had beon fiing vigorously 
enough, but at what was nevor ascertained, Somo 
thought it was in the hope of scaring off the Tonchmon 
by the noise, others that thoy woro finding tho 1ange of 
theis guns, An Annamese spy declared that tho Chinese 
General, Crram-I'v, had divided his fo1ees into two, and 
was going through manceuvies on a giand seale, Ono 
pa.ty attacked the works, and the othe: defended. 1 this 
was 60, 16 would apporr that the umpires gavo their 
decision mn favow of the attackers. Tn any caso tho 
garrison must havo made immediate proparations for a 
retreat; and thoy did well, fot the Tionch forco was, at 
tho lowest computation, tt least double theirs, inking no 
account of the artillery. 

Négiion got his guns on shore, and tho sappors pio- 
pared tho 10nd for thoir passago. Taily on Good Friday 
miorming ho too roachod Eruon7-Ba, on tho right bank 
opposite Ils Nuna, an old Black lag customs station, 
on the-angle formed by the confluonco of the Black and 
Ted 1ivors. ‘Lhere were a matta of a dozen Chinamen 
on tho loft bank of tho Ily Ifo, and porhaps a hundred 
on tho left bank of thc Sona cor, ‘ho former fied in a 
desultory way, at a distanoo of about 800 yards, at the 
airiving Drench columns; the latte: commoncod opora- 
tions, aé a 1ange of perhaps 1500, wath riflos and a jmgal 
against the junks which wore coming up tho mver. Natu- 
rally they did no harm, and were left to amuso them- 
solves dill the Jecluir arrived and oponcd fire on thom with 
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he. Ifotchkiss guns. Thoy pomptly disappearod. Not 
so their brethien on the Black Riva. They continuod 
fining through the mist a1diain for a matior of twonty 
minutes, until one of their balls smashed tho should 
of an umhappy Turco. ‘Tien a fow volleys | wore fired on 
them, and they mado off without delay or loss, ‘Thad 
was tho extent of the fighting at Tuna-lloa. 

Meanwhile the big guns wore getting into position on* 
a httle pine-clad hill bebmd the villago of ‘Lruona-Ba. 
About nino oclock they commenced their fie hero 
was a battery of pieces de quatre vingt, ordinary hose 
artillery, and another of prices de qualre-vingt quince, 
the regular fiold guns of the Ficnch amy, in Tongking 
honoued with the title of “sioge ordnance.” Buidro 
had a battory on a slope a little fathe up the rivor, and 
devoted his attention to the nearest of tho long line of 
extetio. 1edoubts. One of Négrie'’s batioics prtchod 
shells at the floating bamboo biidge over tho Sona-cor, 
the othe: at the towa cf Ifuna-Ilos, which could bo 
picked out with some difficulty fiom its backgound of 
dark foliaged tiecs. ‘Tha range was, for the biidgo, 
5,000 yards ; for the tower, 5,500. 

The Chmamen romaine! porfectly passive. thoy WO1O 
good onough to hoist the usual inordinate number of 
flags of all sorts and colours, fiom blood-10d to white 
and to1a-cotta to blue. This might have beon a kind of 
chivaluc indication to the French gunneis where they 
were to direct the fire Perhaps it was a shrowd 
Machiavellian device to hwo the shells fied ata place 
where there was nobody to lull. Anyhow, the flags xo- 
mained fluttering the grcate: part of the day all along 
the line of eathwoiks, and the sholls were not succoss- 
ful in displacing any of them. On the whole the practice 
was bad. Porcussion shells were employed for the most 
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pait, except for an occasional time shell at tho Inidge. 
Many failed to explode, still mozo foll wide of tho mak, 
and a goodly number plunged harmlossly mto the vive, 
Tho gunners claimod to have dropped ono ight on the 
Inidge, but no ono saw ib bul themselves, and 1b could 
not have done much haim, for there was a fitful movo- 
mont over if all day long. 

All day long tho fue went on, Upwards of cight 
hundred shells wero fired into the town, al tho biidgo, 
and at tho different 1edoubts. Every ono was asking 
when the passage of the Black Rivor was to be begun, 
Té was evidont that the garzson was getting its treasuio, 
if not other matters, into safo. quarters. But still 
nothing was done. Biie de lIsle had commenced 
the passage at Bas Bac ely in tho moining. Tn aecor- 
dance with “the plan’ Gonoial Millot was groat on 
strategy 1 was necessary to lot him get a stat. But 
ho lost three mon erossing over in amall boats, md had 
barely finished the passago by sundown. liven Chineso 
patience could not be expected t» enduro so long. 

Suddonly, at half-past fom, fe broke out ma dovon 
placog in the town at onco, A few minutos lator a flash 
and a huge column of white smoke announcod that ono of 
tho outer forts had beon blown up, Anotho. and anotha 
followod, and in ton minutes all view of tho town, cxcopt so 
far as the flames indicated 11, was blotted out Tho stioam 
of mon over the budgo thickoued, and the occnrsional 
pattios of twenty or thizty became one long lino, Tt was 
evident thav seven hows’ unzesisting oxperionce of sholl- 
fio was moie than Chmoso stoisism could stand. ‘Tho 
battorics livoned up. They fired all six guns at onco m 
yolloys at the biidge, but without any visiblo .osull, 
The Chinamen declinod to bicak into a iun, and tho 
budge 1emained intact. Tucsently hugo ouphons of 
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smoke maiked the explosion of the magazmes, by five 
the regular sticam on the Inidgo becamo broken, and by 
half past it had ceased. The gunnois sponged out thei 
pieces, and wont down below into the village to liston to 
General Millot’s band. All night long tho houizon to the 
west was red with tho glaro of bmning Tuna To. and 
the villages 1ownd about, Tha generis] opinion waathat 
the commander in-chiof had taken a lint from “ hin 
Wolseley ’ at Tel-el Kebir, and had pad tho Chinamen 
to go away without giving any trouble, 

Next moining the troops crossed over, and after 
prudently waiting till ovory one, including the baggage 
coolies, had got over, marched on una Hoa. Tho 
country was practically dese.ted. Thoie were a lew 
Annaimeso who stood im the ficlds at a distance and 
gaped in foohsh fashion, too nem to be safo hom a 1fle 
bullet, and too far off to bo able to announce the friond- 
liness of thei mentions. It was master of throes miles 
to the town by the 1oad. ‘To the left was a shallow lako, 
and on the father side a line of .edoubts and earth- 
works, with a fow villages in botwoon. At about » mile 
from tho town the first lme of works whs reached, 
There was a stiong abattia dormed of solid dogs and bain 
boos covoied with earth. Beyond, tho wholo works were 
casomated, with loopholes formed with Inicks, through 
which the garrison could fire sate alike, fiom sholls 
and small aim fire. There was a lino of trenches and 
paiallels, on the most approved princrples, connce 
ting one position with another, the whole foimmg a 
position infinitely moe formidable than anything the 
French had oncountered in Tongking, and far moro 
difficult to attack than Pirue sa, wheio the lines of bam- 
boos in fiont of the works really hampered tho Black 
Flags. Quarter of a mile faithe. on came the second 
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Ime of defence, connected with the first by the parallols 
which 1an along the tiver font. Hore thee was on 
ancient pieco of ordnance, broken ovel aboub tivo fool 
from the muzzle, and marked B, P. & Co., IL. 6. 12, on 
the breach, ‘Tho fracture was old. This was tho only 
cannon found in all the works, It appoasod that tho 
Chinese had eithe: carried off all thoir piocos, o1 had had 
none. In effect there were but very few embrasuies for 
cannon. Liu Juxa-I'v—for it was probably tho stmdy 
old Black Flag who superinten led the works, though ho 
himself was far away on the occasion of the altack had 
profited well from tho lessons learnt at Sontay. ‘Tho caso- 
mates protected his mon from sholl fno, tho parallols 
obviated the dangers of a flan: attach; the ground lor 
a mile in front was neatly as baro as the back of ono’s 
hand, the loopholes from which his mon wore to flo 
wero nearly flush with the giound, so that tho most un- 
tiained shot could hardly fail to do oxocution. I wag 
perhaps well for the Frénch that the distant bombaid- 
ment had been so successful. 

Quartor of an hows walk off was tho gato of tho 
town standing wido open; fivo mimutes moro to tho 
citadol, also wide to .eccive us, Bué tho wholo place was 
a desert of smouldering ashes. In tho cladol, which ig 
a rectangle parallel to tho river, with demi-lunos at tho 
jour gates, thoro wero but the towor and fom housogs 
standing. The Royal Pagody, the a1co sloros, tho 
iweastmy, the arscnals wel heups uf still ulus 1cd-hov 
Inicks, Even as the troops onterod thoro ascondod a 
fhght of the diabolical Chinese voekots, with thow lumps 
of sulphur and other concostio1s which ao tho toro. 
of the escaladers ; for tho iniquitous little nodules cling 
hke leechos and bun ke white-hot metal. 

The town was practically tho samo. Lvay houso,

exeept the most petty little bamboo cottage, and abso- 
lutely evarything on the 10ad to tho budge, which tho 
Taench would have had to follow if they had pressed in 
pursat, was bint. Tho only pait of the town which 
iemained comparatively intact was tho western side, that 
opposite to the sido of attack. A tomple hero and thero 
demamed, no doubt because there wap httle thas waa 
inflammatory about them. On tho ramparts there ro- 
mained but the aged honeycombed tiash, terrible only 
tothe Annamese. The Chinese had showed thei, judg- 
mont by loaving them bohind and cartying off all the 
little bionze guns, which aro effective onough at a short 
range. Beyond these there waa nothing to show in the 
way of trophies, ‘hero weie a tow bullets lymg about, 
and some Snider cartiidges, as usual; also a few ompty 
shells of an oval shape, and thero was an aged China. 
woman, and a wretched individunl who had been wounded 
at fontay in December, and had wasted away to a 
skeleton. 

The heads had been bioken off the lances and pitched 
into the river or into the water tanks. Tho powilor that 
had not beon exploded on carted away was soattorod 
about the streets. So was the paddy ‘and the salt, whioh 
1s an exceedingly valuable commodity in North Tong- 
king. The bridge had been cut and utterly dostioyed by 
tho current. As a matter of fact thero were not a fow 
who said that General Cuam-T'v had guned more.ciodit 
by lus vetieat than General Millot by Ins bombardment, 
Nevertheless tho 231d of the line, and aftor if thy 
111th, marched in gallantly, with tho band at tho hoad, 
playing the Marsellaise wInle General Négiicr looked 
on guimly, and sent pretty nemly the whole of them out 
on coivée duty, in s2arch of 1ice, durmg the afternoon. 
Nevertheless a ‘gi ntification ’1n the shape of an oxtia 
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ration of wino was served out to the troops nom dvy in 
eelebiation of tho victory, and (possibly) bceauso ib was 
Taste: Sunday. 

A battalion crossed tho riyo. the samo day, in a 
couple of junks that had boon loft behind, to tho villago 
of Ban-Navynn, on tho loft bank. Thoro also tho 
Chinese had constructed works as elaborate as on tho 
other side, only they we1e incomplete, ind tho villago 
had faxed nearly as badly as Tune Toa itsolf, Tvory- 
thing except tho huts and two pagodas was bunt, As 
on the other side, somo attempt also had beon mado to 
blow up tho fortification. 15 was not vory suecessful, for 
the Chinamen had managed the transport of thoi muni. 
tions of war so woll that very little romainod for purposos 
of destruction, The charge placod in the casomatos 
had boen only sufficiont to shghtly 1a1so tho hugo logs 
which formed the roof, and to disauango the earth 
piled abovo, 

Most of the inhabitants had boon roquisitionod, like 
those of IIung-Hoa, as coolios to carty the Chinoso 
stores. ‘Ihe few who 1omamed announced that part of 
the enemy had gono straigh, noth, up tho loft bank of 
the 1iver, and tho 10st in tho direction of Piar-Liv-!l'so, 
a small round fort some six milos off, and tll recently 
occupied by tho Black Tlags. Who tmthe nows thoy 
gayvo was scarcely palatable, hoy wore wll as desirous 
as possible to say smooth things, but village: nftor 
villager agsscited that thoro wore not moro then fivo 
hundred Chinese who passod tho brdgo, and that 
tho number of killod was four. No doubt many had 
left on preceding days. Thoro could hardly havo boon 
moie than two thousand altogether, howovor, and tho 
Fioneh numbered eight thousand. Lro Juna-Ty had 
not boon noar the place. Jo had tiusted too much to 
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the valour of lis Black Flags and to the strength of lus 
position at Sonray, and lost lus all with the fall of that 
place, m addition to half his band. Tis house was 
magnificent; but the number of mediemo phials in it 
seemed to show that tho whito-haiiod war1io feols tho 
maladies of old age commg upon him. As a mattor of 
fact, it would appem: that the Chincso oithor did not 
expect the Fiench to ascond the river till the waters 
rose in May, o1 they had been deceived in thei hopes of 
getting cannon. 

The plan had failed failod evon more completoly 
than ab Bacninh, A hewy blow was to have been in- 
flicted on the gairison, ‘hey were to bo diivon back 
along the Laoxar road, tho only one mtonded to be loft 
open, and they were to be ciushed, so that dming tho 
hot and 1amy months they would bo unable to disturb 
the border gaiisons. But nothing of the kind was done. 
‘Lhe Chinese carted off all then matorial ol war. Lhey 
lost practically nothing. ‘hoy were ablo to tako what 
youte they pleased, and they wore loft at hboty to 
commence a guerilla warfare whenevor it might seem 
good to them, ‘Ihe French fired oight hundred shells, 
lulled four men, got actt al possession of a burnt town 
and nomimeal hold of a provinces, and lost six mon, 
dxowned in the 117¢2. 

Gonetal Britio de VIslo auived thirly-six hours late 
for the oncitcling movement, if that ovent liad come off, 
Of two 10ads he was led along the wiong onc—took tho 
ai¢ instead of the chord, and a vilo road instead of a 
simple bad one It was not a road at all, in tact; it was 
asimple goat ack going straight up and down the Ins. 
A fesh proof that the Shinamen had made up thob 
minds to 1etne was found m tho evacuation of the hull- 
forts, Some of these commanded gorges where a handful 
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of determined men could have checked an mmy. At ono 
place in particular, whore the touont bed for the path 
was really nothing clso—took a suddon bond, nothing 
but want of food or the saciifico of thousands of mon 
could have dislodged the defenders, But the column 
maiched thiough unmolested, and bad no greater 
trouble than is implied in gotting aitillay up and down 
slopes of 45°, wilh alternate stioiches of looso rubble 
and slippery giass for a roadway. 

Geneial Brite, having learnt that lus assistance was 
not wanted, despatched a battalion with a battery of 
mountain guns to tako Done Vona, alittle fort wp in the 
hills west of IIung-IIoa and close to the Sona-Bos uiver. 
An mduous march over more mountains, with giecn 
lakelets of paddy in the hollows, and undor an impone 
tiable green domo of virgm forest, dostooned with 
garlands of cioepe1s and parasites, with bight bluo and 
ved hlassomg, and passing faweis peepme ont of iho 
underwood, biought them to the position. It was 
haidly a fort in the ordinary sonse of tho word; 1b was 
a moro blockhouse in bamboo of threo hunded yards 
to the side, with a httle village cf a dozon mat-houses 
beside it. Lxcopt to keoy ont wild beists aid moss- 
troopers, in fact it was iseless, for ono might havo 
almost pitched stones on the heads of the garuson fom 
the heights 1ound about. It really served as a kind 
of mountain chélet to the septuagentiian Pimeo Iuimu- 
xf Vinm, who was 1epoitel killed at Sonsay, but still 
lives with a band of shaven-headed Annamoso icbels. 

There wore some noat little houses inside the stockade, 
and one in paiticular attracted considerable attention. 
There were piesorved meat and condensed milk ting 
inside it. Unhappily they woe empty, but theo wero 
furthe: two biiar-root pipes of Tionch manulacturo, of 
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. the model known as tho pipe Jacob, Theoré wero two 
half used packets of tabuc National im tho red, white, and 
blue wrappers; and there we1e other signs of the pro- 
sones of a white man notably an old Vermouth caso. 
The owne: of these propertics was picsumed to have 
been an American on what grounds did not sufficiently 
appear And it was concluded that to him was due tho 
credit of the construction of the defences of Tung-THoa. 
The only actual inhabitant of the place was a pleasant- 
loohing young lady, the wife of the princes secietary. 
Every house was burnt but hers, fo. the battalion was 
under the command of the chivalous Golonel Conownat. 
Négiic: was busy as usual galloping all over the 
country. IIo sent out 1econnaissances on tho left bank, 
and ascertained that the Chose had bunt Pnv Lam- 
Tao in thoi retreat, bosides scores of othe: villages to 
hamper pwsuit, and moreover had marchod twelve 
hous continuously after loaviug Tug IIuu. All lope 
of coming up with them had tho1ofo1e to be abandoned, 
South of IIune Iloa, Trrar-Navypy, and the Sona-o.w 
rive, the country whoever it is flat, or oven gontly 
slopmg, is evorywhoro under tho same high pitch of 
cultivation, which makes Tongking, beyond tho paddy- 
fiolds, look hko a gigantie kitchon gardon, and assuredly 
tho most highly tilled Jand in tho world. Northwards 
it is very difforont. Immediately abovo lung Ilona the 
iiver begins to nariow tapidly, and the banks are much 
highe. ; while the forests creep down closer and closer to 
the tivor, till at last, abovo Tuan Kwan, the Kouny Cn of 
NM Dupuis, they actually line the banks. Nevertheless, 
as far noith as G1a-Du, whore there used to be a customs 
station, thore ae abundant villages and highly cultivated 
lands. Ile1o tho river makes a huge euve to the south, 
and along this reach there is also well-tilled country 
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till the final noith curve isieached at the pomt where * 
tho Sona@-Bos river rung into the Sone cor, ILeio the 
scenery is very picturosque, but the villages bocome fow 
and far between. Many of them stand on piles half 
over the water, half on the land, showing that the in- 
habitants trust at least as much to fishing as to agnicul- 
ture for their livelihood. Finally, after Tuan Kwas, one 
plunges into the forests, and thencofor.wad nothing is 
to be seen but a few wood-cutters’ huts. Port Dupuis, 
wheie the gallant explore: left a band of Kwana-s1 men 
to guaid his junks, is now a barien desert, An hour 
and a half’s steaming above it brmgs one to the first 
rapid, where the river is only two hundied yards wile, 
and made moe dangerous by the 1ocks im the centre. 
After this the 1apids come thick and fast, each suc- 
ceeding one more dufficult than its predecessa, tall 
finally the grand rapid is reached whore the nativo 
junks unload. The French hope to pass this noxt cold 
season. 

In June the Tiench occupiod Tuynn-Kway, tho gical 
centre of the Rirtre Clave mining distuct. Tho mver 
banks townids tho noith are fatily woll cultivated, but, at 
no great distance up, the baron hilly and forost country 
begins. ‘ho river rushes through a narow bed with 
such force that steam-launchs can barely stem 1b, and in 
tho iains will probably altogother fail to do so, The 
hitle mud fort is situated on a little hill, and was sur- 
rendeied without opposition. Outside tho town, which 
isa misorable place, whose inhalitants are mamly oc- 
cupied in cutting 1atians and palm-leaves foi thatch, 
was a small camp of about two hundied Black Tlags, 
who gave in thew submission to the Trench, and woue 
enrollod as a company of auxilinies under Lieutenant 
Bony, an office: distinguished for his gallantry, Somo 
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* of them wore men of magnificent physique, but they had 
evidently gone though great hardships, and almost 
every once showed scais of old wounds, Though they 
had foiswoin thei: old leade:, they always spoke of tho 
Laoxar chief in texms of tho grontost respect and ave, 
and info: med the commandaut of Turny-Kway, when he 
leceived a defiance from Liu June-Fv, that if the chief 
said ho would come and attack the place hé would 
assuiedly heop his word 

Not much is ically huown about tho famous leader 
of the Black Tlags. The Suun Pa, the prosperous 
Chinese noyspaper of Shanghai, says that he is actually 
over sity years of age, and is a fine military-looking 
man with snow white haw and beard, Te 18 said to 
keep Very strict order among his thoops. Beheading 
or flogging ao the only punishmonts; thee are no 
nunor deterrents such as banishment or impiisonment. 
In every onc of the to:ns under his contiol the central 
authority is vested in a civil mandain, subject to the 
ordo.s of a military officer. IlLis chief town is Timy-Tu 
Cana. So far the native papor. 

But Mi. Mesny, lato Major-Geno.al in tho Imperial 
Chinese mmy, gives a very different account of tho 
Taxxt sof. Tle was born, so itis said, ot Smang-Ssu- 
Cao, in the south-weet of Kwane-sr, in the yea 1886, 
and has a smooth, beardless face, which makog him 
look youngor than he really 1s. Liv June Fu is his 
official title, his buth namo being Liv Irn. By lis 
one wife, who is still hying, ho has © son eloven years 
of age and two daughtors. Besides these be has an 
adopted son, who 1s in military charge of Pao-Snone, 
the Chinese name for tho citadel, which the French, 
followmg tho Annameso, call Laoxat. 

His band is usually supposed to be made up of the 
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remains of the old Varina rebels who managed to 
escape from Kwane-st at the and of the great rovolt. 
There may be, and probably we, many of these dos- 
pe.ate fighters in the ILanar ranks; and it is to be noted 
that the majority of the mon who defondod the Puve sa 
lines go well were seasoned wairiors of over forty yours 
of age; but thero can be littlo doubt that by fu the 
greater number are outlaws aud 1iver pirates from the 
upper waters of the Cuu Krie. Some of them have 
fled from the hands of justice, but far moio havo been 
attiacted by the prospects of an adventmous lifo in 
fertile Tongking. Not a fow also havo been called by 
the Annamese Government itself to repress the numoious 
Li mauirections which for yearr have made the noithen 
kingdom a simple cockpit. 

The fixsi Blach Flags appemod in “Pao Srna in 
Laoxar” in 1870. Mor a coupls of years the Imporial 
Chinese troops made descents upon thom, but offocted 
youy little. Tinally they woro let alone. Thon, when 
Gamer came and ovenan the delta with his handful 
of men, the IIuys Government 2a3t about for somo one 
who could fight for thom, and tooh Liv June-I'u mto 
thew service. Tho result is known. Fiancis Garniot 
was killed, and tho Fronch ovacuated the country, J"ér 
this success the Tlaxxr chioftain was cicated S4n Suf.ne 
Tv Lr-ru, deputy governor of thico provmees, and was 
allotted tho district of Laoxat, Smeo thon he has beon 
in regular Annamese pay, and icoeived poriodical :vhone 
and subsidy fo. a force of aightcon hundied men, Jt 
was the impossibility of remitting this ghpend after tho 
eapturo of Sdn1ay which led to the comparative inactivity 
ol the Black Flags after the fall of that fortress, Lav 
June-l'v did not sco the advantage of fighting the battles 
of a power which could not defend itscli, and collapsed 
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at the fist attack on its capital. Tho amount of tho 
pay had been twelvo hundied cash—say cighteen pence— 
and thirty catties of 1ice—about foity pounds weight— 
a month. Thenceforward the Iaxxr chioftain 1ese1ved 
himself for the defence of his own ie1utoy, and wo may 
be sure he will make a good fight for it, 

The quairel between l'yance and China over the Lana- 
son ioad affair has bought him mto action again. Ilia 
sorely dwindled band will be reinforced by mountaineers 
fiom Yunnan and Kwane-st. He will recoive funds and 
munitions of war from the Chinese provincial govornors, 
and his undoubted genius in selecting and fortifying 
atrong positions and m laying ambuseades may yet 
cost the I'rench yory dearly.

CHAPTER XIL 


UNDER THE WESTIPN TILL, 


HOBILY after the captmo of Ione Toa, tho fall of 
whigh strong place was supposed to have practically 
ended legitimate warlike oporations in Tongking for tho 
year 1884, a small column of six hundied nativo troops 
went out to My-Dus, a small sub provineo which appears 
on voly few maps of Tongking, but was visited in 1881 by 
M, Ldmond Luchs, chiof ongmoo of tho Pionch Mining 
Dopmtmeont. All tho cultivated portion of Tongling 
was now in Fionch hands, It was nocossmy to find 
tho mimorals, and M. Fuchs had ropottod gold at My- 
Duc. Moroover, puates swarmed ovor all tho trans-Dat 
provinces, and it was necessary to suppress thom as 
woll as to find gold. 

Tt was reported that a lage numbor of Chinamen 
were entronched nos. My Duo ‘They were armed with 
Spencers and Remingtons, and it was supposed hind 
they would fight for their gold-workings. It was thoie- 
fore thought by some 1athe: hazmdous to sond out 
nothing but naive auxiliaiios against thom, and that 
without the support of artillery, Ilowover, Commandant 

it 
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Borage, the officer in command, was a gallant soldier, 
He had distingmshed himself in & moked way at 
Graveloties as a heutenant, and lay in the hospital on 
tho next bed to General Négiior, then a captain. Tho 
commandant was as highly thought of in his rank as 
tho Algerian general himselt, and 11 was confidently 
expocted that, if there was hard fighting to be dono, he 
was tho man for the work. A M. Bavinn-Cravrounr, 
a cousin of M. Jules Ferry’s, necompanied the cohnun 
to 1¢pot on the gold fields, and had with him My, 
Ivatts, an English enginoer, who had seen much mining 
works in Canada and the Western States of America, 
and the.cfore supphed the 1oquisite practical knowledge. 
The column loft Hann at half-past fowr in tho morn- 
ing, for m the end of Apiil tho heats wee beginnmg to 
grow formidable, as well for native troops as for French 
non-commissioned officers. Lho route taken was that 
which 1uns due south fiom the south-west gate of the 
citadol, passing at tust stinight across a wile expanse 
of swamp, half lagoon, half paddy-field. Beyond this 
tho country became diie1, from the point whee tho 
south-east end of the embankment, on which Garnier 
met his death, cut the 1oute. Tor five hows the column 
thon marched though a magnificont counliy, almost 
pul pissing in cultivation that of any otha part of Tong- 
kmg. Perhaps the fact that the rico was just beginning 
to tuin yellow m tho ear increased the idea of fortility ; 
but ib was seldom, even in ‘ongking, that ono could seo 
such vistas of coinland, waving yollow fields extending, 
botweon the villages, cight 01 ten milcs away to the 
very hoizon, unbioken oxcept by an occasional Tu-vay, 
with 1tg one treo, or occasionally tvo—one at each side 
These Tu vans ato shines to the good coin mothor, 
the benignant spirit of the filth. They are almost all of 
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the same general form, In the front is an onclosuro 
surrounded by low brick walls, whose pillais ave toppod 
with very sharp conieal, or perhaps flume-lke, pomts. 
At the back of this, on a pedestal between four and five 
feet high, stands a sort of cuxule chair, built of biel 
and plaste:. This forms tho contic of the shrine In 
front of it rises a ason-wouk cube, a sort of sacrificial 
table or altar. To right and left extends a so1ies of 
blocks of rectangular brickwork, placed at equal dis- 
tances from ono another, A tiled roof supported on 
had-wood pillars, which iest not m the gound, but, as 
is universally the case in Iongking, on stone sockets 
sunk in the soil, serves to afford shelter to the votarics. 
Great numberg of these Tu vans aie to be seen in all 
pats of the country. They wvways stand well out m 
the open, usually on a patch of giasa left uncultivated, 
and with, most frequently, a solitary, bore-stommed, 
wmbrolla lke treo beside thom, Tho country poople 
deposit their offerings to the good spits of the crops. 
When, as is often the case, thore is no cubo-nltar, tho 
votive gifts are laid on tho plinth of tho chair, Iho 
divimty is pwely impersonal, no painted or sculptured 
image suggests a deity. The offermgs consist of flowas 
and fiuits, inconso sticks, and the papo. models, of which 
so many are to be scen on tho stalls of overy countiy 
village, pape: coats, boots, ticusers, images of horses, 
elephants, and human figties—all lighly coloured im 
the style of the prints of the Lod Mayois show, In 
the animal figures the carcasc 1s mado of thin basket- 
wouk, and the colomed papa is pasted on this. ‘The 
is not much regard for size 01 proportions, but it is not 
uncommon to seo clophants, and especially horses, of 
nearly lilo-size, At ench sido of tho lu-van, a fow pacos 
outside the enclosue, are 2 couple of stones sot up in the 
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sound, with two Chincso charactors, 11, Ma, out on 
them in deep relict Tis 38 an invitation to 1idois to 
dismount in passing, fion respeck to tho saciod place. 
All the more impatant tomplos have on arther sido of 
them similar Il, MA stones. Altas to propiliato ovil 
imal apints ate also put up, but thoy aro simply rudo 
mounds of caith, not unlike tho national graves. Tho 
offermgs deposited hao are of very httlo valuo, but on 
the appomted days no small amount of funoal money 
is bunt upon them. 

Thee ac a goodly number of Christian villages in 
thug oastezn Dat countiy, but ono cannot holp noticing 
that the Christian fields aio as woll supplicd with 'Cu- 
vans as their heathon ucighbours’, ‘Tho hardest wok 
tho mussionaies have is to combat theso ingrainod 
supeistitions. ‘Lhe country heroabouts, all along tho 
Da, was formely a gicat pirate haunt. ‘Tho rich 
lurvests uo doubt attiactod them. Tho oastorn bauks 
are cleaied, but tho only result seoms to bo that thao 
aro moro than over on the west. A Tench adjutant 
was sont out, aff. the capturc of Soniay, wilh some 
native tioops. Ile built himsolf a maivollouy bamboo 
foil, with sixteen gatos and other poculiatios, and 
thence sallied forth poucdically on pirate hunts. 

Shortly afterwards tho Dar was siiuek, and tho column 
marched south west along the ombankmont, past a con- 
tinuous se1es of excoodingly picturesque villages, with 
apparently every comfort and conyonionco thoy could 
equa, except confilenec mm ono anothor; for overy 
entry was bared with dense, puckly huidtes of bamboo, 
and every pathway wound about so that fmthor bari- 
eades could be constructed at pleasure. 

Another days mach led still down tho ombankmont, 
Those dykes, built to guaid tho flat country against tho 
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floods of the 1ainy season, aio among tho most oxtia- 
ordinary works in Tongking. Ihey are frequontly anty 
or seventy feet wide at tho baso, and from twonty five to 
thirty feet high, and aro built in icgular roics to proteet 
three or four villages, the noxt series of comso joining 
on go as to make a continuous system. On the top of 
the larger dykes three caruages might be diven abieast, 
Theyo are hundreds of miles of them in the delta, and 
they cover the whole country up to the Sona-cav vor, 
and to beyond Huxe Hoa. During tho rains they ao 
the only roads that are practicable, and scoies of villages 
find protection on their slopes. They aio admnably 
constiucted, so as to tun iather than check the force of 
the water. To hold tho soil firm, cach embankment is 
built over a regula: framework of bamboos, houzontal 
and at the angle of the slope, all being fimly lashed 
together with 1attan and fastened to posts drivon in tho 
ground. As a national work they are far mono astonish- 
ing for the pationt labour they imply, and infinitoly 
mote useful than tho famous wall of China, o1 evon the 
Grand Canal ibself, concammg which Mr. Colbono 
Baber spoaks in such slighting terms. Whoro thoro aro 
no villages seeking shcltor under those dykes thoro aio 
fruit-t10es and torcbinths of palm-tecs, and long stretches 
of dog roses, white and red, loading the ar with thoir 
perfume; clematis cicepeis, with lovely cieam-while 
flowers; rich purple trumpet-shapod corollas, clamboi- 
ing over the shrubs; and, abovo all, the gorgeous up 

tuined head of the passion-ilowe.. Tho Lresh red cloud 
of the “ forest flamo’ contiasts with the sombio fohago 
of the mango and the lycheo, the graceful palm, and 
the feathery clumps of bamboo. ongking viewed fiom 
one of these embankments has a beauty all its own, whon 
the 1ays of the morning sun spaikle gaily on {he tany diops 
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of dew, and tho flowers open up to bioathe tho hosh viv, 
and tho eye stirves im va n to sco tho bounds of tho 1ice- 
lands that disappear in tho havo which tho sun 1aisos 
up. A light bicezo bonds tho heads of tho paddy, and 
that 1s the only sound ono hoas, unless ib bo tho bubblo 
of a seam smothaed m vordmoe or tho carolling of 
hundreds of unknown bu ds, 

But tho march of tho column intioduced disco.d and 
fon. I'vom village to villago tho dull wail of tho cow- 
horns and tho beating of ium tums passod on the nows 
that tho Frenchmen s tro2ps woro coming. ho villages 
might havo had conscioncos, 01 thoy mught havo head 
that tho Annamego Trenchmon wore clover at stealing 
chickens, and apt to pmloin eggs. At any rato, all the 
village gateways woo closed and bloched up with bushes 
and spiny hmdles. <A fow of tho moro vontmesomo 
stood at « diatanee and looked al dha eolumn na tt 
passed, but the majoiuty hid thomselves avay in tho 
farthest part of tho villago. 

At length tho Dar was crossed in boats ab m place 
whee ib 1an shong and deop ma channol of about a 
hundied yards wide. Tho path then followed the right 
bank towatds the line of hills which wall in ongking 
on the wost. Tho iange is most ovlinordmay. Ono 
is accustomed to tho saw hko appomanco of a mags of 
hills viewed from a distm co, IIe10, however, 1s & lmo 
of heights 1usmg to fiom 600 to 1000 leot shee: out of 
tho paddy ficlls, and with tho imdividual peaks os 
nearly as possiblo m astaight lino, They aro a kind 
of pusmatic limestone, somo mac Ingo nakod 10cks, 
otheis with bushes, and ovon Lrees, clinging to tho clofts 
in then precipitous sides. Bolund wero othor hugo 
reefs of 1ock of the same chmacte, singularly ro- 
sembling the fantastic 1ocky islets of the fary Ilanoxe 
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Bay, and then in the fai distanco beyond toworell the 
lofty mountains of the Mvone country. 

Ono can sce isolated limestone poaks of tho samo 
land in the flat country above Mavnauiy, in juilish 
Buma, and along the course of tho Wost River in 
Kwane sr and Kiwana-Tuxe, bu. not oven thoro mo tho 
lulls so reguumly comected os so lofty as hore. Tho 
sight 18 as unique as the Tonghing landscapo, with its 
ocean of paddy fields of which wo havo jusé boon 
speaking. 

About a milo from the foot of the hills, afla. a borhng 
hot maich, the column halted at a Clustian villago, 
Nava, in charge of a Trench puost, who, however, did 
not show himself. Ilee the Tuan Puu of My Due was 
in waiting to lead the way. IIanoi infoimation, it 
appeared, was of httlo value, My Dua was not in the 
hands of Chinamen, and never had been. On the con- 
tiary, 1b was quite newly built, and a band of ‘Longkmoso 
auxtlimies was actually in gatison thee. This wis 
somewhat disconcerting. L'ortunaloly, howoyov, tho 
absonce of Glinamon did not uecessarly imply tho eb- 
sence of gold. IIo, howeva, way a check also. ‘Tho 
Tuan Pru had heard that thero was somothing of the kind 
in the hills farthe: on, but thorc was no gold actually ab 
My-Duc. 

To mako inquiries about a guide and preparations for 
the hoops, the stout old gentloman maiched off on his 
elephant, followed by hig umbollas, lis crossbow mon, 
his watrios with swords and spems of porlonlous 
length, and bucklers round and oval, and flags ol many 
coloms. After the midday heat had passed tho column 
marched on under the lulls, whoro, if thee had boon 
Chinamen, they had only to topplo stonos oye1 tho crags 
to crack our skulls. Suddenly, as a ship mighb havo 
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done, we imned round a rocky promontory, and at the 
far side of a wido, cheular plain, surrounded on all 
sides but the one by tho same jngged rocks, now black 
against the setting sun, wo crime upon My-Due. 

This a neat hitle placo Theo is 2 small mud fort, a 
aquare of nhout a hundred yards to tho side, with wadge 
bastions at the corners, and four fixed bridges over a 
tidy little moat. There aio a fow embrasmos, but no 
cannon. Any one mounting the rocks to the north could 
pick off the gaiison at his leisuio with a riflo, but per- 
haps 1b might nob be so easy to get up the chit, ‘The 
Tuan-Puvu had dono his bost Ile had fitbod up a cout- 
yard, with housos round thioo of tho sidos for tho 
officas ‘tho 100oms woo funished with little tables 
and caived ebony benches and oil-lamps, so that with a 
good deal of imagination one might havo fanciod ono’s 
self at Mewice’s. The woithy man had done more: he 
had ariangod tor the loc ging ol all the men. Moxoover 
he gave a “ giatification.’ ITe furnished 2 dozen bottles 
of wine, which was vory duinkeble fo. My Duo. Io 
distributed a seore of loaves of bread, gol fiom Tlanoi 
a week ago. Ile fumished oggs and chickens, IIo 
gave tho Annamoso Zineillews ao small cart-load of 
sapiques—it roquinos forty-four sapegues to mako a sow, 
Finally he supplied a guide, who declared thoro woro five 
gold mines, with a sulphm mino thiown in, only tno 
hours’ match distant in the mountains. 

Noxt moining a company started bofore tho sun in 
quest of gold. Wo marched an hour ovor little undula- 
tions, who1o there we1e dog-rosos and a magnificont 
searlet flowoimg plant Lko a honeysueklo, occontiic 
shrubs with reddish buff leaves, and others, still more 
eccentric, with poarly white leaves scattored among the 
gieen, hacken to 1emind one of tho north, and bamboos 
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and betel palms to recall the tropics. Thon wo rorehed 
@ new1ango of ingged Inlls, with hero and thero a huge 
ehff atanding solitary in the plain to tho lofl, aa wo 
maiched parallel to tho 1dgo. ‘horo was cultiv von 
everywhere; httle patches of pad ly-land in tho hollows 
and along the mountam steams through which wo 
waded; acres of maize and peanuts and yams, but 
never a village. There were tiacks—our path in fact— 
down which buffaloes had dragged tambor from tho hills, 
as we could very well see fiom the round hollows thoy 
made, but not a living soul to bo soen. 

An hour more along tho lull-side and wo bogan to bo 
prepared for gold at any momont. Still tho guide 
marched on, and tho captain of tho Tvan-Puus amy 
went ahead m bis palanguin, with Ins umbrollas and 
crossbow men, and his gong beating in mensured time 
every hulf minuty o: so, oitlion to reassure up OL vo 
impress whatever inhabitants might bo within oarshtot. 

Another hour and it began to bo hot, Wo could hoor 
the patridges calling Con-piwa... pana (thoir An- 
namese name) in the long giass, and wo occasionally 
hoard the giuff bray of a dew in tho ravines; but wo 
would have nono of them, Nothmg but gold would 
satisfy us. 

Anothei hour and the heat was tciblo. Wo looked 
forward to wading tho mountain slicams with ploasuro, 
and there was great consumption of absinthe After tho 
third halt the French always march fifty minutes wilh 
a halt of ten we began to think that two hows’ mach 
Annamese was absurdly long. 

In the fomth hour the captain of the company lost 
all patienco, and mformed tho guido that, 2 ho was 
amusing himsolf ab our oxpenso, it would cost very littl 
and take less time to blow lus brains out. ‘Lhus stimu- 
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Inted, the guide, who was the mayor of the placo wo 
wworo going to, announced thal wo should ariivo in 
another hom. As a matter of fact 1 took ua an hour and 
three quarters. We mado an ummenso and appuontly 
awuless circuit in the plam, and thon suddonly tuned 
noith west and went stiaght for tho mountains. We 
passed soveral outlying clifls, bigger than tho Bass Rock 
and nomly as baio, and then plunged into a gorge, 
where tho crags on both sides toweied oight hundred 
feat abovo us, and somotimes actually projected ove: our 
heads. ‘The glon, not a hundied yards across ab its 
widest, seomed to bo hitle better than a dry torront-bed. 
Tt was full of bushes and canes. Tho path was part 
mud, part boulders, and thoro was not a bioath of six, 
Tt was half past ton, and, notwithstandig tho hoight of 
the woodod 10cks, the sun beat down pitilessly on us. 
Half a mile and wo began to stifle. We hatod tho very 
sight of tho buttorflies that camo flymg down in long 
lines, one after tho othet, liko a band of Indians or a 
flock of sheep on a Jull-tiack. We had to make a halt 
within the regulation timo an ublorly desperate moasuie 
with a strict disciphmarian hke onr captain. But happily 
it was nearly onded, A rother five hundied yaids and wo 
camo toa bamboo gatc, and insido that a hugo slab of 
1ock that hung over the path, and ansido that again a litule 
cirele of lovel ground about two hundred yards across, 

This was Gao. This was the mite of the gold stream 
There wore five houses built in the hill Mona inshion 
on piles, to guaid against tho attacks of wild animals. 
Theo were half a dozen arcea palma, as many bananas, 
a micioscopie patch of maize, 2 couplo of lychocs, and 
some jungle trees. All a1ound arose tho wooded 10cks, 
except at the back, facing us, whae thao was a baie 
grassy hill. 
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Tho gold sticam was hudly to be soon Th gmgied, 
down the 1ocks and then scomed 49 vanish altogether in 
tho grass. But wo wore too hol and tnod to como an 
atom for gold at the moment. ‘The five houses were 
plomptly annoxed, and thon it appenrod that thoro woo 
only two habitants among them. Tho 20s) had prob- 
ably taken to the hills, At any 1ate, no one tioublod to 
inquie after them, An hour spent ovor breakfast and 
cooling down, and then the search for gold was begun. 

There was a dead check at tho vary begimmmg, ‘Tho 
guide calmly announced that he know nothmg about tho 
gold at all. Ile was mayor of the town, and had boon 
told to lead the way there—that was all. ‘Tho captain of 
the Tuan-Puu's amy tranquilly chowed betel, assmed us 
that ho was very tired, and that ho know absolutoly 
nothing at all about anything, oxcept that ho and his 
seava of arosahow men had enma to profeet {ho troops. 
So far fiom being soothed by tlus intimation, wo waxod 
more fiery than evar. A wiathful liowtonant diew out 
lus revolve: and assumed tho guido that ho would pub a 
bullot in las head if wo did nol find gold within hall an 
hour, and, for Ins betto. comprchonsion, {nod a shot in 
the air im the meantime. 

Fortunately fo. tho mayor ono of his liogus twinod up 
tiumps. {Ve had cut down ono of his aroca palms to 
make a salad of the tender top loaves, and ho dissolved 
in tears. The captain gave him a dollar, and ho grovollec 
on the earth in giauinde. another mombe ot the party 
gave him another dollar, and lo was por loctly prepared tp 
sell his soul and the gold mino. Ilo producod a pioco of 
wood which ho called Ius washa. Ifo honghtout 2 
barhboo with a bit of 110n 1n the ond of it, which was las 
spade and “ jumper ” and everything. 

With infinite tol wo scrambled two o1 throo hundiod 
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yards up the rocky bed of the stream, vey much Lke a 
Seatch burn in a moun.ain glon, except that tho hazel 
and alder wee replaced by tropical taces and shiubs 
which giew everywhere densely 1ound tho banks, and 
helped one to clamber up what was really ono continuous 
steep cascade. At first ve semoched diligently in the bed 
among the blocks of limostono, schist, bastard marblo, 
o1 alabaster and hagmonts of quaitz; bub supposed finds 
only resulted in depreciation and instruction fiom Mx. 
Ivatis A little of this so. of exertion went a very long 
way at half-past one, with a nearly vertical sun and not 
a breath of au. It was a matter of doubt whother ono 
got wetter with persphation or with slipping into ihe 
pools, 

At any 1ate, a halt was made to watch the two inhabi- 
tants. They began digging a hole in the gravelly bank, 
washed away the stoncs and sand on thew board, and in 
halfanhow produced thica amall specks of gold. Thiawas 
no great matter, bub at any rate 16 proved that there was 
gold. We consoled owselves with tho 1ofloclion that wo 
had lit on a bad place, that wo should havo gono far thor 
up steam, and that we wore out of luck. Anyhow, i 
was timo to go. A big bag was filled with ginvol and 
sand, and the two appmont propuetois of tho gold 
stream wele requisitioned as coolics to cary it. Diligont 
washing next day failed to 1oveal any moio gold dust, 
but we wore satished with what had been done im our 
three-quaiters of an how clam. 

Tt was necesmuy to get back as svou after dik us 
possible, for the 1oad was bad, and the1o was no moon. 
Nothing else could possibly have justificd the starting 
of a column of mon at five minutes past two. Tb was 
fondly hoped that, when wo got out into tho open plain, 
there would be a breezo to modeiate tho terrific heat, 
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But there was none, and whon, late: on in tho alleroon, 
it did come, it was behind om bachs, and so gontlo thal 
we hardly felt it 
The resulis wero soon appmoul, Wo had sencily 
got out of the gorge whon a coolio foll down dead, pully 
from the heat and pmtly from fatigue. Tho poo crantura 
had been toolougin tho su: \ieu. Perpetual oniyirg wavy 
loads just withm Ins strongth and insulliciont food—tor 
the army coolios had to forage for thomselvos, like the 
birds and beasts—had proved toc much for him. Lo 
died, and was left where ho fell to food the carrion fowl, 
The mach continued painfully. Govorel of the ofleas 
gave up thew pontes to won out Jrardious, and vtler 
that there was no help for tho fatigued; they had to 
struggle on somehow 1 otha. ‘The captain of tho oxsunt, 
notwithstanding Ins palanqun, was vory oxliaustul. 
He related his misenos fo one office: alter anobhor, and 
from one he got biandy, hom snotho absintho, from a 
third 1um, and from yob anotha. moo handy. Tho 
restlis were noisy in tho evoning and woobozono noxb 
morning, ¢ 
Whon at last the sun got bohind tho raggod lino of 
peaks wo wore too giateful for tho shade and tho oyon- 
ing breeze to take any note of tho purplo glow, dk oponi ag 
into black, that stolo ovor tho 1ango, showing up its 
outlino shaip and grotosquo against tho saflron sky. Soon 
it was quite daik, and tho fro-flics camo oul, and wo 
heard the fai off pect pect of v tizor. But wo had no 
admiration for the obbmg and flowing hght of tho 
beetles, no any fear of the tigor, still loss a dose to 
go after lum. Wo plunged iocklossly through rust y 
brooks whee in tho morning wo had pickod om stops 
with a wholesomo diead of leeéhos. Alb last, at uight 
o’elock, we reached the friendly walls of My-Duc. Wo

had maiched close on forty mules, gicat part of it in the 
hottest time of the day. 

There was no doubt of the oxistence of gold, only tho 
mandaims did not wish us to find it, Posstbly we 
maiched past some of the promised five workings, for 
thoio must have boen villages in some of the mountam 
gorges which wo paseed, ‘Lhe guide no doubt hoped to 
tive us out without showing ua anything. To was vory 
fauly successful. He showed us remarkably little, and 
it was very certain thit we were fatigued. 

Tlaving achieved but a slight success in its senich for 
gold, the column was now absolutely determmod to find 
patos, Tho Tuvan Puu told us there wee some at My- 
Luoyeg, a place about forty miles off to tho north. They 
were mostly Chinaman, and they woiked gold somo- 
whore or other in the neighbomhood. 

Next day a start was made, but the third company 
had not rocovered fiom the exhaustion ol the day before, 
and could not be induced to be onthusiastie about 
pirates ; and afte. ten miles a halt was mado m a vil- 
Jago on the banhs of the Dar, and perhaps a milo and a 
half fiom the lulls A short distanco outside tho walls 
of the place, towards tho hills, was & pig wilh Ins logs 
tied up, lying at the foot of a treo, 40 a bianch of which 
was fixed a largo papor document stating that this was 
the village offering 40 Mr, ‘Iuga, and boggmg that ho 
would take particular notico of tho village seal which 
figmed prommently at the bottom. The Annameso 
have a wonderful respect for tho tiger, They always 
speak of “stipes” a3 Ona-cor, Mi. Tiger, instoad of 
Con cor, a8, following the names of othor animals, ho 
should bo called. In all villages wheno there are tigers 
in the neighbomhood images of thom aio put up in the 
doo ways as a protection. The Annamose of a commu-

nity in Trench Cochin China, who had iceaived ordors 
to set taps for a map-erter, pub up in all tho wasto 
places, and vound about tho pagodas, notices beggiug 
Ona cor to spare them, and assming Ins lordslup that 
if was against their will that the snares had beon con- 
structed. A man who jas boon lulled by a tigor 16 
always buucd whee ho died, wad never in tho family 
tomb. ‘The gon of a man eaten by a tiger or a croco- 
dile, or killed in waa, is liable to tho same misfoitune, 
and must offer up regulai snertfices if ho, Ald oscapo 
such amischanee. Another cuious superstition of tho 
fishermen of the Dat is that i¢ is very unlucky fo catch 
® poipoise, Ilo is m messenger of tho demons of the 
lower wold, If a fish jumps into the boat 16 is 2 yory 
bad omen also. To avout impending ovil if is necossury 
to ent the fish in isvo and tlnow 1b into tho wator again 
_ After a half-days rest tho column stated agam up 
.-the right bank of the Dat river, still keoping tho hills on 
tho left, bunt getting giadually father and farthe fom 
them. After a time a county practically now to Tat1o- 
peans was roachod. Wo stuck diagonally acioss tho 
fields towards tho hills, and sevoial fairly largo stonms, 
too deop to be forded, all of thom of comso afiluonts of 
tho Daz. Evontually we followed tho banks of ono of 
thego, called the Bur-Gran, Tho county was sli] highly 
cultivated, but tho features of tho people diforod somo- 
what fiom thoso of othe: parts of Longking. ‘hoy 
welo squaior built, taller, and bioadey in tho jaw, and 
the nose was porhaps a little biggor and shapeho than 
that of tho ordinary Annamese, with whom itis a8 mo1o 
misshapon button, with » valley instead of a bridge, 
We were mdeed told that most of then. wore hall- 
Muone, half Tongkinese. 
The Muonas aro supposed by some ta bo abouiginos of 
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the countiy. They speak a dialect which an Annamese 
can only understand imporfectly, both on account of 
structime and pronunciation The Muonas, from the 
fow the wiiter saw, haicly seom to be the Sians of tho 
Upper Mi.xone valley, but they are very probably closely 
akin to them. They are taller and whilor than tho 
Annamoso, and have a profound contompt for. thom. 
in the tiontie: provinces this arogated suporiority is so 
far admmtted that Muonas are allowod to bear arms— 
queer stockless things of their own making whe1o w 
Tongkimese would promptly be behoaded for vonimwing 
on such a thing. They are fervent Buddhists, real fol- 
lowers of the gicat master—anothor pol which movos 
them fai above the Aunamese, and assimilates them to 
the racos of the Mixone valley. 

The half bieed Mvonas whom wo mot, however, 
seemed to have but a poo. opinion of thoix somi naked 
hill cousins, and’ kept ther villages evon moio formid- 
ably protected than those of the delta proper. They 
had redoubtable cLossbows—~mo1e dangorous weapons 
m capable hands than the jezal liko guns thoy caxriod, 
and were ovidontly very proud of, keopimg tho inlaid 
metal work in an admuable stato of polish. 

The nearer we gob to My-Luona, the taintor becamo 
the hopes of finding piratos, At My Duc it was said 
there were five hundred, all well armed and stiongly 
enfienched. This came down by stages to two hundrod, 
and eventually, when we wore about # mile and a half 
fiom the town, we discovered that there woie no piratos, 
Chinese or otherwise, in the place. ‘Lhe troops maichod 
in peaceably in the ovening, and thon 16 was discovered 
that the greater part of tho town had beey bunt two 
months before by the pirates, 

My-Luona had been a wealthy aud substantial town. 
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The houses had been built of big slabs of conglomorato, 
and, instead of the ordinary bamboo foncos to tho path- 
ways, there were solid walls of tho samo matoritl, Ono 
or two fine tomples toestificd still moro io tho richos 
of the place, and of tho few bottle. class houses that 
yemained, many had olabointo fieacoos pamted on tho 
plaster: pauelling, wreaths of flowors, fanuistic boasts, 
and the ordinay egicts, and hogs and Lortoisos of 
Annamese ait. Near some of tho tomplos wore somo 
ancient trees of tho banyan specios, smrounded with 
tassels of pondant suckers, many of which had aloady 
taken root in tho ground, and coalesced mto ono thick 
stem, which sprang out of tho soil with fiosh vigour to 
continue the process. Some of theso outsilo stoma wore 
as laige as an ayorage Dmopean troo, and tho uppor 
branches were interlaced in an inoxtricablo but charm- 
ing tangle of creepers, ferns, 1abtans, and orchids, tho 
whole supplying o pleasantly col shollor and nn impioa- 
sive natal fanc. 

The inhabitants said that, immodiatoly aflor the eap- 
turo of Sowzay, a forco of about fiva hundred Chinamon 
had como over in bands of fiom twonly to Jorly, and 
had settled im a villago, Kd-Siron, lying at tho foot of 
the main peak of tho iange. Thoy had bulb thomsolyos 
@ little fortlet on tho hill sido abovo tho villago, and 
were armed with vay good guns, but had loft Sonray 
in such # hurry that they 1d only tho cartudges 
that remained at tho momont in thor porches, Tho 
mombeis of the band had steadily dwindled till thoro 
yemained no moie than sovcnty, with thiity Muone 
auxiliaries. Stil thoy kopt tho country-sido in to101, 
and stole all the womon and childron and sold thom 
to the hill-mon for acc. They algo worked a gold- 
washing somewhere noar. 

16 
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Kn-Snon, however, was distant four hours’ march, 
and it was quite ceitam that, if the Chinamon were not 
aheady gone, they would disappom the moment the 
Fiench guns hove in sight. A couple of sections wero 
left behind to watch, or altack Kn-Ston as seemed best 
to the adjutant who had command of thom. Tho rost 
of the column marched due onst thiough an undulating 
counfiy on the Dar, which was forded at one of tho 
rogular countiy ferries, and thenco though tho rice 
fields and past the adjutants fort to Tfanoi, which was 
reached on the second day. 

The first column sont in search of gold and pirates 
met with but very moderato success. Yet that there is 
gold in tho countiy is quite certain. The Muonas bring 
1t down in hittle pollets to tho lowlands both in this part 
of the country and faithe: north beyond ITune Hoa, and 
on the banks of tho Rwutre Clare by Tuyvnw Kwan. 
Gold will ecitainly be found some day when the countiy 
is settled, but whether gcld-minos and gold-diggers s10 
desirable things 18 @ very different quostion. ‘Thore aro 
several old diggors of gold and other metals in Tong- 
king now. Thoy ask for loavo and ground wheoroin to 
exeréiso them vocation, wd aio told to apply to the 
locnl mandaiin, who knows nothing, and sonds thom 
back to the Tionch civilian, who now says 1t is necessmy 
to consull the Home Government. Several ox California 
diggers a6 very waim ovor the mation, and compare the 
system unfavomably with that which prevails in the 
West and in British Columbia. Thero a man takes out 
a licence to dig, for which he pays fivo dollars, and hag 
thereafter nothing to do but to go and mark himself out 
a claim accoiding to Ins lights. If he tespasses on 
another man’s land the gold commissionor comes down 
upon him and gives him ten minutos to quit with his 
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tools and belongings, bué othawiso tho digger 1x nob 
intexfered with. If half a dozon ot thropo ox} crionced 
men we1e allowed to go and establish thomsolyes in tho 
Gao hill rango thoy would soon dolo.mine whethor there 
were gold-washings thero o1 nol. But such expoditions, 
or armed expeditions of any kind, aro sllogetha for- 
bidden. Moreover, theo me aloady munoiings wboub 
relatives of prominent Government officials and agents 
of Fiench companies, started or to bo started, who mu 
supposed, rightly or wrongly, to bo suo to pick yp vil 
the plums to the exclusion of private ontorpriso. Native 
workeis alieady in possession are likely to be asswnod 
to be pirates, or will be required to produce their titlo- 
deeds, which will serve tho same puposo in & moro 
judicial way. 

Tho rains had baely well set in whon the wholo of 
the westein banks of the Dat, and not a small portion of 
the eastern, became alive with piraic b mds, who ravaged 
and burnt everywhe1o; andin tho impassablo stato of 
tho country 1t was impossible for the Fionch to follow 
them, certainly to come up with thom, Nhis sok of 
thing is, unhappily, hkoly to go on for yoms in tho wmy 
months, It seoms only too tino that all Nongkinoso aro 
pitates when thoy find a good oppoitunily; bub of oul, 
veuitable, professional brigands thore aro probably nono. 
The nuclei of the present bands nro tho aenttoxcd Tur, 
soldiery and the followers of bohcadod mandaring, with 
a very laige loavening of old Trench army coolnos, who 
have nequred experience in the systematic pillaging of 
villages, and find it mozo cxerling and profitable to go 
lootmg on their own account, 
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HaIPHONG. 


OD tiim, whito houses of tho Tench Concossion give 
Tlaiphong quite a protty appearanco as ono steams 
up tho fourteon miles o1 so of 1ivor which soparates it 
from the sea; but when ono passes up tho mouth of the 
Sona-Tam-Bao Canal, and still moro when one lands, 
there is a revulsion Tiom opposito tho storo-sheds, 
which used to bo tho China Morchants Company's 
godowns, tho placo looks very dosolato, and gives tho 
newly arrived stiangor the improssion of a two-or-thiee- 
month-old settlomont i1 a nowly discovoied county. 
Tho Tionch hayo been moio or loss steadily settled in 
the placo fox ton yous; but itis hardly fain to dwoll on 
this. Still for ovor a yoar thoy have been firmly resolved. 
to maintain themselves m tho country, and tho results. 
of that year ae certainly not very romaikable. 

Tho town pohaps grows, though even this is opon to 
dispute; but under no circumstances can it grow fast, 
for bwiding sites arc only to bo obinined by laboriously 
collecting mud and clay from the surounding fields, and 
piling it up to form a foundation on which o house may 
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stand a foot or two above tho swamps into which the 
greater pat of the town 18 converted by a Ingh tudo. 
Tho vouy voads have to bo construsted in this way, rising 
up in lines like the embankments of tho open country, 
with dark, silvery maishes on cach side. Undo1 these 
circumstances there nic not many solid houses and re- 
markably few 1oads of any and. ‘The town, which doos 
not cover an area of moro than a hundiod acies, is 
surrounded, excep) on the river and canal faces, by 2 
stockade, which as recently as the th of July, 1888, was 
found to be necessary; for on that night a lmge band of 
Tongkinese pirates attacked tho s3ttlement, and might 
even have taken it, had it not becn for tho fio of tho 
river flotilla. 

Té seems to bo only tho hiackish wato: which savos 
Hayphong from boing a regular giaveto the Tronchmen. 
On first sight of tho il-looking swamps wluch penotinto 
into every part of the town and exhale vapows unde tho 
blazing sun, one would think that nothing could save 
the place from a pestilonce, As 1b is, ovory house is 
piactically the contio of a cosspool, and if thero is not 
soonei or later some serious opidemic 1b will bo a mattor 
for wonder. Tho utter absonco of anything like samtary 
prechutions all over Tongking cctainly roflocts ithe 
greatest discredit on the I'rench modical stall. Possibly 
it is the want of money which prevonts tho administra- 
tion from commencing even the elcmonts of a diamago 
systom; but if the medial oflicas Lave mado any 
representations on tho subject theh 1epoits hayo beon 
very carefully shelved, 

There was a very fair amount of trade in Tongking 
three or fom years ago, bub 1 has almost entiroly dis- 
appeared duing the troubles. Thico o1 fom Tong Kong 
houses had agencies m [arphong thon, but thoso havo 
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beon withdiawn as fm, at any rato, as tho English fame 
are concoincd, Thoso fixms which remain are only sup- 
ported by tho transport of Goveinment stores, and the 
supply of drink and othe: nocossmies for tho troops. 
The last trade repoit for tho pout of Maiphong, which 
prachenlly represonted tha tiado of tho countiy, was 
vhat of tho your 1880. Jé was drawn up by tho chon 
Fiench iesidont, M do Korgaradec, an oxtiomely ablo 
man, ono who knows tho country as thoroughly as M. 
Dupths, and who is well mown and well hked by the 
Tongkinose. Insicad of changing Goveino. four tunos 
in the yea1, and sonding mon fiom all the onds of the 
earth, the Republic would do woll to establish tho Count 
in Tongking. Tlis kncwlodge and onoigy would go far 
to developing Tongking into a magnificent colony, 11 16 is 
ever to be 80 developed. 

A considoration of this ropoit will bo in every way 
the bost method of givimg an idom of tho tando and 
the possibilities of Tengking. Tho imports of Iai- 
phong in tho yoar 1880 1eachod tho valuo of 6,467,816 
tiancs, and tho oxports woro ostimatedl at 7,607,528 
fianes, totalling closo on thutoon mullion francs, say 
£520,000 But this did not roprosont tho iruo valuo of 
tho operations. In ode: to oncowago tiado, which évon 
then was inclined to languish a good donl, tho Tianco- 
Annamoso Customs wore in tho habit of accopting tho 
simple deolaiation of tho tiadors, Tho 5 pe. cont. 
ad valorem duty would probably, thoroforo, with enrefnl 
inspechion, have returned a considorably larger sum. 
M. de Korgaradec is disposed to ostimato it at as much 
as 25 por cent. Adding io thia tho value of tho opium 
imported, the diug bemg feo hom tho imposts of tho 
mixed customs, the whole moyemont of the port for tho 
year is ostimated at twenty million franes, £800,000. 
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Thig figure was a great mercago on 1879, whon thao 
was a stringent interdict placed by tho Annamoso 
Government on the export of giam, bué was inferior to 
the retuins of 1878, and as nomly as posmblo oqual io 
those of 1877. It was after tho Intto: two yous that 
the Hong Kong agoncies wo1o withdiawn, so that on tho 
whole it might bo said that commoze was stahonmy, if 
not even ietrograde. But it must not bo forgotton that 
the export of rice was only pormiticd from fow pro- 
vinces those of Ilanoi, Nam-Dinh, Ilm dzuong, and 
Ninh-Binh. The numerous lekin stations on tho uppor 
tiver also gicatly hampeed the cuculation of mer- 
chandiso of whatever kind. Thc imports were in detail 
somewhat as follows .

The Lnglish ptoce goods were yuneipally Turkey rod 
shirtings, grey shitings, whito shntings, and dull, and 
of course camo thiough Tong Kong. ‘Lhe opium also 
came fiom tho samo poit, and was chiefly Benmos, 
though o certain quantity of Chineso giowth mado up 
in the form of icctangular bricks cameo down the river, 
Chineso medicines and tobacco wero received hom 
Canton and Swatow, and, hko tho tea, also camo 
though Hong Kong. Of tho miscollancous goods, 
Chineso silks, paper, guiny bays, and copper (hom 
Japan) wero the most promment. In summing up tho 
details of the impoit trade, M. de Koigaindoe arivos 
at the conclusion that fiom 97 to 98 pa cont. of the 
goods camo from long Kong. Saigon had no moro 
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than $ per cent, and about 2 por cont. ropresentod 
the value of the business done with tho Annam coast 
ports Toursne and Qui Nuon. 

The exports ae detailod thus :—

Tonghing 1ice fotches a much higher piico in Tong’ 
Kong than that of Cochin China. Ii ranks with that 
of Siam. Nevertheless it is cousiderably inferior to our 
Buitish Burma paddy, and tho amount produced per 
acie is very much loss. Whoro a British Buima sico- 
field will give ten baskets per acro, tho samo alos in 
Yongking rotmns no more than four, or, if more than 
four, thon with a vheb quantily of chaff and empty 
grains mixed up with it. Tho grain atsolf is moreover, 
yather too soft and brittle to stand mulling for tho 
European makot. On tho othor hand, two, and ocen- 
sionally oven three, crops ave habitually raised in the 
yem. Tho population of tho siateon provinces is esti- 
mated at fiom ten to twolvo million souls, bub so much 
ground is under rice thet thore would almost always 
he a lage amount of grain to oxport. Tho Annamesa 
Government used to forbid the oxpoit oxcept from a 
specified numbor of provinces, and occasionally even 
stopped it altogether dung nine mouths of the year, 
on the plow that it was uedussuty tu keep the Lome 
price very low im orda that the peoplo might live. 
Special poimission had always to be obtained to oxport, 
and ib was not alwaya easy to oblam this permission. 
This it was that led to the withdvawal of tho IIong Kong 
agencies. The Trench will have no trouble with the 
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native “ government ’ now, but it is probable that tho 
right of export will not bo altogether on fice trade 
principles, ‘hero is as yeb no hint ol steam husking 
mulls in the countiy 

All the tin expoited fiom Iaiphong camo fiom 
Yunnan. The amount sont down flucbuated gieatly, 
and depended not upon tho poduco of tho mines, but 
upon the activity of the Black I'lags ‘Till thoso bands 
are settled with there will bo uo moro tm sont down. 
If seports are to be believed, theio is no lack of tin in 
the northern provincos of Tongking itself; but tho 
mineral distucts are all beyond tho lmits of L'rench 
occupation, and cannot be touched till tho month of 
October, and oven then the flying columns may not 
be able to giant protection to the mining oxploio, 

Of the oxports, Incquer oil, Cu-nao, 01 faleo gambior, 
star-anis oil, dings in an unpiopared state, and inlaid 
mother-of pearl lacquer wares ae tho most important, 
Most of the falso gambier goos 10 TIong Kong, and tho 
Chinese extiact a reddish-biown dyo from it. ‘ho 
supply of this, and indood of ovorything but tho rico, 
sugai, and silk, will bo at a total standstill ill tho 
northern hilly provincos are oseupiod. ‘Two thousand 
for hundred tons of falso gamlnor at 44 a ton wore 
sent to Hong Kong in 1880. Star-amis, as has olso- 
where been noted, 1s usod in pufumory, and tho too 
is vely rare and local, and known 10 botanists as 
Lheium ausatun. It seoms3 to bo found olsowhoro in 
& few disticts of Kwang-si and Yunnan, in Japan and 
in the Philippino Islands. ‘Tho oil coats about six 
shillings the pound in Tongling. 

In the expoit tiado again IIcng Kong occupios tho 
foremost place, rocoivng 79 pa» cont. of tho mor- 
chandize, 16 per ceng. went to Saigon—nearly all silk— 
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and tho coast poits took tho 1emaming 5 pev cent. 
It is woith noting that goods coming from Yunnan 
amounted to 16 per cont. of the wholo. 

This tiade with Yunnan may be worth examining 
a little in detail, for it is as much tho taado of Yunnan 
that the ['vonch seek as tho acquisition of 'Longking. 
‘Lhe prinerpal goods sont up fiom Hanoi in 1880 wero: 
Salt, manufactmod on tho Tonghing and Annam, 
coasts; fino cut tobacco, planed down fo. tho water- 
pipo in Canton and the Fuuxmn piovince; raw cotton 
from the dric. parts of Tongking itself; cotton yarn and 
piece goods of English manufactwwe; Chinese paper 
and diugs in a made up stato from Canton; Swodish 
matchos, necdles, metal buttons, peppor fiom Singa- 
po1o, betel nuts, and a variety of prepaiations of fish. 
Ewmopean manufactured goods, mostly Lnglish, 1epre- 
sented about a quarter of tho total valuo, which was 
1,869,000 francs, say £56,000. 

The expoits fiom Yunnan were tin, a considorablo 
amount of which was for tho uso of Tongking itself, tho 
1ost going to Ilong Kong; this was by Jar tho most 
important itom, the others boing Yunnaneso opm and 
tea and medicinal plants, besides a quantily of falso 
gambier. ‘Tull, howovor, tho French establish them- 
selvos in Laoxay, all this tiadois at an ond, and ib is a 
question whether it will over giow to any giont oxtent. 

Duming tho year 1880 there wore 253 Dmopean 
vessels which entored o1 loft tho port, tho total ton- 
nage being 114,197. Two hundied and five Chinose 
junks, with a tonnage of 9,616 tons, havo to be added 
to this. Most of these junks, averaging Lom forty to 
fifty ions, came from Paxuor, the tioaty port at the 
head of tho Gulf. Yearly, however, the numbor had 
been deoeasing, and 16 is quostionablo whothor thia 
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tindo will bo .evived at all. Tho Lmopean vossols 
were almost all steamois, avoiaging about 460 tons. 
There is only about cightoen foet at high-water ovo. 
the baa of the Cus Cam. This bar, howovox, might bo 
dredged away, and thero is abundanco of wator for 
sea going steamois fmthor up. 85 por cont. of tho 
shipping flew the British flag; tho Chma Machants 
Steamship Company, which has since ecased to visit 
the port, hoisted the dragon banner, and raised Chimose 
coloms, iiespective of the junks, to tho second placo 
with 255 per cent. Next camo tho Americans (to 
whom the above Chima steamers now belong) with 
26 per cent., the Germans with 11 per cont., tho Dutch 
with 5 5 per cent., and last of all the Tionch with only 
5 per cent. It seems, indeed, pobablo that the Trench 
flag would not have been represented at all, had not tho 
Messager ies Marttimes been subsidized to 1un & monthly 
steamer fiom Saigon. Compmed with provious years 
the proportion of Buitish steamois had grontly fallon 
off, piincipally owing to the China Merchants Com- 
pany's vessels, which, however, wire officercd almost 
exclusively by Englishmen. 

Notwithstanding that the t21e of Tongking centros 
i Ilaiphong, thia poit is really only a pot of tran. 
shipment, where the arver launches and junks put their 
cargoes on bomd tho sea-going stoamas. ‘tho 1001 
cenfies of commerce in the countiy mo Ieanoi and 
Nam Dinh, and the merchants of I[aiphong musi moro 
and more become the agents of tho commercial houses 
at these two emporia, with Mai dzuong as a thid, whon 
it has been rebuilt. In tho meantimo thero is n grout 
lack of suitable river steamas. Tho host style of boat 
for the Song-coi would ho sido or storn-wheel slormois 
capable of carrying fiom oghty to a lunéhed tons of 





, 
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meichandizo, and haying a maximum dhaught of three 
fect, or at most four, when loaded. No vessel diawing 
moio than this could hopo to mount boyond ITanoi in 
the diy season. Six feet is the absoluto hmit of dhaught 
to Hanoi during s1x montis of tho year. 

Ag yet, with the excoytion of a numbor of flat bot- 
tomed gunboats, which unve beon sent out in pieces 
from Tranco to be fitted up in Iaiphong, thore aro no 
suitable vessels in the counfiy. The launches brought 
from Tong Kong are eitho, too small to cury a re 
munaiative amount of cago, or draw too much water 
when thoy aro laden. fhe only mothod of obtaining a 
reasonable froight is to take yunks in tow, which 18 
extiomely awkwaid im the narrow Sonc-Tam-Bao Canal, 
and, morcover, prolongs tho f1ip very soriously. Un- 
fortunately there seem to be no French houses inclined 
to procure sttable boats to ply on the riyor, and, 
pondmg the definitive settloment of tho country and 
the publication of tho terms on which foreign trado will 
be pormitled, no ILong Kong capitalists aro likely to 
move in the matter. 

M. de Kergmadoc, basing his conclusions on Cochin 
China, where tho peoplo have tho same habits, tho santo 
needs, and tho same taslos as in Tongking, arguos that, 
with tho disappearances of tho testictions which have 
hithato been Ind on trade by the Annamoso Govein- 
mont, the imports of tho country ought to 1iso to 
150,000,000 franes. This ig five times tho value of 
tho import wade in Saigon, and Tongking has five 
times the population of Cochin China. This is a some- 
what looso method of calculation, but let it pass. The 
question is whether the country can supply an equal 
value of exports. Ab presont, supposing Tongkmg wore 
at peace, which it is very far fiom being, it certainly 
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would not, But wath tho introduction of capital, and tho 
improvement, not of the cultivition, bul of tho produce 
cultivated, there soems not tho shghtost 1cason why this 


figure should not easily be reached. 
Rice is cultivated to a most oxtaordinary oxtont, but 


with greater cavo in the cultivation and tho introduction 
pohaps of a moto fertilo graia, tho harvosta might bo 
greatly mereased. Tho seiculimo of Tongking is still 
in its infancy, and is likely 10 develop enoimously 
under skilled management, and this tho Tionch ought 
easily to supply. At piosont the cocoons aro badly 
recled 6ff, and tho threads arc of unequal sive, which 
rendas the production of finc webs an impossibility. 
Already workmen have boon introduced from Gantou, 
and probably somo of tho Lyons silk firms will sond out 
experienced agents. The silk trado is almost ontiroly 
with Saigon, and will doubtless continue to flowin tho 
same dnection. In 1880 the mdustiy ropiesonted a 
value of one and a half million francs, and ab 18 dostinad 
to increase to any’1equired oxlont, [ho prosont contros 
of tho industiy oo Nanw-Dinn and Nuvt-Binir, and 
almost cvo1y village in tho provinces lias ils patch of 
mulborry tiecs, not tho mulbouy of Euopo, but a kind 
ofannual called the Morus Indica, Tho same improvo- 
ment may be oxpocted in sugu. Thoro is ahoady a 
fair amount giown, but tho cano is a saploss ono, and 
produces but very little sugar. ‘Tho mussionnrios havo 
found that a Javan vasiely called volette, which 1s vory 
succulent, grows well. All that is wanted is monoy to 
introduce it. Skill and monoy again alono aro wantod 
to produce oxcellent tobacco. Coffeo and ton might 
easily bo grown on tho hills of tho noithorn provineos. 
The muissionmies giow their own coffoo on tho Kn-sd 
hills, 
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Independently of all ilus thoro is the quostion of the 
mines, which may o1 may nob tmn out all that is hoped. 
In this rospect Tongkimg is 1opicsented as a vertablo 
mineral Jand of Cockaigne nally the.o 1s the chance 
of a certain amount of tralo wilh Yunnan. But fo. all 
this, capital is wanted, and Tionch capitalists do not 
seem melmed 10 como forward. They will not leave 
thon nativo country to settle even in so hoalthy a colony 
as Tongking undoubtedly is, m comparison with Cochin 
China. Tor the present, at any iate, 26 scoms that 
foreigners will be kept out as much as possible, At 
least ono Englishman hag endeavomed to sottlo in tho 
countiy and stat a sugar plantation, ‘Tho nativo 
officials wore peifoctly willing to sell him land, and a 
prico was oven agreed upon, but tho Pionch ervil officors 
would not hear of it. Pormugsion must be got fom 
Trance, they said, conditions of cultivaiion must bo 
agrecd upon; naturalizat.on was hinted at. Tho in 
ovitablo result was the withdrawal of tho intended 
planter. Proccedings of this kind will not help Tong- 
lang to roach tho figmo which M. do Korgaradoe hopes 
for it—tho threo hundied million fiancs po. annum, 
which would placo Uniphong next to Shanghai in 
respect of tiade. . 

Tho yalue of the Sonc-cor'as a walo.-way is now 
acknowledged to havo been greatly over-ostimated. 
Previous to the war thero were about a hundiod and 
twenty junks employed in tho Janor Laoxar trade. 
hey were long naiiow boats, cairying wb the most 
twenty tons, and diawing, loaded, little over two foot of 
water. Two voyages a yon was the somewhat modest 
amount of trado they counted on domg. At Laoxirthey 
either disposed of thew goods by barter, or had them 
tianshipped mto smallo. boats to go on into Yunnan. 
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Eyon junks of this class could not pass Laokai, and had 
difficulty enough in gelting thae. IL seoms Quixotic of 
the French to beliove that thoy can do moto with tho 
steam launches. Several of tho rapids could only be 
passed by discharging the junks and carrying tho cago 
bodily to the upper end. The junks themsolves could 
only mount tho river during eight months of ihe year. 
In February, March, and Apiil thao is too little wator 
for them. T'vom tho end of June to August or Soptombor 
they cannot stem the floods, The journey fiom Ianoi 
to Laokai occupicd thirty to forty days, and ton to 
twelve more fiom Laokai to Manmao. Whero juakes find 
so much trouble st appears hopeless to expect much ol 
small stenmeis, which would necassmily hayo powe:ful 
engines, and therefore compmativoly little stowage 
space. Tho cargo would bo meioly nominal, and tho 
danger in descending tho rapid sticam oxcossive. As a 
water way, thoreforo, tho Soya coi 18 a dolusion. 

With a railway the country up to Yunnan iself might 
be opened, and that at no vory inordinate oxpenso. 
Pait of the route of such a lne, fom Leiphong to 
Hai dzuong, has ahoady boon suiyoyod, and no gioab 
difficultios in tho way of biudgos and so on havo beon 
reported. But the lino would always bo opon to dangor 
from floods, and the biidging of tho Tar Binir 1s no 
small matter. It would be much better if tho lino woro 
to start from Quang Yen, a town which would thon 
replace Haiphong as the port of tho couniy. From 
Quang-Yon the lino would bo clony of tho numerous 
creeks of the delta, and would procood along tho baso of 
the lower hills to the mouth of tho Sona cau rivor, pass 
nem Bacninb, through Tur Nevynn and possibly uyin- 
Kwan, to Sowray or Tuna-Ilo1, whonco 1b mght follow 
the river valley noth of Laokai and south to Ianoi, 
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keeping of courso to the left bank. Thoso F1onchmon 
who haye been brought 10 1ceognizo the comparative 
usolessness of the Sona-cor 1oute aro all in favour of 
this lmo of inilway. Unioitunatoly tho Governmont is 
little hkely to undertake the exponso of such a vontue 
for the piesent, and 11 does not seem likely that under 
Tiench protection any one elso will be allowed to do so.

CHAPTER XIV. 


QUANG YEN AND TILE CO.LST. 


T is still an unresolved problem which is to bo the 
eventual port of Tongking Is 14 to bo Ifniphong, or 
1 16 to be Quang Yen? Quang Yen lies about ten miles 
north-east ot Haiphong on the Lac nuynn. At Quung- 
Yen there is ground to build on, it has to bo brought 
with much toil to Iaiphong on coolios’ backs. At 
Haiphong there is no driniang water; at Quang-Yon it 
is abundant and good. Thero is ono foot moro of water 
over the Quang-Yon ba: than there is at tho onbranco of 
the Cua Cam, On the othor hand, Ifaiphong is moro 
conveniently situated with regard to Wai-dzuong, Wanoi, 
and Nam Dinh, and there are aloady a considerablo 
number of public buildings, winle at Quang Yon there 18 
nothing. Still the railway, which seems to bo the only 
means of tapping Yunnan, would find a botter torminus 
at Quang-Yen than on any other pait of tho coast, and 
a town built there could not fail to be henlihior. Piob- 
ably matters will be allowed to drift, and ovonts will 
have to decide which shall be the more important placo 
of the two. 
16 
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The prosont fort and villago are situated on and along 
tho sides of a number of little rolling hills, where there 
is space for a town of at lonst 10,000 inhabitants ; but 
faithor west, on tho Cua Nan-Triru, thoro is room for 
unlimited oxtonsion. On tho opposite bank hoo theo 
avo some picturosquo neodled ponks, and ta the north 
ziso the big bava lla cf tha plifoan country. Tho tort 
is an insignificant square brick cxoction on tho Inll- 
slopo, with a curious tongue 1unmng out {to the north. 
wost 10 include a heaght which was lofi out in tho 
ouiginal plan. It is furnished with a largo numboi of 
cannon, some of thom of Siamese mako; but the place 
was takon by the Tionch with no groato. exotion than 
that of sonding a gaiison to hold it. Tho arsenal was 
found to contain a number of Fionch bioech loadors, 
“tioaty guns.’ Tho ground at the foot of the lulls ig 
very low and maishy, and theo is a strong sea smell 
about the whole place; but as a si0 fo. a town, Quang- 
Yon is infinitely picfaiablo m every way 1o Ifaiphong, 
To the noth thero 18 ® cmuous little horsa-slioo fort, 
and on tho plain bolow this a square onclosmo for a 
mandarms’ burying-giound, the only approach to a 
native cometary im Tonglang, [he placo 18 sunoundod 
by a quadvanglo of fir loos, and is yory noably kept, bub 
1§ cannot bo of any gicat ago. 

Trom Quang-Yon ib is no gical distance to MTalong 
Bay, the anchorage for the big tanspo.ts and ships of 
wai; and to Ifong gai, whore the conl mines aro; indocd 
one can almost seo them fom tho fort. Tlona-aar, a 
small island at tho north of tho bay, is admirably silu- 
ated so that it can fmnish coals at onco to the shipping, 
and to a possiblo imilway tormmus af Quang-Yon. 
Thoie ao minos on both tho island and tho mainland, 
and tho coal 1s of oxce lent quahty, but ib is worked as 
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yet only in the most fitful way. There ig no lossca of 
the seam, and operations only go on whon the I'rench 
land at the place and specially a gage men to exenvato 
the coal, which as yet 1s done open-cast. ‘The basin 
appeais to be very large, and tho seam lics over a car- 
boniferons limestone formation, which ought to malo 
the workings qmte safe. Lona aat has long boon known 
as a good coaling station. If was the “New Macao” 
of the old Dutch traders. 

South of this hes the huge expanse of Hanone Bay 
with 1ts myiads of fair islets. The typhoons and gales 
which sweep across tho gulf from Ilaiman burst with all 
their force against the Quang-Yen coast, aud in the 
couse of centuries havo sapped and gnawed and 
crumbled away everything that 1s not solid rock, so that 
the actual sea-bomd, as far as Cape Pax-Luna, is fronted 
by a huge labyrinth of islands and bare rocks, uitaly 
inadequately styled the Thousand Isles. Il\wone Bay is 
unique 1m its beauty. One winds about in an apparontly 
endless maze of rocks, some mere bald chfis, somo 
pierced through and thiough so as to form natural 
aches, some eaton away at tho base by the lapping 
waves so that they look lke gigantic mushiooms, some 
vovered with a garb of tenacious shinbs and trees; all 
of them peopled with huge flights of diyois, and gannots, 
and coumozants, and ospicys, and soa-engles Nevo. had 
smugglers or piiates giande: o1 more congenial sur- 
xoundings; and till tho Fionch began thor Tongling 
campaign tho whole population of tho island hamlets 
and the mainland towns were smugglers o: pirates by 
tmns, and eked out the timo in botween by fishing. 
The Chinamen were and are the masboi-spiuils. ‘The 
few Annamese who did anything beyond starving on 
what they could manage to pick up were im the Celestial

pay. When an occasional gunboat dil follow the haipies 
into the labyrinth, 14 was the easiost thing in the wold 
to run tho junk into shulow wato.s whore oven the 
ships’ boats could not float, or to vanish behind the 
multitudimous slots. 

Theo is an interio: passago capablo of admitting 
small gunboats botwoen tho islands and tho mainland, 
but it 18 too little known to bo ventmed on without a 
native pilot, and those are hard to got. Tho T'venoh 
havo a difficult task beforc thom on the Quang-Yon coast 
here, not merely to put down the prates, but to chock 
the constant smugglmg which goos on. It will bo no 
easy mattor, for nefaidus occupations of tho kind lave 
beon the rogular and universal modo of livolihood of the 
population fo. years, ‘Lhero are, poilaps, threo passably 
honest islands m the whole archipelago—those of Cao-na, 
Gua ram, and Ba moon—and thoy are only so bocauso 
they faco tho sea, and do not occupy such & good position 
fo. dofenco or escape as tho moro shoreward lying 
placos. Oxo na, the principal island of Ilanona Bay, is, 
indood, almost o place of good repute, Thore mo hugo 
fishories hora. Ofton as many as cight hunised junks, 
mostly Chinoso, como and fish all through a soason, and 
nove think of doing any haim to ono anothor or to 
passmg strangers, possibly for tho ronson that tho 
owing of fish is profitable, and tho Aisling villagos axa 
almost open, and ceitamly offor no good moans of 
defenco m the ovent of tho aruval of an avonging 
expedition 

It 1s not to be supposed that the Tionch aro tho only 
people who heave endonyoured to put down tho pirates of 
these wates. China, which was till rocent ovents much 
more inteested in the safety of the const, has sent many 
an expedition, and in her thoiough way very completely 
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stopped the game wherever she descended. Tho outor- 
most group, the Gao Tao, islands of ill-fame, havo felt 
the weight of the Celestial hand several timos. Lhe 
Chinese war vessels swooped down upon them, bunt 
the houses, destroyed the cultivation, and cnied off all 
the population they did not kill, Stonos aro pointed 
out, giaven, hke that af Naw Wan, m Guni-Cmso, on tho 
other side of the gulf, with the Imperial edict forbidding 
the 1¢-settlement of the islands under pain of instant 
death, without mercy or mquiry. But there aro abun- 
dance of little childyen playing round theso pillars ab the 
present moment. Ihe wholo surroundings invite to 
lawlessness, and the disturbed state of Tongking sinco 
the beginning of the century has helped to mako mattos 
worse. Almost every year, after the gatho.'ng in of tho 
vice harvest, there used to be rebelhons, nominally to 
yestore the Li dynasty, 1cally to hany tho lowland 
provinces. Annam could do ucthing herself, She hired 
bands of adventurers and outlaws from China, and thoso 
ruffians, when they were paid cif, demanded settlomonts 
in the country, and, if these were not granted, simply 
dispossessed the iegular ownors. ‘Lhus Quang-Yon, 
which was at one timo a fairly woll-cultivated provinco, 
is now a simple haunt of desperadoos, Thero 1s not a 
respectable town in the whole district, and tho flow 
villages of Annamose outside of the walled towns only 
exist on the condition of playing jackal to thé mainudeis, 

Some of these piiates havo regulaily ostahlished 
villages, caiefully hidden away on tho more secluded 
of the large islands A path, fenced with prickly 
cactus and with gates every fow paces, winds up from 
the shoro. Look-out towers command tho sea all round, 
There are occasionally patches of 1iceland and fields full 
of vegetables. The houses are neat and solid, and the 
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chiat of the band is soblled so luvmiously that in such a 
wild neighbom hood tho most umocent pooplo could have 
no doubts as to his eccupation. Bub whon thoy aro out 
on business thoy noithe: simi nor rotuin fom theso 
sottlomonts, All ovor tho archipolago thoro ao curious 
semiciicular islands I'1om tho outside thoy look mere 
bare precipicos, usmg fom a hundred to two hundiod 
feet out of tho wate. Insido tho1e aro shoots of wator, 
hko a coil roof atoll, or rather tho ciate: of a voloano, 
though the 1ocks aro not voleanic. hoy rise up, elmost 
as stoop as on the outsido, in a hugo funnel. At one 
spot only 18 thoe an ontranco, oithe: through a gash in 
tho clits o1 a cave or vault, nghor or lower, according 
do tho tide, 0: sometimos by a land of shalt straight 
‘Inough tho iocky slicll, and covered up at lugh-water. 
Tnto some of these, sampans and oven lage junks gan 
pass at high water, and thoro they 2omam im tho most 
perfect shelua, and complotoly hiddon hom vow, Push 
and shell fish abound, and thoie is plenty of wood for 
fuol, so that thoy can stay thoro for days. Small fishing 
aintt, o1 look-out mon staonod on bho hoights, give 
thom nolico of yunks lying becalmed, or other vossols 
which thoy can pounce down upon fiom bolund a shel- 
tored pont ‘Thon they rctun again, battle posfiblo 
pusuit by apparcnily vanishing off tho face of tho sen, 
divido thoir booty, and lo inddon till dangor is past. 
Such opportunities offer a promium to buceancoring, 
Thore is probably noi a Chinaman on the const who has 
not tried Ins Inck in such an expedition, porhaps two or 
tneo times, Ordinary lishing and tinding junks, come 
down from Paxuoz perhaps, or on thoit way back fiom 
Tongking, fwbish up thoi: small aims, and get their 
cannon in tins They seizo upon an Annamoso fishing 
boat, mako the owners pilot them about, and use the boat 
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to board any piize they may como acoss. If tho paa- 
sengor junk, which is the favowute object of attack, sails 
away from them, they fire thew cannon. Whon thoto 
has been a fight everybody on board is Inlled oacept tho 
women and. childien, who aie carried off to be sold into 
slavery. This usually prevents anything hko organized 
resistance, and in such cases it is tho invariablo rulo to 
land the despoiled victims at some village o. markot- 
place on the coast to shift for themselves. The fishing 
yunks fiom Cao-na are let alone. They travol in largo 
parties, with a convoy of one o1 tivo war junks, who have 
nothing in the way of fishing nets 01 cargo to encumber 
them, and would probably piovo too heavy motal for 
amatour corsans. The coast fisher peoplo are too useful 
to be harmed. They give nows in 1ctwn for unmunity, 
supply spare ligging and piovisions, and are genorally 
tho humble friends of the privateer honts, "hoy aro 
also exompted trom tho caplimo of then women, tho 
ladnapping of whom is nof the least lucrative of tho 
pursuits of this coast. Tho poor creatuios aio cniried 
off to China, dicssed up as Chimawomon, and sold as 
concubines mn Canton and tho const ports, or servo to fill 
the bagnios of long Kongand Shanghai ‘Tho organizod 
chaiacter of this slave-tiade in our own Ciown colony is 
a disgrace to our administration, 

To put down this piracy will be no onsy matter Ono 
junk is just like anothor, and the craft which is a peace- 
wble merchantman oxposed to attack one month may 
be # regular sea shark the neat. ‘Tho islanders aro far 
too shrewd to keep the same boat any length of timo, 
They me poipetually changing them, and shifting 
quaiters fiom one end of the eighty mile long aychi- 
pelago to the other. The Fiench will therefore have no 
means of identifying a noted robber captain. Moxoover, 
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tho momont a cruise: is sightod tho junks mako full sail 
for tho mamland. If thoy cannol balile pmsmt among 
tho islands, 01 vamsh into ono of thei retionats, they run 
thow junks agiound (ling the cannon overbonid to be 
fishod up somo olla day, and jump into tho shallow 
wator with thoir arms and wheab olso thoy can cary off, 
to wade on shore and dissppoar among tho hills, whoo 
tho sailors Janded have not tho faintest chanco of coming 
up with them. ‘Ths Annamese fishermen and wood- 
cutters stand in far too great awo of thew neighbours, 
and havo, porhaps, too much sympathy with them to 
givo tho shghtost aid o1 information. Quang-Yen will 
prove ag troublosom> to tho Tonch as tho Black Tag 
countiy on the upper Soxe cor, and bea bo as long in 
boing taanquillized. 

The fontior question horo, too, will bo on endless 
source of ioublo. If tho south coast of tho provinco is 
intestod by pitatos, tho north will bo scarcely less troublo- 
somo with its nost of smugglors. som Capo Pax-Lona 
round tho aman Stiails tho const 18 dooply indented, 
but it is no longo. protected by the cmiain of rocks and 
islands which cover tho southern sesboard, ‘Tho most 
imporlant islands at the top of tho gulf nro tho low flats 
which lie in the hugo estuaries of {he Livers running fast 
the Chinogo profoctural towns of Limy-Cmao and Yan- 
Cmao. ‘Tho coast here is tamo. Capo Pax-Lune is tho 
nominal limit on tho noth of tho Tongking const This 
is corlamly picturesque enough, but that seems to be the 
only advantage it offers as m frontier mark, It is a 
naliow and shaiply-pomted tonguo of land, running far 
out to soa, and abruptly brorking tho coastline. Black, 
savago, and abrupt, Pax-Lune has long given up to the 
raging waves all 16 over will givo. Its granite sidos 
stvelch deep down into the sen, and are won smooth 
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with innumerable tempests. Thoro is not a patch of 
gieen on its flanks, only a cap of clouds on tho summit, 
countless flocks of sea buds, and a scoio of fishormon’s 
eockle-shells tossing on the waves below. 

The view to the west at low tide is singula: in ils 
abruptness of contrast with tls savago grandeur. As 
far as the eye can sco cxtonds a hugo saud flat, vith a 
few shallow channels breaking through the monotony of 
the expanse. The scene there is unpressive in ibs soli- 
tude; not a sound is to be heard, not a living thing to 
be seen; the waves themselyes seem to bo dead, and 
run noiselessly up the yellow sands. But gradually the 
tide mounts, the wate: seems {o ooze up through tho 
sand, and at last the huge bay of Oanm-Xuan is 2 vast 
sheot of water. Junks which have been ancho.ed up at 
the mouth of the Var Ifay-Lona river put to sea, and 
fishexmen with their nots come out in thousands all over 
the shallow bay some from tho river, some from bohind 
the island of Van-Mz, whe.o they live in theii boats all 
their lives. 

Behind this island tho Clineso province of Kwana- 
Tuna runs down to the son and shuts off all tho Anna- 
mese country 10und Oann Xvan Bay from tho 10st of tho 
province of Quana-Yrw, which hero ends at the Par-Lam 
aiver, The Pax Lam maiks tho boundary lino on its 
course from the north, whee the “ Ten Thousand Moun- 
tains” form a range, carrying the frontior on to the 
Lang son province. It 1s evident that this intoryontion 
of a stiip of Chinese coastlme between two portions of 
Annamese territory is likely to causo endless quarrolg 
and vexations. The1o 1s a Chmogo town immediately 
opposite Mona-xa1 ‘This is tho joy of tho illicit taadon’s 
heart. If he is cheating tho Chinose customs ho runa 
into Mona-xal. If he is domg honest tade he sails lig 
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junk into ‘Lona-TImw-Kit. Tho ono is in Tongking, the 
othe: in Chima, but beth are, to all intonis and purposes, 
Chinese towns. Tho geographic il compleation 1s 10n- 
dored worse by tho fow almost wunhabited islands which 
lio off tho milo or two of Chinese const, and connect tho 
main body of Quana-Yan with the Pax-Luna soction. 

Mona xai is the recognized pott of the Chinese robels 
who havo ostablishod themselves m ‘Tongking, and 
have givon up simplo robbery for olabo.ato 1oguory. 
It is situated on tho island of Vax-Ninu, immodiately 
opposite the mouth of t1¢ Pax Lam rrver: Ono goes 
up betwoon the mainland and this asland into an ap- 
paront baron wasto, whoo not a humin bemg is to be 
soon. Suddonly, without tho loast waining, the wholo 
town of Mone xar opong out, Tho lust glanco shows that, 
though 14 may bo on Tongking soil, 2b 15 no Annamese 
town. Annameso villngos are wiotchod thatched huts. 
Mone as 18 built of solid buck, with the houvy Colustuol 
failed roof, Lb has a comfortable and substantial air 
which is quite stuking. hore 1s haidly a house that 
has not at ats gablo ends a dingon-hoaded gutter spoub, 
ita vorandah dockod wath flower-pots 18 doorway topped 
with a foseo porhaying a co with » moral saying Lom 
an anciont philosopher insormbod on a soroll in? is 
branchos. Tho doos uo secmed with sohd planks and 
hugo bumboos which Jiugh at houschonkors, Outsido 
ia the little altar lei into tho wall, whore tapos and 
inconso sticks ac burnt daily to joss, to biing tho 
blossings of hoaven on tho worthy owner, Everybody 
in China is pious down to the pnato, Indoed ho needs 
what Abbé Ilva called benalités sv la morale and joss- 
peper buining moto than anybody clso, for lio livos 
constantly m tho midst of dangas fiom brothor rogues 
and ove.-serupulous officials, 
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The strects are quict and oiderly as becomes tho 
haunts of moneyed men. The inhabitants moyvo about 
busily with Dughsh silk wmbrollas from Iong Kong, and 
dressed as well as any substantial dander of Quoon’s 
Road m Victoria, in long coats of blue, 02 French goy, 
or white according to the scacon, and with trim brocadod 
shoes and natty white stockiigs. Nota Longikiose to 
be seen, except a coole o two and the Chinamen’s 
wives. No officials of any kind except tho Kona-snn, the 
Chinese merchant guild. Tho business houses have & 
number of coolies who form the municipal police and 
walk the sticet at night boating their bamboo staves 
together to show that they aro not sleaping on watch, 
ealing out the hom, annownaing that thore ae no 
thioves about, and that thoro is no house on fire Lvory 
hundred yards or so one comes across oxtonsivo go- 
downs, whero aio stored up gods stolon and cairiod off 
fiom all parts of tho gulf balls of opium, balos of silk 
and cotton, rico, salt, poanus oil, tea, cmmamon—all 
the produco of the neighboming countrios. ‘Lheso aro 
separated and heapod up togoha, for Mone-xax does no 
paltry counter business. Nothing but full cargoes can 
be got from tho busmess hke lies of the pirate and the 
smutgelor, Ifere and thoro also aro training housos for 
the ndnappod women, mostly Annamoso, where thoy aro 
educated up to Chinese ways, taught accomplishments, 
and sprucened up for the market 

On the other sido of the creek, m Kwana-Tone 
torvitory, at Tona-Ilm Kar, there is not a tiaco of eithor 
busmess or riches. The placo 1s a borough of the pro- 
fectmal town of Yam Cao, and the potty mandaim theo 
is a man of oasy conscience and largo views on tho 
subject of moralty. Ile does not forgot thal he is the 
_Umperor’s servant and icesponsible to tho provincial 
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authorities, but he is equally alive to tho fact that tho 
Mona xat tiadors are wealthy and poworlul pooplo, and 
acts accoidingly. Ile ofion crosses tho creek io seo his 
fiiends on tho Annameso sido, and is always most 
cordially reec1vod ; for no honour is too great to be pad 
to the man who lots loaded junks pass up the Par-Lin 
river, and looks on pleasantly at rich caravans that take 
the Yaw Crao 10nd. Tona-lin-Kii has always had a 
gairigon of a few hurdred soldiors, who havo mado the 
place tmbulent and filthy beyond doscrrption. Tom 
thar 1anks has sprung many a pirate to help to fill tho 
Mona-xar storo-sheds, and over tho Pax-Lam passed 
many a Canton militiaman into Tongking m 1888 and 
1884. 

Thoio is an Annamase mandarin in tho island of Vax- 
Ninu, but he noyer ventures to trouble tho Mone xu 
Chinamen, and would not long bo thore if ho did. le 
hives at a wrotchod Pu, a mio or go cast of Mona Ka, 
and named after the island. It isa hamlet of score 
or more of iickoty mud hovels, whore tho least 1ain 
turns tho paths into a noiwomo houp of mud a fool deop. 
Naked urebing, with ulcers oll ovor thoir bodios, wallow 
in tho filth with tho pigs; thoir parcnis aro moo 
bundles of 1ags, and tho only approach to tiaflic uy tho 
place nie the little bamboo sheds in front of the houses, 
whence a handful of sapeques would buy up tho ontiro 
stock-m-trade, Woo it not for tho abundanco of fish 
in the bay thoy would all starve to doath. Tho Annameso 
official livos in a sor-disant tort, and 1s almost as duty 
and 1nggod as his fellow-countzymon. Ifo algo oc- 
easionally visits Mona-xar, and doos lis boat to malo 
himself agieonblo to the Chinamon by roqmmtioning tho 
Annemose fisheamen when they arc i want of coolies. 
Fox this he gets an occasional dinner, and stomachs, for 
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the sake of the bellyful which he cannot got at homo, 
the scofis and flouts of lis mocking hosts. 

To secure the peace of Quang-Yen, [vanco will have 
to destroy Mone xr, and not only Mona-xar, but a acoro 
of other Chinese towns planted m Tongkineso tertory. 
Before she has effected this and for long yoars after, sho 
will have had many @ sanguinary fight with tho dis- 
possessed puates and their allies and brothous, the 
outlaws and bandits from the West River. Hmb.oilment 
with China will scazcely be avoided, and Fianco will have 
deep cause for rogret that she did not leave a noutral 
band between hei new protégés and South Ching 
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CHAPTER XY. 
INE TIRAITLEUPS ANNAMILES, 


IIE conduct of tho native auviliny troops in Tongking 

was a mattor of voy gieat intorost throughout 
the campnign. They wore of tivo clissos. Theo wore 
the regulaily drilled mon fom Coc) » Chia, who had 
gono though a aystomatic courso of military instiuction, 
and wero commanded by T'ronch commissionod and non- 
commussionod officois, whom thoy know, and most of 
whom could sponk a certain amount of tho vernacular, 
Theso troops were for tho greater pmt choson ospocially 
for thor officioncy and loyally to the Jronoh flag. Besrlos 
theso there wore tho Tongkineso lovies, raised cautiously 
at fist, dming tho autumn of 1888, only from among 
tho naive Christians, but, after the capture of Sontay, 
chown fiom tho geneinl mass of the poople, without 
togaid cishor vo district o: religious belieis, As compared 
with tho Saraon troops, they naturally lubowred under 
groat disadvantages. Thora was little tume to drill 
thom, and tho numba. of sergeants, whothor 'vonch or 
Coshm Chinose, who could be spared as inatructora, was 
necessuily very small As soon as tho mon had loasuod 
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the elements of field exercise, and knew low to manago 
their guns, they were hwmuied off into activo seivico, 
where, except when there was actual fighting, thoy wore 
mostly employed on fatigue duty, and woro, in fact, 
little better than a supoior class of coolics Many of 
them had no doubt seen Dmopeans for the first timo 
withm the year, and natwally stood in giont we of 
them. In addition to this theio is sufficient difference 
between the Annamese of Tongking and of Cochin China 
to make it very difficult for the few offices who had evon 
a moderate knowledge of the language to comprehend 
or to make themselves compiehonded. This however, 
though a gieat trouble to the French, only made tho 
question moe interesting to tho outside observer. Ono 
saw the whole process of the conversion of peasants into 
soldiers, for the Saigon men ceitainly wo1o soldicis, not 
mere men with guns. 

Hitherto the natives of Indo-China have been looked 
upon as singulaly bad material for soldicis, 16 18 not 
that they want courage. They frequently display a 
daring and foititude which is much moro rarely lound 
among Westerns, But they, no loss than tho Clinoso, 
havo perhaps been too much assumed to bo mcapablo of 
discipline, The Chmese amy is little betto. than a 
rabble, and is hardly less a sub,ect for jost now than it 
was in the old days, when the wainiors carricd shields 
with hideous goblins pamted on them, and beat gongs 
and yelled in o1der to scare the enemy, just as the old 
Annamese soldiery put on horriblo masks, fiory bouds, 
fantastic head dresses, and thealiical wniforms. Chineso 
Gordon’s foice had a voiy considaablo amount of 
military value, but disciplino was only maintamed in 
it by the most drastic measuics, and tho mfhelion of 
punishments so stein that they could only be possible 
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in tho faco of tho enomy, Concerning Lr Tune Curana s 
body guaid, wo can only say that if would bo vory 
disappointmg if it did nob tum out immoasmably 
superior to the rest of tho Imporial amy. Beyond this 
it is ampossiblo to say anything, for it has nover been 
employed on sorvico that can reasonably bo called serious 
warfare. Tho officioncy of the Tionch Indo-Chineso 
troops 18 therefore a matter which may woll aliact tho 
pttontion of China s gi cat stalosmon. 

It 18 not less a matic: of importanco to us. Aftor tho 
second Burmeso wai we mado an attempt to raison 
Buimeso 1ogiment, bub the expo.imont tuinod oul a most 
lamentable failuo. Tho mon would not leain thoi drill. 
They wore, howovor, parliculmly apt in picking up 
mischioyons habits, and soon becamo a terror to the 
countiy-sido, so that every ono was relioved whon, after 
few months’ oxistonco, the Pogu Light Infantry was dis- 
buuded. Siuce then Bu mans hayo only bocn ompluyud 
by the Goyornmont to mako vory inofficiont policomen. 
It is the samo thing in Tndopondont Buma. King 
Theebaw, no less than lis fathor, koops up a staff of 
officers, mostly Tionchmen, to drill Ins soldiers into 
officioncy, but, nevertheless, tho Mandalay army is only 
offectivo for show pmposes. As a spoclaclo thorg hag 
never been anything produced on tho Hmopean stage 
which can surpass a yoyal 1oviow m King Thoobaw’s 
enpital Tho Siameso aimy is oqually a face, Tho 
gieat majouty of ono 1ogimont goos about with shacklos 
zound then ankles, to provent desertion, and discipline ig 
non-oxisient, In tho 10st of Indo China there ae no y 
armios, 

This dovelopmont of an Annamose army is therofore 
hkoly to be a standing monaco to all tho smrounding 
states, and cannot allogether be a matter of indifference 
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to us. ‘Without being alarmis. one cannot holp xe- 
marking that every Frencliman who wiites about Cochin 
China diaws attention to the caso with which loubles 
may be created for England on tho Siamese and Burmeso 
frontiers, should a difference over arise botwoon us. 
Hardly less important, from the point of viow of our 
merchants, are the designs eganst S.am, tho Sian 
States, and in fact the whole of Indo-China, which 
Trance eutertains, and mdeed takes no trouble whatever 
to conceal. These counties she could easily conquer 
with her native army, backed by at most a company or 
so of home troops and a couplo of batteries of aitillory. 
It would decidedly be for the good, not only of tho 
Suan States, bub of Siam oven, to be thus bought 
within the influences of civilization; but ab is by no 
means so ceitaim that 1b would be to the advantago of 
ow manufacturing industies. In the present temper of 
France she seems little likely to thiow open hor new 
colonies or protectorates to the commerco of the would, 
Tleavy duties ae talked of, and it is possible that « 
Trench protectorate over Siam would mean a hamper on 
ow present existing trade rather than the development 
of one of those now mmkets which om manufacturers 
are looking for so ongoily. It 18 cortam that up to tho 
present the I'vench settlomont at Imaphong has not 
tended to the expansion of our commerce 
We have no wish to take ove: tho govaanment or tho 
plotection of Siam, nor have we any hankoring after 
extension of te1itory m the Smin Slates. It would bo 
much more satisfactory 1f those places had a good 
government of their own, and would admit our indus- 
trial productions on equitable terms. As long as Lianee 
had to send troops from Emopo to carry out hor colo- 
nizing schemes, there was a guaenteo that aggiossion 
17 
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would proceod at a spood no moze rapid than his boon 
tho caso within the last two decades, Now, however, 
that sho has a native mmy, alicady lago and capablo 
of onlargemont ab will, 1b 18 full timo that Siam moxo 
ospocially should sot about prtting her house in a leas 
temptingly defencolcss situation. 

The zapid prowth of this corps of Tanm-''ar, or Anna- 
mose light infantry, is intoresting. Irom tho vory first 
year of tho conquest of Cochin China, Miance has kept 
in view this schome of n native amy, A company of 
Amnamese Chuustians, raised ab ‘Lourann, somo thirty 
milos south of IIvy. fought with bravoy at tho taking 
of Saigon ‘VThoir rchgion botnd those mon to tho 
Troneh, for King Lu Duc was a gieat persoentor, ‘ho 
idon, howevor, thus bogan was immoihately oxpandad. 
Admnal Craryer mado an attempt to raise a icgiment 
from amongst the Dox-Dioy. Iho Dox-Dinw wero vory 
much like tha emphyteuta of tho old Roman fiontia 
provinees. They were poor soflleis who, an retuin for 
the usufiuct of cor.ain lands, had to s0ndor military 
servico in time of war. Under tho old Aumameso itlo 
they numbered as many as 10,000. ‘hero wore twenty- 
four 1ogmonts in the six Gr-Dim provinces, though 
tho omolnont of the forco only dated fiom 18865, , Tho 
admiial s offorts did not meot with vory gioat succoss, 
notwithstanding that ho mado thom dimk tho “water of 
the oath ’ in the rogular national fashion, Aftor an 
oxistonce of five months the co.ps was disbanded, A 
laigo numba. omigiated vo Anna, and tho 20st onterod 
the ranks of the newly devised body of Maas, 

Tt 13 fiom this corps of Miiis, poheomeon, or rather 
gens-d'u mes, in s0 for ag tho Picnch civilian guardians 
difter from the Dnglish, that tho rogimont of native 
light infantry has grown, In their onrolmont iccourse 
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was had to the old mandaim forms. Bach villago was 
required to tumish to the govainor of the distuct a 
specified numbei of men closen from the village 1oster. 
The local headmen, with whom the selection lay, made 
the famuly of the conseupt pay ® ceitam amount to- 
wards lus support as a Mara, and they in 1.etwn were 
relieved from a corresponding amo.nt of taxes. Volun 
teers were also allowed, and the headman usually 
entered into a contiact with these, furnishing them with 
asam of money to be repaid when practicable. The 
Maras of every ciicle thus raised were assembled in 
the local capitals for instruction in their duties. They 
wore then diafted, according to capacity, to one of the 
two bianches of the force. The first company usually 
numbered fifty men, and was employed ou active dutios, 
keeping guaid af military posts and generally moving 
to whatever placo was necessary, for the supptession of 
Jocal distwwbancos 02 tlio maintimance of order. They 
were thus oxtiemely valuable in saving tho Trench 
soldies from petty little expeditions, which were ardu 
ous and exhausting enough, to Dumopenns, in a tropical 
climate. The othor company was much moro numerous, 
and was stationary. Its duties vere to supply a guard 
to tho civilian administrator, 40 guard the gaols, to 
engure the safe transmission of tho mails, and generally 
to do local police work. 

From this force, which was formerly unde. civilian 
management, has been created tho yogiment of Tu ail- 
lews Annamites, As miegimont thoy aro not very old. 

~The decise forming the two battalions of Liva-Tip only 
dates from Maich 15, 1880, and it may be said that 
there was really no change in their duties till their em- 
ployment in the Tongking campaign. ‘They kopt guard 
duzing the day at the Saigon Govornmont Palace, at the 
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Damacks and tho arsonal and olsowhore, leaving tho 
night sontry go lo tho ‘Yench tvoops. ‘Lhoy woro por- 
haps moro finwhod in thei dill, and had much moro 
muskoliy piactico, but othorwiso they woo simply the 
old Maras with o militmy command. Now thoy have 
yecoived theit baptism of fire and havo gained confidence 
in thomsolycr. 

Tho onolmont 1s caviicd on just as befoio, If a man 
depots and this is vory far from being an uncommon 
oceurenco—his villago has to pay a fino and supply a 
man im his placo, ‘hero is therefore a gonaal public 
dosizo to find out tho defauller, and the | tench Govoun- 
mont has the best of guanntcos that tho olfoctive will 
be kopt up to its proper sirongth. A prope. slandard 
of physique 1s tlso onsured by tho inspection of ovory 
ronuil by a standing commutieo, consisting ol tho civil 
administrator of tho distiict, an office, of the corps, 
andasmgoon, Lho chiot of tho mans canton is also 
required to bo prosont 40 roprosent tho villago intorests, 
Lvoerything is thus dono to proyont tho dialling of woody 
men mio tho foree, and ab the samo tamo be choek tho 
offorls of obbing hevdinen, A man who is 1ofused by 
tho commuilteo of imspochon must bo immedia oly 
replaced by his village. . 

Tho, uniform is vary neat, and vory woll suited 
both to national charactorislics and to military oxi- 
goncics. Tt consists of short, looso tiousors, whito 
in guauson, dark blue o1 blick on servico, a dark-blue 
compionuse bofwoon a tume and tho national coat, 
a broad searlot sash ‘vound round tho waist undore 
tho coat, with tho onds falling down m front, and a 
damty little flat bamboo hat, with a metal boss on tho 
top bommg tho government sinamp and the date of 
issue. This attiactive htile head-dress, about tho 
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diameter of a dinner plate, is tilted slightly forward by 
the han tied up im a chignon at tho back of the hoad, 
and a red ribbon, fixed to the boss, passes under the 
chignon and keeps the whole firm in its place, he 
wholo effect is wonderfully pictuesque. On deat wn 
régiment de femmes. They have almost a light opera 
appearance. They are aimed with tho light gendar mene 
carbines of the 1874 model, with the sword bayonet, 
and keep their weapons in most excellent order. Tho 
European officers and non commissioned officeis are 
diawn fiom the Infunterre de Marne, and retain the 
uniform of then branch of the service, Tho native 
officers, of whom there mc a f3w, wear a dress which 
is a kind of mixture between the Fiench and the native, 
and geives to accentuate the happiness of the inspira 
tion which Int upon the uniform worn by theline. Tho 
Huropeans receive an addition to their iegular pay as 
members of the Colonial army, the expense being bone 
by Cochin China, They are bound to remam throe 
years with the 1egiment, and aro then, so far as the 
native aimy is conceined, perfectly fee One cannot 
help thinking that there 1s consi lexable room fo1 1¢form 
here, Three years is a very short timo in which to 
leain’ the manners and chaiacter of a poople hke the 
Annameése, to say nothing whatever of their language. 
The system which permits an ofiee:, or even foreos him 
afte: having completed his 1ogula: term of service in the 
Saigon provmeas to go to an entirely diftoient country, 
hike Senegal or Guiana, 1s a most wanton wasting of 
“force. ‘There aie, indeod, instances in which officers 
have been allowed to romam for a lengthened period, 
with results which one would havo thought must have 
convinced the authorilies of the advantages to be derived 
from it; but it is too offen the case that officers, even the 
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most able, a1c compulsorily rotited, or cullod off to tho 
otha end of the world, Tho difteully no doubt lies in 
tho constitution of tho Monch army. Shore is no 
possibility of goltiig officers to yoluntoor fiom !'ianco 
for the native tioops. hoy have therefore bo bo cinwn 
fiom the Infantere de Marine, and impair tho offociivo 
of that fo1co; bosidos that, thoy still zemain wndor the 
ordeis of tho Ministor of Marino, and may ab any timo 
be ondored 10 proceed to any place under his yursiiction, 
4o New Caledonia o1 Cruiana, 10 Sonegel or Martaniquo ; 
and tho miscliof is that this apphes ay woll to tho non- 
commissionod officers a8 to thon supmious., ‘Tho most 
obvious xemedy would bo to pormit all thoso who enter 
tho nativo mmy to bo oxempt fiom tho nocossity of 
going tho round of tho otha colonics. oasibly, how- 
ever, somo other alangemont may be dovised which 
would press logs honvily on thoso who diend tho term in 
Now Culedoniw. 

T'or long there was a voy goat difioronco of opinion 
as to tho mihtmy vilue of tho Jaadlews, Against thoix 
immediato noighboms they had diaplvyod no lack of 
comage., hoy had v lego pul in tho supprossion of 
local ngings and 11 tho fighting in Gamboya.  Thoy 
jomed thobody guard of vanoug) '10cnch oaploung partion, 
notably im tho great oxpedion of Commandant Doudart 
do Lagrés and Ciancis Carmen, and showed thomsalvos 
faithful and capablo of sustained cxaition. But thore 
wore those, oven among thoir own oflicers, who declarod 
that this was no test. ‘Sho enomy they had to moot was 
miseiably aimed, and corlainly in no gioatly superior™ 
fores ; and, moxeoyor, there had always beon Fronchmen 
ai hand to givo them support and confidence. Tt would 
be vastly dufercut, it was asserted, whon they had to 
meet an enomy aimed equally well with thomsolves, and 
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especially would 16 be doubtful how they would bear 
themselves when they had to meet Chinamen, no matier 
how armed 

The profound respect which the Annamese have for 
the Chinamen 18 most extiaordinay. Tho Chinaman is 
looked up to by allthe nations m the Last, as indeed thoy 
aie comparably the finest raco in the Hast fiom what- 
ever standpoint one chooses toiegard them intollectual, 
industiual, 0 merely physical. But nowhero in Siam, 
Burma, the Stiaits, o.1 even m India, me they looked 
upon with this almost superstitious reverence, which in 
Tongking actually shows itself in the tone of voice in 
which # mandaiin is 1eta1ed to. Dxeept in Tongking 
and ati Cuonon, the Chinese Svigon, and infinitely the 
wealthiest pat of it, there are, uf wo look at the 
neighbouring countries, compaiatiyely few Celestials in 
the Annamese territoies, In Aunam pioper the man- 
dang actually tried to keep them out as much ag 
possible, and hmited their plazes of r0sidenco to Tut 
and its suburbs, and a few coast ports, Tho Chmamen 
had nothing to protect them but thom pide of 1nco and 
thev absolutely c.ushing supeiouty to the peoplo of 
the country. But that was enough. They walked oroct 
threugh tho stroots, and gave way to nobody, gent or 
small, mandaring or mandarm;’ men, the lati. boing 
perhaps the moie wondeiful achievement of the two 
They mauied all the prethost women, and got all the 
commerce. They talked in terms of the most contemp- 
tuous pity of the nauves of the country, and wee only 
the moro 1ospected fo it. Tvon the Annameso of 
Saigon had the same feelings of awe for tho Chinaman. 
They saw tho Fiench soldiers with thoir guns and artil 
lexy, the ships of war, the palatial public buildings, and 
the spacious dwelling-houses, the products of Westen 
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industry and art, and they wero told that Saigon 
was nothing to compmo with Liance. They meroly 
shook thei: heads. China, too, hid her palaces, bigger 
and more gorgeous; the Clinamans house was finor 
and moo com nodiour ; lie did moire commerce oven mM 
Saigon than the Fronchman, lho Chinamon wero 
iniinitely mo1e numoious, and as for woalth thoro was 
no comparison. ‘They hid no telegraphs, and thaw war- 
slups did not go all over tho world, bué they had made 
many mvontions. They could take advantago of thoso 
of othor pooplo, and no doubt would if thoy saw fit, all 
in thar own good timo. Moanwhilo thoy woro ‘ elder 
brothors ’ to thei: bre.on ol Annam. ‘The Tmperor 
gavo authority to lis majesty of Annam to 1oign, and at 
was a sine qué non of tho oxistence of a Tus mandarin 
that he should spoal. Chinoso Chineso usages were 
* followed, and tho Chmoso Book of Rules rogulatod all 
the doings of tho country ‘'Theofore the Chinaman 
was looked upon as x iolativo, a slighly ovorboaring 
one, perhaps, but slil a “mothe ’ according to tho 
clastic O1tontal tom, lo was nob a Loreigner, ho was 
m friond. All other nation uities wore regarded aa 
forcignevs, and theroforo to bo hated and ab tho samo 
time, ag national wea moss was forcod to admit, to bo 
foaed. 

Tho omploymont of tho Zuailleus in tho Tongking 
campaign was thoiefore & monmontous exporimont, and 
thore were not a fow who maimtnimod that ib was a vory 
perilous one. As a mattor of fact very fow indood woro 
sent at firat, and thon only after very carolul séloction. 
At the taking of tho ciladel of Tlanoi in Api, 1882, by 
Commandant Rivitve, there wore only five and twenty of 
the native auxiliaries, under a Tucneh lioulenant, on- 
gaged. They conducted thomselves credilably onough, 
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and demonstrated to admaation that they had no 
seruplos whatever against killmg any number of thew 
fellow countxymen Still, howovor, 16 was nob contem- 
plated to greatly increase their number until the disastor 
at Pru-Hoar on May 19, 1888, when Commandant 
Riviére was lulled. Then tha desperate state of Hanot, 
and indeed of the Ficnch gaciisons all ova Tongking, 
forced the immediate despatch of whatever troops could 
be spared fiom Cochin China; and laige reinforcements 
of the Traillcurs were sent, despite the supposed risk. 
It was only with caution that they were opposed to the 
Black Plags at first, but they displayed ao much stendi- 
ness in their first few brushes with them, that confidence 
was soon established, and, affer the capture of Sontny, 
they had, if anything, more than thei sharo of the 
fighting, such as it was. Nevertholess, throughout tho 
whole operations foar of Hut influences prevented the 
despatch ot native otheers. Lhere was but ono, so ss 
lieutenant Ngun, who made tho campaign, and he was 80 
young that he had been bon a Tiench subject. ven 
now, when the Zuaillews Annanites have boen retired 
to Saigon, it 1s not contemplated to draft into the 
Tu aillews Tonghinow any higher officers than Car and 
Dory corporals and sergeants, Tho Annamese are, how- 
ever, nothing, if not mtuguers, and possibly the I'rench 
civilians ale right, though ihe arrangement is very 
humiliating to the native officers, and hardly hkely to 
lead to the recruiting of tho best class of native gontlo- 
mon, 
» As mentioned above, it is hadly fair to compare the 
Tongkinese levies with the Jochim Chinamen. They 
had had no dull to speak of, and they were dressed in a 
most hideous stieaky blue uniform, with o sngulaily 
ugly 1ed, white, and bluo tipy ed bamboo, soup tecn- 
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like hat. Tho number of thoiy company, sowed in rod 
tapo on a whito oval on tho loft chost, dealt tho final 
blow at any hopes thoy might hayo had of prosonting a 
soldic. hko appemanco. ‘ho Saigon mon, with now- 
boin prido, porsistontly called thom poheomon, and the 
Tuench troops inthe: ungratolully oncouragod tho do- 
prosiation by stylmg them Bashi Bazouks. Novortho~ 
less, considermg tho short 4mo thoy had beon undor 
arms, thoy gayvo consicdeinbly moro promise than tho 
men fiom tho south. ‘hoy aro finor mon in every way— 
m hoight, stiongth, and manliness and, when it camo to 
heavy marching, thoy simply walked tho Cochin Chma- 
mov oft thon logs. Qualities hho theso, taking the 
cireumstances into account, might woll be sot off agaist 
some anhwardnoss offensive lo tho mlilary oye. hoy 
might occasionally cary then carbino as if it wore a 
bamboo polo or a pioce of baggage that had to bo got 
along somehow; but they wore invaluable in covorng 
tho flank of tho army and provonting suxpiises —procisely 
the points in which tho native oops woro most usofal, 
Pahaps tho bost thing the native Jucillews did was 
ab tho capture of Ynr-'¥. Conanl Budo do I'Tslo's 
column had boon on tho maich sineo tho oatly mouing, 
and had covered considoably over twenty mules whom 
tho advance guad sighted the citadel at five o'clock am 
tho afteanoon. Té would bo dark at six, so that af the 
troops were not to sleop outside it was necessmy to bo 
expeditious. Tho advanco guad was composed ag usual 
entnoly of tho nativo ticops. ‘Thoio wore eighty of the 
Tuadllews Annanites and forty 'longkmoso. Tho march 
had to be quichened lattoly, and the van was considor- 
ably beyond ils distance from tho Tucos, who wore, 
moisovel, in Indian file, Neveitheloss tho Zilles 
we1o immediately deployed, and commonced and sus- 
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tained the attack for nemly half an hour unaided Tho 
Chinamen had got the rango fiom the walls, and a 
sally paty came to withm thice hundred yards, and 
kept up a galling fio fiom an admirable shelter. 
Nevertheless tho men never flinched, and the Tongkinese 
were quite as steady in thew volloy firmg as the moro 
practised compatiots. When, fmally, the artillery got 
into position and silenced the Chmamen, and the Turcos 
extended the advanced line on the ight, a general 
advance was sounded. Without the least flurry 01 
breaking of line the Tirazdewrs wont 10 tho assault with 
the most admixable clan, scaled the walls and opened 
the gates to the Turcos, to the ineftablo disgust of the 
burly Algerians. 

Ilo.e the conduct of the Tongkinese was quite as steady 
and wouthy of piaiso as that of the older troops, and 
thiee days Inter 1b was one of the “ coolio brigade” who 
first hoisted the tricolor on the muado of Taar Navyun, 
Such comparisons mo, however, unprofitable. Dnough 
has been said to show that tho Tench have the material 
for a most admnable Colomal army, ono which will not 
be so showy as the Algeiian Z’nadlews, but which, in its 
disciplined steadiness under fro, will be likely to accom- 
pligh much more than the Turco does with his wald, 
biutish chaiges, splendidly biave if you will, but just as 
likely to do ham to the general plan of action as not. 

The result of this French attempt is most interesting, 
and shonld be most snggeshva to the noighbonring 


“nations. Of all in Indo China the Annamese is tho 


r 


least warlike. Under sized and dovoid of musele, ho is 
shim evyon to effemimacy. Tho Siameso mic no great 
athletes, but nature has mado them physically bette 
mon than at any rate the Cochin Clinamen. Yet tho 
wholo Siamese army, ‘“waler” cavaly included, would 
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bo erumpled up by one battalion of the Tiwillens 
Annanutes. Botwoon the stmdy Cambojan, o1 tho tlick- 
sot man of the Suan Féatos and tho Annamose, thoro is 
no comparison, yet the Cambojans wont down like 100ds 
before a buffalo when they met the Puaaidlews ma much 
less efficiont state thai they mo now. But it is espo- 
cially China which siould take noto of tho Tronch 
experiment ‘The Mildlo Kingdom is an osgsontially 
porceful countiy, and will neve: go in for a caroo of 
conquest; but she does want to be ablo to protect herself 
against wanton attacks, Dmnlled Chinamen would be as 
superior to tho Annameso infantry as tho disciphnod 
Luadllew is to the fioce but oratie Black lag. Ib is 
too lightly assumed thit tho Chinaman is incapablo of 
being subjectod to a regular courso of diill, and that ho 
grows 1estivo under anything ‘like sustained diserpline ; 
but tho same thmg was said in Cochin China. “ha 
Colestial has a much better balanced mind than any ot 
his neighboms, and in capable hands ho would make as 
good n soldier as ho is 1 moichant. 





CIIAPTER XVI. 


THE PEOPLE OF 108 COUNTRY. 


LE: Longkinese belong to the yellow race, the Indo- 

Chinose stock and the Annamese family, which 
occupies a place midway between the Clinese and the 
Malayan branch. They aro taller than the Annameso, 
better shaped, and with a smaller head set on m less 
lanky neck; but novertheless thoy ato far fiom being 
well-grown, and are agilo ratha than strong. Inko 
thoi: biethxen of the south, they mae biachyeophalous, 
with a low forehead, this bemg always tho narowost 
part of the skull The facial angle 1s, howeva, fainly 
good. The exterior anglo of the eye is certainly not so 
much tilted as the Chinaman’s. The cheek-bones, on 
the other hand, are much ligher than the Celestial’s. 
Tha nose is a very bad fanture; if is vary bioad, and iha 
dopiession above 18 so great that there is practically no 
biidge at all, One cannot avoid tho idea, in fact, that 
an Annamese nose is the sort of thing one might mako 
with thiee fingers and a piece of Inead Theo is a 
shght tendency to prognathism, but not so strongly 
marked as in Cochm China. This appoarance is often 
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fortuitously oxaggaated mmongst the womon of tho 
lowon élass. Tn order: to provent thein hugo hat fiom 
blowing off on a windy day, they pass tho ribbon acrosa 
their unde-lip and throw tho jaw downwards and 
fowud. Constant habit ofton makos thom do this oven, 
when thoy havo no hat on, and tho rogult is a somi-idiotic 
and altogether ludoous appearance, cspomally whon 
tho tooth mo black and the guns 10d with botol-juico. 
The chin itsolf is usually short and woll-shapod, and tho 
oaig mo very largo and projechin a most unsightly way. 
The tooth are largo, and, as alrondy hinted, aro dyed 
black with a kind of lacquo. by almost all oxcopt the 
oluldron and the wmmariicd womon. ‘The offoct 18 singu- 
lovly casguating, and fiom a little distance suggosts tho 
idon that thoy havo n tocth at all, ‘ho limbs aro wall- 
shaped, but the foot mo voy ugly. Thoro is absolutoly 
no iustep; they aro Iargo, and a10 appaiontly tho samo 
thickuvss wl over, ws af they wore cut veo vl w pluuk of 
wood. The hands aio also very long and naiow, and 
tho finga joints n10 oblaus:vely knollod, As wilh tho 
Chinoso and Siamose, 1b is a math ol rank lo allow tha 
nals to gow long, and tho wo non vory often tint thom 
roso-colou, with fai fiom comely results, ike almosbh 
all Dastoin nations, tho sob of thoir legs is altogether 
spoilt by tho way thoy ae cauied mm eluldhood by their 
mothois, stiaddlod acioss the hips, ‘lis, togothor with 
& peenhar wide setling of the hip-jomts and tho sizo of 
thon fect, mako thom walk in & vory ungainly way, tho 
feot bemg very much turned ont. The chest end stomach 
ave very much thiown forwaid; tho logs aro not bont, 
and the feck seareoly lifted off the ground. In tho mon 
this gives the idea of a kind of swagger, in tho womon 
® lack of modesty. Jn colour tho Tongkinose doos not 
gveatly diftct trom his noighbows to the south, Ile is 
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always a kind of ditty yellow, but the depth of the shade 
yarios a great deal according to his oceupation. The 
mandarms and the women of the botte: class are some- 
thing near the tint of a wax candle, while the rice 
frimen is as dark as a dead oak leaf. The hai: is black 
and fine; both men and women Jeé it grow to its full 
length, tying is up ima Imot at the back of the lead. 
The heads of the childien mo shaved, but afterwards 
the hair is neve. cut and very seldom washed, with 
results which give all classes, high and low, of both 
sexes, abundant occupation. King Tu Dua once issued 
an order that members of his cou1t were not to search 
for vexmin in one another’s han in the presence of tho 
Fiench officors who commanded the ships presented to 
to him after the treaty of 1874. The men seldom 
manage to grow a beard before the age of thuty, and 
then it is but a poor thing. Tle monstacho 1s voy 
scanty, and the Iistles which gow on the chin and 
undei-lip could be counted without any extinordinary 
effort of patienco. In this respect p21haps the Tongkinese 
is worse off than his compatriots to the south. 

In mental capacity tho Tongkincse is cotainly bohind 
the Cochin Chinaman. Ilis intelligence is of the most 
primitive kind, and he cannot get beyond the most 
obvious subjective ideas. Tho Saigoneso may certainly 
have been brightened up by their contact with the 
Trench, as they undoubtedly have been detororated 
morally very much moe even than is invaunbly the 
caso when Easteins come undor tho influenco of 

eEopeans but 14 seems indisputable that they really 
have better natuial abilities than the men of Tongking. 
The chaiacter of both, however, is lamentably bad 
They are without any sort of education or instruction, 
Theis roligious sense 18 extremely blunt, and they appear 
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to havo no moial senso at ul. Thoy make hght of evil, 
and scolf at all idea of good. Lhey me as inovpablo 
of any gicat vices as they avo of any gioat actions. ‘hoy 
havo boon 1oundly assor bod to have “no charactor at all,” 
and aro thorotoio far from being an imiorosting study, 
Thoy aro, in faet, Like the county which they habit, a 
busuad cross bowwcun tho Glina nen wad the wbosiginds, 

Then principal faulis have no doubt boon aggiavatod 
by the way in wluch they havo beon ground down ovor 
sinco the annexation of the county to Annam in tho 
bogmning of tho contury. All of the Ly family, tho 
Tongking dynasty, that could bo got hold of woro pub 
to death, and with thom the nativo mandarins, Of tho 
tost of tho pooplo, all sueh as woe in any way abovo tho 
common 1u6k, whelhor in wealth 01 odueation, and who 
might thercfore have led tho people agunst their con- 
quoiors, woro oqually rt thloxsly oxilod, porsocuted, or 
put to death on any or no pretert. LRebollions only 
moronsed tho stern 4s of tho Ilur avlo, ho ignoiance 
and erassnoss of the ‘lon zghineso, thorefore, partly arises 
fiom tho fact that thoy nove: havo boon taught, ‘hour 
tunudity and hypoerisy wo10 accontuatod by tho foo way 
in which tortw.o was oxci 1801 by the mandaring. heir 
incouigmble and unblushing habits of lying arose drom 
tho samo cause, ‘Tho umpovutence which dishnguishes 
thom eyen moro than it doos most of tho Jndo-Chinese 
iaces was duo to tho circumstance that any man who wes 
suspoctod of having monoy Inid by was oxposnd to iho 
yapacily of the mandmins and all tho howors which 
followed in ils train. ‘Lho sal may have beon very bad, 
but cnewnstances havo helped to make it vory much 
woise than it was miondod to be, though ono cannot 
imagino that nature was svon ab any timo prowl of tho 
Annamose, 
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Tenoanco and lyme and caiingmg ay ul howcve, 
thoro is 100m for grout divergence of opimon abort the 
Amnameso raco. They wo sober, bub thubis vory much 
because they cannot gob a supply of hynor, tho 
mandaiings a10 Loibly dissolute, and the odinay vail- 
lager, when ho gels a chance to drink a a feist, goes on 
t. ho can drink no mote, or mil tho supply 0 Snmar 
Snum, 1ico atack, 1ums oul. ' hoy aro industious, 
Thoy work in a way that few obhor Orientals, oxcoph the 
Glinoso, work; but that is becanso thoy would sluvo if 
thoy did not work. ‘Thore aro Tow uncultivated wow in 
tho Tongking della, but tho population is dcnser than 
jn many parts of Iuropo, and to food tho mouths tho 
ground must bo tilled and tho uvors diligontly ish 1 
Tho Annamego cannot make his wile do overyt ving, and 
he is protty steadily to bo soon out in tho fu ky, and 
there are somo trayollors who givo him. a yasb deal ob 
credit for it. Now that a less rap rwious rule is gome to 
miko Longking tho woallhy country 1b sloull bo, ib in 
probablo that tho native will doyolo his onoigics to tho 
porfoction of his ahevdy considerable ability in stor img. 
Tho stato of affairs as 1b would bo af tha Aniuncso het 
the ordering of tho matlor ix lo bo seon when ha gocs 
owt jn his boat. Chon his wile and daughtas row, aad 
ho stoors, wnloss ho has a spare sia on oiylit-your-oldar 3 
then ho sleeps. 

Thoio ao thoso who view tho intelligence wilh which 
the Annamoso is hoquontly cradibod with ston, scoptt- 
cism, Ilo has certainly a romarkably quice power of 
qmilation. Bué this is dubious. ‘The question is whether 
this talont is moioly a kind o° instinct ox radu onlay 
intolligonce, what tho Trench me fond of calling sangai, 
tho cloyerncas of tho apo, who xpoehly leas to do 
things which wiso. animals nover allumpl,  Unfor-

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tunately this imilativo capacity is ordinamly very ill- 
directed. In Tongking tl o native has hithorto had little 
chanco of having good modcls, or indeod models of any 
kind sot before him; but the Cochin Chmaman has had 
abundanso of oppoilumty and timo for improvemont, 
To has made but vory little uso of it. Tntolligonco 18 
dovoloped by study, but tho study must bo of 1onson- 
able matter, The Saigonese doos nob cao to study 
Wealorn htoratwo o: Weston geionces. Wo hay tho 
imitative powor, and ho twkes what 18 tho casiost to him ; 
ho imitates T'vench mannois and customs, or what ho 
consideis to bo such; for it would be crucl to say that 
tho result is oven an apo-liko copy of tho grande nation. 
Noyortheloss ho calls himself and his iollow-counts ymon 
tho Lronch of tho ast, and it is annocossary to quairol 
with tho tillo An Annameso of vory considorable 
talent and acquiroments, tho best tho counliy hay pio- 
duced in fact, M. Pures Tm ona-Vina- Kx, says in this 
connection: “ Sho Annamoso, in spito of thoir 16801ve 
and fiigidnoss, 110 gay, an Llovo .aillory, joking, laughtox, 
plays on words, mockory, and criticism. Thay have qleo 
a constdaabla powor of iony, satiro, and xidieulo. 
They scoff and bantor by tins. Bosidos this thoy 
aio vain, ostontatious, and givon to luxmy. ..« Lt 
is for ting 1oason that, m tho rolations of odinay 
lifo, wo say that tho characte: of the Annimoso is that 
of tho Tionchman, exeopt for tho habits vosulting from, 
tho oduention of oach.” Tb is difficult to say whothor 
tho lomnod gontloman meant this passago to bo 1 
specimon of his own poigonal ability in quizzing. e 

Tho mon of Annam and 'Tongking havo not had the 
oppoitumty of making studios hom lhe porson in this 
way. ‘Lhoso of thom that do study, poro over tho Book 
of Ritos and tho works of Confucius, and poifoct them- 
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solves m tho knowlolgo of tho lnws of immemoal 
custom. All thei efforls aro dircctod bo mastering tho 
conditions which govorn toh socioly, an abil wy 
governmont, where the patric polestas rules nll, wl ovo 
tho king is Tumy-Tuo, son cf heaven, and tho yooplo 
aio lus childvon. ‘Tho carly logislators proclaimed tiv 
pioty to bo tho coiner-stono of tho evistonco of kingdoms 
and the wolia.e of socioty. Tho Book ot Riles says “Tf 
you would plant mutual affection m the ompive, begin by 
chorisghing fathor and mothor; your oxamplo will toach 
the peoplo union and concaid.’ Tho sovercign is son of 
hoavon, and must profess for hoaven the same vogard 
which tho heavonly mandato gives him tho aight to 
exact from his subjects. So tho dutios of tho father of 
tho family towards tho mandates aro tho seo as those 
of tho childron towards tho hoad of the family. Vho 
wholo thing 18 as .ogular ax tl o sbops of a ladder ‘ho 
results to tho national and tu the samy eliancto: hay» 
boon oxccadingly bad. 

Tho mbitrmy aystom of government, adc hy the 
national vices, has dovolopod to an almost maodiblo 
oxtont tho sconce of tmpitudo intgne, and ehicanory ; 
and analogy leads bo the leo practico of all these in, 
private relations. Where then intorosts ary at sb uo tho 
Annamcso show plenty of 1osomce and ink Thgonce, bub 
tho ability in this respech docs not conn nd itself to 
thoso who havo anyilung to do with tim, whether thoy 
are moral mon o1 not. Tying, knavery, and intagno 
aro the lundamonty conditions of the oxistenca and 
advancomont of mandarins, and they become mutural 
thaough constant practice. ‘hoy could give points to tho 
neutest diplomatists ond tho most skille | Phrynos. Tho 
mass of tho poople, m their capacity of pnous eluldicn, 
do thew bost to follow tho lord seb them by thor aul re 
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Thoie aro mm fret bub two classox—tha loticred class 
which iulcy, and the people who obey passively and 
unpliaily. There is no such thing as an rrirlocacy or 
tho middle-class. Tho mtndazins wo all choyon, a3 in 
China, by public oxamination, and, tochnieally, any ono 
is ohgiblo, Thoro is, however, much jobbing; it 15 the 
national chainctorstic. ‘hore is indood a tillo—{hal of 
Bao, or Bulle whieh rich merchants aro allowed to 
buy, corresponding to tial of Titoo-Gywi, “ich man,” 
ab tho Burma cout, 2b gives no privilogos of any kind, 
nob oven tho right to cary & big umbrella; but it is a 
namo, and that gooy a long way with peoplo so fond of 
parade as tho Vronch of tho Mast. ‘ho manda.ns, 
howovo1, are poldom so wWl-mformed reg uding tho stato 
of thoi districh as to Jo& any man gob rich enough to 
buy tho title, here scems to bo only ono in all Tong. 
king, Bao Kin, & man who has tho leago of the fisho.o0s 
in tho Jako in tho cenho of Hanoi. Possibly he 
Tona-Noo, tho Govunor of Inno, did not know the 
abundanco of fish in the Iako, o1 porhaps ho was 
flustorod at tho time of gianting tho loase by tho 
“Drugands from Sugon,’ tho tile which LLur: wit has 
fastencd on tho J rench 

Boyond thei doco and ignorance and dirtinogy the 
pooplo havo fw salont chuactoristies. Thoy aro at- 
tachod to thor native placo—that is to say, tho village 
where thoy wore born; for theis watiled mud shantios 
may bo pulled down and 1obuilt in a fow hours, and ao 
Incapable of ablacting tho regard even of tho pigs and 
fowls which share it with tho human inhebitanis, Thigy 
home love, if it can be so called, is Intgely duo to the 
foot that thoy must visib periodioully the bombs of thoix 
ancestors, and proximity saves trouble. Like most people 
who aro on the vergo of want all thoir lives long, they

avo hospitable onough and give meals freely to Linvollora 
unde. the conviction that thoy themselves may probably 
be somo day in tho sumo stiait, "his samo povoity of 
rosources makos thom vory fond of oxchanging presents, 
which among tho county pooplo ofion nasumo a luiic- 
yously Likputian chaactor. 1 is a common custom to 
tical of busmess matics at table, which also tonds to 
raise the chaiacter of hospitality. Tho Aunamecsa code, 
it may bo montioned, enjoined thet weakly orphans 
should be bronght up at tho common cost, bul they aro 
usually adoptod into somo family, though bar.onnoss 18 
not a feult that can bo reprorchod against Anunmoso 
ladies, 

Tongkinose, Annamoso, and Cochin Chinoso—all of 
them aro vory fond of noiso and spoetnelos, theaties and 
fanornls, gaming, fish and ciickot and cock fights, whieh 
often result im owner fights, though courage ia nob tho 
characteristic of the nation. Gandblng is an geeth & 
cwise wilh them as it is with tho Chinoso, and indocd 
tho Indo-Chinoso gonmally, ‘ho Iimpoier, dra Lona, 
gayo gamostois oighty staipos and oxcoute dt tho yum) lig 
housckoopor, but his suecessors found ibanc.o sabinladlory 
to make monoy out of the matte. Ono of tha fow 
yontihisconces of Buddhism thay havo about thom 15 the 
fondnoss for orceting public monwmncils, pago tay, houses 
for spirits, wayside rosting-places, and allars, on whieh 
tho founda: s namo is placod in Iago characters. Lovo 
of distinelion of somo kind has perhaps more to do wilh 
tho matter than picty. ‘Tho Longkmoso aro particularly 
fond of making thomsolves conspicuous jn some way, if 
ib as only as despoalo pirates. ‘hoy have, howovor, 
moro tho spirit of commoreo than thoir na rzhbotis to 
tho south. hoy work hada wid do +roine amornt of 
huckstoing, bub they squander: {he money as soon as 
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itis made. Té is tho vomon who do most of tho work. 
They koop tho house, so far as ib ew bo aud to ho kopt; 
thoy look after tho Little shop which ovay other house 
in tho villago has; thoy propmo the colton, werye the 
clothes, thrash and husk tho 1160, work in tho fields, wid 
row tho boat; wlulo the husb id lols about, smokos an 
opram pipo ho cen, or & water-pp rit ha camo, or, af 
evon that is too costly for Jim, then a quem article made 
out of the root of a bamboo. On tho wholo thoy avo not 
a youy inlorosting poople ' hey aro simply a pile copy 
of tho Gluncse. ‘Tho flat and monotonous ddlbes ol tho 
Sona-cor and tho Mrxcya roproduco thoi tamonoss ux 
thew inhabitants. 

4 18, howovo1, a gic ut mistake, which most Vucneh 
wutos mako, to spoak of tho conspieuons amiability and 
placidity of tho Annamoso. ‘hoy display vory littlo 
animetion whon a foragno passes by, "hoy look dolo- 
ful enough and offon alarmed cnough., Bub whon you 
can s00 them in thon odmmy villago Ifo it 18 a vory 
different mutlor. ‘Lhon they aro as oxeiod aid yolublo 
agen dame de le Jal Sho, voowbwary of abuso and 
filthy lanzvage surpassos thu ol a Goringeo cooho. 
VLhoy all bulk at once, and cach tries to oulshoub lis 
noighbou, and terra his heii: whon ho {mds hitntolf 
bawlud down, ‘Tho Amamoso ia mock and tanquil 
only boforo thoso whom ho Loa.s, and thon his humility 
is nollung but hypocusy, for ho makes fun of Inmpolf 
and tho man “ho has searod Lim, a8 noon as that 
personage is gono. Lhe childion look, and aro, more 
intolligentithan their cldors, but ther quek-willodnos§ 
develops itsoll only in imyuity. ‘Thoy lavish tha most 
foul-mouthed{abuso on thoh mothos, and nob wnsoldom 
ivy to kick thom. 1b ig amusmg to co w hitlo smatchot 
of six or eight ordering vboul and hoeloring a half-dozen 
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of big blundomg cools, and altogotho. astonishing to 
seo thom do what thoy are told, somotimos ovon wibhonl 
giumbling. But it was nothing loss than ho url-ronding 
duimg tho Tongkmg campaign to soo the aptitude with 
which the childion pickod up tho worst vices trom ho 
woist of tho Fionch solliay. M. Dutieul do thing 
has declared that thoro is no nation on emth moe 
depraved than tho Annamese, and quostious which aro 
tho wouso, the mon or tho yomon. ‘Che stabomoent is a 
sweeping ono, but one might havo agiood with him if 
ho had included Annamoso boys, 

Tho Annameso diess 18 one of tho ughost in tho Nasb. 
Trousers liko Uhose of tho Chinoso, but not qmbo so wide, 
a long looso coat with tight sleeves something like a 
cassock and buttoned on tho right-hand sido down to 
the waist—that is tho wholo, ' ho zich add ved loathor 
sendils and a tmban; tho poor havo noibhor. ho 
colour of tho turban (which is a vory seanty thing com- 
paved with that of a native ol Endia, or oven of Binme) 
is black for tho mandarms and tho Leécati, vod for the 
old, and bluo or goon for tho young mon, Jhe wholo 
dross is of avombio dirty hown-black colovrad soblon. 
hore is somotling radionlly wrong wilh the dyo usod, 
foxno ono has ovor oyon passablo-looking clothes, ‘lho 
ontiro body of thom look as if thoy wore wouring oul 
them giandfatha’s wediobo. Lho womon won tho 
samo diogs, but lrouscis and coat aro wilh thom a hitle 
longer. ‘Lhoi eavssock i+ also opon tb tho nok, and 
thoy wear over tho bosom a garmont called Kuxouan, 
& squaro picco of buight-coloured silk which is pro- 
sumably Insloned round the body mud neck. T'xcopt 
among tho poorest the women s dioss is xilk, aud thoy 
often pub on several coats ono aboyo tho olluy, hght- 
bluo, grocn, 1d, and black, the last, excepb with co puc thos, 
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always uppamoal, Woato is tho mourning colour and 
tho material cotton. They woar as much jowollory as 
hoy can gob, which is usually vory lilo; but oocasion- 
ally ono secs a damgal blossoming oul in a suprising 
abundance of imegs, bencolets, omaings, and pondont 
nosklacos. 

Whon thoy go out of doors both soxos woar hats, 
Tho national Saraxo is quite uleally ugly. Lb is a hugo 
thing like a nuseairicd candlo-oxtingnishor, nol high 
onough and considaably too broad = Or ib may bo com- 
pared to a boll tont with tho gidoa drawn tight, or a 
mud pie, or a gumpowda “ devil.” 1b is mado of stanw 
for tho pooror classes, and of fino plaited palm-lonf, 
vainished over, for the rich, ‘ho Jattor have also 2 
pomted motal boss on tho top. It moasuros tavo foot 
m diamoter, and comes down ovor tho man 4 shouldois 
in a way inesistibly megestive of tho oxtinguishor. 
Prosumahly the Annaimoge Lke it, but lo evory one olka 
tho Sanaxo sooms incompatible wibh cignaly of enatiago. 

Tho womons Sanako 18 difforent, |b 18 flat on the 
top, haa a hanging um voit Unco inchor daop, and 
monsuros threo foot across. 14 gives ono tho idea of & 
dca-tablo with a lingo Jb also is mado of palm-lon, 
and has two tassels banging down to the waish Aina 
mono Vomon are natwally small, and this hugo hoad- 
diosa shill moo shunts them, Novortholoss it is nob 80 
intodcomably hideous as tho mons Bo h of thom soryo 
ab once as siumshados and protection agains rnin, bub 
they aio touibly hoavy no doubt to keep tham fom 
blowing off too ensily, Out m tho folds, however, both 
foxes vely ofton wor & much more Jhmay article, moro 
loosely pub togother, and ofton vory raggod-looking whon 
tho palm-lonvos gob looro, This if xa ndod at tho top 
in a wide elliptical curvo, and a8 ordinauly over two Loot 
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in diamoter, ‘Tho ftold Jaboureis also very often wont 
conis made of tna samo palm-loaf or of 100d, md 
piosont a poculiar thatchod appearance. ‘This garmont 
has no doubt boon introduesd from Southern China. 

Tho disty-looking appemanco of the clothos is no 
doubt inherent in the material. No ona apy cars avon 
to havo a now suit on, excopt the young women, who 
aro usually kept tolorably noat by thoir lords and 
mastors. But this appoaranco of dirtinoss is usually 
mittorially and consistently aided by tho habits of the 
wearers. Thoy nevor tako their clothes off ovon to 
sloop, and when, on slate ocersions thoy diosa, thoy 
simply put tho fresh—ono cannot reconcilo one’s self to 
oulling it tho cloan—-suit on tho top of tho old dirty one. 
Thore it romains tll it falls to piccos, aflor having boon 
patchod many timos with Ints of cloth of various shades. 

Tho consequonces of thoir dirtinoss appom m tho 
extraordinary abundanco of sian discasos, wut soos On 
thaw limbs. A constant dict of anciont fish and heating 
food, bad water, mashy plams mesulliciont protection 
against tha inclomoncicd of the woathot, scroftle, and 
a varioty of othor things no doubt aid, but the chiof 
oniso is indisputably tho unclonnliness of tho peoplo 
both’ in thoir dross and in thotr houses ‘Lhoro mo 
oxtromely fow Annameso who havo not got an ormption 
of somo kind in somo part of tho body, and vory bai 
sores ao far fom uncommon, Losema mand oc thy 
aro tho most common form. Iho LUvonel offon gt 
disoasos of tho kind fom tho natives, and indi cd the 
blaie Annamite is a 1ecogmvel malady in S$ vigon 
oliology. 

Novortholoss, notwithstanding their dixtimoss, tho 
Annamoso mo a vory coxcmonio1s people, ‘Toit oti- 
quotte is quite as claborelo as that of China, whoneo 
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indeod thoy havo got it. When lwo men moet in tho 
streot, unloss thoy aro very intimate, thoy salulo by 
plaemg tho fivo hands palm to palm in fhont of the 
chest, amamg thom and lowoung thom again. ‘Lho 
hoight varics accoiding to tho xespocl to bo shown. 
Boforo a mandarin an oidinmy eitizon would itiso his 
jomed hinds above tho hoad and lowor thom to the 
girdlo, and in his cowt ho would bow his hoad into iho 
bargain, ‘Llus question of Lay, of salutations, 18 how- 
over so laige that it would requie a chiapbor all to ibsolf. 
Suffico it to say thal thoy vary accoiding as tho porson. 
stlutod iw tho king, & mandarin of fist, socond, thad, 
fomlh dogioo, a superior, an oqual, a» paront, an olor 
brotha, or a younger, and thal there wo poinutations 
according to tho social position of tho man who mukes 
tho suluto. Tiqual formality oxtonds to tho convors ution. 
and tho language used, as indeed as tho euso with all 
the Indo Chinese races. ho pronouns of all posons 
vary accoiding to tho ago and aank of tho individuals 
conconed. Jé2s ovon possible to displiy ono s foolngs 
in this way, wholtho alfoclionnte, indi cont, o1 hostile, 
Monoly in saying “yos”? ono usox Co to tho common 
people, Pras to a gentleman, va to a superior. 

‘Whon a man is asked to havo @ cup of tor or sameyhu, 
or to ent, or chow betel, tho hand is slyolchod out as if 
a bonedicion wore being saad, and tho invitor suys, 1 
hardly dao ask you,’ Gra Dan. 'Lho rolrosliment, 
whateva: ut is, mist be offered with both hands and 
accopicd in tho samo way. Allo. cating 11 is customary 
to take tho chopsticks houvontally in both hands, 
balanced betweon the thumbs and tho forofinga.. Thom 
tho hands aio 1aised up to tho forchead twico in salut, 
and tho chopsticks placcd togotha on tho top of tho 
empty bowl. In Cochm China tho sont of honour is at 
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that part of tho tablo noarost tho door. fi Tongkang it 
is procisoly tho revoso. In both, howover, the mi ldlo 
of tho tablo ig the most distinguished. ha ‘Lougkincse 
aty tho back of tho house is 410 moat honomablo, b- 
cause m tho royal audience hall the thono ia tho 
farthest trom tho ontianco, and the comtiors mo gm ouped 
nomia, or farther from at according to thoir innk. 

No ono, down to tho poorest, over thinks of gomg oub 
without a servant or follova cL somo lund. ‘Tho very 
bogears have a lililo child 01 a woman following them to 
carry what tho charitablo may give. Oidinauly tho 
povant caries a noni box in bmboo, inkud motho-of- 
poarl ware, or silvor, contammng such botol, lobacco, and 
80 on, as may bo required, A hiorato las in wddition 
always a man curying his witing biush and mk. 

As may bo imagined, tho Annamoso, including tho 
Tonghinese, who wo tho bost tzmeh of tho rac, ao 
boneath contompt, fiom «& mililmy pomt of siow, until 
they havo boon takon in hand by rogulaa insliuclois. 
Tho mon tho Trench ocersionally mot during tho cam- 
paugn wore armed with ancionl match-looks andl flint 
looks in somo placox, whilo in ono on favo ertadela theo 
wero a fow hundiods of tho bic och-loading riffos, given 
td Annam according to tho toms of tho tronty of 871. 
Thoso, howovor, wero so Ul-hopt that they wero usoloxs 
whoo thoy wore not dangoous, and in any ease tho 
powdor used was of moro than dubious quality, Bub by 
far the gieato. number had nothing betta, than luge 
bamboo spears with mferion ion hoads on thom, swords 

*of tho same metoual, which bent with every blow, bows 
and arows, and bludgoons. ‘Tho best they could do was 
4o run mto the citadols, shut tho gates, and gol out a tho 
other sido 23 oxpeditiously a8 possible. ‘They wero sup- 
posed to have somo kind of unilcim, but wero usually Fo

raggod that it was impossiblo to mako oub what it was. 
Tho “Tiger” company of Jlat-nvubxe had w blue and 
whito jackol, and tho body-zuard of tho Llanoi govoinor 
were clad in ved; but auch {ts woe only to bo aac on- 
tamod by comparison of many waimiors. ‘how 
military oxoleisos wero of tho opera-boullo character.

nol overbicaucd wilt rdigious paie. ‘hoy mao 
nominally Buddhists, bul lhe Buddinsts o Burma, or 
evon ol Cuba, would slonly disown thom.

Tn tho 
Mididlo Windom ono constanlly seow religio 14 {melons 
going or, tad oancividtal woiblippots prayig, In 
Annam, widast indie Annan to ineludo ‘longking as 
woll as Cochut Gluna, oro secs nothing bub oe vwional 
noisy publis corcnonis, whore thore as inieh Loastng 
and junkotti ¢ and remukably little reveroneo., — Lygu 
ancostor worship, which, ax m China, is the bua feith, 
adored by custom and Jaw, is vory supationlly ob- 
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sorved, ‘Cho poriodieal ancostor {casts are morcly ocon- 
sions when tho pious descendants govgo thomsclyos with 
food and mako boasts of thomsolvos wilh 1i¢o-spinab. 
Tho mandarins, with a itll moro of tho nitional 
sigene, profoss to bo Confueians, but tho mundane are 
tho woist class in tho country, and ioligion is certainly 
not thoir redooming charnchorisis. Superstition is tho 
only thing theb rowlly her a hold on tho Annamoso. 
Thoy aio as far as possible from boing fanatios, bub 
they aro too semod of goblins and gcnii to bc scoptios, 

Pothaps tho i2uo oxplanalion of the unsatiainc tory 
characte: of tho Annameso is to be found in tho fret that 
they avo half-castes, hoy aro corlamly a vory mixadl 
1aco, though ther truo p&ontage is somewhat misty, 
Tho odinmy thoo1y is that tho orginal mhabitants of 
tho county wo1o Mvonas, tho iaco which now occupies 
tho hills on {1.0 western sfremtiors, ‘Who hora Mvonas 
ave is a question which has poiliips yob to bo solved, 
Tho Fionch consider. thom to bo Jiaos, in which, onano 
thoy aro Nongolans, and wo nol vory far romoved from 
tho Chinoso. But othor aubhoritus, among thom Pro- 
fosson A IL. Koano, assorb that thoy bolong to tho Gait 
Inanch of what ho calls tho brown Gaucasian 1nso 3 Who 
Abbé Bowllovaux, on tho obhor hand, thinks thabetho 
Amnamoso mo closcly comuectod with tho Malaya in 
tho origin. 

It 18 possible that something dofinle may bo dis- 
coverod about the mothor stock in tho Jugh trble-land 
of Cso-Banu, which scems 40 hivo beon the ougmel sont 
of tho 1a¢0, Tlowoven that may bo, it is corlain that 
numeious alliencos with tho Chinese, the adoption of 
tho Colostinl-administintivo systom and religion and long 
residence in a flat, marshy country have removod the 
Annameso very far fiom tho first typo. Towards tho 
year 214 2,0, tho famous Emperor Sunt [Twane Th, who 
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built tho Croat Wall of China, and dostroyod tho hooks of 
Confucius, sent armios far and wide, evon as far ag 
Bongal. One of theso armios, along wilh a hugo number 
ol omigiants, amounting to about half a millon in all, 
established ilsolf in Tongking. A hun trod yoars Inu 
another army of emigrants mrived fom tho provinces 
of Twane-sr and Kayana-runc, ‘Those colonists wo10 
atisans, vagabonds, advonturois of all sorts, bub thoy 
wore all young and stiong. They had no goods and no 
wives, but thoy soon got both in their now country, and 
from this time commenced tho physical and mortl fusion 
which has giyon the Annamose of 10-day their Mongolian 
charactoristics, corlainly thon civilization. 101 a thou- 
sand yoars, until tho beginmmg of the tonth contury of 
our ora, in fact, Tongking and gisab paitof Annam was a 
simplo Chinoso province. ‘Ito cld foudal fumily system 
was dostroyod, and wah tho introaucion of Chineso 
wrilton charactors and Chinoso literatwo camo in tho 
now nustociacy, thal ol tho fdcrati, appointed, as in 
China, by public oxvaminahon. ‘Tho study of tho Golostial 
chainclos and writings was cntly imposod by law on tho 
pooplo, by a Chinoso governor who bolonged to the distuct 
of Conlucius, and is known in the annals of Annam as tho 
lotlered king, St Vuonc. Previously tho Annuncso had 
a kind of phonolic wnting, which a miasionary, Tathoy 
Monnovrr's, claims to bo still in uso among tho hill tribos 
of the southorn province of Newr-An. ITo ovon believes 
that ho has diseovored somo spocrmens of tho wilting in 
cayo insciiphions in tho Sone Gini valloy. Ina yonr 
os two, whon tiavolling in Tongking and Annam bo- 
comos somowhal safor, wo may hopo for somo interosting 
othnological discoveries. Moanwhilo, all that is cortain 
is that tho Annamoso aro & bastard 1.0, will vl the 
faults of the hall-breed. Tt is somowhnat doubtful 
whothet tho Piench will improve the national character 
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THE namo Jrfuntorre de Marine, and still moro tho 
translation, “Marino Infantry,” that is usually 
givon of il, 18 vory apt to lead Mnglishimon into orro.. 
Wo nro too roady to jump at tho conolusion that 
“Marino Infantry’ and “Marines” aro tho samo thing, 
and that tho Monch Mnjanterw de Marino is simply a 
body of soldiors kopt on 1 ond Uno lea gor war-ships, and 
disembmked Lo. slioro sorvico whon ngeossary. Nothing 
could bo a» greatm oro, and tho mombors of the coups 
continually giumblo that whatove: ciodit has boo suo 
to thom, nob only in tho Tongking campaign, bub in 
tho war of 1870, has boon pormatently assignod to a 
mythical body of Marinos, & fo1co which, in tho Linglish 
sonso of tho word, doos nut oxist ab ull in tho Lionch 
sorvico. Tho samo romuk applics to tho Artuerie de 
la Maine, who aro vory far fiom boing tho ship's 
gunnois they aio froquontly takon to ho. 
Tho Infante te de Marve is simply tho T'ronch Colonial 
aimy, end has no moro to do with slups than any othor 
soldiers whose place of sorvice makog it necessaiy for 
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thom to cross the son, and tho Artllate de la Marais 
formed of tho batteries told off tor lorergn Kervice. 
Tho Lionch Cakinet doos nob meludo a Coloni il Soo10- 
tary, and the taoops (or fore gn savies ave thorefora 
placod undor tho orders of {10 Alinistie do la Mare, 
tho Must Lord of tho Admnalty, whonca tho namo 
Ts Marine, tho Colomal army, as dishingnishod from 
la Guerre, tho troops undor the command otf tho Ministor 
fo. War, and recruited for sorvico in Limope only. 

Tho mon for this arm ao drawn ab tho usual con- 
sexiption, Ivory yoar tho 4,800 mon who dit the 
lowest numbors ato told off for sorvico abroad. 'Thoso 
who como next to them serv) fo fivo yoars, and tho 
romaindor for two, boforo gong into tho 1escyo = Ag m 
tho territorial army of the 1800 men for tho colonios 
tho tallosé and most powerful mon aro assigncd to tho 
atillory, and the 1omiinda go into the line. ‘lho con- 
se1ipts from the coast provinces, those at loast who hayo 
any knowlodgo of scafuing, mo of course drafted into 
tho navy, Othorwiso ovory ono, with tho tstal oxop- 
tions of tho pon of a widow, tho oldest of Jour brothors, 
and “tho man who has Inllal wm onomy,” Las to sland 
hig ohiweo of drawing a bul nmmba. and bomg sont 
toed. 1b is charactoristic of the Lionch dislike to 
omigiation that tho sen or brother or sweotliart who 
gocs owt in tho Infunterte de Mao is mouned and 
Inmoented over as if ho wore going on a forloin hopo, or 
starting in a ship with a typhocn blowing outside. 

Boyond this fo1eo Pianco has no hoops wailablo for 
soryico abroad oxcopt the Alzouan garrisons, which con- 
stitute a distinch bianch by thomsclyos. ‘hoy consist 
of the Voroign Legion, nowadays moutly Alaaca Lou sine 
mon, with a spimklng of Englishmon, wshmen, 
Americans, and even Germans, tho ‘Lurcos, nabives of 
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tho country, with a considorablo infusion of Mienchmon, 
who join for tho sake of tho rgd promotim, the 
Foutvos, Ul of thom CLonch, and only bo bo ¢ isting tishcd 
fiom tho I'meos mespochave, of eourso, of thoi colovy 
—by tho substitution of blauk trousers for red ones, tho 
athachon to this fore boing tho gi uniform which 
makia thom tho pols of tho boulevards, the ugh yv pry, 
and tho unrostiamed hifo of bfcole des aiaognes + linally, 
the Algorinn light Infantry, tho most prominont regi- 
mont of wluch is that of the Diserplinaues, the Joycur, 
the Zephyrs of Oude’s “Undo. Lwo Llngs,’ v sumple 
convicl corps, 1 saimk into which mo dratbod all tho 
thieves, tho blackeuards, and insubordinates ol tha Lost 
of tho Cionch army. ho Chassaurs d dfieque, bho light 
cavalry, aro of comso an ontiroly distinct body, and can 
baroly bo counted upon for Colonial servieo, oxcopl im 
countiios whore this aim can manauyio. 

Tho Infante de Maine numbors about wwonvy-four 
thousand mon for all tho colonios; tho Algo. loops 
1aige tis available foreo to aboul a halt moro; and thon 
thoro is of courso tho navy, with possible landing 
bugados, to bo countod in, ‘hia body of tioops las 
jusl boou baroly sufficiont. With ho. now ongagomonta 
Pranco will havo to ab loast double tho number of Jho 
Colonial mmy, for Tongking 16 1% vory long way from 
boing settled yot. To onablo tho TRopublie to inko 
Baonmh and eyon paitially oecupy the country it was 
nocessary in tho autumn of 1888 to enll for volunteo.s 
from tho 1ogula. amy. Thoy wero rorvdily obtained, 
and at iho momont of wuling thoro avo sull nm" onghking 
tho thee rogimonty thus raised, the 281d, the It {th, and 
tho 148rd of the line. Diumg tho onthusingn provaal- 
ing m Vanco at tho timo of tho call for thogo lovies 
there was no diMculty 11 oBlainmg tho numbog xo- 
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quired, and probably threo o1 fom timos tho numbor 
could have boon had without any troublo; but it will 
nob always bo so. Tl must nob bo forgotton that the 
Tronch army 13 tho Fronch peoplo, and that Mrench- 
mon, oven with gorgeous picburos of la notvclle France 
dangling before thew oyes, ovinco but tho vory faintest 
possibly dusire to go and make thei fortuucs theo. 

Leaving allogother oul of account tho tioops which 
will bo required to sotllo tho dispute with China—and 
thoy will bo no small numbor ut 18 quite cortam that 
tho presont gariison of Tongking, say oight thousand 
mon, cannot with any safoty bo 1oducod, and may ovory 
now and thon havo to bo inoased. his is leaving out 
of account, bub by no moans forgetting, tho numeous 
companios of Tongkinose auviliaries whom tho Tonch 
havo i1aisod, and may still go on irising. Thoso mon 
have but tho vory faintost idoas of diseiplinc as yol. 
During the hot and aniny months of 1881 sovoral com- 
panios of tho Liallewrs dosatod almost ot masse, and, 
what was wouso, caviied olf tho x cmbinos and ammuni- 
tion wilh thom, Whatove: Tionch writes may Kay 
about the aidour wilh which the country has reecvod 
Fronch proloction and tho loyally of tho nativo troops, 
ansampartial observer enol holp boleving that a 
Vronel vevorso would twin many of thoso awnilinrios 
into active onomios, and yory many moio into but hollf- 
healod supportors, rondy al any moment to turn thew 
ecouls 

In any cnso tho Trallew s T'o uenois cannot bo tiustod 
hold tho fortrossos without ab least a section of J'ronch 
soldicra to keop an eyo upon thom, o1 to back thom up, 
as the caso may be. This is a vory serious matter, for 
it must not bo forgotton that alter nearly a yon.’s ocsu- 
pation tho Fionch do not hold tho county, thoy muoly 
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hold tho fortresss—tho official towns would porhaps bo 
a botto, tam. Lyon in Uo cold, duy werther ib wis 
impossible 40 go any distance from the Touch pois 
without a quad. An offical procami tion for bide ing 
all sporting oxp ditions on this ground im probably sul- 
ficiont proof of the slabsmont As soon ny tho rams and 
tho hoat made ib impossiblo for the Lronch oops to 
inoyo about, pir ves syetmdd al over bhe vountey and 
raided up to tho very walls of ho most strongly hold 
citadols, Llnnoi isell, in July and August, 1881, was 
twico alarmed with bands of amod mon; on one OLea- 
sion, 14 18 ovon apsortod, danyging emmon within oyo- 
shot of tho walls of tho citutel. UU stnona, tho only 
pot ol tho county, ant tho bso of all opantions, was 
yondored wnonsy by the orratic movemonts of bands of 
night maraudors to tho noth, With only @ naliyo ga.- 
1igon, ovon though at bo oflicorod by Honclimon, thore 
would bo no seemily apumsbt a night ablavh, balding it 
for gianted that Lovo was no collision on bron hory, 

Tho Vronch only holl tho dolla now, and thoy only 
hold tho slong placos, Noat ool sonson thay ao 
pledged to oceupy tho nora. ici honow aoquiros th. 
To conquer thon provinces, With bhe fos amendatiom 
of Chiunmon that has beon powed in all along iho 
frontio, wl bo no casy bask. "Ie countiy is difticull, 
tinnasport is d ficult, provisioning is still moro difteulb, 
Tho Chinamen will havo opportimibios lor ambusencdos 
in ovary 1avme Lf war goos on with China, Jane can 
seni coly hope foes bhsh hegelin ore thn a par. of 
the nobhorn Conghing proviness, 

JE poveo 13 mado with Glunn the matl ris not yok 
sotilod., Tanc sox, Quana-Yuy, Cao-Banit, Taox\t, havo 
heen for yonts the suncbuary and happy hunting-ground 
for outlangs and dospersdocs hom all tho suoundmg 
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countrics China has no authonty ovor theso mon. 
Sho would havo behoaded them long ago uf sho could 
Franco will havo to sottlo scoros will’ thom hoiself. 
Sho can hardly expoct China to como im and holp to 
pacify a country which China lias for yours consido.od 
plachically her own, and now thinks she hag beon law- 
logsly despoiled of. In this event Trance will no douby 
easily occupy all tho towns, but sho will bo fartlaor fron. 
holdmg tho country than she now is in tho delta, and 
sho will have to call for mo1o troops from Tanco. 
hore aro now thice of tho lno regiments m 'Tonghing. 
Thoy did not volunteor for an unlimited timo, In any 
easo thoy will loave, and aio leaving as soon as their 
timo expires, Not only has the placo of thoso mon to 
bo fillod, but, a8 scoms indisputablo, acbually now 1ogt- 
ments of voluntoois will have to bo called for. 

It may porhaps bo well to say that this is nocossay 
on account of tho tortoral systom of tho Jionch amy. 
Aput allogother from tho fact that conseupts for la 
guerre 1.0 exompled from loroign sorvico, and thet Lho.o- 
foro tho ordoring away ol a corps or viogunont of tho 
pantalones rouges might causo a mubiny, o1 ab any rele 
gvont dissatisfaction, thoro is an additional difioully, 
All tho mon of ono province go inlo tho sania eorps 
Vaméa Tho sonding away of that aviny corps thore- 
foro umphos the sending away of all tho young men of 
that province It is palpable that such an act could 
only be one of doapm ation, 

; It is ovidont, therefore, that sinco Trance scoms bont 
on oxlonding hor influonco abroad, sho muat reorganize 
hey army systom, wd tho most obvious way of domg 
this is the increasing the number of mon drawn ab the 
couseriplions, probably ticbling the prosont mumbo. 
That would voquiro tho passmg ol a Bul through tho 
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Chambor, and it is quostionable whotha: oven M. dulos 
Pouy’s ministry, long Uough ib has lasted, would bo 
ablo to stand against tho odium wich such & morse 
would call up. What other allo.nutivos tao may ho 
it is not our place to st gzcnl, bub that somo chango as 
imporativo is beyond dispulo, ‘Vongking ¢umol bo hold 
for somo yous wilh a smallo gutison thin it now hus ; 
that garrison will probubly hive bo bo inevonsed, vid ab 
ihe progont moment moro than half of it ought, by tho 
constitulion of tho amy, to bo doing duty olsowho1e, 

Pahkaps tho giovtest novelty of tho campaign in 
Tongking was the balloon soryics. 1b eamot, howevor, 
bo said to hayo becn a growl succoxs, and porhaps 
hardly justified the orxpouse. A good dow of this wis 
no doubl duo to tho ullor collapsa of tho lutte part of 
tho campugn ‘ho Chin unon ian awey so last and so 
posistontly thal even tho o.tcor it tho bal oon wax 
unablo to seo moto of tom then loss olovated people 
on tho mud down boloy Somo cnilisualy wont so 
fay as to say Urrvé tis cowmdly ch uactoustio of the 
Colostial logs was duo vo tho moro prcosanco of tho 
balloons, Tho Chinaman thoughb thu ib was joss 
pidgin,’ and porhaps imeginod that death was going 
to bo ported down on thon howls fiom tho yoy aides. 
Cortam ib 1s thab tho oily placo whore tho balloons 
wo.o rotlly used wis al tho bombadmont ot tho 
Iruna gow forts, and thore tho engineer officer Lad nob 
aboyo fivo minutos’ wok Io simply pointed out, o» 
inthe, called down—lor it was extiaodinuy how dis- 
tinetly his voico was heaad fom a heaght of ab least hu 
thousand focl—where tho forcos of tho cnomy wore, and 
whoo thoy hat waks, Tho alillny duected thou. 
guns accordingly, and thy Chinamcn jumpod off their 
dampaits and ian way.

Pothaps tho most mtcrosting result obtamed was tho 
knowledge of how long tho balloons could bo enuicd 
wilhout the manufacture of new gas, an L the cousequent 
ncconsily ol taking ox leavin z an ammaise tnount of 
cumlious iinpedimonin, ‘Pho method adopted was to 
convey ono balloon fo purposes of obsayetion, aud 
another smallox one to aot a8 & Loxervon to Jill the 
vorking bulloon when nocossmy. On this aystom ib was 
found that ono supply of gas was quito sulticient for 
twolve days, and on tho thitboonth tho balloon could 
havo bocn used for ol sorvations if 1b had bon nocossary. 

On tho other hand, it is unloniablo that they gavo a 
groat doul of trouble, and on somo occasions dogonerated 
into a puro and simple nuisance, he laa balloon 
was caied about two-thinds inflated, and Lom twolvo 
to fiftoon mon woro nocers ay to ding ib nlong. Sho lonst 
wind nocessilated tho adding of ovlia mon, for ab Byayed 
about in a very dangoous wry. ‘Lhon, whonovar the 
path was nawow and thore wet of about, the ver osbals 
had to ako long délows, for al aropo lid ¢ ugh in 
ono of the 42008 the billion ami shb lave swung down mid 
vy ped tho milk, Wis was ospcaelly toublosome on 
gous where hote woo muy villezos, md froquontly 
sémounly dolayod the coluuns — In Tuope, whore thoo 
wo Irond tunpike, this toublo would no doubt not 
cxints but in Uavopo light qu by scouts would probably 
le far moro uroful, and poss bly 1in0 expeditions, m 
Guirg duwe Of an onomy s movements {han & balloon, 
oven i 1 wore filled with a hield-wne, which would 

*noconsilat groater elovtling power.  Allogc ther, tho 
Longling balloon oxperume t dood not seom to have 
advincod the saenco of aniltuy ballooning to any 
appreciable oxtent. 

Tho question of the discipline aud conduct of the troops 
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in Tongking 16 a very dclicalo ono, ‘Tho wiltor oxport- 
onood many acts of kindnoss fiom officers in all arma of 
tho soivico, and mado, und ho hopes rofaing, yory many 
good fiends. Bub the conduct of x eorlain numbor, of 
tho soldiny has had such an milucnce on tho slate of 
affand m Tonghing tha the mathe. as not one thet can 
bo allogethor shnked. ‘Nhe Junglish soldier is proflignt 
enough and rough onough, m all conscienco, with a 
conqueacd population; ut at any reto, somo homadsy 
axo sol to lug brutality. Ilo cannot saise upon olickona 
and oggs, and moro valuable things, and eary them olf 
by forco, or givo an absmmd sum for thom in nominal 
paymont. If ho did he would ho floggod. Yeb on 
sovolul occasions mon of tho Toraign Logion smsounded 
in rogular partios, with Jook-oub mon posted round, 
quastors of Fano1, and wont in by itans to abuso 
womon and fo carry oft whateyor scomoed good to thom. 
This somotunos hopponed iwvu vt thivo alghts anh, 
yot none of them wero ove. ought or punished, Lully- 
ing of tho poople in tho slico, sometimes in te mage 
playful way, but occasionally fiom simpla innate 
savagery, was fn. too common, aud was nevor ape. 
paronlly intorfored with. "Tho bestiality of tho "ur os 
is nol to bo lad, porhaps, ab tho Mioneh door, oxempt 
that uf tho Tionch intiodneo such animals into a country 
they ought to muzzlo thom = ‘Lho Annamose nt the best 
is a ou, but thoro is a point thal passes 118 ciduanco, 
Then ho takes to tho fields with w spoar and a cloayer 
ficd 40 tho ond of a bamboo, mn blows up tho tindor 
on lia antiquated matoh- occ. oe besomos a  pnato.? 

Lhore aro othe pointe in which the Trench soldier 
ig mfinilely suporio to lus Jiughsh brother.“ Tommy 
Atkins” is an inauflaallo grumble, yet tho Liench 
soldio. underwont withoub @ murmw hardships which 
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the Inglishman would nevor ondure. ‘ako his wine 
and Jus Inoad fiom a Tronchmm and ho is indood 
dogolate. Yot for ton days afler tho eny duro of Bacninh 
tho Jioneh troops hid neither, and thoy appeared rather 
inchnod to tnko if ag a joke than othowise. ‘Tho Ined 
was voplaced by mouldy, weevil-onton bisenit, somo of ab 
groon and uttorly unfiy for food, and ver was dolod out 
instead of wine, ‘ea tho Ticnchman abhois, bub ho 
laughod evon as he grimaced and mado what fun was 
practicablo of tho mattor, assorting thet the commis- 
sailed wanted to Angleizo lim, for it is an inoradicablo 
bohol of you ordimary Vienclman thal Tinglish pooplo 
habitually dunk toa at dmnet. 16 is in his adaptability 
to cireumstances that tho Tiouch soldio is most admi- 
ablo. Ii ho gots mouldy biscuit ho doos not like 1, no 
doubt, but ho does what ho can to mah» tho best of it, 
Ilo steops ib in warm water, sprinkles it with salt and 
poppor and pork fat, and mahos a dish which doos nob 
look very probly, bub tastes romark vbly woll whon ono 
has merchod all dey long; o ho bioaks 1b into piccos, 
and mikos soup of ib along with his preserved ment, 
which is too slong for him, and oquuly repugnant to 
his nati inclinations. ‘ho Unglish sok ie would 
tmnoW tho Diseuit av ay, and announces, in a mosh 
emphatic way, that if he was to fight for lus county 
ho mist be properly fod. ‘ho absolute ignoanco of 
every Biiten of tho most clemontary notions of cookoy 
is quite asfomahing. 1 vory Trenehman knows somo: 
thing of 11, and 1s 1eady to take his part in moparing 
some dish, Io makes aiomukably good soup out of 
tho most scanty matounls, and swishor up an omclet 
out of oggs—ns to the obliiting of which 1b 18 a8 wall 
nob to mquno and ehicken cutlots out of v bid, in 
whoso tiansforonce of ownaslup tho unlucky villagor 
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has pobably taken no part, o1 only a most Luoful ono. 
‘Cho English soldier loaves cverytling to tho rogumontal 
cooks, who make rudo but sul abantial messos out of the 
bost matoual, without abemptng anytimy beyond the 
usual voutine, and “'lommyAtking” elc aves to his national, 
buthught, and grumbles waft he was bang +barvcd. 

Jé 18 nob mooly in commissmiat mutase uw being 
gantod that tho 1ogular commisiuial department in 
both mimics is oqually vaeoiiain id otratic, that tho 
Trench soldio. is superior to tho linghsh. Ow. soldiows 
aro too much coddlod. ‘They aro allowed servants in 
bauacks. A ludicrous slay is told of w waaior in 
Nong Kong, who lodged a formal complunt against a 
bantack 100m sorvant because that lazy mom vl rclusadl to 
buing lum eofioo in bod tho mouning, bmmnilarlalos might 
bo iecouniid by tho half-dozen, Tho |sonch havo no 
luxunes of the kind, yob from tho constitution of the 
amy thoro aro numorous mon of gontlo nurfino in tho 
yonks, mon who could wall pay lor a servant of tho 
own, but aie dobured fom domg so by r¢gul vion. 

‘Lho way in which tho Pronch soldics is lo uled on tho 
mach 18 wndoubledly absud, end would novor be 
ondmod by our hnosmon. to }igin with, thoy cary 
threo timos tho number of ca aidecs, uid thoi titp. 
sacks aro filled with v vuusby of articles, somo of whigh 
aro absolutely usoloss on tho cumpugn, aad obthors that 
with om army would cot inly be cnaicd in tho baggigo 
dian, such a¢ porhons of tl o tnt .01 Gaeh boubion, 6») ang 
uéonsils, and parade unloum = The Algoian ticops and 
tho voluntocr rogimonts from Pranco yore st pplicd wilh 
no tropical uniforms, and had to tiudgo luborious, long 
maachos in thon heavy lorg couts and thick trousers, bo- 
sides catrying & spre suit m thoi kit, Notonly did they 
maich thua but thoy absolutely went into ackon with 
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these oncumbianeos, and yob wore oxpectod to dulmuch 
nimble, light-loaded Chinamon and half-unked pirates, 
It is quite impossible to amngino what “‘lommy Atkins” 
would hayo said if any one had had tho aud ieily oven 
to suggest such a thing. 

No doubt tho leavoning cf oducated mon in the annks 
heljs to mako this choorful obedionco possiblo. Whon 
tho sumplo peasant, tho man who a year ago was at tho 
plough-tail, soos tho buchelwu ts-lelies picking foathors 
off a fowl for the common pot, and the docten -ts-sevences 
mookly looking for a dry placo in a paddy-ficld to sloop 
on, ho natmally considers if poposterous that he should 
mako objechons, whore thoso, whom ho iccognizes as 
lis superiors, sey nothing But this indiscriminate 
mixture of all classes of soucly in tho ranks somotimes 
loads to curious incidonts. Ono comes across a captrin of 
Maimo Duals fondly onwiacing lus brother, w simplo 
gunno in the artillery of tho lino; a commandant who 
asks his nophow, in tho ranks of the Colomal oops, to 
dino with him 'Uhero aro sometimos oyen moro singular 
rolutionships ; a loutonant of tho Jufantuw de Mame 
had a brother a corporal in tho }ooign Logion. — 'Lhoy 
wore Belgians; ono had bocn nalualizod, tho othor had 
nob, 

It ig ag much this intezmmegling of rich and poo, 
cullivatod mon and boos, as tho usually rosigned Ro- 
publican pumeiplo of the oquality of all men, that loads 
to tho laxily of discipline which is so noticoable to an 
Unglishman m tho Fionch mmy. ‘Lhe salute to an 
officer is a slovenly thing at bost, a moro jerk up of tho 
hand, sometimes only as high ag tho shoulder, and too 
often 1ondoed only to tho officaas of a man’s own 
rogimont, It is all vory well to say that the thing is a 
moro tiflo, that it is a reliof to an office: not to be 
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saluted by evay ono ina walk through a crowdod camp 
or gartison town, and that i would he absurd to punish 
a man for such a shght matta, ona eamptian; bat 
noglect of such small things leads to much moro soul uk 
offences shagging on tho mach, bh mding ilos ovar 
to the too numorous boys tab accomp mied tha col una 
(tho absolute womination and horior of tho onoigotic 
Négiio and Ins soldialy chief of the stati, Copbain 
Votoul), dunking water anywhoro and overywhoto 
vogardloss of tho protosts of the doctors and tho o1dors 
of tho oflicors, and broahking bounds ab meght. Vb is 
absuid to say that tho mon aro loo intelligent for rigid 
disexplino whon thoy meko such absolute and eimmal 
Tools of thomsolves fo. want of it. 

Nevortheloss tho Pronch saldion 160 gallant tellow, hava 
toa fault, nove so delighted as whon ho has heavy edda 
against him, perhaps a little too sanguine and yain- 
glorious in vielory, and a Tittle too dospondont undor a 
zovorso tho faults of his 1aco—bub willing lo wn logo 
any faliguo wd any puvalions to como up with tho

TMIOUT Tongking Annam is nothing whatever. 

Tt was only by an necidont, as wo havo soon, 
that sho beenma overlod of tha navlhon province, of 
which formorly sho had beon a con juest and a colony 
Tiastorn estimates of population mo nob worbh much, 
bub wo may ab any into accopt as giving tho rolativo 
proportion tho slatoment whuch assigns ongking twelve 
millon inhabitants and Annam threo, 

Tho country 18 simply a natrow stip of lorriboy, 
wireling in tho shapo of tho lollor § along tho castcin 
shoiod of tho Indo Chinoso Peninsula, belweon tho 
mountains and tho son, Tho rivors of Annam mo thoie- 
fo1o nocossarily vory short, bub thoy ae vory numerous, 
und wo Joined ono vo week by w gion umwuy canels, 
natmal and aalificial, which offer abundant moans of 
communication almost up to tho fool of tho lowor hills. 
Tho chiof strerms oie tho fona-Nava, which risos in 
tho Ba-Llnan country of the noithern hills, tho ‘Umudya- 
Tm, or ur. zivo, tho Sona-Grina, and tho pone-oa, 

A. huge barrier of lulls so, aintes Annam fom the 
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Mixoxa valloy, msing up into povka of fom 2,600 
to 6,600 foot in height Tho ticnd of this ranga 
has a vory marked effect on tho climvto of the eom- 
try Thus, when tho moistme-Indon soubh-woab mon- 
soon blows in Gochin Clunn, Amun is in tho middlo 
of tho diy season, fiom tho month of May lo October. 
Conwarit ise, wler. tho no.th-oas, Monkoan has prssal 
over the lofly mdgo, 16 has lost all ils humuadity, and the 
Mrxova yalloy bocomos diy and parched. Tn summor 
tho hoat is very gical, tho thor momote: foquontly rising 
over 100? lahronhoil for days in sueccasion, On tho 
olhor hand, a rogulm winter, whon tho tomperati ro Roos 
down ocersionally as low ag 45? J'ahvonhoit, pivos 
Annam a great pull over tho popetual summer of tho 
Saigon provinces, 

Tho havello, passing up tho coast fiom Saigon ia nob 
favourably umprodsed with whet ho scos of Annam. ‘tho 
country 18 80 naLrow that 1b passes bolore tho eyca like 
panorama, Tho gona tortures mo Iugh wooded 
mountains in tho background, bao ptassy ills, 
blotched with outcropping rock coming down bo tho 
son, and shotchos of sandy, flab lind lying in bolweon, 
Thoro is abundance of oxclont porta, but tho whole 
countiy looks bko a dosar., and tho only signs oldilo 
avo a aliay fishing junk or t yo, and nn oc enstonal dumon- 
slnine, or tomplo, on tho hill-sidos, 

Biu-'Truan is tho livst province renchod. 1b ia oolo- 
biatod as tho Zampa, ov Grawea, which Sor Marco Polo 
visitod m tho thirteonth contury In thoy days Grawea 
was & kingdom which oxton led over tho grevor part of 
the ogal of fndo Chinn. Nowadays Bru nuan is only 
noted as ® proymeo which has boon bandied backwards 
aud forwards bolweon Annam and Cochin Ghma, but 
which now rests with tho formor, 10 bo absorbed in tho 
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ond with tho wholo kingdon of Annam. Otherwise 
thero 18 nol much to bo said about il, except that ib is a 
tanglo of Inlls inhabilod by a1aco who are pobvbly tho 
last romnants of tho abouginos of this coast Valuablo 
tumber, cbony Trac, wood-aloos, and caglo- wood, m.0 sud 
to bo found faiily abundantly in its hills, 

Kninn-TIoa, the nomi provineo to il, round tho south 
easton point of tho pommsulr, whore tho coast boging 
to 1un north, 18 vory liko Binn-Tnvay in its physical 
characteristics. IL 1s principally noted for ils silk 
eulture, which has long beon thitving, and is sad, wilh 
proper suporvision, to bo likely to become very valu vblo. 

Tn tho noxt province, Fu Yiy, the hills bogin to diaw 
back a little fom tho coast. [hero are more flat lands, 
and consequently gicator cultivation. A fn quantity 
of rico, maize, peas, and pugar-cano is produced, and 
tho mimes of tho hills havo a erent reputation, as yot 
unconfirmed by Westen invostigations. ‘ho southorn 
part of tho province 18 marked by tho bold hondland of 
Capo Varola, a landmark sufficiontly prommont fom 
tho singular shaft of rock which shoots up to a con- 
aidorablo hoighi from tho summit, lke tho end of an 
axlo-tioo, 

hon comos tho provinco of Brar-Dinu, wilh tho pout 
of Qur-nion, open to forcig: commerce, and oscupiod 
by a company of Tuench tioops sinco the troaby of 
1874, Ihe harbow is vory finc, forming m vast 1cc- 
tanglo, woll protectad by o mountainous fonguo of Iand, 
which uns down to tho cast and ovelaps a sandy api 
ajanding staight out from tho mainland to within a 
hundiod yaids of tho iocky declivity, crowned by a 
amall fort. Tho offock 19 vory alriking whon, after 
steaming to all appomanco strmght into tho lend, tho 
voasol turns suddenly to tho right unde the abrapt 
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shore and passes indo a wide, Ivo! basm, hr li wator, 
half sandy plun, ewed nv by lof y mountuns which 
tiso up shcer on ovory sult. Natunlly tho place is 
broiling hot, and yory fwt om dic ubhy Noverbhelens ibis 
pistmosquo onough, with tho piblio g te a bwilt by the 
Tuonch, tho baaicks siti uod in plowint gudcns, wv 
few private houses, tho . rgo Losplel duit. cvery 
thing olso in a sinister way, and behind Uo pulm-troo 
tufted village of tho Annamcse = Cousidotme tho sol, 
tho placo sooms faily prosporous; bub up to 1879 the 
customs iccopis had nob oveoeded an oighth of {ho 
oxponsos of tho siv. Tho 'Tongkiig cumparm enuicd 
tho wilhdinwal of tho gaiuson, bub trade slill go 4 on 
in w fitfal way, and af the noel boumyg lulls ronal y 
contain iion, tim, load, copper, silver, md gold, as in fai 
to be tho caso, tho port may ovouluatly bacome flotush- 
ing. 

Tho province Kwawe-Novy aaimodivtoly noth of 
Biyn-Dinn, is furly Joyol wd thoroforo aicutural, 
producing tho onhnary opal crops, mul looked upon 
as ono of tho host habubo-p ayin : dish iets. 

Boyond this we como to Kwana-Nam, wil ‘lotrano 
Bay in the conbo ol ats ovilelii, dus aymilicaut 
harbow is 19 mo as tho cols of San Trancises, Bio, 
o1 Sydnoy. Bub was pie wrosquoain avery diferent wey. 
Tivaryth uy is wild nevus, and dosol vte-loo ung, A. 
blah, sliumpy promontory, aumnings tp from the soul, 
shapos 16 into tho form of tho fimo wx --a abudy, 
thick-nob figmo mix -Lhab mousurcd Cight nules by seven. 
As ono tuns mo tur hugo bay there iw no a house oy 
a sul to bo soon, ‘To tho north md vast mo hus, 
sevago hills, thon pidca shigey with forest growth, 
thoi: tops cappod with clouds, thoir leet plungod into 
bluo welor, and cub mto cicscont-shapod amlety. Tb is 
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not ull ono conics abreast of tho low brushwood-cova cd 
promontory thet the soutian shore is oponed, and 
you soo 2 fow scattiorod fishtamon’s huts, searcoly rising 
above tho low sandy beach Tho two forts on oithor 
aide of tho ontiance wo1o poundod to ruins by tho Tionch 
gma in 1858 and [860, and mia hardly to ho dis. 
-tinguishod fiom tho flocks of groy rock that foreo them- 
selves though tho rank junglo giowth. ‘The whole 
prospoct is forlorn and dosolato in tho oxtiomo. No» 
whero is a shrine to tho devils of tho mountain and tho 
forest bottor placed than on tho wostoin shoro of tho 
sotthon forcland. 

Tho village of Tourann is bately visible from tho 
anchorage which is in ee sonthorn portion of tho bay, m 
groat part bomg unfortunately very shalloy. ourann 
is not an improssivo villago. Tho.e ao poxhaps two 
thousand inhabitants in tho long, stunggling Imo of tho 
houses thet Imo tho loft bank of tho river Tax, cach 
hovol boing moro wietehed than its noghbony, with tho 
oxeeption of the brick palaco of tho ambitions Celestial 
who proclaims himself, on a dig sign-bomd, Tow 
nesaou do Maternrel Maritime ‘Thao 18 not much Lado 
in the placo now, though #]o inhabitants posuado rico 
andwogetrbles to giow in what scoms to bo sand pure 
nn undiluted, with drftimg dunes in betwoon, that look 
as if tho slightest bicoze would sproad thom over tho 
whole face of tho country. But thero is a considerablo 
alvotoh of level ground behind, and a railway could 
oasily ba run down tho const bo Kwane-Naar, A canal 
wt a tilling cost would provont tho fmthor silting up of 
tho south of the bay which, thanks to the present course 
of tho flan iivor, is yearly becoming serious, But tho 
bay must always romam moro of an anchorago than a 
contro of tiado, The Fionchk abandoned tho position 
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in £860 on account of tho moilalily among thoir 
doops. 

Tow. or five milos up tho river Tay, ising up, as if 
thoy wo1o bull out of the sandy beach, a1o sovorel hi gu 
marblo rocks. Ono of bhoso is honoyeombed into enves 
dough and though by tho so.-wavos ol remote con- 
tuntos, ho chiof of theso cayos is tuned into a kind 
of natural sancbumy. Ibis sifuntod nourly at tho top, 
Stops eut in tho naltual rock load into it, and a9 
guaidod by angols and dovils, An insignaficant-looking 
woodon joas-houso slands to tho .ght, and facing tho 
visitot and to his loft ao Ubas cub in tho solid cliff, 
with stoh l-looking Buddhas installed upon them. Soma 
Chinoso inscriptions, laboriously chisolled on tho merhlo 
walls, complote what tho sverilogious hand of man has 
dono, Tho cayo 18 2 1ough cuelo of about sixty foot m 
diamotor, and pork ups oghty focu high, i the roel moe 
several fissures, shaded by tioos wit bushos, which 
admil the propor dim ioligious ight and tangled Lesloons 
of creopois and painsito r00th hans down in gracolul 
diapay. Water oozes down tho walls and st ims thom 
rod and goon Wathont bom axietly impressive, Unto 
plwo is sufieiontly shuking, and is woll worth tho 
frudgo fiom tho rivor over the yrolding sand-chifts, « 

A liltlo bolow this, ovor to the soa-fiont, on a cramped 
platform, 18 a humblo monastery, numboung nol moro 
than fiyo ov six building ‘Thora aie a law freon bo 
givo thom shado, anda collection of tho ecocnirie aluuhs 
that seem to thrivo in cldtls of solid rock, Behind thom 
uso tho jagged marblo prmaclos, and in fiont is tit 
great bluo ocoan, dottod with sunny islands, In view 
of this gandow of natmo tho monks should bo good, 
pious anchoriles, But they aro lazy, 1apacious haa pios, 
who poy upon tho casual visitor ag if thoy had gadu- 
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atod in a Tmopoan show placc. Those monks mako a 
vow ol chastity and koep a seliool of noophytos who are 
allincicd by the prospect of a life of idlonoss, Tho 
king assigns them an annual modicum of rico; they 
aio ireed fiom roligiougs sorvicos and. all othor corvécs, 
and reecive sbundant alms fiom the regions, which 
thoy eko out at the amo of tho national fostivals by tho 
salo of sham icles and faudulent amulets. hoy only 
leavo thei: chaimimg icheat on tho oceasion of public 
coromonios, foasis, burials, and othe. colebrations, whe1o 
they will bo well cmed for. ‘Thoy havo, of course, no 
concotn in politics, and but httlo influonee with tho 
Covoinmont; but tho sonse of deconcy makes tho man- 
daring profess to hold thom in gioab respect, and they 
aland co1espondingly well with the pooplo. But as 
disexplos of tho Groat Master they would bo scouted in 
any propor Buddhist countiy, like Coylon ox Burina, 
ho royal .ond fiom Saigon to Muy. skuts tho bay and 
climbs through a gorgo in tho northozn hills, bub at 1s 
boo smull to bo scon from tho habour, By this road 
Afuy ia about sisty-five milos off, and this distanco, over 
& vory heavy country, tho cou1018 cover in twonby-sovon 
hows. ‘his Crast, or postal system, was calablished in 
theolovonth conlmy, whon Annam Ws still a portion of 
tho kingdom of Cravea, ‘Tho main Tran stations con- 
asl of one big 100m, surrounded wibh a little entionch- 
mont lor proleelion, tho situilion being occasionally 
vory oxposed. ‘Lho name of tho placo is always writion 
in Jago Chinose charactors over tho ontianco, and thoro 
mo always mon ready lo cury on a despuch. ‘ho 
amallo. 'Lraws aro only mlonded fo. shelter, and aro 
usually cight mules apait. Tho larger ‘Taw posts ato, 
in loyol county, ab distances of sixleon o1 soventoen 
mules, in tho hilly distuets at half thit interval. Lho 
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courios 1ido ab ashup trol, Phey wear no putienutar 
dross, and aro vory scldom mmod; bub novertholoss 
thoy aio always rocognizablo. ‘hoy Cury their do- 
spuches in a bemboo tubo flany ovor tho shouldor, 
and bolls ab thou ridle .oin announce thon coming. 
Tho villago suools aro inmoadintcly Cl arad of all ob- 
staclos, tho Doatman has his ennoo only av tho fixry, 
and im font of the ‘Tri ttunds tho roliof couior 2 0ady 
to em1y on the mossrgo. Tn this way dospalehos avo 
hunied across tho countiy ab an ovtinoudimary paco, 
and what would occupy tho odinuy havellor throe 
days i covet d by tho Irv in ono. 

Alter ono passos the huge wooded pomt ol Tourn, 
whieh scoms ul the higher from tho brugquo way in which 
ib springs out of tho soa, md the two picturesque litle 
wooded hillocks that mul: tho south ond of the lagoon, 
which conducts all tho way up fiom hore to Tur, the 
const falls ine romakablo way, and thoro is nothing to 
bo goon bul low rolling sand-lulls with an oeeasionsl 
woobogono hamlet, ‘This 14 tho oh uaector of all the 
Kware-Dug coast, tho provineo in whieh Lm ix situ- 
ated, "o tho north ib is seantily wooded, thit is tho 
only diflaenco, Well back from Wo const aro somo 
undulating spura, bub the nem range i fu wy vy onthe 
horizon. So wo aro cariiod through Kwana-ln and 
Tiwana Binet to tho rwmod old wall, will hore and thor 
Joopholos stall visible, which im formor diys saved as 
tho bownduy bowoen Annan ond onghing, ‘'hoso 
northoin provimeos essunilate to tho Koil ol Tongking, 
and aro muel: more Sortalo than tho othorg, Bub ths 
low scaborrd with no landmarks, md tho vols whieh 
run far out to son, aro very dangerous, and tho Auna- 
moso themselves doloiously call it “tho const of ivon.” 

Another disagrocablo featie of these parta was, till 
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within the Jast year or two, the abundanco of patos. 
Asib18 with the Chinaman, pnacy comes Ww neliual to 
tho Annamoso fishorman as rapacily and slonlmg doos 
to tho mandarim. ‘Tho native practationors wore usuuly 
~behoaded, but the Chinese jnoks, from tho Gao 'Tao and 
tho Thousand Islands to tho noth, woo most foamed 
and lonst often caught Whon they wero enpiurod thoy 
wore usually carned to the capital and taken into tho 
xoyal servico, whore they 1obbed in good company. 
Since Fianco has had a large flect in these waters, how- 
over, the pirates have found thei occupation gono, and 
hayo had to boinke thomselvos to tho intoxo1,. 

In the north of Kwana-Binu, inland trom Capo Viuna 
Kzroa, aro to bo found tho splendid cayes of Bo Kinn, ono 
of the maivols of Annam. IIoro tho tvor Naan-Nay, ono 
of tho afiluonts of the Sone-Granm, is said to pass for 
miles through subtenanoan chambes over throe hun- 
dred foot igh, the 100f brisiling with stalrelitos that 
yeproduco thomsolves in tho gicon walas bolow, and 
dovolop as fairy and spochal a seu as cm voll bo 
imagined. 

Piom Ivy, nortwnds is tho mosh agiicnliuzal part 
of tho country. Lhe wablo land is porhaps ono hundied 
afl filly milos long by fuflcon deap on tho avernge, laut 
tho population is athe: scanty. Lhe soil is .oally good, 
somo low for meo-lands, tho rost 1smg slowly up to tho 
grassy intormediate lulls, aud produemg sugai-cano, 
coffee, in tho Chustian vwlagcs, toleeco, colton, silk, 
cinnamon, and popper. Tho missionarios 1oport it to 
“bo much henlthion than Cochin China and tho Tongking 
dolla, and infinitely suporoy to ihe coast-lands. Some- 
thing may be made of this part of tho country, and tho 
lower ranges may afford good pastu.e ground; but except 
fo. tho mmetals which may possibly bo discovered, 
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Annam is likely to bo always a nocdy lund, laugely 
dopendont upon ils noighbours Jor Lood 

No doubt the comby Jas bithorto hoon blighted hy 
tho lopous pligue of the mmdains. Tho Annamoso 
Dorowod thos o lau system fom Gling and, liko 
ovorything olse thoy hive sel Unc, huds to, they have 
dobased and porvortod it. Lb is prolosacdly tho oxumi- 
nation systom, bub as tho examin tions aio managed in 
Annam, tho official class has bocomo praclacilly hor odi- 
tay. Ono is nob a Kiwis son for nothing. luenco and 
inhuguo was all that aflecte 1 tho oxaminas, A lugh man- 
dozm’s son might hecomo succossively Gi Nit-Tloc, Go- 
Neon, and an-Grit; dako ul his thice degroos without boing 
ablo to wulo batter thine sunplo coolio No doubt all 
amo oqually capablo, sooing that all i+ oquully imo ant, 
bul that did not mako matters any botter, The govo.ning 
syslom wan io havo in every province a ‘lona-Dog, or 
govono. Under lim wore tho Kiwan-ay, provincial 
judge and administator, tho Kwan: 10, ohiel rovonno 
collector, tho Luan-Piru, 01 liowlenant-govcinoer, who did 
most of tho ona-Doc’s work, tis oftieial hom more a 
political agomt than anyllu ig ola, ‘hen thoro was tho 
Jianit-Bour, tho comm uidor-in-elniel of tho local milibia, 
and in tho various subdivisions of tho provingos, hottils 
of dopartmonta, cuclos, and boroughs, Kwan-P ru, Kwan- 
Tivyiy, and kwan-Dao. lho wholo system was yory 
probty on papa, bub M, dubouil du Rhing declare 1 
that in pracueo ho sound novhing in iv but oxtortion 
and tho bastinado. Tho couny was organized, nob 
ewvilizod. * 

Bosides theso, at the court woo tho sovon ‘nvona, 
tho Minisios of Publi Works and Marmo, Finaneo, 
Foroign Aflaws, Wai, prerod Ritos, tho Intoiior, and of 
Justice, ‘hoi duttos wero to oko out thoir miserable 
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salarios by fleoemg the provincial mandamus. Abovo 
thom was tho Privy Gounal of tho “J'om Golwmns of 
tho Timpito,’ and above thom agam, as robber-in-eluol, 
the King, ‘finly the county wanted taking m hand by 
good administrators like the Tronch 
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TID Tionch havo oceupied [[urt, many montha, but 
they do not cro about lotling foroignors visit 
tho anciont Gramva aly, ‘tho wrtor was told by tho 
‘Longkmg authouitios that to go thoro ib was nocerHury 
to obtain tho sanction of tho Annamoso Cowl. Chet 
vaguo body proved lo bo tho ofliciont stalking-hoiso ab 
was intonded to bo, and tho poumission was nover 
ganted. Tho following dose.iption of the town is thoxo- 
foro ontirely from T.onch sow eon, 

Tlud is situated on bho lott banks of tho Timvona-' ees, 
botweon twelve and thirteon milos fiom tho sea, whore 
tho little villago of Uituay-an sorves it asa port, Access 
to tho river 1s rondorod dificult by a bar of hard sand 
1,500 yeids from the moulh, Ab no timo of the y oar 18 
thoro moro than clovon foot over this bar, and the 
slightest breozo or awell niwkos ib an impassablo Nino of 
foaming broakerg. ‘Lho ntouth of tha river rx dolonded 
by four forts, two of thom on the oxtromity of tho river 
bank, two of thom on islands a little way behind. They 
were round, built of stonc, with an carthon rampart all 
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round and a small fosse, Acios# the lagvon which oa 
iL woro fuumshes the iio. with two mouths, there 1s 
another fort abreast of a bar formed by a quintuplo 
lino of pilos, running out trom tho shoro to moot ono 
anothor al an angle of sixty degices, lonving v pasrago 
only about sixty or sevonty foot wide in mid-shoam. A 
thousand yaids farthor 1s anotl or bamor ruining at 
vight anglos to the bank, and protected by another baco 
of forts, 

Tt was this system of defonces that Admiral Couvbot 
altacked in August, 1888. Iho King Tu-Duo had diod 
on tho 17th of July provious, and a Princo Duc-Duc had 
suceoeded him, a nophow, who wa3 belicved to be pledged 
to hatiod of tho Fronch. ‘Lhe admiral aisived with two 
jronclads, the Bayard and the Atalante, tho gunbonis 
Vipive and Lynv, and tho despatch boats Chatean- 
Renand and Dree, on tho 16th. On bomd was D2. 
Tlarmand, the Commissary Gonoral, with an ullimatum 
and a draft ticaty, aloady signod by himself. ‘Lho 
Annamoso rolusod to give up tho forts, and tho bom- 
badmont commoneod at five o clock on tho ovoning of 
tho 18th. Tho Annamoso returned firo imme: intoly, 
and thoro was a biisk engagomont for the timo that day- 
Hight xomainod, ‘ho Bayard and tho Lyne woo both 
hil, bub no matoxial damage was ono on ithe side. 

Noxt day tho squadion 10-commenced fixe, and con. 
dinuod all day long, notwithstanding that the Annamoso 
fivo was fiom the fixst feoble, and evontually complotely 
silonced. On tho 20th of August, to tho sound of tho 
Darsellaigse fiom tho admuals band, and covorod 
by tho fio of tho two gunboats, a thousand mon wero 
landod. ‘Lho forts woro taken onsily enough in spite of 
tho rosislanco of tho guison with whet fooblo aims they 
had. ‘Tho villngo, « mao Imo of misorablo coltagos, 
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yan fivod io cover tho rola wt, bub ib prove] but a slizht 
obstacle, and tho T'ronclun n shot down tho wrotchod 
peasant soldhers m thw Iygoon niler a fwhion which was 
dosaibod, 10 tho horror of Emops, by a Uroneh officor. 
Tio was cashiored for giving a somowl! ab florid aecount 
of whab nooded sofloning down inthor thw a vivid 
doyaription 

In tho aftcanoon tho bauio foils woo earrivd in 
much the sumo fashion by the Vyere and Lyne, and by 
uightfall the wholo dofnees wero m Pionel hands, At 
three im tho mong tho maivil of tho Mimstor of 
Toroign Afiaiis fiom Lfué to treet was announcod, Au 
aimnislico was taiangod, bub Dr. E amand would sign 
no tionly oxcopt ab (uy, md thor acc ndmely, on tho 
Q6thol August, ho gob the # gn wurcs of thoi Tiacolloncios 
Lran-Dinur Luo and Netypy-'luona-] 1 e to tho tronuby 
which ho had Inought with him tho panepal point of 
which wis the recognition. of tho Lionch Probocborado 
ovo. Amnam and Tongking, tho county to have no 
communications with loroym powi1s, Ghine vsposially 
ineluded, oxcopt through tho Jvench Rosident. MM, 
Parasyn po Giant «vx was loll with five hundred 
soldhoxs us Rosidont im Tnd, 

‘Lho river botwwoon Mrruan-an and Wud passes hol whan 
flat rico-folds only diversilted hy the usual villages and 
tioo-su.ounded pagodas, AL length, lrom Mona-ga, tho 
inland poit, whoro thou is fom twolve to twenty-louw 
foot of watu. one cubuhos siz lt of the capita, Sanau-‘Lur, 
“Ohe Giby.” 

Tho riven and a canal smrotnd tho placo on ovety 
sido, Like all Annamoso citios 1b is divided into twe 
portions—tho official town or citadel, and tho outside 
portion, which one might almost call the submbs, were 
ib not thal it is there only that tho citizens reside, Inside 
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all aro oithor officials and thon triin or soldiows. This 
outside town is nothing moro than a wretched village of 
bamboo huis, two o thico shoots of shantios, wilh nn 
o¢casional brick houso bolonging 10 a Chinuman, Tho 
commercial town is nothing liko so importuit as tho 
samo portion of half a scoio smila2 places m Tonglaing. 

The citadel, with iis moat 120 feo wido, is a hugo 
quadzilatoral, closo on two miles to tho s1 le, with a half 
dozon Inigo bastions on cach faco, cach bastion with 
sixtoen gung moro or loss antiquarian. Catoway towers 
in tho Chinoso nrchiloctmal stylo covor tho ontrancos, 
and paltry thateliod huts shiold tho guns fiom tho 
inclomency of tho woathor. Insido this aro public offices 
and monuments, barracks, inferior mindarins’ houses, 
and tho like, vory prommont among which is the magni 
ficont palaco prosonted, m 1878, by lis mayosty to tho 
Cowt Exceutiona. Tleadsiton in tho tas ae cithor 
tho lowost of tho low o: vory oxalled porsonigos, for 
thoy ofton havo oxalted heads to lop oll. 

Tnaido this oxtoiio: lino comos anotha, 760 yada 
aquaro, bub wnfortifiod, This oncloses tho dwollinys of 
tho roy ul abtondants and robmuo, surrounded by gardons 
and ploasuie-grounds. ‘Tho oily, so-eulled, 18 thon oforo 
matt up of what lios within those two encernies, hero 
aro shidy walks, wido squares, broad stools. ‘Sho 
housos thomselvos aro far boyond what ono ordinaily 
soos, ovon in trading towns, where thao mo no high 
mandains. In ono quarto, thoro mo a numbor of 
workmon and artificors of differont kinds, fo. whonovor 
a°man displays particular skull ho ia cassied off and 
takon into tho royal sorvico on a pitianzo of 1ico and 
a handful of cash a month. ‘Lhoro aio also vast 1100 
shods, arsenals, containing, ib is said, four thousand 
pioees of cannon, and ticasuiues,

Insido tho second lino comos tho royal onelosurc, shut 
in wilhin wuls as formideblo as those opposed to tho 
world, This conal work 28 also a square, concontiue 
with the others, Fi) L883 no Mwopoan had over 
ponolintod within ats sacred wally. None bub the Inghost 
mandarins wore allowed lo onlor, and privacy was milo 
vho moro corbin by the feck tuab the common people 
ware nol ovon wowed to pass through tho gatos of tho 
outormost hne. ‘ho palace and tho capitel wore thus 
singularly woll situated to rosist hostilo abiacs, but tho 
fortifications wore built at the boginning of tho conimy 
undor tho diroction of tho French colonol, Qllivier, on 
tho Vanban gystom, and wore altozothor out of dato; 
bosides that, thoy reqiurod a forco of four thousand mon 
mozoly to hold tho outer walls. M. Dutrouil du Rhins 
did not placo tho total population at a higher figmo than 
thinty thousand, with perhaps thily thousand moro for 
tho smxounding villages 

Dvuo-Duo had vanished on tho arrival of tho Urongh 
troops. Di. armand thorofore pub on tho throno n 
piinco named Urnp-Iloa, a Inothor of Lu Duy, who 
promised to bo as complotor oypher as was donirad. 
Ho had barely boon on the throue threo monthe, how- 
over, whon ho was poisor od by tho national party, the 
Fronch Rosidcnb sob up in dus plico a youth, nephow of 
Yu Due, who wes expeetod to bo plariie, ‘Lo ratify the 
August ionty M. ‘aicou on Ins way back from China, 
proceeded to Tu. Of the public adiones then granted, 
the following is a writton account, funished bya Trench 
oyo-WwillGss t— 2 

“On the moining of tho 6th of January, 884, tho 
day fixed for tho coremony, tho glacis which soparaulos 
tho walls of the citadel of Ilué from tho isvor waa 
covered with people, cager to 800 tho loroignora who, for 
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tho fist timo, wore to obtain an oniianco wibhin tho 
walls of thon, invioltéo capital, and anxtons as to tho 
conasquences of this unprocedented dopmaluro fom 
Annamoso custom. 

“tho two cannon which had beon brought up liom 
‘Hrvan-an on tho first alaim of the death of King Tare 
TIoa woro pointed at the ciladol, and tho troops formed 
up in Ine m tho passage soparating tho principal 
entianco to the Logation fiom the landing placo, Among 
the Tuonchmon but ono fecling prevailed. All dosired 
to soo a satisfactory termination to this audionco which 
tho Govornmont of Hud had boon inducod to accord, and 
which might bo fanght with tho most serious con- 
soquoncos. ‘Tho sun shono biightly; tho an was po 
and swool. A quit silence reigned, savo for tho distant 
low mmm of tho Annamose troops drawn up within 
tho citadel. 

“Af a quarter to cight o’clock, tho Tiist Chamboulain 
of tho Dmpne aiived at tho Legation to sook tho 
Ministor of Tianco and tho Resident of Tlué, and to 
conduct thom to tho royal presence ‘Tho procossion 
slaitod fom tho Legrtion on foot, passamg botwoon the 
ranks of Monch soldios, who prosonto 1 arms, whilo tho 
dauifepots sounded a march. Ab the hoad camo M. 
‘Licou, Minista. Plonipotontiary of Lianco, Unvoy lix- 
iwaodinmy 10 Ilué, and M. Valasno do Champeaux, 
lesident of Tuance at the cout of TIud. After thom 
cainy Cuptam Lowd, goummunding tho forges m 
Tiaun-an M Galy, Soc.otary to tho Minislor, and Captrin 
Rfdiguet of tho Mavino Infanty. ‘Tho barge in which 
they ombarked was towed across tho river by a sieam- 
launch fiom Traun-an, and was followed by the sampans 
boaring Viam-Nuvi and his suilo A shoxt distanco fom 
tho landing-stago stood richly o_namontod palanquins for 
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cach mombor of the mission —Lhey woro accompaniad 
by a guwd of twonly mon ol tho Marmo Intaniiy. On 
cach dico of tho 1ont tho Annimosxo gorrison frmod 
Imo Poor and dirty iw tho unilorms of thoso troops aro 
whon viewod clos ly, they nove rttole ss lady preten at quto 
and charming effec. Tho rol-amicd masinos and bluo- 
yackated saldiora wore succooded by wari018 m conta af 
many coloms, with immonso conic wl hals, long bamboo 
apoars, rusty okt {lint guns, printed woodon #vhos, and 
othe: mums of 2 bygono ago -thoe wholo presenting 
pictwo nob wantmg m giandoue mid originally. When 
the puty aurved ab tho second gatowny, according to 
anoint coromonial, tho oveort ol mfantxy stopped, thore 
to wait tho .olurn of tho Mauston ‘hoy wore sorvod by 
o1dar of tho cout of [Lud with a@ sumptuous collation, 
Tho 1romainder of the procossion thon tuned to the 
loft, and, parsmg along fortifications dofandad by both 
Turopoan and Chineso cumon, mz'yed in an immoned 
comtyad filled with tho royal body-guetd. In tho 
conta stood tho clophauts of war, onpuisonod aul 
mountod, motionless ws ginnls east in Ironze, Vohind 
thoso woro tho cavalry, dawn up in line, and bohimd 
thom agun tho artillory, witha tho gmmors in blno, 
rangol bosido yweos of tho most euous anlaquo 
pattorns, 

“Tho gsiloneco wis profound, 

© Afto. lonving this first court, a second was travaraod, 
whore, in the midst of a squire of waruois wilh slango 
pamiors, wore the war-horse and elephant of tho king, in 
completo housings. 

“Ab tho ond of this court tho procossion halted, and, 
aflor dosconding fioin thoi puangnins, the I'voneh wore 
invited to partako of a collation served in on anoint 
pagoda. oxo also they wo1o rcquested to deposit their 
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arms, and aftor a short delay, tho Rogont of tho kingdom, 
Neavynn Vin Tuéna, arrived and bogged that they would 
follow him to tho prosonce of tho King. 

“They thon entaed tho last courl, a placo of gront 
gvandcur, pavod with marble. At cither sido of tho 
door we1e enormous bionzo vasos, a prosont fom somo 
emporor to a formor King of Annam, in old days con- 
sidered ag a vassal. A richly diossad throng of civil 
and military mandains filled this cot, in the middlo 
of which we1e placed ftvo carpets for the guosts of tho 
King. 

“Tn front a lmgo slono slaireaso Iod to tho Grand 
Tlall of Audionco, at tho end of which was tho throne. 

“A great sliout announced tho artival of tho King, 
who, clothed in the 1oyal yellow robo, soated himself on 
the throna, 

King Kiey-Pruc, whom tho course of ovonta had 
put im power only tw imouth siuce, is aw youble ox fifteou 
years of ago, ditoet heir of the Umporor (su) Tu dua mid 
his suecossor ITner-Lfloa. To is of sheht build, with a 
soft and intolligont eyo, and is markod by v grwity of 
domoanour woll becoming a monarch who holds im Ins 
hands tho destinios of twenty millions of men, 

“Behind the thionoe tho ministors wore arranged in a 
etfill-crclo, and from thoir ranks the Giand Mastor of 
Coremonies advancod fo prosont tho Mimustor of Wianco 
to his Mayosty. 

“ After M, 'lancou and his suite had twice sumted tho 
King, tho latéor withdrew to the Chambor of Audience, 
whithor M Tricou and M. de Champonnux wore conduelod 
by « sido staircase. Lho Tionch Miristo. oponod tho 
conversation by exprossing, on behalf of tho Prosidont, 
his bost wishes for tho wollare of tho King, Ilia Majosly 
in fun mquired aftor the health of M. Guévy. 
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“ Ung Kers-Pruc then suid that ho .ogm det Pranco 
ago diondly nation, aul UF vb ho only dosived to aco the 
goot roletions whieh Iiul always oxisla bobweon he two 
nations continuo and posper, A ticaty hat boon con- 
cluded ab tfué by M. Huainant, alba. the capture of 
Truan-anj bub contain elwisos of ths troaty boro #0 
haidty on tho Amnimeso vation thet ho wis very 
dosirous ol sooing somo amendment made. — [fo counted 
on tho kindness of tho Pacsidert of the Republio t> 
agico to somo sheht anodificahons dn favour of the 
pooplo of Annam, whe wae dcyoted (o him, 

“M, Tuicou rophol that he wis much grated with 
tho alutamonts of the Kung, and that tw would faithfully 
roporb thom to tho Prosidont, of whoo acecpbinea of 
thom ho had no doubl. Mo Minis om, afr agun 
saluting tho King, withdrow and, wilh hig stato, ltt the 
palace. 

“AL tho gatog of tho cily wn immons: cywd waa 
assombled, but tho Annameo now no longo. regarded 
tho ‘rongh as foo, bu us alios AK a poof o° his 
friondship, 11. Th, the Roegoul, aecoptod M. Heieou’s ine 
vitation to break£ish ‘oat 4 were drunk and acaponded 
to, and a long convorritlion was ented on, dmg 
which tho Rogent promised to nae Ii influonco to maltieo 
tho Gouneil of Ministers to conform to modo idong 
and, whon thon oxcolloncios rcpautod in tho ovening, 
Trance could count ono ally gle mora,” 

This 1 a tolonbly fair agoount, ut ib was a good 
donl too snnguine, As & mettor of fact, the private 
inlorview botwoon tho Rogonb and M. Tricon waa ib 
allogethor ploasant. ‘(ho Vriw-Nuvit protosted imofloc. 
tually against tho too nuncrons mbroductions of Mxonel 
officials into tho county, bub was assured that this 
would prove nol a somo of impoverishmont, but’ of 
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woalth. Ilo was then asked if M TJarmand was accept- 
able to tho countzy as Commissay-Gencial, MM, IIu- 
mand had just boon recalled, and, instead of commg 
up to TIué with the Minister Plonipotontiary, had gone 
shaight on to Saigon. Tho Regont oxprosyed lis most 
livoly delight that the impoious doctor had had nothing 
to Co with tho nogotiations. ‘ No, no,” ho said, ‘1 
consider M. Ilaimand incapable of directing affairs 
hore Up to tho mosont ho has dono nothing but acato 
trouble and confusion.” This was an opimon shared by 
many Frenchmen and all foroignois. 

It thon camo out that tho piinezpal softening down 
of tho tacaty that tho young King wished fo. was tho 
omploymont of somo othor namo than Piotoctoate. 
On tlus pomt, howover, M, Tricou was inflexible. 
“Cannot the Protoctorato, which must oyontually ox- 
tingmsh Annam, bo 1oplacod by something olso ? ’ 
pleaded tho Rogent. ‘No,” said tho Vlempotontinzy , 
“your Ixcolloncy suggests to mo prociscly what Lt 
Tune-Grane suggested two months ago, ‘China dos 
not want waz,’ sud ho, ‘but leave us Tongking.’ Yom 
Hxcolloncy asks tho samo thing, You ask us to givo 
up tho Prolectorato and keop tho ro8t that is to say, 
nothing” ‘Tho wretched mandain might woll havo 
said, “ With tho Protectorate, you ako ovmything, and 
leave us notluing.” This prackeally closed the convor- 
sation, aud Ieft the mandaiins much moro half-hearted 
allies than tho Picneh supposed, 

Shortly aftorwaids seyoial high mandmins sob out 
fom Tué ovorland to Tanoi to pay thom regards to 
the goyo.nor, Goneral Millot. hoy wero nob yoy 
expedibious, and did not arrive ull the emly days ot 
March, just befoic tho dopatine pf the lorcos against 
Baoninh, Lhoy weieioceived with great state, A guard 
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of fivo hundied mon turned oul to wolcor i thom, wid a 
stluto of six gung was fined. Tho gonoril’s bud, whieh 
had only auivcd a day on two proviously, pliyed bho Afar 
seilluege and some opora-bowlte ais. N wynn-Vin Tudye 
intorviowod tho gonoial, and seid plarsant things; 
yiowod an ascont of fiol1-balloons with ap, wont into 
vost, mul sab through a lunch at Genoint Riicto do 
lIslog. Thon ho wont off to tun tho loewd Loxa-Dou 
out of his house, and a day or two afterwards loft on his 
rolurn jounoy, Ilis Lixeclloney looked only e little more 
debauched and villvinous than o her Annimoso nolabili- 
tios To had a slrong gud of rod contd Und soldiory, 
with inlaid mothor-of-poul scabbads to thei swords, 
somo plopoly guns and spears, two tanishod gold 
wnbrollas, and four ordinary black ones. JTo had 
ostonsibly como to help to 20-orgenizo the counliy, but 
his .efiun jounoy was marked by sovoral Jughly sus. 
picious ciscumstances. n vaious villages of Titan 
Toa and Nam-An ho mado hall for sovor ud days; and 
shoilly aftor ho passod south thoro wors some BRN. 
guinmy risings agamal tho Chustinns, who are vary 
numorous thoro. Sovon Thonch yausts wore pub to 
doath, a grout many of their flock murdered, mid ono on 
tivo now grtacdels oro col umonced. Tho ond of thadry 
aonson, lowover, prevonbod a punitive oxpodilion, tttes 
affairs in tho southorn proviness m0 nob inv slabo that 
suggosia much cordial all ance with tho 1 onch thore. 
Matlas wont on in an wnpebiefwwory way until tho 
boginning of August, L881, whon tho anti-Vronch man- 
daing, wide. tho guidance, ub 18 said, of tho hixecoh- 
cilablo old Pumeo, ITuinn-Ky-Vinat, poisoned tho poor 
iittle boy-king. Th is sad that bis private guard was 
instructed to present him with a sebro and a cup of 
poison. Tho poor boy bid him wail, and wallod in an 
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agilated way up and down his 1oom. Tho sentinel got 
tywed of this, laid hands on him, flung him on tho floor, 
and forced tho poison belweon his icoth. 

A fifth king on tho thiono within thistoon months 
does not say much for the stato of the kingdom ol 
Annam. Tlaw-Neur is the now puppet. Tle was 
crowned on tho 17th of August, 1884, m tho piesenco of 
aopresontatives of all aims of 11¢ Tronch savice. hoy 
woto allowed to enter the palace by tho gato, till thon 
sacred 40 those of royal blood. IIis Majosty will soon 
become as much a more figmo hoad as King Nordpow of 
Camboja. Ilo was a fotich, ho is a farco. 
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AIGON, liko Ki eito, the old namo for Tlanoi, means 
S tho “gent market” Sn tho drys of Ammmesc 
aulo the town was ouled Cre dit iwi. tis situ 
aod on tho right benk of tho river in a kind of square 
formod by tho Jonwar, tho avalanche acok the Chinore 
ercok, and tho canal conncoling (hese two  avtoyor.” 

Boloro tho Pench cocupation S ion was lho cu tal 
of Lowor Goehin Ghina, and the vedo o thie Kase 
Tuvou, the Governor of the sotthaar provineys, tn 
(886, the fortiheations accted neath mad sou h i 
town by Colonel Ollivier, the cnginecur gt oflicae In 
inperor Gri Lowe & pay, wore dcatiaye dd hy rail bands, 
Thoy yworo built tp ag un in sucee ive roms only lo bo 
captned in L858 by Adinival tignult do Ccnoully, In 
those days tho town was noUung ut aw collcation of liuls 
huddled togethor and built ou piles along, Oc bands” of 
tha numerous watia-ways.  Tiail Inidgos of w fow 
Damboos lashed together were (ho only means of com- 
munication othamviso {him by ho vt, lor the muddy shoo 
was impiocticable. A picture ol the town as ib then

was may be scon in any Burmero o1 Siameso villago, or 
indcod inland m Cochin China itself, 

A couple of yeais lata, when the town was shill 
monaced fom the lines al Kr [Moa, Svigon waa hat lly 
moro altractive. It was little botto: than a long slioot, 
wilh ovary hore and U cie 2 desolate vacant space, Tho 
houses wo1o mostly of wood, thatched with tho leaves of 
tho dwail palm, with now and again tho 1d tiled rool 
of a brick building. A largo number of junks thronged 
the uver, and mado a sot of floating town, such as tha 
Chinaman and tho Siamese loves. Along the banks of 
tho Chinese « royo, howover, tho onto pusing Colostials 
had alroady built thomsolves 19ws of substantial buck 
and mortar dwollmgs, somo of them old, tho majority 
now : 

While tho French gariison was besieged in tho citadel, 
ponding tho releaso of tho ttoops omploycd in China, 
evon this misciable town was destroyed. Night alter 
night incendiarios camo in fiom tho K1-ITo. lines, and 
not ovon tho implant oxoculion of many of thom, soizod 
torch in hand, could save tho place. Notlung but the 
Chinamen s housos romuned whon at longth tho Kt-Hoa 
wouks wore stormed in L861 

wi4-day Saigon proscuts a great contrast with its fmo 
Loads, boulovards, squaros, and public buildings. It is 
woll known a3 ono of tho most atiactivo towns in tho 
Last. Owmg nothing to netural advantages, ib can 
quite hold 2t9 own with ITong Kong and Singuporo, of 
which tho tiavollo: buings homo enthusiastic momoiies 
‘Tho buildings of Ilong Kong are imposing, but laoneh 
dasto makes moro oul of loss mateual. Tho roads of 
Singaporo, half suggestive of tho jungle, supply abun 
danco of beaulaful chives, but the boulovaids of tho Tionch 
down, without losing thoix to,1cal chmacla, aro infi-

niloly prottior, Tivery houso has ils garden, spruce and 
uiimly kopt. Tho public oficos avo spacious, without 
tho choary, warohouse lock of most of ow British build. 
ings of tho kind. Singapore pridos itsell on its Covorn- 
mont Tlouse as tho finost in the Rast, but it has nob the 
mand agiloof tho Palais du Goucnenent, thong if 
has incomparablo advantages in situation, Tho ronch 
abuso tho admiral who buill tha palace, and Inmont tho 
iyolvo million of franes it cost, bub if ib woo dostroyod 
by an cathquake thoy would build anothor oxactly liko 
it and for tho samo price. 

“ho plan of the town is Conecivod with tho ambition 
which forosees tho gieut Indo-Chinose impite. Adnixal 
do la Gianditio, who lal oub baigon, dreamed that it 
was to bo a town of fivo milton souls, and ho mmalked 
out ils limita with this grand idea in his mind, 'lnno, as 
it rolled on, Las not gustitied his “vopos. Smagou dooy nob 
indood decioaso im numloas Thore is oyon a stondy 
inovoaso, but it will be lax on in noxt eonltny before bho 
admiral’s skolcton town conson to raise a silo, 

But ifin onc way Saigon Deals Unglish colontos, tl is 
very inferior in othoas, Mio Rae Catinat is bho pride of 
Saigon, bul it isn morost. ob of shops. Thoro is only one 
Fionch inoveantilo fi nin all Saigon > tho real addi 
Gorm ws, on olhor foroigt cy, but principally Commena. 
Noycitholess, the 2iue Cutinat is v chuming alicat, for 
all its shops. Chore ato ola] orate eats, most sodhuc tively 
opon, there mo mocorios and hosias aud hattors anik 
suldlots shops; there a6 apothoearios halls and Hench 
and Chinosc jowollory slores; thoare mao shops whoro 
Chinamon maho hoots and sltoos and 1) nopean clothes ; 
thero aro hotels, there 14 n fomporary thentre, and thor + 
mo Paisiin Mayasins—leb us nob forget tho Coguet 
Magasin of ta Porianz, At tho wpper ond, just before 
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ono reachios tho opon space where stands tho protontious 
cathedral, you pass various public oflicos—thoxe of the 
interior, Lhe tonsury, the posts and telog: aphs, and othoxs, 
all of thom admnably neal. Thore aro othe delightful 
streots in Snigon, bub nono of thom can comparo with 
tho Rue Catinut. 

This not fain to compars Saigon with Wong Kong o1 
Singapore. Wo havo held these colonics for a long 
timo now. Rangoon makes a bette: compaiison. We 
havo now oceupiod the capital of Butish Buma soven 
yoas longer than the Crench havo held Saigon. Tho 
contiast bolwcon the tivo tawns is structive Tn 1881 
Saigon had a population of 18,481. lis was tho town 
plopor, and did not includo tho smiounding villages. 
Tho hugo enecinte of tho town, howevei, thhusis away 
theso submbs so far that thoy cannot rensonably bo 
countod im. til, allowing thom a population of 10,000, 
which is liberal, and counting in Citorty with 89,925, 
wo havo a giand total of 63,406 in 881. Al tho consus 
of 1880 Rangoon had a population of 134,176, and itis 
@vowing by loups and bounds. ‘Tho villages of Poosoox- 
poune and Kraamypiwn do not loavo us much doubt as 
to whathor they should be includod or not, Thoy aro 
tahiy on tho point of bemg ongulfod, just as London 
hag swallowed up tho villages of last conlmy, tho Iigh- 
gatos and Cholscas and Kensinglons. 

Bub Rangoon is not a beautiful town. Thoro aro 
poople whom 1b 18 impossible to suspect of preconecived 
malico, who do not hesitate to declaro that it is oromely 
tigly. Governmont ITouse, Rangoon, is feirly wato- 
tight. Boyond thal it would ho affectation to make any 
assorlions. ‘Cho only public biildings which pretend to

Ib comes to 
tho old slay, Weme vw nation of shopkecpora. ‘ho 
quoa thing is, ib ik the Viondanon who noycr got 
hoyond tho shop. 

In 1850, Je nang oud of secount tC ambit uy and naval 
foicos there wore in Saigon 1,090 Lunepe ins, OL those 
1,047 wae Lrunch, peventoon wore Rudlish, and twelve 
Geumans. ‘ho Lionchmen wore mostly scuvents of tho 
Govanmont, ‘ho 10st wore shopkecy ra ahd tho like, 
Tho Gormans and Lnglish wero the ma cdianty, and 
could casily have Dot ghb up tho rst of tho population, 
It hhoubles to Pronch gi aly to a counl for this wis 
sabisfnctory Klute of affons. ow bicndiman cae to 
omugiate, and tho iceasons thoy gave ure very various. 
‘tho colony 16 loo hu off, to0 hitle hncwai. No ong 
an iden of what may nob iappen in w placo where the 
Goveinmont is so mililuy and so despotic.

Wlule tho unfo- 
tunato I'ronch merchant stiogelos for a living, and can 
barely keep lus head abovo water, the English and 
Gorman housos, thanks to tho icsourees at thoi back, 
havo no difficully in diawimg to thomsclves all tho 
exterior commoico that is worth haying. As to tho 
intorior, tho lindo tho1o is, as everywhoro olse where 
tho1o no Chinamon, ontirely im Celestial hands. Tho

The town is, 40 all intonts and purposes, Chinoso ; lov 
though they numbo1 only about lial€ tho total population, 
thoy havo all tho trado, and all the shops, and all tho 
ost hougsos, to sny nothing of tho monoy., Chinoso 
omigianis ostablishod tho town in 1778, but il wag not 
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till the Annamogo Goveinment was turned out that tho 
placo becamo ronlly prosporous. Now tho quays, which 
aio of vory groat longth, are linod with junks and vossels 
of all dose.ptions, loadmg and unloading cargoes from 
tho richost marts of tho Last oven tho coolio wok 
boing dono by Chinamen. 

Whon the Trench camo tho town was dirty onough, 
with long, narrow, and winding sheets; tho houses 
dark and dangerously ciowdel togetha. The hogs 
back bridges over tho erecks woro impracticable for 
wheool traffic, and almost impassablo fo. Europeans. 
Tho tide often swamped tho roadway, and ovory 
houso had a heap of filth in front of it ho first 
thing the I'rench did was to dmve wide and airy stioots 
though and through, give facilities for tho building of 
wharves and tho banking in of tho cicok, oroct new 
biidgos, doloimimne tho propiictay of tho land, and ght 
and diain the town.

by night, the plioe Till nly bglto bay with fantans 
of all sivos wd colours, sollins forth the long nama, 
and tho goods lo bo soli, Oxovow is a vastly moro 
ontor.ni me plaen than Snigon. Tb jis sno vory fino 
joss-honsos, showmg tho wealth of ils mhabit mbes, whieh 
is fu. thor ovidcneod by tho throng of woll-dressod liadors 
in tho slreots, wilh long coats of white, or} luo, 02 poarl- 
groy, silk trousers, Gnbroidood shocs, spruce whito 
stockings, and occasionally long silk put is coming up 
to the thigh.

Tho only towns of any impoulanco, aftor Saigon and 
Cnonow, a.c Myimo and Yinn-Lona, Myino is the second 
town of tho colony, though it has lost some of ifs formor 
importance. It stands on tho left bank of tho castan 
mouth of the Miixona, al the point where the Arroyo de 
la Poste runs into tho 1iver fom Smgon. Tt is the 
prosent torminus of a railway fom Saigon, not yet quite 
finished, but intended eventually to 2un up to Pyou 
Panu, and fartha. Many Tronchmon donounce tho line 
aga faico, and say it is of no uso to any ono oxcept tho 
official who pockeltod a commussion on tho granting of 
tho contract. li is said that tho Arroyo de la Poste and 
tho Ar oyo Chanois will tako all tho moichandiso and tho 
majority of tho passengors 10 Saigon vid Cuoron, Tho 
water communications of the countiy mo no doubt 
oxhiomoly good; but that is in ifsolf no 10nson why a 
railway schomo should not pay. Tho contrary has boon 
ptoved in many placos. “Lho town of Myrno is voy 
protlily lail out, with palm-tiocs at rogular intervals 
lining tho long, straight toads. Otherwiso, oxcept a 
collogo founded in 1880, thoro 18 nothing notable in the 
ptaso“tnloss it bo tho extadol. This is a squnro of about 
~fivo hundied yards to tho faco, planted vaguely in tho 
plain a quaiter of a milo o1 so from tho xiver. Tt might 
just as well have boon anywhoro olso within fifty miles 
as far as natural defonces aro concoined. Iho twenty- 
foot-high donticulated walls arcsmiounded, at a distance 
ofa hundied foot, by what was once a moat, but is now a 
mosquito nursory in tho guso of an ovil smolling marsh. 
Of the ancront Annamose buildings there are no signs. 
Mud huis leave no .uins behind. Tho Tench havo 
doticd a fow houses belonging to Government officials, 
22, 
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and baizacks for tho gartison, in a random way over tho

holds tho place. OL the ponbincds at Unc treo gates 
tho writer yisilod, ono wu bv hall-grown hol bledohoy,

Myino has about J5,000 inhabit mts; Vtxr-Lone has 
soven times that number. 1b is ailunted as near ag 
possible at tho head of tho Myixoxe dolla, and is also 
occupiod by w comp my of Tronch troops, uso matalled 
in a citulel Thao ac no Thopams horo except 
Jionehinen Choro aro tl evcforo no places of businoss, 
nothing bub tho ostent vious houses of tho ofliviels anil 
tho bawacks, tho post ant tol gaph o lees, and a pii- 
mary school. All tho xost of the town consists of tho 
misoLablo shantios ol tho Aun unos, diversuied by tho 
solid, hoavy-tled dwollings of tho son4 of Hay, who aro 
ag industiious hoo a4 clhowho 0, and yroduco a vory 
solistactory roventto for tho pleco 

Masta is anobhor Lown, ol no importunco ab present, 
bub from which much i+ oxpootod tom day on account 
ofits poution, Th lies ab tho mouth ol aw deop inlot in 
tho Gulf of Sau, across the Crtianco Lo which thexoris 
unlorbi nately a accf over which luge vessels cannot 
pass, ‘hove is cyon now ® vory fan coasting trade 
enued on with Siam, and a good denl of produce como 
down {o it rom Camboja. fbi a placo of somo slinte- 
gical nmportanco fiom its position in the gulf, and has

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CAMBOTA—THE CAPITAL AND TIER PLOPLE, 
TIGRE is x wookly stoama service fom Saigon to 
Pyom-Punn, tho capital of Camboja, and tho dis- 
tance of 250 milos is covored in less than a day and a 
half, ‘tho sloamo1r—there is as yot only ona to Prom. 
Pon, though there aro ofa smaller vessols unnang to 
Soornana, Ouauvos, Bart, Buyin, aud Bartamsona 
was built in Glasgow by tho samo makors who tun oul 
the magnificont flool of tho Imawaddy Motilla. The 
Bumarboats are twice tho sizo of the Norddem Pi conier ; 
thoy run twyieo a wook to Mandalwy, aro incompmaably 
bottor fitted up, and the company owns somo tiyonly o1 
thuty of thom, bosides flats which tho stonmeis tow 
alongside.

Tho capital is situated ub ev lug, slo -fieleliko bitte 
evbion of the raver, gallod by Who Vroneh, like dozons of 
similar placod in other yaris of the countrys ly Quate 
Bias. ho junction of those fom aims nabinally adds 
gioatly fo the commorenml importance of Prom Poni, 
Downwai ds fiom the lovn run the Jane Posteriew and 
Flouve Supirwur, and above wo the Miionce and the 
Tnpu-Sar, 

Tho fusb vow of Prom Pinu, whon one roaches it ag 
tho wrilor did in tho mouth cf damtiwy in tho yvary only 
mowing, is exeoudingly shilong. Nero is a blaze ob 
hght which shows far o1 like a Imo of funacoq in the 
Bluck Country, ov non Cliygow. As cnt aulynneos, 
6o1 10s tho hu of many voicos, and n first improsiioy 
as that King Norcpow's ¢ upital must bo a Inge and most 
indnafiious 11 eo 3 in tha somicr mona, whon 
the sloamor shiugelos uy ageinsl the iin-swollon food, 
that is baroly a tiper-hght to bo mon, and the pny 
sounds to bo heard ave te chup of the grasshopper and 
tho deep nolos of the bull fog. 

Tho wholo industry of the phiwco almost is fishing, All 
Mong the banks, high abcvo the river in Tanungy, riso a 
sories of largo, long-roofed houses, slroiching in slagoa 
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down 40 tho wator-level. On tho top aro dvied the fish, 
split down the belly and opened ont, Down below aro 
gigantic vats into which choppod up fishes avo thrown 
along with salt, and so conyoiled into oil. ‘his manu 
Snoturo of fish-oil is quito a now industry in Pyow-Penn. 
A demand has spung up for it, aud dming tho last two 
years tho piico has just doublod with tho result that 
noaily tho entae population is occupied in Mshing and 
ploparing the oul, 

During tho months of January, Tobrumy, and March, 
the numbor of fish caught in tho ive. 1s almost incre- 
diblo. Tho river is thon at rts lowest, and thousands of 
fishing-bouts aro out cvary afternoon and night, and 
each witle ovory cast of the nob a multitude of fish 
which if 18 elmost rzmpossiblo to hoist into tho boat. 
Tintar in tha yeqr, man, woman, ani elildven wada inig 
tho shallow wata with bashots and puls and basins, 
and carry oft fish jusb like so mueh potatoes. Aftor- 
waids tho industry is transfor1ed to tho Great liako Surat 
Rav. Gigantic fishes, something betwoon a dog fish and 
& porpoise, aro thon caught. Shey mcaswro over fivo 
foot long, and ato as full of oil as a whalo or a sonal. Ib 
ig onls* whon tho savor 1ises with tho rains that tho fsh- 

ing industry ecados, and with if evorything resembling 
indnatiy of any kind. 

Pyom-Pon is pleasantor to visit thon, In Folauuy 
it smolls like a rowor, aud ovory ono of tho inhabitants 
seoms to suggost ihe odour of Caliban. Otherwise 
Naunow’s capital is pictwwosque enough to look at— 
fiom tho oulsido, Tho actual town is, Like all other 
Tastern places, much loss attractive. Jt 18 te morest 
fringe on tho rivor bank, little moio than a street deop. 
In tho contro of this long simp of town, in a ‘placo 
clearod out for itself, dwolls tho personnel of the Tiench 
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Trotoclointo, The buildings avo nll very solidly built, 
and havo tho usuel morctieiors air about thom—of 
couse ab the exponeo of tha Gaiitho or ovdie pur, 
Boyond this thee vo no bur dingy oxcqet of tho viost 
paluy kind, the foroign houses hay bea buat down 
in ono of the numorons S104 to which tho wel. lands 
onol gy.

ovidonco of tho immense incwhy eaicl on. «Tho 
fishing villagos prosont somo quees pl ues of hile, not” 
only in tho business dono, bal in tho proplo who gather 
from all parts of tho midland A motloy crowd thwy 
aro, often tho very sown ad diogs ol tha Iurge citios, 
oliininels fying wom jusdes, ed tho villous paresivos 
that livo only by proying on taciy fellow-men, Thy 
nalivo craft mo of tho mos primitive chancta, simplo 
coracles sewn togothor wilh ratlan, and oaulked with 
coconut fibro. ‘Tho fishamen havo littla moro 
ovidonces of civilization alout them. hoy go aboul, 
most of them, staik naked, und il may bo imagined tat 
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tho seapogiacs from Uno mainland havo little trouble in 
ohonting lhom as thoy pleago, 

Tho ecntial and southern portions of tho island ao 
mountaet oud, ho highest olovation 1s reached in tho 
Tivo Tinger and Vi Mother, .anges, ftom which all the 
lage. atronms tako tho iiso Theso bogin as clear spark« 
ling motntam brooks; but nob a low of them, by a Iong 
como through 100d and giasa-giown tracts, bocomo fist 
miasmatic and then brackish. In the pohtieal divimons 
of tho island, clovon of tho thi:teon districts converge to 
a contro nom tho gical hills, somo of them running in 
nawow slicos for many miles mto the wild mountain 
counhy. ‘lho lino of tho water-coursos may havo in- 
fluenced ¢s dion, as woll as tho dosiro that each 
(ishict should, as for as possible, sharo in the bonoficont 
influonecs supposed to omanate from groat mountains m 
tho eantio, ho prssaga o hoe Siur-Tat, 9 & Wat.

Mi. ony gives a fino Aesaription of his passage 
ovor the walorshoed.

“For noarly a 
mulo tho way lod through woods, with hero and theo a 
fiold onclosed by a yrckot fonco. Irom theso open 
spaces fine viows of the country, widommg as wo asconded, 
giootod us.

All hope of xeCuys tha fine momilains 
boyond whan wo reached the lop of the vidgo was blasted 
by tho duivmg sloring of mst that shito tl everything 
oxcoph ho bloak sidos of tho Hine Tar range near ab 
hand, and occasional glimy sor of the Pur-Pia aidgo, 
with ws (inely wooded slopes Lumning aff ab an ale to 
the sou h. = Juffoulb vw tho ascont had beon, the doscont 
on tho other sido was oven worse, thongh nob so long, 
tho stecp pethw vy, covorod with a low arch of tangled 
grass abovo, und i lod wilbi rocking pitlalls bolow, amadg 
ib nob only disagrocablo, ut rowly dai gorous. Ab the 
fool a lnook of wonderfully clear wator Slowed, in 
quick contiast lo the mud wo had just waded through ; 
and a shout distance beyond il, over somo maishy fiolda, 
stood tho little villago of Suur-Yina, tho fiat in the Lr 
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dishiol of Una Mav-Tina, as it is eallod thoro. If con- 
tons but two housos, in one of which we found a placo 
to rosb until tho bowers camo up, nearly two hours 
later. Aller nu hour's res wo continued om way over 
anothoy 1dgo, % milo and a half father, do Ta-Tlaw The 
road was bottor, bul much chstiuctod by fallen toes 
and shiuos. All was wild and droary looking, except m 
somo of tho ravinos, whioro fino treo ferns wore growing, 
wilh wild bananas and broad leafed alpinias replacing 
tho genoral wasto of junglo giasy.

boon {driven olf ab tho samo time. ‘Lho pooplo hoxo 
boloig to tho section called tho Kona-Knux Li, and 
apouk a dinloct so difloront from that acioss the ridgo 
theb ow Gr bearers had to converso with them in 
ITainanose in oidor to be understood. ‘Lho housos woro 
poo. m consequence of tho rceont disaster, and wore 
thaicl od with tho fan palm, which grows in abundance 
jialf'a day's jowney Lrom the place. 

“ho way not day ka thiough one of tho most 
charming bits of scenay one can imagine, following tho 
course of the mountain book, which became a rushing 
foriont in places, making us thankful for the holp of our 
guides in solccting tho shallowo. aud less rapid places, 
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LL was a lnoid and fncly h uded toad, nich and yariod 
forosé growth ning it on Gthor mide, Lugo tres coverc 
do thon lops wilh vines and fount, mad Cuan ilies ¢f doh 
ento fous (lycopodiun caudatean) ford & ade gicon

but ali! tho mush was too thick bo give us oven the 
faintest inkling of its outli vo, so wo Wd Lobe content 
with dho hulGunderstood desaap ion of the Li, who 
point.d owt the sibuation of the live parks thie compose 
il, and to inko thoik wnt lov il that tho mildlo and 
lughest pews was slouck by lightning nob long ayo, uid 
so shattorcdl na lo deshoy ils staking outlao.

TIo1e, unfortunately, Mr. Ilomy had to tun back 
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through tho ill-will of a Chinaman, who told tho revorend 
gontloman’s coohes terrible siciios of the robbors who 
swamed im tho lills beyond and semed thom so that 
nothing would induc them to g) on. But he has givon 
us a picluro of the intoor of tho country which, tll ho 
passod though, was quite umknown to Dmopeans, and 
indoad to all oxcopt the actual natives of tho country. 

Tn tho sixteenth centmy the statesman Ilu-Jur pro- 
posed, as the bost means of contiolling the Li, to open 
1oada fom noith to south and fiom cast to west, crossing 
oach other in tho contie, This simple plan, known in 
official .oco1ds as the “ cross 104.ds proposal, was never 
undotaken, and tho interior had remained a wild un- 
known, which dyon the mos vontmosome Chincso, 
spmred on hy the hope of gain, had scareoly dared to 
ponohiato. Whon My, Tomy lofi Nam I'ona and went 
into tho Lr county he could got no directions as to the 
road beyond a cowplo of days o. 60, and had alterwards 
4o inquio his way from place to place. 

ho fizat lulls word baro and ticoloss; 1b was only 
afl, a long days jownoy thatthe lower forost-clad 
ranges wo1o reached, many of the lulls being c1ostod 
only yith fino groves on the sununit, whilo others showod 

sgrom, black places, fiom which tho giass had boon bunt. 

In tho aavmos small streams gurglod along, hidden by 
tho heavy massos of vines that twined and intortwined 
jn imponotrable screens ovor tho yielding bamboos, 
making ascent along the water courses a simple impossi- 
bility.

Mr Tomy was unable le gob through to tho south of 
tho island, which appeers, howevor, to bo: mae langle 
of mountains; but tho const is potty wall known fom 
tho observations of Cupi un Galder, though the iyphoosts, 
which yourly bust with tioiv full force on tho orstoun. 
and south-oaston coasts, Lond your after year to chango 
ri moro and more, to tenr away overy now and again a 
little of tho Jand, to raiso a shoal horo, and domolish 
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another in some otha pait. Iho coast begms to 1180 
stoadily on the onst, and contmucs to do so all iound 
tho south, with here and thoro a bold forcland runing 
out 4o assert itsolf, and furnish a hitlo shelter to 
troubled mazimois. Thore ae, howoyor, compaiatively 
fow auchorages, and fow of tho bays are to bo trusted. 
The qudive yunks usually keep clu of this pust of the 
island dming the summer, or ¢phoon months. All the 
west coast is high and mountainous, rismg in one re- 
markablo headland, known as tie Devil’s Thumb, to an 
altitudo of two thousand feot. All the north coast 18

The estimated arca of tho island is twelve thousand 
squue milos, and tho population possibly two millions, 
bul it is impossiblo to givo moo than an approvi- 
mato ostimatlo, for grent part of Taman ws toally un- 
Imown, ‘ho mtorior is peoplod by abougmal tribes 
called Lr, who aro practically indopendont, md havo 
mantninod thoir position against tho Chinoso for two 
rthousand yeais. Sottled in diflorent bolts also aro tho 
Lor and the IWaxrkas, the former a distinct 1nco, who 
dvoss like the Chinese, but in statu, tortures, and 
gpocch aro very unliko them. ‘They aro piobably de- 
scondants of some ‘ Mraoisu ’* tribes, brought agos ago 
from the highlands of Kwaxu-st and Yunxay to act as 
modiators boliveen the Chineso and tho wild aborigines 
Moto will be said about the Tamas and Lr below. 

Tho Chinese themselves only occupy the const Ime, in 
some pails only the narrowest of fringes. In general, 
My, Uonry thinks, the mits of the Lr districts might 
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bo pliecd ab five miles inland from Taxa-Muw on the 
north, tho same dish wes mind fer Naw-Pone on tho 
wast, while the south, i1 poets of the Cue -tar, Kom.

Tho mina ul icsoineéos of the country w.6 also bolteved 
to bo vay grout, thouzh nota vary groab deal is nown 
about thom. Gold is known to oxist in scyvoral distriots, 
and in ono place, lon iniles soulh-wesl of Naw-l'une, 
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mining was carriod on to somo cxtont a fow ycais ago; 
but tho ownors of the land, and tho people living near, 
woro afinaid that the cath would take 1evenzo for tho 
romoval of hor piceious deposits und bmg some disaster 
upon thom, and forbado its continuance, so thet all 
operations of the kind havo Leon for somo timo stopped. 
Tn other places complamts wero mado that tho mmmng 
débiis destroyed tho giam ficlds and injured tho water 
supply. Suspicion of the Chineso, 1ather than any 
gonuino superstitious foais, howove1, scoms to inflnenco 
tho La, Tn tho Sunx-Lux hills of tho Crmuxe Ma distuct, 
Coppa mining was cariiod on on quite an oxtensive seale, 
tho ore beg of, a very rich quality.

Tho chief products of tho interio, brought down to 
tho const towns by tho aborigines, aro inttans, door- 
hoins and sinows, dricd mushrooms, fragrant woods and 
gune, and dnossod Indes. ‘he tiulo ab picsont is in 

“a vory primifave stato and 18 capable of ono:mous do- 
velopmont. My. Ifoniy mot with munerous flourishing 
towns in the inteo, and gives a genoral impression 
that tho pooplo nro prosperous and woll-to do, iL it wore 
not for tho periodical raids of robber bands. 

* Tho motooology of Tainan is very interesting Many 
pages m the local chronicles mo devoted to the 1recad 
of storms, carlhquekes, and similar phenomena. Tho 
ponmetle of Ler Gitso, opposite, 13 considered tho homo 
of thundor, but Ifainan is the favomite playground of 
tho typhoon. ho frequoncy of those termfic storms is 
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proverbial, and tho devastation wiought appalling. One 
year, the chronicles static, theo of these tornadocs 
ocemed in a single month Tailstorms aio recorded, in 
one of which, in 1828, the lumps of ico varied in size 
fiom a man’s fist up to a bushol measme. The melting 
of this ice caused floods that destioyed tho rico, bring 
ing severe fammo in tho followmg yoar, which was 
aggravated by descenta of locusts that devoured the 
iemnants of the c1op. In consequence people died of 
stmyation m gieat numbers, and many fled oye the 
staits to the mainland, Earthquakes ao 1ecorded as 
of frequent ocemaicnce. Several with disastrous results 
havo taken placo in the present contwy, and havo beon 
felt in all pats of the island. Tho 10cks whch cover 
the surface of the north 50 thickly arc evidently of vol- 
canic oligin. They are had and blach, in many places 
filled with cavities caused by bubbles of air in tho molten 
mags whieh they once were The history of tho island 
recoids no volcanic eruption, so that those igneous 
rochs must have beer thiown up in prehistoric timos. 
The country people budld thei houses of this volcanic 
stone. Tho thick walls and low roofs may be an ad- 
mizable protection against typhoons, but tho black out- 
side and tho dismal intoria avo far from being pleasing * 
to the oye. 

The Haxxas occupy a rich and cultivated belt of 
country lying between the olde: Chineso settlors along 
the ser-sho1o and tho aborginal Lr in the mountains. 
The tliift and enterpriso of the Ilarca emigiant from 
the north is well illustrated im tho history of the colony 
in the intewior of Tainan. About a hundred and tywonty 
years ago two IIarcis fiom tho noith oast of tho 
Canton provinces came to Tainan and pushed their 
way into the interior. Noa, the gront hill, Smi-Mo Lana, 
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they found good fniming and giazing land unoccupied 
Thoy scttled thore and prospered. In a yom or two 
they sent for their families, and the 2roport of their 
good fortune induced othas to follow until a Iago 
settlomont was formed, From this small beginning they 
have increased in numbeis and in holdings until they 
occupy, wholly or in pait, a district somo forty miles in 
length by fifteen in breadth. Thew headmen assoit they 
number 20,000, centiing 1ound the towns of Lina-Luy, 
Wo-Sxr, No-Tar, Naw Fone, and Lox Kr. Thoy aro on 
faitly good teams with both Chinoso and Lr, and ao 
honest, well to do, and hospitable, 1ctainmg their own 
languago and customs, and icte11img ccnstantly to thew 
old home across tho soa where tho tem) les and tombs of 
thoir ancestors aio. They ae called tho Lo Iaxs, or 
old Iakkas, and they hive in a most pictucsque county, 
with wood clad hulls and valleys, stictches of good 11¢e 
land, and Inond expanses of shiuh grown past ages, 
with 10ads leading in all duections to tho numerous 
villagos. Away to tho south uso abinptly, hom tho 
midst of a hoavy covering of dark gicon forost, tho 
jaggod walls of white-colomed 10ch, known as tho 
Par Surx, or wluite stone ridgo, and beyond tho dim 
outlines of the mountains of tho interior and the golid, 
dome-like mass of Sma Mo-Lina, to tho west. ‘Tho gicat 
In] ig a most conspicuous object, rising more than threo 
thousand ect above tho plain, The lower portions gio 
baxo of trees, but the middlo and upper zones mo donsely 
wooded To the poubli ai is aw geuwbi piece of black 
rock, oyor which wator in sticams and in little runlets, 
oozing fiom clefts in the rock, pours down apparently in 
one bioad sheet when tho sunlight glistens upon it. 
Tho hill is inhabited by Lr, whose g'oups of stiaw- 
thatched huts cluster on the sides and top, tle open

spaces among the trees showing tho ficlds thoy culti- 
vate, 

The ‘Old Ilakkas ’ are so called to distinguish them 
fiom the San max, or “ New Hakkas,’ who cnme to 
Haman about twenty yeas ago. These men bolongod 
to the tmbulent bands thit caused such widespicad 
disorder and desolation in the districts of San Nive, Yan- 
Prva, and San Hine, and were drivon out in the beginning 
of the reign of Tunc-Cut. They settled nem the “ Old 
Hahkas,’ but soon began a system of robbmy and 
oppression, From the Chirese of Lax Ko on the one 
hand, and the Lr on the othe, they stolo cattle and 
lands until the countiy 10se up in arms against thent. 
The peoplo of Lax Ko wate perfectly helpléss befgro them, 
and the soldiers sent by ths magistiate were r.cpulsed 
time after time. At length a force of trainod soldiery, 
mndar 9 genaral of gama digtinetion, was sent, and then 
the San Tax word subdued and driven from thei: stiong- 
hold, im the valley of Ian Kar, beyond tho Pax-Sunx 
ridge. The slaughter. in tho battle fought here was 
very gicaty but the exoputions that followod oxcooded 
the number slain in battle, while all that ,emainod alivo 
were ordered to leave the island on pam of death. 
Many traces of this biief and bloody cpisodo remain in 
the places occupied by this short lived colony. Undor 
diection of the officials they weie soparated mto small 
companies, and tiayspoited to vaious placos on tho 
manland. The numba: killed aud tianspoited has 
been estimated aslugh as ten thousand. This, howover, 
is mobably m excess of tho actual number, Aftor tho 
defeat many escaped to the hills, and, boing oullawed by 
the Government, yomod with the phmdormg bands of 
the Lr, and have been a scomge to tho countiy evor 
since. The old Iakkas refinined from any open recog- 
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nition of thoir badly behaved countrymen, bub were 
well known to give thei: sympathies and oven substanhal 
holp in many ways. Tho authoritios howovor, in tho 
absence of any overt act, wisely overlooked the socict 
aul, and im the edich ordering tho 1emoval of all tho 
“Now Iakkas ” were careful tor state that tho poacoful 
To Tax wero to remain unmolested. 

Tho Li scem to bo much moro closely elated to the 
Malays than to the Chinese. They have a distinet type 
of faco, square features, noses nos so flat as that of the 
Colestial, oyes of a different type, and with a dark, copper- 
hiko complexion. A lmit of their o1gin is perhaps 
found in theu name, which is variously pronounced le, 
laa, lay, Jor, and in one place even Moz, the namo the 
Tiench, after the Annameso, giv3 to the Shans of the 
Mixone valley. Tho peoplo add a labial when speaking 
of themselves, and say B’la, B'luy, and 80 on, which is 
nem enough to Marayu, tlaough Aflas and AL lay to 
suggest somo connection. Unfortunately nob onough is 
known of thoir language to afford any satisfactory philo- 
logical tests. a 

Thoy ao divided into fifteen o1 sixtcon differont 
tribes, known by distimel namos, and dilforing moo or 
Jess im dress, language, and customs; but all evidontly 
belong to one homogenoous raco, bound together by 
common tics and, as a rulo, hving on friendly terms 
wilh cach other. Tho Chinese divido thom 1oughly into 
tho Suana-Li, or “wild Lr, and tho Snur-Lr, tho 
‘tame ’ on civilized Li, Tho latte: liye on tho out- 
skuts of tho lilly centro, and diess much lke the 
Chinose ; but tho Smana-Li is essentially a hunter, and 
discards trousors and other such ov dences of crvilzation, 
To also seoms to be talle: and more athlotic, averaging 
fiyo foct muo or ton, with a muscular, well proportioned 
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figure; while the “inmo ” tubes, more ospecially to the 
east, seem to be goncrally undcisized, though square 
built. The women also seem to follow tho same rule, 
those of the’interio: bang tall and slender, with ovil 
face and perfect features, while in tho oulskwt countiy 
they aro gonerally short, fat, and round-fieed, They 
nao far fiom bad-looking, and hayo none of the bashful 
piudery of Chinose women. ‘Their chess consists of a 
shoit petticoat or kili coming down neatly to the knee, 
made of giass cloth, and usually of a bluc ground, with 
a few horizontal, bright-colomod stripes :unnimg through 
it, Luke the men, they wear thew hair dono up in a 
Inot on the top of the head, like a Buman, and also, in 
accordance with Burmese fashion, frequontly mako it up 
round tho head, twisted jn tho scarf which serves them 
aga tmban. The younger womon weal nothing but tho 
exiguous skirt, but when thoy are mariied, except in the 
far interior, they add a jacket. Whon thoy ao mauied 
they are also tattooed with bluo strrpes and maiks over 
the cheeks, forehead, chin, hands, arms, logs, and 
partially on tho breast apd back—whoreven, in fast, thore 
me ordinarily no clothes. In thoir cars are insoitod 
deer bones, whoso diameter of quarto: of an inch recalls 
the Burmese Nw Doung, ‘Vhen thoy como down to the 
Jowland villages not a fow wear tho han drawn back 
from tho forehead and hald by » comb. A Chinoso 
work, quoted by Mi. Ifoniy, and entitled ‘ Tiosh Notices 
of Kwang ting,” gives somc euiious dotails about tho Lz, 

“ The Lr Mothe: mountaims aro lofty and proeipitons, 
In their midst rise the Tivo Fimgor and tho Seyon Tinger 
Peaks. Among them dwell the Wild Lr and tho beasta 
of the forest, while the Tame Lr oncirele them about. 
The Tame Lr understand the language of the Chinese ; 
they axe accustomed to enter the cities for the purpose 
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of drado, and in tho ovoning, at the blowing of a hon, 
gather in crowds to rotmn to then homes. The Wild 
Lx avo not acenstomed to come to the cities, and nic 
seldom seen. In tho Yan-Tau year (abou 1600 ap) 
ovor twonly Wild Lr appemed unoxpectedly with presents 
before the high officials. Then banner, inscribed with 
the woids, ‘The Lr peoplo submit to e1vilizadion,’ was 
fastened to a botol-nut polo. Ono man boro a largo 
offering of flowers. Thoy cast before the officors an 
aiticle in shape like a cait wheel, the outsido of which 
was white, wlulo on tho insido flowers were traced in 
blach. One man cariicd in bis arms a Yau-Tsux tree, 
seven or cight, feet in,length ; two mon brought in a 
poreino shear, and two canizxd a yellow dea. Tho 
countonancos of these men wero all black and forbidding, 
thei hair was wnkompt, their fect bare, and their shout 
gaiments reached only to the waist with a tiiangular 
pioco of cloth to cove: the lowe: body. ‘Lhoso who saw 
thom took them to be demons. Over thei: foreheads 
tho hai was iwisted into a knot, in which gold and 
silyor skowors 01 han-ping of oxsbone waostuck. Thoso 
who ingot the pims perpendicularly aro Wild Li, and 
thoes who insort them ciosswiro mo Taino La, this bomg 
ono way to distinguish them. ‘ho women gonerally 
wont the La skit which is mado of one whole piece of 
cloth, thouppe: and lowe: portions Lemg firmly jomod. 
From tho neck to below tho knecs it falls without a 
scam, but is sewed together along tho four sides, and 
digures in the five coloms aio emboidered upon it with 
alk fioss. This shirt is mado with liundreds of fino 
ploats, and moze than a hundicd feet of cloth is usod. 
Bomg long it interferes with then walking, so they tuck 
it wp in the middle, fold over fold, on thon backs, which 
tives thom tho appearance of carying great burdens, 
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Theit faces aio stained with shapes of flowers, butterflies, 
and such things, from which they receive the name of 
‘tattooed women;’ the tabtoo 1s not considered a 
mark of beauty. [Tt is possible the Lr may have first of 
all tattooed thei: women to prevent the Chinese from 
stealing them, just as the Cuts tattoo the faces of their 
guls so that the Bumans might not caiy them off j 
When a Li woman wishes to marry a man, each has 
regaid for the good looks o1 otherwise of the other, and 
the engagement is formed by mutual consent. The 
man fist traces a pattern on the woman’s face, which 
must be in exact conformity to the pattern piicked by 
his ancestois, not the slightest variation ,bemg allowed, 
the reason he gives being that he fens that after death 
his ancestors would not recognize her; moueover, pre 
vious to the betrothal the hands ave tattooed, and on the 
evening before the mariage the face is done with patterns 
all given by the man, which ace a sure sign by whuch she is 
1ecognized as his, and prevents her from mariying another. 
Only the daughters of fice families are allowod to tattoo. 

“The Lr women all cayry a pieco of lacquered wood, on 
which aie written several lines of a Lr ballad; the 
whiting, however, is lhe the wriggling of worms,eand 
cannot be deciphered. The bow never leaves the hands 
of the men. It is made of 1 rattan that grows in the 
shape of a perfect bow, the two ends having notches on 
which to fasten the strings The strings aie also of 
1attan, and the barbed atows of bamboo, without 
feathers, but armed with thee barbs, in shape like the 
hoins of the water caltrop, which, entering the flesh, 
cannot be withdiawn. The Wild Lr are very fierco and 
violent, their bows draw twe bundied catties (266 lbs.). 
They go aimed with spears, having corgelets of bone and 
helmets made of the bark of some fragiant tree. 
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“The districts aio from twenty to thnty bk (say ten 
miles) i extent, aud cach distiict has upwards of ton 
villages. Tho soil is ich and the pcoplo numazous as 
in the villages of the Chinese outside. The mountams 
and peaks 1iso in ranges above each otha and mo 
covered with docp forests. Tho wator is noxious and 
the mountams coveod with a purple mist. The air is 
damp and closo, being shut m on all sides, so that out- 
sides cannot enter with impunity. In this way, by 
moans of what is in fact a calamity, oll savages obtam 
their security, 

“Tho Tame Li aze tho parasites (uterally, darnel) of tho 
Wald Lr, and tho tax collector is the dovomer (literally, 
paddy-yorm) of the Tamo Lr. Whenoyer a Wild Lr 
wiggles, the Tame Lr ato up and afte: him. Tho 
wickednosa and deceit of the Tame Li are piovoked by 
the demands of the tax collector. The tax-colloctor co1- 
responds to the villago eidar, ar the headman of a airect, 
and exacts scivico from the Li as if they woro captives 
whogo livos ho had spmed. All taxos aro levicd ac. 
cording 10 hig assessmont, and find their way into Ins 
private pmise, Whon lus supoios domand them he 
saye, ‘AL! theso Wald Liz, 1 don’t dao to press thom 
lost thoy robel.’ ‘Ths is a specimen of thei: villainy 
and docoit. In caso an official goes in person to the Lr 
villages to receive tiibute, if, as ho arityes at ench placo, 
he paitakes cordially of tho 1epast prepared for him, tho 
‘ut avo dchghted, tront lam with gieat 1ogspect, and 
dansten 10 biing in all thoi dues. Ifin any way he fauls 
to vespond to their hospitahty they become oxcossively 
enzaged, and ho in wail along tho forort paths with their 
bows and atiows to attack him: in this then ovil nate 
corresponds to that of thew wate: and plants, Tho 
official must appoar pleasod, smilo griciously, and con- 
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verse with them, receive their offerings, and in return 
present them with some silver medals and 1ed cloth. 
With these they go home most happy, place them upon 
the incense altar, and regard them as precious. If, 
however, the official despises them because they are 
naked, and 1equiies them to put on proper clothing be- 
fore he will see them, the news of such treatment is soon 
spread abroad, and they me thenceforth seldom seen. 
The tubute is also withheld, and thee is nothing fox 
the office. to do but to ask the tax collector to see to it. 

“The Lr are mostly of the two surnames I'v and Wone, 
Tf a chief has not one of these names the Lr will not 
submit to him. When a man wishes to become a chicf 
an ox is tied to a ceitain j lace to be shot with the bow. 
If the arrow goes clean thi ugh the ox’s belly and comes 
out on the other mde his right to become a Lr chief is 
vindicated. In making azreements written characters 
are not used. When anythmg is bo1iowed they take a 
eoid and make a knot in tt, which serves as a deed or 
pledge. If the debt is not paid, although decades and 
centuries may ‘have pessed, the childien or grand- 
childien may bring out the knotted cord and demand 
payment, nor can the descendants of the debtor deny 
the claim. 

“The Lr are much given to cmsing, and their spirits 
have powe: to work great injury. Tor instance, if a 
man fella out with his associate, he straightway curses 
lus deceased parcnts. In a little while the man’s body 
begins to seem like fire, his head and stomach being 
vacked with pain. He, aware of the cause, does not let 
it be Imown, but simply says, ‘I have offended the 
earth god,’ and offers woiship, pouring ouf a libation 
of wine and piresentmg an offering of meat. These he 
sacrifices fo ihe eath, repeating prayeis the while. 
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When the snerifice is ended the man and his wife divide 
the things botwoon thom and eat them, whoreupon tho 
sick man recovers immediately. 

“Tf any ono in trading cheats them with spurious or 
adulterated articles, thoy lio in wait along tho 10ad, and, 
seizing tho first man that comes along, carry him to their 
home, where ho is beaten with oxcessivo soverity, Tho 
victim of this ticatment sonds a letter to tho family of 
the veal offender informing them of the matter, insisting 
upon their sending tho goods originally required, so that 
ho may be released. If they cannot get hold of the man 
he informs his associates, who apply to tho magistate 
fo. Tamo Lat to bo sent with a waiant to atest him. 
Although he does not understand wiiling, he will 10- 
cognize tho official stamp and deliver up the goods 
forthwith. 

“TM adition relatos that tho spirit of thundor carried 
an egg into tho mountains from which ® woman was 
produced, and fuitha, that a man fiom Grao-Crt 
(Annam) crossed tho sea in search of hagiant herbs, 
and upon tho marziago of thoso {wWo, childven and grand- 
childzen followed in great abundance. ‘Chis was the Lr 
mother. Origmally iho Lx belonged to the race of birds 
and boasts; boing deved fiom an ogg, thoi: natmal 
disposition was distinot from that of human beings, so 
that fiom anciont times to tho presont thoy havo 1emamod 
uninfluenced by the royal civilization.’ 

This tradiwon of original buth from an ogg is vay 
common among the different Indo Chineso peoples. ‘The 
pieces quoted above givo at once somo intorosiing 
sketches of Lr customs and a hint of the way m which 
tho Chinese treat tho mountamecrs when thoy havo tho 
opportunity. The charge of cowardice and timidity 
which the Chineso bing against thom can hardly bo 
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sustained, and might, in many cases, be applied to the 
Chinese themselves. A constant stato of warfare exisis. 
It is generally understood that the Chinese provoke 
quarrels by cheating the more simple savage, who then 
ietaliates by making a1aid on the settlements, killing the 
men and cazrying away tle women. Tho L1, armed 
chiefly with bows and speais, are no match in the open 
field for the Chinese, with rifles and cannon. They 
therefore conceal themselves in the jungle and make 
sudden sallies, retreating before the enemy can retaliate. 
The Chinese are therefore afraid of the jungle, equally 
on account of these ambuscades and the malaria which 
prostrates many of them. Jt says @ gicat deal for the 
natural friendliness and forbearance of tho Lr that, in 
spite of all the bad treatment they meet with, they 
should permit the Chinese to tiavel and tiade un- 
molested through thei: couniry to the extent they do. 
The construction of theis houses 1s very simple. Most 
of them are of the “boat” pattern, so called fiom their 
resemblance to the upturned hull of a boat. Two rows 
‘of had wood pillais ayo firmly embedded in the earth 
and joined by cross beams to fom tho main support, On 
these beams ato laid the strong and supple taunks of 
young trees, which interlace in a curved line at the top, 
and on them bamboos are placcd crosswise, making a 
light and solid frame, which is covered with an impei- 
vious thatch of yungle ass. The side walls are made 
of woven bamboo, three o1 four feet high, and beyond 
these the straw thatch slopes several feot until is almost 
touches the giound, forming broad and well protected 
eaves very much like those used by the Kacuynys on the 
Burmo-China frontie:. Under these generous eaves the 
dogs, goats, and other animals find a comfortable shelter. 
The end walls are mado of bamboo lattice, with a door in 
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the middlo of cach that stands open all day long. No 
windows are needed, for the oponings in tho bamboo work 
admis sufficient light even wlhon tho doois aro shut. 
Within, the space is sometimes, bub far fiom always, 
divided into apmtments by light bamboo partitions. 
The floor is of carth, but beaton smooth and solid. Along 
the whole of one sido ate the beds, arranged on bamboo 
frames raised a foot oi. more fiom the mound, The 
houses are usually built agamst the slope of the hill, and 
the main entrance is from the upper end, where tho roof 
projects, forming a portico. 

A large fire burns m ono corner, and tho Li have 
usually bué ono jaige inon kettle, which sorves all pu- 
poses inturn coolang, boiling water, wash bowl,foot bath, 
and goon. On tho walls ae hung heavy nets for tho 
captue of gamo, tho mode ad»pted being to enclose a 
space, usually of swampy giound, with the net, which 1s 
four fect or more in height and sevoral hrndiod teat long, 
and drive the gamo into if Wild pig, door, and such 
animals ave caught in this way. Bows and aiows, 
spots and knivos also adoin the bomns, as woll as 
numeious tiophies of the chase, in tho shapo of tho 
jawbores of tho annals capturod. 

» ‘Tho Lr do not seem to have any form of writing, none 
cottainly that 1s genoally known to the peoplo Captain 
Calder found what appeared to bo characters of somo land 
scrawled on the mtezior walls of a tomplo in a Lr village 
near Yu-Lry-Kay, but none of the villagers could tell him 
anythmg about them, except that they had probably boon 
wiltten by a medicmo man, whe was, howevai, not fo th- 
coming. The chaiacters have a .csemblanco to «a kind 
ot mixture of Chinese and Malay, somothing hko what 
ono might imagime those charactera wrtton on the su- 
face of rippling water. ‘The Lz do not scem to have evon 
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any recognized symbols for numbets, and it is only those 
who have come in contact with the Chinese that have 
any notion of time. They do not care fo. money, but 
aie keon baitere:s, and willieadily give a bullock for a box 
of gun caps, two for a pound of gunpowder, and five or 
sixfor a gun. ‘The possession of a gun of some kind is 
one of their deavest ambitions. One smgular pot about 
the Lr 1s the circumstance that they seem to have no 
form of religion, unless perhaps it might be a 1egad 
for good and evil spirits; but even in Shamanism they 
seem to be far fiom perfect. They have no ancestial 
worship, no Fune-Suur1, no state rcligion, no signs of 
image 01 spilit worship, no shrines nothing that would 
seem to indicate a religious belief of Any lund, Over 
the doo.s of some of the houses ave to be scen oceasion- 
ally a few slips of gilt bespattered vermilon paper, but 
this is probably put up simply because the Chinamen 
use it, and with no idea beyond oinament. It 18 said 
that & special corner of the house, that behind the door, 
as with the Kacuyens, ia supposed to be sacied to Lu- 
Pou-Sim, a kind of fiiry grandmother; but Mr. Ienry 
was never able to see anythmg im this supposed holy 
apot but hoes and poles and hats, which certainly gnggest 
no idea of sanctity. The religion of the Lr is as much, 
a mystery ag their possible written character. 

Another singular matter is the entire absence of graves 
Tn all My. Hem.y’s joumay he saw no tomb, nor any 
sign of a bwial-place. Tho La aie a healthy, robust 
race; but they must die lize other people. Still, no in- 
quizies could chaw out any information as to what tley 
do with their dead Mr. Henry was of opinion that the 
hody was placed in any secluded place, and that care was 
taken to replace the earth and cove: it over so that the 
place might not be recognized. Possibly they have their 
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“skeleton hills” ike some of the hill tribes of Buma. 
My. Calder claims to have seon a wake, but he only saw 
the Lr near the coast, where they may possibly have 
adopted Chineso methods. In going through a village 
he saw a dead and half drowned bullock in one place, a 
few sleeping and diunken people at another, and the 1¢- 
mamder gorgmg themselves, some on aw meat, olhers 
roasting pieces of it over the fire, and all move or less 
intoxicated. “On the forty nmth and sixty-fifth days after 
death the relations again assemble at the grave and hold 
another feast. They do not seem to regret tho death of 
an old person much On ono occasion I noticed a coffin 
at the side of a hut; 16 was ompty, and, making in 
quirios »about it, I was told by a young man that his old 
father was dymg. He expected he would bo dead in a 
fow days, and he, the son, had just made a coflin for im 
Tasked if he was not sory that Ins fathe: was dying. 
he laughed and sad: ‘No, he is of no moie uso; ho 
can only eat, and I have to provide food for lim, so why 
should I be sorry that ho is to die? ho is an old man, 
and itis better for him to be dead than alivo, ” On tho 
other hand, the Chinese work quoted above says: “When 
the parents che, the childion gathor togotho what wealth 
of personal effects they havo left and, in tho presence of 
the chief and the people, bury them, saymg, ‘Tho favo 
bestowed by our parents is so groat that we havo nothing 
wherewith to 1equite them, and cannot therclo1o presumo 
to appropriate what they havo left belund to our own 
yao.’ Moreover, of the people about, none would daio to 
steal them lest the ovil spiuits should mjure them, go 16 
is said. When cmrying budens in covery case thoy nso 
but one shoulder, no matter if the way 18 over stoop lulls 
or dange.ons places, thoi ancestors always did go, and 
they will not presume to chango the mode. his is an 
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instahce of thei stupid affectation of filial picty.” Ib is 
much to be feaicd that the Lr havo no belief except 
im the existonco of evil spiits, the lowest and most de- 
giading cult that exists. 

As fai as is yet known thore aie only two ports of any 
ieal value for foreign shipping. These are Iomow, the 
weaty pot, in the noth, wud Yu Lun-Kan in the south. 
Of these Horxow, close to Krune onow, the caprtal, is the 
only ono that 18 x¢ally used, and labours under very 
gieat disadvantages. The banks and currents of the 
stiaits aie -very dangeious, and the channel 18 very 
intiicate. Ships have to anchor in an open 2oadstead, 
and have no protection in either monsogn, Tho town 
lies three miles up the river, and a long spit of sand 
runs out into the bay, and at low water littlo is to be 
seen but a broad stretch of shmy mud. Boats can only 
go up to the town at high-water, and then only with a 
man who knows the channel. Such a state of affairs is 
iuimation to trade where there aie many steamers, or 
when large cargoes have to be shippod. The town con- 
sists mainly of one long street following the bends of 
tho river, with one or two straggling side streets, ‘here 
is a wall 1ound pars of it, and two or three Mastollo 
toweis, in the way of fortifications, besides a long earth- 
work, with bamboo pahsading and a few guns, which 
haye been 1mm up since tho commencement of the 
Tongking campaign. This might be casily shelled from 
the anchoiage, but determined troops with good bieesh- 
loaders might make a direct landmg youy difficult. The 
woiks can, however, be turned without the slightest 
difficulty. 

The inhabitants of the placo wore originally com- 
pulsory exiles, and are supposed to haye come fiom the 
Yourmy province. Now they speak a dialect of their 
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own. The country 1ound about is rather pretty. ‘Lo 
the wost there is swellmg ground with pleasant woods, 
and a Chinese camp now occupies a gieat portion of 1b 
The main interest to tho Europaan hos, howoyen, in an 
old cemetery which covois a gieat pail ot the main slopo. 
TIundveds of the monuments have the cross plainly cut 
upon them, and the names of Chinese converts, with 
all the paiticulars of age, residence, and position given. 
The inscriptions on several of the Chineso tombs, as 
well as the size and shapo of the monuments, show 
them to have been men of Ingh position in the Chueh. 
Conspicuous among the otheis aro the tombs of threo 
Europeans. Qne of these was a German, and the Latm 
inscription records that he died October 9, 1686, after 
having been eight yeas in Hainan, Ilo was evidently 
a man of unusual importance, his tomb being much 
more claborate than the otheis, Tho other two seem to 
have been Portuguese, who died in 1681. Many of the 
Chinese tombs bear nemily tha samo date, and tho 
annals of the profectue recod, a particularly doadly 
plaguo that swopt oye: the pfnce at that timo, Tho 
existence of such a comotery so finely situated, and 
with*tho tombs of so many rospectable poople, seems to 
show that at ono time tho Church of Rome had a large 
following in Tlainan. Tho Chinese records have not 
much to say on the mattcy, but tradition assorts that 
a Tao-Tat was among the convets. It is also claimed 
that tho preseat tomple of longevity at Kiruna ono, the 
oapital, was once a Romish church. ‘The officinls now 
woiship thore on New Year's moining and on the 
empero. s buthday, ‘The Jesuit Mission 1s said to havo 
been opened in 16380, and to have gone on progiessing 
for half a centuy, ‘Thon the suppression of the Society 
of Josus probably lod to tho disappeniance of the Hainan 
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branch. It is stange, howover, that from boing so 
numetous the converts of the north of the island should 
have dwindled away so completely. A modern mission 
was commenced by French fathers in 1849. It has met 
with little success. 

Kruna-cnow Fu, where the chiof officials live, is only 
a short walk off to the east. The path les ovor giave- 
covered, barien hills, and part of the way between lines 
of ever green hedges, with every hove and there a 
Pav Fang, plain, shabby gateways spanning the road in 
memory of constant widows who never martied again, 
though some of them were no mole than botrothed. 
The ancient walls of the city look vo1y piciuresquo, 
covered as they are with a green garment of ferxs, figs, 
and various creepers. The houses aie curiously low. 
A tall man has to bend double to get mside, This 18 for 
better security against typhoons. Numerous gardens, 
ponds, and gioves of bamboo show that thero 1s abun- 
dance of room fo. the inhabitants. Outside the west 
gate is tho centre of the delicato cocoa nut ware in- 
dustry, for which the noith of Taman 1s colobrated. 
Some of the carving and silvering is quite 1omarkable 
in the fineness and subilety of tho tiacay, The whole 
town, however, has the app3ainnce of a placo that has 
seen hotter days. It ia uct probablo that it will geo 
them agam, for if any place is to grow it will be 
Hoihow. Any Luropean houses that may be built will 
uise on the wooded slopes to the west. 

But unfoitunately, unless somothing is done soon to 
improve the wate: approach to the fort, there 1g a strong 
likelthood that in a few yeas the entrance to Hoihow 
will be completely blocked. yon now the cago boats 
have such endless difficulties in threading thei way up 
the shallow tidal creek that, it seems almost a marvel 
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that trade continues to exist, The spit has oxtended 
nearly a milo since 1869, and at this rato of piogioss 
cannot be long of biidging the ontrance to tho creek. Is 
is said that a very moderate amount of enginociing 
skill could turn 2 large volumo of water into tho branch 
of the river that flows past Hoihow, and so scour tho 
channel as to keep it open for boats at all states of the 
tide. My. Jordan, late consul at Kruna-cnow, at the 
end of his valuable ieport for the year 1884, actually 
anticipates tho closing of Homow altogether, and says 
that the choice of another poif would seem to he 
between IIstana-Pu, the pot of Tam onow, and Pu- 
Curcy, a2 habour about sixteen miles to tho cast of 
the prosent treaty port. Tho formor is a good harbow, 
but is not a very umportant centre of trade, whilo there 
18 a bar at the entrance of the latter place. 

The harbour of Yu-Liy-Kan on tho south coast seems 
to be vory fine, but thero would probably bo httle but 
timber and forest produco to oxport fiom it. It was 
used by the Dast India Company during the last and 
early part of tho present contuties as a place for laying 
up and iepaiing slups. I[t scoms also, for a Jonge. or 
shorter time, to havo beon occupied by the Trench dur- 
ing the allod war with China. In tho forcign cemotey 
at Yu Liv Kan are bund soveral old Dast India Com- 
pany so.vants. Many of the Chinese hoe and at the 
neighbouring village of Saman o:6 Mohammedans, and 
there is a mosque and Sort, or Mcllah school, overlook 
ing the beautiful bay, but the peoplo have a vay bad 
name for blackguardism. 

M,, Jordan’s report on the forcign trade at the treaty 
pot during the yoa: 1888 shows that both the expoit 
and import trade alo making fteady adyancos. The 
total valuo of the tiade during the yen. 1888 1080 to 
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a little over half a million sterling (IIakwan taels, 
2,042,885), the impoits having a slight advantage over 
the exports (Haikwan taels, 1,074,060, to Haikwan taels, 
968,325). 

Opium constitutes 41 per cent. of the total value 
of the import trade. Simcoe the Tongking disturb- 
ances have diverted the Yunnan trade down the West 
River and to Paxnor, at the head of the Tongking gulf, a 
certain amount of the drug from that province has found 
its way to Hoihow, where its cheapness may prove an 
attiaction to the poor people. Next to opium come 
cotton goods, mostly English drills, handkerchiefs, and 
muslins, and cotton yarns and throad, he amount of 
the latter impoited having tiebled dming the year. 
The natives seem to prefer to get the raw material and 
spin their own cloth. Large quantities of Indian cotton, 
Kerosene oil, cloves and spices, and flmt stones are also 
imported. Kerosene 1s ousting tho native peanut pro- 
duct, but care is always taken to buin tho latter oil in 
the immediate presence of the presiding deitios, though 
every temple of anye respectability has ita gaudy 
chandelier, 

The export for 1888 was the Iaigest on record, lsat it 
seems rather to pont to an abundant harvest and the 
transfo.rence to stenmers, owmg to low freights, of a 
portion of what was formorly junk-borne produce, than 
to an increase of the a.ea under cultivation. Sugar, 
white and biown, formed a Iaige portion of this; but 
the most astonishing increase was in the number af 
pigs, eggs, and poultry: 85,848 pigs, 41,799 head of 
poultry, and 8,584,066 eggs form the contribution which 
Hainan sont in 1888 to the colomal market. Bullocks 
are also exported in incieasing numbers. Grass cloth 
and wild aw silk, besides the peculiar filigiee wok, are 
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other expoits which promisc much. The fragrant wood 
of Hainan has a reputation extending bach over many 
centuries. The natives say that 1628 procured from tho 
core of a decayed tree found im the Lr territory. Somo 
eighty-five catties two hundied and eighty odd pounds 

are sent annually for the uso of the Imporial Coul 
most of which furnishes tho material for incense-offering 
at the Temple ot Heaven. 

Tive hundred and thity-cight steamers entered and 
cleared during the yea, two hundied and cighty-two of 
which flew the Buitish flag The best suited for the 
trade are steamers ranging fom throe hundred to five 
hundyed tons burden, which airive one day, work all 
night, and leave tho following morning. Laiger vossels 
run the chance of being dotained too long before they 
can fill up, and detention 1s injurious to Iorhow cargo, 
which generally consists largoly of livo stock, eggs, and 
other perishable produce for the Hong Kong market. 

On the whole tho island is ceitainly one which can bo 
largely developed, and promises much intorest 10 tho ia- 
‘veller and the scientific investigito1, whothor he studios 
man or nature. The Fiench can vely easily take tho 
Chitose part of the island, notwithstanding tho strong 
Chinese gaitison drafted in; but it is probablo that tho 
acquisition would bo a most costly ono for thom, Thoy 
can baiely keep tho timid Annamose and Tongkineso 
peaceable, In Tainan, with a proud and simdy hill 
people, who would not brook the stan Uxench admuinis- 
dative system, they would have anotha Acheon on thoir 
hands, involving a large gariison and constant reliofs, 
They have enough of that bofore them in ‘Tongking and 
Annam. Two such buidens would be moie than thoir 
exchequor can stand, notwithslanding the hope to 1ai1s0 
a rival po.t to Tlong Kong in the Chma Soa 





CHAPTER XXIII. 


TUE PROPOSED KRA CAN.bh. 


O attack tho Kna Canal schemo may perhaps be 
T considered slaying the slain. ‘This, however, is not 
so When the French Government Suivey Lxpedition 
in 1888 was undeistood to have reported against tho 
project, Fiance was ouly established in Cochin China. 
All the trade that might have como fiom Saigon and 
Bangkok would have ictenn2d but a factional interest 
on the outlay, and very httle of the China and Indian 
tiade could have boen oxpectod to pass thiough. Now, 
howeve1, that Fiance has pi vetically annexed Camboja, 
and will, at the proper time, do the hke with Annam and 
Tonking, not to mention the slow piogiess westward which 
may confidently be anticipated, it seoms wouth while 
discussing the chances and difficulties of the proposition 
to make & short cut to the J mce Nouvelle of the future» 
the great Indo Chineso Empire, which is to includo 
Cochin Chma, Camboja, Annam, Tongking, Laos, and 
Siam, and is to balance the English power in India. 

Commander Loftus went as Commissionea: for Ils 
Majesty the King of Siam, along with the Frenelx

Government survey party that cxaminod tho 1outo of 
the proposed canal in the months of January, Tobruary, 
and Maich, 1888, and has published his conclusions ab 
Singapore in a small bochure. The party was undor 
the command of Lieutenant Paul Bollion of tho I'rench 
navy, and consisted of five gentlemen besides tho com- 
mandant and Captain Lofins Vory conflicting accounts 
have been given of the Tiench opmion as to the result 
of theix investigations, and the official 1cport has not 
yeb and possibly nover may be published, but Captain 
Loftus has no doubta whatever on tho matte. Ile pro 
nouncos tho canal to be quite impracticable. M. de 
Lessops ig of ae diametucally opposite opmion; but M. 
de Lesseps has not been on the ground. Ile founds his 
conclusions on a perusal of the engincering studies of 
M. Delonclo, a gontleman who examined the isthmus a 
couple of yoarsago. M do Lossops says tranquilly, “ Ce 
sora Vagane dun coup de drague.” Thatit is not only 
not moe dredger work, but that it is a very mduous 
undataking, Captam Loftus givgs us abundant reasons 
fo. believing. 

Tho isthmus is situated a httlo loss than half-way 
down’ the Malay Pomnsula, at tho point whore tho last 
offshoots of tho Ihmalayan 1ange fall away, and tho 
mountain backbono of the penmsula begins. The 
no.thorn shore of the Bay of Bengal ontrance to the 
proposed canal is British teritory, Manawoon being the 
southernmost dis.rict of Biitish Biume. The tact that 
vo have tersitory, police stations, tm mines, as woll as 
forost Innd along part of the canal route gives us a 
special interest in the Trench proposal, apart altogether 
fiom @ consideration of the mfuence such a canal might 
haye on tho tiade of Singapore. Otherwise it is Siam 
that has most say in the matter, o. would havo a say 
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if she were not afiaid to hint anything that might give 
the Fiench giounds, even the faintest, for a quarrel 

The Knra ioute passes through a hilly district some 
twenty miles or so across before 14 opens out into the low 
country. The whole distance between the river Cnum- 
pon, flowing into the Chma fea and the mouth of the 
river Paxouan on the west, 18 twenty sevon miles as tho 
crow flies, but the jungle track now existing is very 
tortuous and uneven. The highest point to be passed is 
two hundied and fifty feet above the level of the gen, 
and the avérage height of the hilly ship is a hundred 
and thirty feet. Thirty feet added to this for the depth 
of the canal would give us a hundred anal sixty feet as 
the average depth of the necessary cutting. 

It will be noticed that this offhand calculation of 
Captain Loftus 18 a much moze tayourable estimate of 
the amount of excavation tc be done than those who 
actually might have to dig the canal would find 14 to be. 
Taking this, however, as a basis, and assuming the 
breadth of the canal at the boltom to be seventy seven 
feet, granting also that¢the sides of the cutting were 
at the very moderate anglo of tiventy degrees, the width 
of the canal at the top would be a hundicd and nifety- 
one feet. Tiom these data 16 is a moo matter of figuies 
to show that the amount of matoual to be excavated 
and catied off would be m xound numbers eighty four 
millions of cubie yards. 

Moeover, tlus huge cutting would bo for the gieater 
part of the distance thiough rock, which is haid to cule 
and yet not rock that will stand weathering and last 
hike the, sos of the Panama Canal. Assuming that © 
this prodigious amount of cath and stone can be taken 
out, there comes a new difficulty in the question, what 
is to be done with it. It cannot be shot in any part of” 

oo 
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the lilly country. It would therefore be necessary to 
cary ib miles away into the open plains. Captain 
Loftus haidly oxaggerates whon he assots that ‘it 
would require the woalth of aration and a century to 
accomplish.” 

As if these difficulties were not sufficient, wo find 
others rising up m every quater tho Bay of Cuumron 
is very small. It is quite opon, and the strong east- 
north cast wmds which prevail m the Gulf of Siam 
during the north-east monsoon blow dead in on its 
western shore. Not only is tho bay ye.y shoal, but it 
is known to have silfed up very considerably duiing tho 
last few yoais., The wimd opposes the froshets of tho 
two 1ivers that flow into the sea here, and the suspendod 
sedimentaly matter is therefore piovented fiom going 
out tosea. Tho iiver Cuumroy itself winds about a 
great deal, some of the bonds being vory sharp ‘Lhe 
bed is shoal, full of sandbanks, and snags m the shapo 
of sunken trees from the froquent landshps. 

On the western sido the channels at tho entrance of 
tho Paxoran river ave cxtromolyihtricato, ‘The alluvial 
dopostts fiom tho river, combined with tho action of tho 
southwest monsoon, have thrown up an extensiye bar of 
sand and mud im front of both the altoinativo ontiances, 
Mo.eover, before the entianco to the Rnnona iiver, ag it 
is frequently called fiom tho Sinmoso mining town of 
the name, is reached, vessols would have to toad thaw 
way thiough the difficult and dangerous islands of tho 
Meigui Archipelags. A south-west squall Indes the 
lage. islands lho St Matihew’s, which hes sight 
abreast of tho iiver mouth, and simply blots out the 
smaller “ birds’ nests” and the numerous baie rocks, 

Though tho chanel would haye to be dug through 
hard rock, no coriesponding advantage would be 1efurned 
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for this labom. The i1ock 1s of a very unsatisfactory 
character. Captams Taser and Foilong, who surveyed 
the isthmus in 1868, with a view to the constiuction of 
a ship tramway (and who declared that a canal was an 
impossibility), state that the 10cks across the pass are 
mostly of a quartz on sandstone, Drs Helfer and 
Oldham, who also examinad the district in the couse 
of dawg up a report on the Trnassrrut coal fields, 
say that there 1s nm great accumulation of beds of a 
pseudo porphyritic rock, 1esting on beds of granite and 
highly metamorphic rocks Imbedded crystalline frag 
ments of felspar, which wevther out freely and become 
whitened on exposure, give the appearange of porphyry, 
from which the name is deuved. In the normal cha 
racter these beds, though lughly indurated, are earthy, 
with the small, iregular bits of telspar disseminated in 
them They form, in fact, what 1s commonly called 
disinteg. ated gramte, passirg, on the one hand, mto hard, 
earthy, slaty masses, and, on the othei, into “grits,” 
often very conse and highly conglomerate. 

Landshps aro very gommon on all the myes. They 
would be equally common on tho canal unless the banks 
were made at a very obluze angle, or regularly walled 
up. Even then there would be continuous labour and 
expense im keeping the channel freo, not only in the 
rivers, but in the canal itself. It would bo a very pio 
longed coup de drague. In addition there would be the 
expense of numerous lights on the weste1n approach, for 
the Mergui Aichipelago imtricate and dangerous even 
in the daytime dmmg the thick and stormy weathe. so 
common all thiough the south-west monsoon would be 
absolutely impassible at night without such beacons. 

Finally, supposing the canal constructed, what are the 
advantages to the world’s commerce? Captam Loftus 
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thus states the distance that would be saved, and points 
out the accompanying disadvantages : 

“tat, Tho difference in nautical milos betwoon tho 
proposed Kra route and the present Malacca Straits 
youte of English mail and othe steamois, passing 
through the Suez Canal and bound to China, is 256 
mules. This measmiement has-been carefully made 
from a point off Dunpra Head, on tho south coast of 
Ceylon, to a converging point in the China Sea, fiom 
which all steamers by eth. 10uto would have to steor 
the same course to Hong Kong. 

“and. The difference in distance between the afore 
said routes for tho Fiench mail steamers calling in at 
Saigon and bound to China is 888 mules, measwming 
from tho same position off Duxpra Head. 

“ 8rd. The difference betwesn tho aforesaid .outos for 
steamers bound from Calcutta to Itong Kong is 471 
mules, 

“4th, Tho difference between the aforosaid routos for 
steamers from Madras to Clina is 881 miles,’ 

From thus 16 is evidont that no saving in timo could 
bo effected, as fiom one to two days’ dotontion would 
almest cortninly be incmred in tho canal before a 
steamer could pass from one sea to tho othor, Inde- 
pendontly of this there is tho risky navigation alluded 
to above, with heavy canal expenses, pilotage, and lights 
into the bargain. 

Yo outside nations, thoreforo, it is palpable that tho 
Kra Canal offers no spec:al advantages o1 altiactions 
Phere axe none but the Tench interested in tho matter, 
for the fact that the sito of the canal is to be m 
Siameso te1tory means nothing. ‘The Siamose Go- 
vernment is too timid: and alarmed at tho idea of 
offending the French to offor any serious opposition it 
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the Republic really sets its mind on having the canal. 
The quostion is whether 16 1s worth the trouble for 
France to undertake the task for herself alone. Not 
withstanding the vast expense which it will be, there 
aro many Frenchmen who think that it will offer com 
pensating advantages t> the great Indo-Chinese Empire 
to be formed. Already there is talk of 1unning a rail 
way fiom Saigon up to Tongking, and hom Tonghkng 
into Yunnan. Thee is already a line from Saigon to 
Myro, and it is proposed to prolong this up to Pyom- 
Pons, the capital of Camboja, and thence, at some 
future date, through Bartamuone ove: to Bangkok. In 
that case, with Bangkok and Quana- You, iw Tongking 
for he. chief ports, and iailwaya brmging down vast 
stores of produce timber and minerals to her coasta, it 18 
just possiblo that a canal thiough tho Isthmus of Kra 
might seem desiiablo. But 16 will be a teriibly costly 
undertaking, even if a more feasible line than that su - 
yeyed in 1888 18 discovered. That route is impossible 
except to contractors sitting in theur offices. 
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CHAPTER XXIV. 


THE INDO CHINESE EMPIRE. 


ROM ‘tho geographical point of view Indo-China is 
divided by nature into thieo distinct regions. Tho 
first of these opens on the east of the Bay of Bengal, and 
has threo great rivers, the Inrawappy, the Srrrana, and 
the Sanwrnn. The second is diained by the Muna and 
the Mi.xone into tho Gulf of Siam. Tho third basin has 
for ts main water way tho Sona.cér, and opens upon the 
Gulf of Tongking and the China Sea, ‘hese three 
physiol divisions covicapond pictty accurately with tho 
political situation. The rivois all como from the samo 
neighbourhood, the Hastern Iimalayas. The peoplos 
are all moie o1 less ethnologically allied. Tho countiios 
have a strong resemblance in physical character and 
fertility. 

The French contention is that they should all belong 
to the same powor. In the dim past s united Mongoloid 
xace may have possessed them. In the not distant 
future they should be reumted under a stionge: govern 
ing people. The French are contont to leave Burma to 


us, chiefly perhaps because we have the gronte. part of 
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it alyeady, but also, to put if more graciously, because 
the natural outlet of the countiy is the Bay of Bengal. 
The other two regions, however, they maintain, belong 
to the holders of Saigon. 

During the last yea. events have progiessed rapidly 
towaids the reahzation of this ambitious scheme. There 
now only remains Siam as a serious power to stand in 
the way of this Indo Chinese Empire. Annam has been 
roughly brought to a knowledge of the fact that she 1s a 
mere geographical expression, and that eventually, like 
Camboja, she must become a mere province of the 
Empue, with or without a figme head in the shape of a 
so called king. The process is accomplished m various 
ways. Intestine quatrels hiought about the tutelage of 
King Norédpou. In Annam a treaty in the nature of a 
oatch-bargain seived the purpose of having a say in the 
county. The failure of the Annamese to read betweon 
the lines of this document led to the wai in Tongking, 
and to the usual protectorate at Tut. The countiy (on 
the maps and in French books) opens its arms to recerve 
the French. It seenis, however (off tho map and in 
reality), that the people are not quito so enthusiastic, 
and that the arms are tho octopus tentacles of Shina. 
These are being detached one by one, but the slowness 
of the process is somewhat initating to French ambi- 
tion, and will materially retard the development of de 
signs fo the westward. 

Nevertheless, matters are in train there too. The 
Saigon papas discuss, in the most cynical and matter- 
of fact way, how the theory is to be developed into 
yeslity. The fact that Siem must be protected or 
annexed, ce1tainly oventually annexed, is not supposed 
to be open to question af all. It is a simple axiom. 
Still modern Huropean squeamishness stipulates that 
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frontio.s, however absurdly drawn, should be respocted. 
Tt is therefore necessary to find some excuse for virtuous 
ambition. The project ig no more new than the con- 
voying of Tongking. Things have not 1un so smoothly, 
that is all. 

A trap was laid years ago, but Siam was too timid or 
too wary to fall mto it. Camboja was once Jas much a 
Siamese dependency as Tongking 1s Annamese. In 
1868 the countiy was taken under French control, and 
Siam had not a word to say. It is ts meek submission 
of Siam that irritates the Sagonnais and at the same 
time whets his appetite. There ought to have beon 
protests and sntervention by Siam on behalf of her 
vassal, ,Camboja itself, in the person of King Nordpom, 
made no resistance at all That sory potentiate was 
only too glad fo get any one, no matte: on what condi- 
tions, to keep him on a throne from which he would 
otherwise righteously have been expolled. Ile the1efore 
was most complaisant in the matte: of a treaty. Siem 
had no eimy and no arms at the timo, and therefore 
perforce acquiesced poaceably and silently in the spoli- 
ation of her own terutory, 10 tho scarcely concealed 
irritation of Fiance. Cochin China, however, now com- 
forts itself with tho veflection that Siam is its natmal 
enemy, and that conflict must como somo day. 

There are a variety of ways of bringing it about, but 
the favourite scheme, and ono more than evel easy now 
that Tonglang is in Prench hands, is though the 
medium of the Shan States, This conglomaation of 

_ small principalities has been for ages a subject of dis- 
pute botween Bmma and Siam. The mountain chicf- 
, tains never at any time, and less than over to-day, paid 
much tribute or respect to anybody. Tho question of 


the suzerainty ove: them was, however, always oxeuse 
ry 7 
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enough for a fight when there was a warlike king in 
the one kingdom or the other. Tho Tench have not 
neglected to vead the old chronicles. If the King of 
Siam should gibe at an awkward moment, it would be 
easy enough to occupy his hands by stinumg up troublo 
with Buma in the matter of the northern Sian States. 

When, on tho other han¢, the time comos when tt is 
convenient and desizable to progress towards the Pro- 
tectorate over the Mnnam valley, all that has to be done 
is to 1aise mischief in the States tributary to Siam. 
When Siam proceeds to assert her authonty France 
will intervene to protect the “ just rights” of terzitories 
with which commercial 1elations, present 1 prospective, 
aio maintained. Such a policy may seem meoredible in 
these days, but it is not only discussed 1¢egulaily in the 
Colonial papers, but is also calmly set forth in such 
books as Raoul Postel’s, L’Hxiréme Orient. 

These consierations explain the otherwise singular 
interest which France takes in Mandalay affairs. Tho 
Rangoon papers have long puzzled over tho matter 
without coming to any” more satisfactory conclusion 
than that France wants to keep King Tucrrav as much 
at enmity with us as possible. But that is too &:ude 
and harmless a policy fo. our quick witted neighbours. 
The treaty concluded in 1888 of hiendship and alliance 
between France and Buima will bo kept warm for other 
and more far-seeing mattes. 

This, however, is only cne of the schemes meditated. 
It is probable that a much more direct and speedy plan 
will be adopted when matteis in Tongking have been 
tidied up. The way has been prepaied for it by the 
flight of many Chinese and otheis fiom Sonray, Huna- 
Hoa, and other Tongking towns. These new airivals, 
called Hors by the Siamese, Hawa by the French, are 
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far from peaceable. During tho summer of 1884 thoy 
have penetiated down to Luana Pranane, and oven 
farthe: south to the Miixona, where it makos its hugo 
bend to the east past Pon Prssay. Siamese tioops have 
been sent northwaid to expel them, o at any rate to 
prevent them fiom ravaging the country, and at any 
time news of a conflict way be expovtsd. 

Here is an ideal oponing for French protocting genius, 
and there is no straining of conscience in the matter, 
for it was the French action in Tongking which drove 
tho Chinamen into searching for fresh fields and pastures 
new, and it seems only reasonable enough that tho 
Fiench shoulé set themselves to piotect peoples who 
are victimized through French doings elsewhe.e. Tho 
opportunity is quite charmmg, and 16 had boen foresecn, 
ao that everything might be dono, if possible, still mone 
decently and in order. 

Dr. Paun Nois is a Tionchman who is well known for 
his interesting studies among the Mois; Mor is simply 
a local name, like Muon on the, Tongking fiontier, for 
the different Laos faibes. Di. Nurs has studied tho 
language and customs of tho Mors in tho Mi.xona river 
valley betore. In tho sprmg of 1884 ho wont tho.o 
again, and got as far as Luana-Prazana on the upper 
Minona. He also travelled though a great part of the 
country to the east and south east of that fown. He 
was on & Government mission, still to find out tho ways 
and legends of those charming Mots, as well aa to make 
inquiries concerning the route, known to exist, bub un- 
known to Europeans, fiom the Laos principality over to 
Tongking. 

But whether from pure patriotism, or in accordance 
with secret instructions, the doctor took up the Mois in 
an, altogether unexpected wy To tho east of Luana- 
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Prapane, and more especially southwards along the 
Annam frontier, there aro a number of small tribal 
chiefs, whom the Tiench savant has visited, whom ho 
has induced to sign treaties declaring a strong dosne to 
place themselves unde: French protection, and to whom 
ho has given Fiench flags quito in tho do Brazza 
fashion. It must, howoyer, bo 1omembered that thege 
Laos peoples are very much higher in the scalo of civi- 
lization than tho Afiicans who used M. do Brazza’s 
flags for pocket handkerchiefs, and put them to other 
pwposes. They may not know all that their signatures 
imply, or all that Piench piotection means, but they aro 
not fools, and they are high-spirited. When thoy find 
that French protection means the collaing sof thoir 
revenues they will fight, and thoie are Siameso troops, 
if not actually in their territory, yet close at hand. 

The country is a very fine one. It appears, from the 
surveys of Messrs Macaithoy and Leonowens, employés 
of the Siamese Govo.nment, as well as fiom information 
collected by Mr. Holt Tallott dwing his jounoy in tho 
omly pat of 1884 thiotigh tho Sian States, thet tho 
idea conyeyed of this pwt of Indo-China by Garnior 5 
wok on the Mixote esploration 18 quito mislodding, 
Along tho 1iver itself tho country indeed scoms barron 
and thinly populated, but a very little distance farther 
to the east @ voy fine region is come upon. Thore aro 
magnificently fertile plains and 1ivor valleys with a 
laige and indusizious population. With tho assistanco 
of the Siamese troops, o. with their own unaiilod re- 
sources, they will piobably be able to sottlo issues with 
the ‘‘Tlaws,” for they aie a stalwart, warhke peoplo, 
very differont fiom the Tongkinoso. If the Fronch 
come oyer and claim oxecution of the ircatios, and wish 
to establish custom honge, officers and du ecteurs des 
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affanes indyenes, there will le fightmg. Tho Ixench 
will get the footing thoy want, and it will go hard if 
they do not fasten a quarielon Siam. =‘ 

This is somewhat serious, although not a little of 1618 
ludicrous. The signmg of voluntary documents sayvous 
foo much of over-scrupulous formality. I¢ is protosting 
too much. It 1s not even oviginal. A great majority of 
tho states in this part of Indo China have pmd tribute 
at one time or othe: to Annam, and it may be asserted 
that others were tuubutary to the old Knnr kingdom. 
Camboja and Annam are now equally looked upon as 
French territory. Tance is bound to protect all their 
tributaries, fad Dr. Nurs has studicd the local histo.es 
with @ philanthiopic dosie that nono who have any 
clam to como under the pictectimg wing of Franco 
should lose that boon. The matte. is therefore all cut 
and dxed as fay as this border countiy is concerned. 

But read in tho hght of tho now mformation which 
Mr. Hallett gives us of the configmation of the Smax 
county, this advance of Trongh customs and French 
officials in Indo China is a thuch moie serous matic. 
Mi, [allott tells us that tha basm dvamed by the 
Mixone oxtends vey much faitha west than has 
Inthoito boen imagined. To. the sake of peaco and 
security, and tho nocessity of havmg a frontisr, the 
Liench will find it imperative to protect tho whole 
Mixone valley, Tho turbulent Smays and the ferocious 
Siamese might otherwise keep them in constant fear 

“and danger. Lhis wut take them close up to the noth 
of Ziammé (Cure mar), and farther west even than tlus, 
to the Burmese” Shan States of Tonin-nen and Monay, 
and will cut off tho chieftam of the Kiana Tune plateau 
from the suzerain, under whom he now wishes to place 
himself. 
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The annexation of Camboja—for it is little short of 
that—may bing up at any moment the question of tho 
rightful ownership of the Siamoso provinces of Barran- 
sone and Korat, Tho commission of 1866 decided that 
those two disticts belonged to Siam, and not fo Cam 
hoje, The officials told off to protect King Nordpom 
at Prox-Poxm have evor since been grumbling at this 
decision. Now that Camboja is French the matter will 
be viewed m an ontiely now light. French students 
will be moved to adopt entirely new views fiom a fuller 
acquaintance with old Cambojan and Siamese chronicles. 
Even now a gentleman, M. Aymonie., who is tho great 
authouity on Camboja, is in Bangkok finding startling 
things in ancient mscrptions. To back up tho doci- 
pherers of old tombstones and tumble down monuments 
will come the military men with their views of tho abso- 
Inte necessity of having 2 frontier which will guaranteo 
them a reasonable amount o safety ‘yom theix dangerous 
neighbours. 

These are no mero ainsi statemonts. Thoy may 
be hoard discussed openlyin’ Saigon, and they axe to bo 
read between the linos of evory Fronchman that has 
written of Cochin China or Tongking. Some are cYni- 
eally outspoken, some are naively candid; all recognize 
the fact that Siam may very woll somo day becomo 
Tench. 

Whatever ignorant statesmen in England and laissce- 
faire officials in India may think on tho matter, Siam 
herself has no doubt. She watches every movement ofe 
Tranco in tho Hast with feverish anxiety, and is afiaid 
to make any change, evén for the good of the country, 
in case it might offend the Governor at Saigon. The 
terior of immtating the Fiench is well shown in the cage 
of a pioposed line of steamers between Saigon and 
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Bangkok, There is no trade whatever between the two 
ports, and there aie not the slightest signs that any 
auch trade is likely to spumg up. Saigon knows this 
perfectly well, and Siam knows it too. Yot the French 
not only proposo that this line should be established, 
but suggest that the Siamese Government should sub- 
sidizo it. Wheu thee is hesitutiou und demutring ovor 
this, the Fiench Consul General storms at the Siamese 
Ministry for theix “ suspicions.’ What right, what cause 
had they to be suspicious of the great Republic? These 
suspicions were degrac ing, they were insulting; if they 
were continued the matte: would havo to be seen to. 
No such lin8 of steamers has yet been established, but 
tho Siameso Government has never yes mustered up 
cowage to say that it will not support it if it should be 
established, 

Now from a pmely philosophical and outside point of 
view it might be all the better for the people of Siam if 
she were annexed by the French. The civilization in- 
troducéd by the Fionch in hox,colonies is not altogether 
an unmixed blessing, but at any rate it is bottor than 
Siameso government, even under the present intelligent 
and well moaning young lang. But the presence of 
French on our Buimese frontiers is a contingency which 
would be very far fiom desirable and would be certain 
to lead to quairels and embitiermonts. The treaty of 
commerce and friendship with King Trmnnav of Inde- 
pendent Burma would then assume an altogether diffe- 

*rent complexion from its present Platonic character, It 
is not at all a question as to who is to have Siam; we 
would much rather be without it. What would suit us 
best would be that the country should bo independent 
aud firmly established, not wavering and shivering with 
every fii of indigestion of p Bangkok Consul-Goneral or 
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every utterance of a Saigon Governor. We have no in- 
considerable commercial interests in the country. Un- 
less, however, these aro increased, and Gorman and 
othor foreign trading firms established in the country, 
Siam is doomed. The king hunself acknowledges it. 
Prince Dnvawonese, his right hand man, is anxious to 
saa those manaures tho only salvation of the county 
accomplished. All that i3 wanted is a little encourage- 
ment from the Government of India. But the Govern 
ment of India is as cold and apathetic as if Siam 
was ten thousand miles away, or in another sphere 
altogether. 

No better instance of the utterly callon$ stolidity of 
the Indian Council can be adduced than their attitude 
with vegaid to the Bangkok-Tavoy telegiaph line. It 
was long bofoie they could be brought to see the advan- 
tage of such a line at all. Then they mado an utter 
mess of it, The Siumose Goyemmoent wauted tho line 
to go by way of Ranpna to Mavzramiy, on account of the 
traffic with both these downs, and because the Tavoy 
iouto was known to be so unhealthy, that even the 
natives mado a long détow to avoid it at cortain seagons 
of the yeu. A glance at the map will show that, while 
the Ranmne line would have cost the Siamese very much 
more, the exponse to India must have been practically 
the same. But the Indian “ telegraphs” were stubboun. 
They would have the Tavoy line or nothing. The 
Siamese gave way, and the line was finished, What has 
been the result? Everything has tuinod out exactly as 
the Siamese had anticipated. Thiee Dnglish inspectois 
and a very large number of suboidinates died. Then 
the Government of India summatily closed their part 
of the line. Tt is in working order up to the Siamese 
frontier from Bangkok, and there it stops, to the simple 
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dead logs of Siam. It will be acknowledged thas this is 
very hard, and is little likely to draw the Siamese 
Government into any closer ralations with Indin. In 
the dry season it is proposed to rm a telegraph wito 
from Bangkok up to Crmne-sar in the hope that the 
Government of India will join on to the line al Rannye, 
according to the original suggestion. Common justice 
demands that this should be done at once. 

The same callousness prevails with regard to tho 
Burma Siam railway project. A word from Smma to 
say that the lue was viewed with favour or even with 
interest would be enough to decide Siam. The Govein 
ment would set about the constiuction of the lina to 
Curone-mar at once, and the magnificent tracts of fertile 
country thus brought mto communication with tho 
world would ensure the speedy intioduction of European 
capital, and therefore the stability of Siam. As itis, 
tho Siamose are afiad to sti, Icst thoy shuald vffoud 
France, and have no one toback them. Yet thorailway 
isa magnificent schemo in igolf. Dr. McGilvary, an 
American missionaiy, who ‘has long rosided in Laos, 
writes of it: “ Considering its prospectivo influonco on 
the civilization and development of tho wholo of South- 
eastern Asin, and its probable, if not certain, extension 
into China, I verily beliovo it may be classed with the 
Snoz Canal and the great American Pacific Railway as 
one of the grand works of the century.” 

Tt cannot be too strongly urged that the whole French 
procedure with 1egad to Siam is as scientifically 
mapped out as a game at draughts. Every counter 
move has been calculatod and provided for, and we are 
no dismterested spectators. Ib cannot bo too strongly 
urged that we do not want Siam, and have no particular 
hankering after the Suan Stats, but we do want to 
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keep Fiance out of them. Lven with the Channel, the 
silver stienk, between ns, we find them troublesome 
enough neighbouis at home, and if we had them on our 
Buwmese fiovtier they would bo simply unendurable, 
and there could be but ono issuo to the situation. War 
with Trance is an eventurlity which it is not pleasant 
for us to contemplate, but it would be piacticably in- 
evitable. There is only one means of avoiding the 
danger, and fortunately i is one which ought to be 
easily enough effected. We must bind Siam to us, and, 
through Siam, the Sxan States. It is not at all neces- 
sary for this purpose that we should tollow the French 
“Protectorate” system; m fact 16 would b€ dangerous 
even to hint at such a thing. A railway connecting 
Maviamm with Carne-waz, and Carone-war with 
Bangkok, would supply all that is wanted. Siam would 
then be connected with wa so directly, and so much 
capital would be involved, that she would cease to be 
the safe quarry sho now is for sinister French designs, 
The Sxan States, to a coylain extent, would necessarily 
follow iho suzerain powor, fi, indeed, bianch lines to the 
casted did not connect them with us independently. 

There is great danger that Franco may try a bribe, 
Sho may offer us the Siamege Statos of the Malay Penin- 
sila in retin for unopposed acquisition of Siam itself. 
That would be very dangerous; for the Indian Council, 
though it is crass, is vay greedy, and statesmen at 
home axe hopelessly ignorant of the riske. But it would 
not get over the probability of frontier troubles. On the 
conttary, it would increase them. The French are quite 
scientific in those matters, and our Burma borderers 
are somewhat of a turbulent, unscrupulous lot. 

If anything is to be done, it must be done at once. 
Fiance is rapidly formulating projects hitherto inchoate, 
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In a year or two Siam will be so suxounded that she 
will be unable to stn. The policy of indecision which 
has led us into such troublo in Afghanistan and in 
Egypt will be equally fatal here. Action now wlule 
France is engaged elsewhe.e will ensure the safety of 
Siam and a vast new market to om manufactures, to 
say nothing of a new path into China. Vacillation may 
pring about danger to India in the not distant future, 
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fou rd Deserves a most co dal welcone as a fresi ard
